Nothing is iriore certain, than that ma- 
ny curious Pieces have efcap'd the fearch of thofe who have pubJifb'd Vo- 
lumes of this Nature, either becaufe they are grown extreamly Rare 5 or, 
perhaps, thofe who Tranflated were not Mafters of the Languages in which 
they were Writ, or elfe for want of fufficient Information; fince, as no 
Man can know all Things, neither can any be acquainted with all Books. 
Thefe are the Things now deiign'd to Entertain the Publick,with affurance 
that nothing fhall be offerM,but what is valuable, and approved of by Lear- 
ned and Ingenious Perfons. It is needlefs, and even impraAicable, in this 
Firil Part to give a Catalogue of the Books intended to be Tranflated; need- 
lefs, in Regard that being very rare, few are yet acquainted with them ; 
and impradlicable, becaufe feyeral not yet known to the Undertakers, may 
hereafter come to Hand : As alfo, by reafon that fome which are not to be 
found in Evglani^ are now fent for Abroad, and confidering their Scarcity, 
and the Hazards of the Sea, it is impoilible to determine when they will 
be had. Befides, it is not convenient to Publifh the Names of fuch Books, 
at a time when fo many are gaping to catch at any thing they can hope 
to make an Advantage of, tho* others have acquired fome fort of right to 
it, by declaring they have fuch a Work in Hand. Every Piece that is 
Publiih'd, will,it is hop'd^Recommend it felf, and be an Inducement to the 
Buyer to purchafe the next, for which reafon it will be fuperfluous to add 
any thing in their Commendation.

TIR Juthor^ Bartholomew Leonardo de Argenfbia, 
5 wat a Le.irned Clergyman ^ nnd as fuch employed 
^ by the Prefideiit audCouncil of the Indies to Write 
^ this Hijlory. He c.iUs it^ The Conqueft of the 
Molucca lilands, mthout Evhrging any further 
in his TitlCf tlo' at the fame tinie his If^ork con- 
tains their fiifl Difcovery^ their Defaipion, the 
Manners, Cvflovts^ Heligion^ Hahit, and Political 
and Natural Hiflory I with all thelf^ars^ and Or 
tier Remarkable Jccidents in thofe Parts, fmcc they were firjl known to 
Europeans, till their Redu3ion under the Crown o/Spain, In Speaking of 
them he Occa^onaUy rum out to give the fame Account of the Philippine 
Jflandt^ and of fever al others in thofe Eaflern Seas. This is frequent in 
Spanifh Books y wherein we generally find much more than the Titles ponrife^ 
contrary to what it VraSis*d with us, whoflrtve to fill up a Title Page with. 
ahundance of Inviting Heads, the leafi fart whereof is Treated of in tie 
Body of the Jf^ork, or at hefl fo Suferfcially, that fcarcc any vwie can Ic 
wade of them there, than wat in the Frontiffiece. 

For the Compiling of thit Work the Author, leing Employed by the Aw 
ihority abovemention^d, had the Command of all Authentick Mamifcripi 
Relations, which were either in the Kings Cuflody, or in Private Hands ; 
J^e^des the Teflimony of fuch Perfons then Living, as had teen Fye-Witneffes 
to any part of what he delivert. Hit Vejign was only toU'r-tethe Can^uefi 
ef thofe Jflands, by King VhiW'p the Third 0/ Spain; hut confidcring how 
■ fetp were acquainted with them, and that of Confcfuence viojl Readers would 
he at a lofs to know where, or what thefe Moluccos were, he Jud'icioufly Rc- 
foWdio bring down his Wflory from its proper Source. To thit Ej:d he 
hegins with the Antient, and Fabulous Original of their Kivgs^ then comes 
to the Difcoiery of tlem by Europeans, and proceeds to the Wars between 
them, and with the Natives^ for the Pojfejfion of thofe fo much coveted Do- 
mimom, 
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His Defcription of them is very ExaS \ TAat of tic Cloves, their frinci^ 

fal Commodity^ no lefs Curious ^^ aaithat of the other ProduEt and AnimaU^ 

Inferior to neither. The Wars carrying him over from one Place to another j 

le gives a Jbort Jccowit of the IJIaiids Paplbs, and that of Celebes. The 

Spaniards, to avoid fajivg through the Portuguefe Sea, att-emfted to fettle 

Trade at the Moluccos, by the waj of the St} eights of Magellan, which gives 

occafon to Argenfola to entertain us with a f articular Jccoimt of the Spa- 

liifh Fleet fent into the faid Streight^ under the JdmirrJ Sarmiento, which 

has been hitherto very Im^crfeSly Delivered in Englilh, tho^ very Remar^ 

kable, and full of Surf rizing Accidents. Jn fhort, Ttot to Jlr etch out this 

Preface^ with the SubjcSf of the Work, wejhall find in it a brief Defaipt ion 

cfthe Jfand Sumatra; of the vafl Empire of Chi Ha; of all the Philippine 

fflands^ and thofe of Ceylon, Banda, Java, andvmiy othejs of lefs Note. 

Nor does he omit to fpeak of the Dutch Voyages ; and Under takings of Sir 

Francis Drake, and other Englifli Adventurers ; and Emielijhes the whole 

withfuch variety of $leajing Incidents^ that few Books of Travels afford fo 

much Prof table Entertainment^ with fuch good Authority. . 

No Author ever had a better Repnation^ among all that Vnderfland^ and^ 
Jjave had the good Fortune to Meet with him*^ for beittgfo Valuable^ he is 
extraordinary Starce^ rare to be met with in Spain, and confequently much 
more in England, This may ferhafs be the main Reafon why he has not 
yet been Tranjlated, and being fo Valuable^ he cannot mifi oft hat Reception 
which he has found in the Original. But it is not intended to frefoffefi 
the Reader^ who is left to make his own Judgment j and therefore a long 
'Preface is defignedly avoided^ that he way the fooner enter ufonfo Ufeful 
and Diverting a Work. It is not imfrojper^ neverthelefs, to Advife the 
Header not to take notice of fome Refie8ions in Point of Religion^ and in 
/other Cafes^ confdering the Book was Writ by a Spaniard, and that it r^s 
not f roper to Omitj or Alter any things where a Fair, ani^Entire Tran-- 
flation is pomifed. Befides, That thefe are very few, and inconfiderable, 
and coJtfcquently not worth obferving, as indeed the generality of Judicious 
Readers will be fuffciently fatisfy^d, and this Caution is given for their 
Sake, whom ferhaps Pajfioii, or overnmch Zeal may move to concern a Work 
^ fuch an Occafion^ when they can find no other matter to Carp at.

9 DoL fo much on account of the Wealth, and Fertility 
o^ thofe CountTie5,as for that it took from the Northern Nations all occs- 
iion of Sailing in chit Seas, and Debauching the new Converted Jftaticks, 
and the Inhabitants of our Colonies Trading among them. The Celerity 
with which the Expedition was concluded, does not in the leail diminilh 
the -Glory of the Event ; which, for that very Realbn, might rather defcive 
a place in a more ample Relation. I am feiifible of the Dangers I expofe 
my felf to; but am no lefs fatisfy^d, that I fhall find fome to fland by me. 
The moft &mous Painters, and Carvers, have generally a great value for 
Heads, Arms, and other Limbs, which have been drawn to perfeftian from 
the Life, by which they ccanpofe all the Parts, when they deCgn fume ex- 
cellent Piece. The ignorant in thofe Arts have no Efleem for fuch Frag- 
ments, being only taken with the entire Statue, or Figure, confiiling of all 
its Limbs, without examining the Defefts there may be in each of them. 
The Relation I undertake to write of thefe. lilands will find the fame £- 
{Iceui, and be cxposM to no lefs Contempt ; for the Judicious, who under- 
B itand 
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Hand kow Hiflory is Compiled, will value this part drawn to the Life; 
vhercas ihofe, who, as they fay themleJves, Read only to divert the 1 iine, 
will m.ke little account o'' ir, as being more fond of lome Romance, tuJl of 
Monfierous Events ; or of Ibnie bulkey Work, bearing the Title ot a Hi- 
ftory, treating of i^amerous Armies, and mighty Slaughters, and bellow- 
ing the SUccefs, not where Providence gave, but where they would have 
it. Tills is the Reafon why many Things, worthy to be known and pre- 
fervM^ remain Utry'd in Oblivion ; becaufe being left for General Hiflories, 
there are only flight Sketches of them Drawn at the Tia.e when they hap- 
ned,by thofe who had a fiiare in rhem, fo that when thefe Manufcriprs are 
to be made ufe of, either they art not to be found, or elfe they reduce the 
Writer to a ncccflity of fubfcribing to whatfoever either Self-Love, or any 
oiher PalEon dilated to the Authors of fuch Memoirs, without any pofli- 
bility of eitamining into the Truth. To obviate this Inconveniency, in a 
matter of fuch moment as that of Tirnate^ the Capital of the Molucca 
Ifland^ I was Commanded to write an Account of it, at a time when 
they were ilill living who aded in and direded it: And I have fuch 
full Information of all that is recjuiiite for this purpofe, that I hope Triich 
will' make.aiQends for my want of Ability. This is as nmch as I h^ve 
thought fit to Advertife the Reader, without entering upon the Advantage 
he will reap by penifing this Relation; becaufe, if he is well afFefted, all 
lean fay for it will be fuperfluous; and ifotherwife inclin'd^ tho' I en- 
deavour to fet him right, he will never conceive it. 
Kings of Among the fourteen moH potent Princes, who Lord it over the ArcVi^c^ 
tb€ Mo- lago of the Molucca Iflands, under the Title of Kings, thofe ofTernafe and 
Juccos. Tydore boafi of a Divine Original; fuch Liberty to be vain do Men take up-^ 

on thern^ or To much do they afcribe to obfcure Antiquity. There is an 

ancient Tradition among thofe People, look'd upon as Sacred, That they 

were once Governed by a mofl Ancient Prince, called Bicocigaraj who 

failing along the Coa/l of i?jr/;ij;9,perceiv'd that among fome craggy Rocks 

there were grown up abundance ot Rot as^ fo they call a fort of folid Canesy 

jtP %1 f ^^^% when fmall, they make ufe of inftead of Ropes. He lik*d them, and 

^l^ Q ^^ f>rder\J they fiiould be cut down, and brought into his VefleJ. His Sub- 

.^j '* jeftiQ going to fulfil his Orders, and having fearch'd all the place, return'd 

gmal. j^ jj^jy Alafter, defiring he would look again, leaft his Eyes deceived him^ 

for they could meet with no fuch Canes. Bicocigara, who faw them di- 
flinftly from his Boat, was pofitive with his incredulous People, and or-- 
dtt^d them again to be brought ; but to decide the matter, went himfelf 
Afhore, where immediatly they appeared to them all. He commanded 
them to be cut down, and as they went about it, Blood ran from the Canes 
that were cut. Being ailonifiiM at that Prodigy, he difcover'd clofe to the 
^ Kpots of them four £ggs, which loodc'd like a Snakes Eggs, and at the fame 
' time heard a Voice, proceeding from the hollow of the Canes cut down, 
which faid^ Keep thofe Eggsi for frovi themJhaJl come four excel left t Go^ 
vefnaurs. He took up tho:e fatal Eggs, with Religious Refpe^, and car- 
ly'd them home, where they were kept in the befl place of his Houfe. In 
a fbort time, from the four Yolks proceeded four Rational Chickens, be-- 
ing three Mtn^ and one Woman, \vho afterwards Reign'd, the firil of 
xhcmmJBMhan^ the tccond inButan^ and the third over the Iflands caird 
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Pnfvas^ Ijing Eaft from the Moluccas. The Woman was Marry M to Prince 
Loloda^ who gave Name to the Country of Batochnia^ not far from the 
great Boconora. This Fable has gain'd fuch Reputation, that they honour 
iicocigara ts a Hero, worftiip the Rocks, and adore the £gg5. The truth 
of it is, that the cunning Man, by this prodigious Superflition, Sandtfy'd 
his own Race, and gained Kingdoms, and Kefpe^ for his four Children. 
So Greece feign'd, of beleiv'd, that Leda Conceiving of the Adulterous 
Swan brought forth the Eggs, from which came CaJloVy Pollux^ and Hdevia. 
Fortune, when (he raifes Men to a high pitch, perfwadcs thofc ihe deilgns 
to Crown, to lay the Foundation of their Majefty on Fables, refembling 
true Mifleries, fo to perfwade the Multitude that they are fbmewhat Di- 
vine, and to diflinguifli the Royal Race by a peculiarity even in the Uni- 
verlal Law of being Eorn into the World. Of this Race thirteen Idola- • 
trous Kings fucceeded one another in Tjiore^ down to Sultan Tydore Bon- 
ne^ the firft that received the Mahometan Alcoran, tho^ intermixed with 
dolatry, which lalted above Eighty Years, and being confounded among 
the Precepts of that abominable Se^l, bred Divifions, and Didradions a* 
mong the People* Afterwards, when the Comi:iander Brito arriv'd in 
that Ifland, as we fliall foon fee, he found a Caclz^ or Priefl, taueht tliem 
the new SuperAition, and that many oppos'd him, on account of the old 
Fable of the Eggs, which tlic Perfian Mor about could never Decry j fo great 
is the power of Error tranfmitt'.d from our Forc-Fatherr. 

' King Tydore Bovgtie^s Succeflbr, was his Son Cachil Boleyfe^ no lc(s j t^jr^ 
Superliicious than the Father, but in another way* He pretending to the prophejic. 
Spirit of Prophecy, gainiM fuch Reputation, by the Experience and Fore- ^ 
ijght of his Kiper Years, that he came to be Honour 'd by his SubjeAs as 
a Prophet ; or oy the leaA Credulous, as a Perfon of fingular Prudence, fo 
that all Men gave Ear to him, as to an Oracle. Puffed ud with this Vac- 
uity, he pretended to Fore- tell future Events ; which when no particular 
Perfons, or fet Times are appointed, is a fafe way of Predifting, without 
Danger of being found Falfe; cither bccaufein procefs of Time fomething 
Accidentally happens, that may be adapted to the Prophecy, or in regaro, 
that is always cxpeded which will never come to pais. For this Reafon, 
*as in moft Countries there are fome current Notions ot future Expectations, 
conceiv'd upon trivial Occafions, rather than any Ob'ervation of the Scars i 
therefore Boleyfe us'd to tell thofe about him, That the time would come^ 
when Iron Men fliould arrive at Ternate^ from the remotell parts of the 
World, and fettle in its Territory; by \vhofe Power the Glory, and Do* 
minion of the Molucco Iflands fhpuld be far extended. 

* In the Reign of King John the firft, of Portygal^his Son, Prince Henry ^ pju^ y^^r 
having employed feveral Perfons on Difcoveries, John Gonzales^ and caveriei 
Trijlan Vaz found the Ifland of M/tderay in_ihe Year r4i9, and others 

ibon after thofe of the Jzorei^ and Caho Verde^ and ran along the Coafl 
of Guinea and Jfrick. Afterwards, in the Reigns of King Edward^ and 
Jilonfo the V. thofc Difcoveries were continued, till under King John the IL 
they proceeded as far as the Cape of Good Hope^ and a Hundred Leagues 
beyond it, along the Coai>, calFd Rio del Infante. The honour of tiiis 
Difcovery is due to that famous Seaman Bartholomew Diaz^ if we may 
believe the'Manufcript Memoirs of Dujrtc Rcfendcy for the Hiflorian 
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Barros. This raised Emulation in the S^anijh Nation, already engj^'d in 
fuch Voyages, as having DifcoverM the W cfle;n Iflands, call'd Jiitilles^ 
or Carihhee Iflandf. This Difcovcry occafion'd a Controverfy about the 
Right to them, Pcf/i/^.^/ pretending to, and Spain defending its Poflefiion. 
After much Contention, the Difference was adjufled by Kiiy de Soufa^ and 
Bon John his Son, and Jrias de Jlmada^ CoonmifiionM by Tortugal^ who 
in the Year 1404. agreed with the Spanifo EmbaiTador, That, Cnce this 
inferior Globe, con/ifting of Earth and Water, anfwers to the Degrees into 
which the Cele/lial Sphere is divided, it Ihould be ec^^ally parted between 
the two Kings, by a Meridian Line drawn through the North and South 
Poles, and compafling the Land and Sea, fo as to cut them into two halves. 
It was appointed. That the Share to the Eadward fhould belong to the 
Crown oi Portugal^ and the other to the Weft ward, to that oiCaJlile ; and 
that it ihould be fo mark'd down on the Sea Charts; the Line pafling 
throtigh a fixt Point on the Earth, which was to be the Boundary of both 
Nations, This was by mutual Confent fettled j6o Leagues Weft froin 
Cabo Verde^ and fo the Line, or Meridian, fell upon the Country we call 
Brazil J about the moft Wefterly part of the Mouth of the Kivti Alaranhao^ 
which difembogues there to the Northward. This Line cuts through 
that Country, and to the Southward runs off beyond the River of Plaic^ 
from whence the Spaniards begin to reckon their Degrees of Longitude 
Weflward, and the Portuguefcs Eaftward, 180 belonging to each of them, 
for as much as the whole Circumference of the Earth contains three hun- 
dred and fi^ty Degrees. 
Vafco de ^^fio de Oama^ employed by King Emanuel of Portugal ^ to Difcover 
Gama dif- ^^ Conquer hidia^ profecuted this Enterprize, lookM upon by Ptolomj^^ 
covers In- ^? i^^praft icable ; he traversed the main Ocean, within the Portuguefe Di- 

viiion, where he Difcover'd, arul fince the Por/r/^i/r/i? Commanders have 
Conquer^ fo many Kingdoms, Nations, and Iflands, fo diftincl: in Cu* 
floms, Manners, Laws, Languages, and Colours. They returning home 
admir'd what they had feen, and layM it down in Maps, but ftretching out 
the Longitude, that is the Diftance from Weft toEaft, beyond what it 
really was^ thus Craftily providing for the Controverfy which might arife 
upon this Occafion, as it foon happened, through the Falfhood of the Sea 
Charts. 
Portugue- By virtue of this praAice^ and by the Pope'^s fubfequent Authorizing of 



even iiretch it 15 Degrees further. Refende Qom^ziviSyT!\iziMagalhaens^ 
whom the Englifi czW Magellan^ magnify 'd the Opinion conceiv\i of the , 
£aflern Seas, when in the Year i$i9 he went away Difgufted into Spain. 
Magellan grew up in the fervice of Qiieen Ellenory then ferv'd King 
Emanuel^ and went over into India with that Jlonfo de Jlbu^uerquej of 
whofc Bravery, and Conduft, we have written Hiftories, befides what 
Fame, and Tradition have delivered. This Man, not fatisfyM with the 
fir ft Conquefts, fent Jntonj de Ahreu^ Francis Serrano^' zn& Ferdinand de 
Nagalbaens from Malaca^ with tliree Ships, to Difcover the Molucca 

Uaods. AU thefe three Commanders fleei'd feveral Courfes. We ihall 
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foon fpeak of Magellan again. Antony de Jbren ariivM at Bavda^ and 
rerarning towaids Malaea^ richly Laden with Spice of that Countiy, 
Serrano was parted from him in a Storm, and Sbipwrack'd on the lilands 
of Ljicofino^ figniiying lilandsof Jar/cZ/J?/, fo call'd from the Plenty and 
Eignefs of thofe Creatures, 

There the Tcmpeft left the Portv^vefes^ only their Lives and Arms fav*d, Serrano 
for their yz/nrf, which is a fort of light VelTel, was Stav'd. The LncoPhic cajl on the 
Iflands were Horrid, by reafon of their want of Water, and being Delcrt ;. JJhnds of 
lor their Rocks lying under Water, and the many Sea Robbers that fre- Lucopine, 
quent them, and always keep Sentinels pofled to difcover any Sailing by, 
that they may fall upon, and plunder them. Had not Hunger and Thirft 
threatned the Vortvgttfcs with fpcedy Death, they had reafon to cxpeft it 
at the Hands of thole Pyrats ; but that which had been the DefiruSion of 
others, at this time provM their Safety. Thofe Mifcreants had obfcry'd 
the Shipv*'reck, and Rowinj^ up in a Veflfel called a Caracoa^ as it were to 
a certain Booty^ drew near £o thofe who had fo narrowly efcapM peiiihing 
in the Sea \ but the Malaca Pilots, and Mariners were not ignorant of their 
defign. They acquainted their Captain with the Danger, defiring him to ' 
take fuch Meafures as might be for liis own, and their Safety* Serrano^ 
like a Man of Valour and Difcretion, having view'd die Shore, conceaM 
his Men in a hidden Place. The Py rates landed to purfue them; but as fcoii 
as ever they were at fome diflance from the Shore, the Strangers rulh'd out, 
and polTefs'd themfelves of the Or jr(7/T« The Barbarians thus (iiipris'd, 
leiSeding on their Mifmanagement,. and perceiving they were loft Men, 
gave over the thoughts of Robbing, and had recourle to Intreaties, throw- 
ing down their Bows and Arrows, and begging they would not leave jijsffcatc 
them in that Ifland, but rather take pity, and pardon what tliey had done;. "^ ^^ 
and promifing, if he would carry them off, to conduft him to another place, 
where Strangers were well receivM, and there was Trade. Serrcno gran-* 
ted dieir Requeft, and admitted them, and having repairM the ihatter^d 
Jtmck^ and Embarking together, they direAed their Courfe to the tfland 
of Jmboynay where they were well received by the Pepple of Rucuteloi 
who were ancient Enemies to thofe of Veranula^ a Neighboring City of 
Batochinny witji whoih thofe of Rvcutelo coming to a Battle, they ob* Jnives at 
tain'd the Vidlory, throiigh the Alllftance of the New-comers. The Fame Amboyna. 
of this Succef:> flew over to the Molucco Iflands, at the Time when Bohrfc 
Reign'd in Ternate^ and Mmanzor in Tydore^ who were both not long be- 
fore Idolaters, and then Mahometans. Thefe two were at Variance about 
the Limits of their Dominions, and underftanding that the Port uguefes were 
at Amboyna^ each of them defiring to Strengthen himfelf againft his Enemy, 
fent EmbaiTadors, and Ships, to invite, and bring over to them thofe For- 
reign Soldiers ; thinking it alfo convenient upon other accounts, to enter 
into Alliance w:ith thofe Pecple, wbofe great Adions were then fo frefih in 
the Mouths of all Men. Boleyfe was cjuicker than Almanzcr^ and fent 
ten Ships for Serrano ^ with a Thoufand well Arm'd Soldiers for their 
Defence, thq whole under the Command of hi^KxaUazMkCachil Coliha: 
The Tydore Embafiador^ returned from Rucuteh difappointed. It is but a 
ftort Cut between Amhoyna^ and Ternate^ and therefoie Boyhfe^s Ships 
ioon returned with the rortvguefes. That King wciit cut attended by his 
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Subjedsy to receive the new Guelts ; all of them concluding, That thef 

went to fee the fulfilling of their fo long expcfted Prcphecy* Serrano 

. Landed in bright white Armour^ and his Companions in the fame man- 

Settles at ncr. When the King faw them, he embraced every Man, with a Counte- 

Ternate. nance full of Pleafure and Admiration, (bedding Tears, and lifrirg up 

his Hands to Heaven, blefs'dGod, and gave hearty Thanks, for that he 

had granted him to fee that which had been Prcdidted fo many Years L>e- 

forc. T/je/kj fzid he J viy Friejids^ arf the ITarriers you bave fo lc77g wijb^d 

for J on account ofviy Prophecy. Honour them^ and let vs all vie in Enter-- 

iaining them^ jince the Grajideur of our Country defends on, their jtrms. 

The Portuguefe^y well pleas'd to be thought worthy of a Prophecy, the 

Beieif whereof was a Politick Invention, conducing to their Reputation^ 

made no lefs Courteous Returns, exprefling their fingular Affedion. They 

fettled Amity, and Trade in the Moluccos^ whence they fpread it to the 

adjacent, and remoter Iflands, wbich'ic will be now requiiite breifly to 

Defcribe, for the better Underftanding of this Hiftory. 

Archipe- The Eaftern Archipelago^ not to fpeak of the Divifion of thofe Oriental 

Jago de^ Parts into Northern, and Southern, Contains fo many lilands, that the 

fcrib^d. certain Number of them is not yet known. Hence Modern Authors di- 

ilribute it into five Divifions, being fo many Archipelagos^ under the names 
of Mohucoy Moro^ Papuas^ Ccleles^ and Amboyna. The Name of the Firil, 
in their Language, is Moloc^ fignifying, the Head, becaufe it is the Chief 
oFall about it. Others will have it to be Malucco^ wiiich, in Arahick^ im- 
ports, the Kingdom, as the Principal of them. It Contains five mofl Re- 
markable lilaudf?, all of them under the fame Meridian, one in fight of ano^ 
ther, their whole Extent being 2$ Leagues; the Equinodial crofling them. 
To that the moll Northern of them has but half a Degree of Latitude that 
way, and the moft Southern, one Degree on the other fide. Near to them, 
•on the Eaft. is the Ifland Gilolo^ by the Portiiguefes call'd Batochinade 
Moro^ and by the Moluccos^ Alemaera. Among all the others lying about 
them, call'd alfo il/(7/f/r(r6^, as we fay iht Caiiariesj xhzTerceras^ or the 
Orcadesy thefe are the moft Remarkable, for their great Plenty of Spice. 
The Names of them, beginning with the Northermofl, are, Ternate^ Tydore^ 
Alotiel^ Machian^ and Bachian ; by the ancient Heathens called, Cape^ 
Duco^ Moutil^ Alar a J and Seque. This laft, which is Bacljian^ is divided 
into many lilands, feperated from one another by little Channels, Naviga* 
Lie only in fmall Veflels^ for which reafon, as alfo becaufe it is under 
one Soveraign, it has but one Name, and all the Molucco Iflands are Sub- 
ject to thre^ Kings. They are divided by fmall Arms of the Sea, and fom^: 
Defert iittk Iflands, as alfo by their Antient Enmity. The Coaft both 
near the Shore, and fairther oIT at Sea, full of Dangerous Shoals; among 
which there are fome Inlets, where the Ships Ride in Safety. The Soil 
ot them airis generally Dry and Spungy, fucWng up all the Water, tho' 
it Rains never fo much, and in many Places the Brooks that run down 
from the Mountains do not teach the Sea. According to that grave Hi" 
llorian John dc Barros^ thefe Iflands afford an ill Profpeft, and are no way 
pleafantto behold j becaufe the Sun being always fo near them, fomctimes 
pafllng over towards the Northeri), and Ibme times towards the Southern 
• SoUlice, tlie natural Damp of the Earth fills them fo full of Trees, and 
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l^lants, that it thickens the Air, and hinders the Sight ; for by realbn of 
the Earthly Vapours, the Trees are never naked of Leaves ; but before one 
falls another has fprung out ; and the fame is among Herbs. Others af- 
firm, they are Pleafant to look to, bur not Healthy, efpccially for Stran- 
gers, who are all fubjeft to the Difcafe call'd Ecrher^ wb.ich is common in 
that Country. This Malady fwells the Body, and difablcs the Limbs,^but 
is cur'd with Cloves, the Wine of the Philifpive Illands, drank with Gin- 
ger, 3nd the ufe of a certain Herb, known to the Natives ; and the Dutch 
do it with the juycc of Lemmons, a Remedy found by their own Appre- 
heniion, and Experience. 

Providence has flor*d thefe Spice*lilands with Bananas^ Coco^Nuts^ ProduS of 
OraiigeSy Lem)?io7is^ Lignum-Jloes^ SanJerSj CinMion^ Macc^ Mafiick-Trcesy tie Mo- • 
but above all, with abundance of Cloves^ and other Plants ; all of them va- luccos. 
luable for their Fruit, or delightful for their Ornaments; They have neither 
V^beat nor Hice*^ but Nature gave them Induilry, and Matter to fupply this 
Defeft. They beat a fort of Tree, like the Tnid-Palm^ with Mallets made 
of ilrong Canes ; and thofe dry Trunks, fo batterM, yield an extraordinary 
white Flower, coming from the bruized Pith ; which they mould up in 
fquare Pipkins^ and this is the Sagti^ or Landan^ fo made into fquare Loaves,, q 
like the Caple Sope. This Plant is about Fifteen Foot high, and from the ^^S^' 
Top of it fprout out fome Branches, like thofe which produce the Tama^ 
rinds. Thefe bear a Fruit like the Cyprefs^Nuts^ in which there are cer- 
tain fine Hairs, which if they touch a Man's Flefh, burn it. From the 
tender Branches of the fame Plant cut, flows the Liquor which fer ves them 
for Drink, putting the Ends of the faid Branches fo cut into narrow 
Mouth'd Veflels, which are filPd in a Night, and the Liquor fo gathered, is 
like Milk W hipped, and Frothy, M^hich they call Tuac. When Drank new, 
it is Sweet and very Fat'ning ; boird like new Wine it taftes like Wine, ^ 
and after grows fharp as Vinegar. The fame Advantage they reap from 
two other Plarits call d Hifo^ and Coco j the laA of them yields alfo Oy/, 
Boards^ and Thnier to build Houfes^ They alfo Drink another pleafant 
Liquor, which Nature has ffaut up in the Hollow of the Canes tney call 
BawhcoeSy fo large that the Knots are a Yard a funder. They abound in 
Fleih; but the People are more afFeded to Fifh; notwithflanding Htfgo^ 
the Dutchwanjhys they want both. Providence afforded them no Mines, 
either of GoW, or Silvery whether it was a Punifhment, or Mercy we do 
not decide* Neither have they found any, of other lefs precious Metals ; 
but not far from them is Lamhuco^zn Ifland abounding in Iron and Steel; 
whence, and from the Mines ofSnJa and Butva^ the People of the Maluccos 
bring them, to make tlieir Caampllanes^ which are fhaip heavy Cymiters^ 
and their Crifes^ being fmall Daggers. The PoY4vguefes and Dutch have 
now furnifb'd ihofe Iflands with fmall Fire-Arms^ and Cannon of all forts 
known among us. 

Ternate is the Capital City, and Court of that King, near to which a jf lurith?, 
dreadful burning Mountain Flames out, about the Equinoxes, becaufe at Mountain 
thofe Times the Winds blow ; which kindle that natural Fire,on the Matter i;iTernattr 
that has fed it fo many Ages. The Tup of the Mountain, which exhales 
it, is cold, and not cover'd with Afbes, but with afort of light cloddy 
Earth, little differeiit from the Pomicc-Stov^ burnt in our Fiery Mountains.

Defcending thence to the Foot of the Hill, which flretches out Jike a Pira- 
mid, down to the Plain ; it is all uncooth, being thick with Trees, whofe 
Verdure is ipar'd by the Flames, and the very Fire, Waters and Moiflens 
them with Brooks, which it draws together in the Hollow of the Moun- 
tain, and forces {t to Sweat, and pour out. 

The Natives Differ from one anothf.r, as it were through a Miraculous 
Bounty of Nature ; for it has made the Women Fair and Beautiful, and the 
Men, of a darker Colour than a Quince; their Hair lank, and many a- 
noint it with fwcet Oy Is. Their Eyes are large, the Ej'ebrows long, which, 
and their Eye-lafhes, they colour Black. Of Body they are Strong, much 
addided to War, and iloathful for all other Employments. They aie long 
Liv'd 5 grow grey earlie ; and are as Aftive by Sea as by Land ; Ofli^ijuf, 
and Courteous to Strangers; but when they grow Familiar, Importunate, 
and Troublcfome in their Requeds ; in their Dealings, all bent upon Inte- 
reft ; Jealous, Fraudulent, and Falfe. They are Poor, and therefore Proud j 
and to name many Vices in one. Ungrateful. 

The Ci&iHf/Jf J poflcfs'd themfelves of thefe Illands, when they fubdu'd all 
thofe Eaftern Parts j and after them the 3f/ii?^«f/<fx,and the iM;rr/jjr^j,andlaflly 
tht PerfianSy and Jrahs\ which laft, together with iheir Trade, Introduced 
theJUabowetan Super ft ition among the Worfliip of their Gods; froniwhom 
fome Families boafted they were defcended. Their Laws are Barbarous : 
ITiey have no limited Number of Wives. The King's chief Wife, called 
in their Language JV/Zr/z, enables and gives the Right c.f Succeflion to 
which her Sons are preferry,tho* younger than thofe by other Mothers. 
Theft is not pardoned, tho' never fo inconfiderable ; but Adultery eafily. 
Wlien the Dawn appears, Oflicers appointed by Law for that purpofe, beat 
a fort of broad, flat Tabors about the Streets, to awake Marry'd People, 
who they think deferves this Care from the Governnient, on account of Pro- 
creation. Moft Crimes are punifli'd with Death; in other Rcfpefts they 
Obey the Will, or Tyranny of the Conqueror. 

The Men,on their Heads, wear TufkJjb Turbantsoffeveral Colours, with 
abundance of Feathers on them. The King^s ends above like a Miter, and 
fervesinftead of a Crown. For their other Garb they all wear Wafte* 
coats, wliich they call Chcnlncis^ and Blew, Crimfon, Green, and Purple 
Breeches. Of the fame they make their Cloaks, or Mantles, which are 
Ihort, Soldier-like, thrown over, or knotted on the Shoulder, after the An- 
cient Roman manner, known by the written Defcriptions, Statues, and 
ether Monuments of thofe Times. The Women are Proud of their Hair ; 
fometimes they fpread, and fometimes they plat it, fticking abundance of 
Flowers among the Ribbons, which hold it together; fo. tliat in their 
;Drefs, they are not encumbered with loofe VieJs, Plumes, or Feathers. AM 
that variety adorns them without Art ; they wear Bracelets^ Pendants^ and 
necklaces oi Diamonds and Ruhies^ and great Strings of Pearl s^ whictiare 
Dot forbid even the meaneft, no more than Silks, wherein the Women 
particularly are Clad after the Perjian and Turkijb Faftiion ; and all this 
-coftly Attire is the Product of the Neighbouring Lands and Seas. Both 
Men and Women in their Habit fliow their natural HaughtineO. 

The variety of Languages among them is great, for fometimes one To w.i 
jdoes not underftand the People of the next ; the Malay e Tongue is moft ■' 
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us'd, as cafieft to pronounce* Ihis Diveifiiy of Languages ihows, that 
thofe Iflands were Pec pled by feveral Nations. In thofe Parts ail Anti- 
i;uity, and the Art of Navigation are afcrib'd to the Chinefcs^ Some affirm. 
That the People of the Molucco Iflands are Dcfcended from the Jaos^ who 
fettled there, being invited by the Fragrancy of the' Spice. They loaded 
their Vcffels with Cloves^ till then unknown, and holding on that Trade, 
carry *d it to the Gulphs of Arabia^ and Perjia. They Sail'd about all thofe 
Countries, tranfportmg Silks, and Porcelance, the Produd, and Manufa- 
cture of china. The Cloves were by the Pe/fianSy and Jrnh tranfmitted 
to the Greeks^ and Rovtans. Some Roman Emperors had a defign of Con- 
<}uering the Eall, till they ftould come to :he Spicy Countries; to covetous 
w^ere they of that Commodity ; and believing they all came from Cbina^ 
calPd all ihofe People Cbinefcs. The Spamards formerly brought them a- 
mong other Goods from the Rei-Sea. The Kings of Egyft for fome tinic wr 
poflefsM theiiifelves of all the Spice, which they Tranfmitted from the ru^^j 
Hands of the JJiaticks into Europe. This the Rovians continued, when they 
reduc'd Egypt into the Form of a Province. Long after, the Genoefes^ hrov^fjt 
Transferring the Trade to Tbeodofia^ now Cafa^ handed them about to all i^^l\u^ 
Parts; and there the Venetians^ and other Trading Nations, had their Con- 
fuls, and Faftors* They afterwards were conveyed over the Cafpian Sea ^^* 
^nd Trahlf<md\ but this Trade fell with the Eaftern Empire ; and then the 
Tnrki carryM them in Caravans of Camels, and Dromedaries to Berytus^ 
Aleppo^ DamafcuSj and feveral Ports on the Mediterranean. The Sultaus 
of Egypi brought them Uack to the Red-Sea^ and thence to Alexandria^ down 
the rfile. • The Portuguefes having Conquered the Eafl^Indie:^ took them 
from Egypt^ and brought ihem in their Fleets by the Cape or Good Hope^ 
linking and taking all Ships that attempted to carry any to Grand Cayro. 
For that purpofe they kept Squadrons on the Coafts of Aralia and Perjia^ 
^nd at Cape Guar da fu. ISy this means the Trade of Egypt was fufprels'd, 
and all the Spice brought on the Kings acco!:nt to Jndia^ and thence taking 
a prodigious compafs, to Lisbon. He who i^ Mafler at Sea will be pofTe- 
fs'd of this Wealth 5 by which, and other Commodities, we fee that is 
made good, which fome write Themijlocles was wont to fay, That he has 
all thinj^s who has the Sea. 

The Kings, Boleyfe^ of Ternate^ and Almanzor^of Tydore^ contended a- 
bout Entertaining Serrano^ and each of them courted him to build a Fort 
in his Ifland. It is well worth Obfervation, To fee how eagerly thefe 
Kings fought after, and begg'd for that which they were foon after to be 
avcrfeto. They writ about it to the King of Portugal;^ but Antony de 
Miranda coming to the Moluccas^ befides a wooden Fort, or Houfe he built 
^tTalavgame^ ereded another at Machian^ an Illand belonging to the two 
Kings, by which means he fatisfy'd the Requeft of both. Soon after 
Cacbil Laudin^ King of Bachian^ made Application to Bon Trijlan de 
Menefesy on the fame account. Don Trijlan was come to the Mohccos to 
Load Spice, and with a deiign to carry away Francis Serrano^ and to in- 
duce Boleyfe to confent to it, he perfwaded hijp, it was requifite that Ser-^ 
tano ihould go to Portugal ^ to prevail upon King Evtanuelio order the Fort 
he defir'd, to be built upon Te^nate^ and not elfe where. Boleyfe approved 
of his deiign, and to that end, fent CachMato^ z%\ih Embaflador, with 
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Serrano. DonTri^an fet out, and his Ships U-ing dilpers'd in a 'Storm, 
was olligM to return to the Moluccas^ and to Winter in the Wooden Houfe 
above mentioned ; but as foon as the Moiifon \:\t\\\ he put to Sea ag^in, 
and touching at Bachian was informed, Ihat they had kill'd fome Poitu^ 
guefes^ of Simon Correa^s Veflel in that Ifland. This troubled him, but he 
diifembled it, and proceeding on his Voyage, reiurnM to Malaca^ by the 
way of jimboyna. 

Jntony de mito^ appointed by the Governour cS India to fucceed Serrano 
in that Port, SaiFd from Cape Sincafnra^ through the Streights oiSabam^ 
with joo Meu> and fome experienced Commanders. He touched at Tuhan^ 
a City in the liland of Jazia^ and went over to another, calPd Jgaziw^ a 
Mart in thofe Parts, oppofite to the Ifland Madura. Its nearnefs inviting 
him, he fent a Roving VefTel thither to get fome Information what Courfe 
he was to Steer. Seventeen Men there were in the Veffcl Landed on the 
Coafl, and went up along the lide of a River, ccvcr'd with beautiful Tree?, 
whofe Fruit deceived the Sailers; for they attraftcd with the pleafant fight, 
and unexpeded fatisfaAion, forgot to fecure their VefleL The Natives 
obferving the Opportunity, firft took the VetfeJ, and then all the Men, 
whofe Ranfom proved afterwards difficult, tho* the Lord oi the City fe- 
. vour'd it. Brito faiPd diredly for the Moluceos^ and touching at Bachian^ 
fent Simon de Jbreu in aU haile to burn a Village, and kill aU the Inhabi- 
. tantf^ in Revenge for Simon Correa^s Companions flain there ; that King 
fr'Laudin might underfland, they fhould not elcape unpunifh'd, who wronged 
the Portugve/e^ and that fince his Ifland was the nrft that took up Arms 
againfl them, it fhould alfo be the firfl that fett their Vengeance*. He exe-* 
•jcuted his fcverity without any Lofs, tho* that King did not forget the Obli- 
gation he laid on him. Brito went on to Tjdotc^ and was Inform'd by Al-- 
manzor of the Diforders there were at Ternate^ becaufe Boleyfe was dead, 
and it was fuppos'd he had been Poyfon'd. He being near his Death or- 
der'd. That during the Minority of his cldeft Son Cachil Bohat^ or Boyano^ 
the Queen his Wife, who was Daughter to the King of Tydore^ fhould 
Govern; and that Cachil Daroes^ Natural Son to the faid Boleyfe^ fhould 
Ad jointly \vith her. The Queen who was Crafty, fufpefting that her 
Father Jlmanzor might under that colour aim at fome Advantage, to the 
Detriment of her Son, caird her Subjeds together and told them. That it 
was enough for her to take care of her Sons Education ; and therefore fhe 
laid the greatefl ftrefs of Government on Cachil Daroes. 

The King, and the Governour Daroes^ cxpefled the Commander Antony 
BritOj as the Kingdoms, and the young Kings Proteftor. They went out to 
meet liim in a Fleet of Carcoasy'whh the Noife of that Barbarous Mufick of 
Brafs Bafons, and Tabors. He Landed, fhewing State, and appearing wor- 
thy of that Applaufe ; vifited the Queen, the King, and his JBrothers; and 
after the Ceremony of Condoling the Death of Boleyfe ^ ordering Affairs in 
ConjunAion with Daroes^ he approvM of that Form of Government, and 
upon all occafions Defended his Province againil that oiTydore. To do 
this with the greateft Se. urity, he pitched upon a proper fpot of Ground, 
according to the Rules of Fortification, which v/ere not then very perfeft, 
»o more than Military Difcipline. The Foun-Jation being dug, Brito^ in 
the prefence of the King, and all the People, laid the firft Stone of the new 
fort, with his own Handt This bappen'd on Midfummer Day, and there- 
fore 
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fore he gave the Fort the Name of St. John Ba^tijl ; and tho' it was 
built for the Defence of Ternate^ yet in Britons mind it was Dedicated to 
the fervice of the Gofpel, and its Minifiers. He us'd endeavours to fend 
away the Caelz he found there fpreading of Mahomet^s falfe Doftrine, as 
an Obflacle to the True ; but the War which is there always fettled and 
natural againfl tydorc^ oMrucled thefe Dcfigns ; tho' at the fame time the 
Troubles of thole two Revengeful Nations increased the Revenues of Por^ 
tngal^y contributing of their Spice ; and the defire of Superiority brought 
them into Subjeftion. Hoivevcr, in Portugal Brito had a Succeflbr 
appointed him, and he was informed, That the other was already failing 
for the Moluccas j^ and there was need enough of them both, and of dou- 
bling their Forces; becaule Sffaht ftill infilled upon taking thofe Countries 
as its Right, and Brito began to be hated, on account of his offering Vio- 
lence to the Royal Family. 

At the fame rime Jligcllan having Sail'd 'Sco Leagues towards -Wj//ir<T, j^lagellan 




Company. Magellan confenting, refolv'd to go to the ^o/r/rrw ; but in 
cafejhis Services were not Rewarded in Portugal^ as he expeded, he would 
take the way direflly for Tervate^ under whole King Serrano grew fo Rich 
in Nine Years. He conlidery, that fince the Moluccos were ^oo Leagues 
Eaft from Malaca^ which make 30 Degrees, little more or iefs, they were 
out of the Portvguefe Limitf, according to the antient Sea Chart* Retur- 
nir-} to PoYtvgal^ he found no Favour, but thought himfelf wrong'd, and 
refenting it, went away into CaJlUe^ carrying with him a Planifohere, 
drawn by Peter Repteh^ by which, and the Correfpondcnce he had held 
with Serrano^ he perfwaded the Emperor, CJmvles V. that the Molucca 
lilands belonged to him. It is reported. That he Confirmed his Opinion 
with Writings, and the Authority of Ruy Faleyro^ a Portvguefe Judiciary 
Aftrologer, and much more with Serrano^s. 

Hereupon the Emperor gave him the Command of a Squadron, with ^ 
which hefailM from Sanlucar.on the lift. orSeptemher, i^ig. He flay'd yv^f^^^.^' 
four days at the Crw^r/^/, where a Caravel overtook him, with private f'^ i^yrc- 
Intelligence, that his Captains went with a Defign not to Obey him par- ^^^J^* 
ticularlyji^iii Cartagena^ who had the fame Commiflion as Magellan. He 
bravely fcem'd to take no notice, and failing away xvith a fair Wind, be*

went in fearch of. He anfwei*d, as to Men that were cndrely SLbordinate 
to his DireiSion and Authority, J/at/ they vtvjl go on ^ for he knerv n^hat he 
ti^as ahout^ and the Coafts c/Nor^vay and Ireland were in a greater Lati-- 
tude^ and yet Shift failed along them. Thefe Co3 tefts la fled almofl all the 
Voyage, and increase with the cold and dreadful Winds, and the hideous 
fight of the Mountains of Snow and Ice, grown old, which they met in' 
the Latitude of 51 and 5? Degrees. They magnify M thefe Difficulties, 
alledging, That it recjuirM fiy,*or kiitw Months to com^ froniGr//nV,

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crof^ the Line, and run all along the Coaft of Brazil^ through fuch divcr- 
fity of Climates, in each of which the Weaiher vary'd. 1 hat this was 
throwing away Men and Ships, which were more valuable than all the 
Cloves in the Molucca Iflands.

Confpiracy conning to his Ears, as he lay at ti:e Mouth of the Kiver of St. 
Julian^ having contrived what was to be done, as John deBarros write5, 
he causM Lewis de Mendoza to be Stab'd , which was done by Oonzalo de 
EMnofa. Next Gafpar de ^efada was Quartered A lire; and a Servant 
ot his, who was concerned, had his Pardon. Cartagena he condemned to 
a lingering Death, leaving him in that Defert Country, with a Clergy 
Man, guilty of the fame Crime, which was High Treafon againft their 
King. So fay the Poriuguefe Hiftories; but thci^.77///Zp inform us. That 
they were privately proceeded againft, and the Judgment was Read to them. 
This done he made fome Speeches to Juftify the Faft, and Comfort his 
Companions. Cartagena j^nd the Clergy-Man, who were left with fcuie 
Provifions, got away a few days after, inone of the Ships of the fame 
iSquadron, which return^ to Spain. Magellan overcoming incredible Dif- 
ficulties, found the Streighr, and Paffage, which makes tlie Communication 
between the two Seas, and preferves his Name to this Day. He there took 
Giants above fifteen Spans high, who wanting raw Flein, which they u:>*d 
to feed on, foon DyM; then he paffed the Streight fuccefsfuUy. But thp* 
he got under the Equinoflial, either by reafon of the Currents, or the i\aul- 
tinefs of the Sea Charts, he Sail'd round about, and almoft in fight of the 
Molucca Iflands, yet could never come at them. He Touch'd at others, 
where he was obliged to Fight; and went on to thofe ofZehii^ or the J/j- 
wlas. At this fame time his Friend Serrano v/zs failing for India^ and thq' 
it happened in feveral Places, yet they both Dy'd on the fame Day, and 
much after the fame Manner. 

It would be fuperfluous to dilate upon the Story of Magellan, his tedious 
Navigation, and the many Difficulties he met with, before and after he 
pafs'd through his Streight into the Pacificky or South^Sea^ his Arrival at 
the Illand of Zebu, and perfwading the Idolatrous King to embrace the 
Chriftian Faith, and the Battles he fought on his account, with his Ene- 
mies; for befides tliat thefc things are Related by very good Authojs 
who Treat of the Difcovery cf the Molucca Iflands, which was the m.nin 
Objeft of his defperate Undertaking, we muft be brief in repeating them, 
to fliow how eager feveral Princes, and Nations were for thefc Iflands, and 
ihe Kotion they had of what great Confequence they would be to them. 

The King of Zehu was Baptiz'd, rather to make his Advantage of the 
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SpauiJI) Arms, thanout of any Zeal.or tlut he knew the Faith lie Embraced. 
He took tlie i\'ame cf F^^rdinavd in iiaptifm, to flatter his Godfather, who He is Mm ^ 
was Ferdinand Magalhacns^ hiinfelf. After obtaining feveral Victories by der^d with 
his Affiflaiice, tliinking he could fnake off the fecond Yoke he expelled others. 
thofc Strangers might lay on him,he turn'd againft them. He contrivM an 
Sntertainmcnt, in Wononx o^ Magell an and Thirty five 5]r»4iiiifr^x being at 
it, he fell upon them at a time appointed, with a Multitude of Barbarians, 
and confounding the Feail, murderM his Guefls, who handled their Arms 
to defend themfelves, which only ferv'd to render their Deaths more Ho* 
nourable. The reft of the Sfaniards^ who cfcap'd becaufe they were at S^, 
for their better Government under that Misfortune, prefentlv choitRarlofa^ 
a Kinfman of Magalhaens^ for their General, and Ltwis Jlfonfo^ a Poriu^ 
gue/e to be Captain of the Ship, call'd the Vidory. The perfidious King, 
thinking to conceal his Treachery and Apoftacy, as if it were pofllbie to 
keep it lecret, ifemt to invite Barhq/jy faying he would deliver him the 
Jewel he had promis'd for the King ofSpain^ Join Serrano^ thinking it a 
Rafhnefs, to truft a Man again, whofe Hands were ftill Bloody with the 
late Execution, diiTwaded Barhofa from accepting of the Invitation; but 
was not regarded. Barhofa went with the other Guefts, and Serrano 
himfelf, who, to (how it was not Fear that mov'd liinr to give fuch Ad- 
vice, was the firft tliat got into the Boat. They were conduced into a . 
Wood of Pdlm-J^rees^ where the King expeded them, with a fmall Retinue^ 
the Tables being fpread in the Shade, amid ft the Mufick of Bag-Pipes. 
"V^hen they were feated^and began to £at, a great number of. Archers that 
lay in Ambufb, rufh*d out, andfhot our Men. They faved Serrano^ whom 
they lov'd, not out of Kindnefs, for they fhow*d him bound to thofe thai> 
were at Sea, demanding for his Ranfom, two Brats Guns, and then he • 

told them, the Slaughter that had been made. > Our Men, not trufting to. 
them, any longer, let Sail, aiKl did not only fee the Indians carry Serrano ^ 

back to their Town, but (boo after heard mighty Shouts in it ; aiid it was 
afterwards known that they gave them when they killed Serrano^ and ran » 

to throw do\iHi a great Crofs, fet up tfefore the Ncw-Chuich, which they 
could not perform. The Spaniards wanting Men, burnt the Ships, called 
the Conception^ and chofe John Caravallo for their General, and Gonzalo 
Gomez de Efpinofa^ Captain of the Ship the ViSory. They came to Borneo^. 
on the Coaft whereof they found thofe Peoples Fleet of Carcoas^ Painted^ 
and the Prows of them like Serpents Heads gilt.

When the Spaniards came up "^ 
the Elephant ftoop^d down, and fix armM Men coming out of tlie Cattle, 
pi!t Gnnzalo Gomez de Efpinofa^ who was then General,, into it. Thus at- 
tended, he went to Vifit the King, in whofe Prefence his Secretary fpoke to 
him through a Trunk, and Efpinofa gave him an Account of the King of^ 
Zehu^si Perfidioufnefs* All condoled the Accident, and our Men taking^ 
Leave Sailed away for the Molucco lilands^ being relievM wiUi what they 
wanted, and furniihM with able Pibrs, Not 
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. Kc* far from Borneo^ They ir.et 150 Sail, whereof they took two }unks^ 

T^"'^ in which they found an Hundred Men, five Women, a Son of the King of 

tf/Tydore. Luzoriy and an Infant two Months Old. This they thought would be a 

fufficient Ranfom to recover their Companions ; (0 they let go the Prince 
upon his Parole, he promiling to reftore tliem the Captive Spaniards. They 
liad ibme Storms ; but arrived at Tydore^ on the 8th of November 1521, 
When Almanzor heard the falute of the Canon, he fent to enquire what 
People they were, and prefcntly after he came to our Ships in a little Boat,; 
His Shirr appeaiM woven with Gold and Silk, a white Cloth which 
trailed being girt over it* About his Head a fine Veil of leveral Colour?, 
made like a Perfian Miter: Being Aboard the Commodore, the Relations of 
that Voyage fay, he ilopp'd his Nofe with his FingerF, either at the Smell 
of our Meat, or oftheSliip. Mabovietanifmvizs newly come into his 
Illand, and moft of his Subjeds, efpecially thofe Inliabiting the Mountains^ 
adoiM Idolf* He bid our Men wellcome, gave them good Words, and af- 
terwads was as kind in his Actions; andbeinginformM o^ their pail Su/>er- 
ings, gave them leave to load Cloves* They prefented him with a Chair 
of Crimfon Velvet, a Robe of Y ellow Velvet, a great Loofe Coat of falfc 
Cloth of Gold, a piece of Yellow Damaik, four Yards of Scarlet Cloth 5 
Handkeiicheifs, and Towles, wrought with Silk, and Gold j Drinking- 
. Glailes, Glafs Beads, Looking-GlafTes, Knives, Scizers, and Combs. They 
gave his Son another parcel of Gifts, and a Cap, and did the like by his. 
CacbiUs and Sangiacks. When they aikM the Kings leave in the £mper^ 
exs Name to Trade, he granted it, adding they fhould kill any that of^er'd 
to hinder them« He ferioully viewed his Majcfly^s Pi(llure and Arms on 
the Standard, and deilred to fee our Coin. And pretending to be an Aflro- 
Ipger, or Soothfayer, or as others fay, having Dreamt, or Guefs'd it, or 
JiUy irjt/j ^wg told it by Cbincfe Priefts, he (aid. He kneip the Chrijlians were ttf 
thatKivg. ^^^*^ '^ '^'^ hands for Sfice^ and defiredthat they would not leave hm. 

They treated* about an Alliance, and when they were agreed, two Tydores 

brought fomething in their Hands to the Ships, which they afterwards 

underAond was the Alcoran^ tho* at firft tliey did not, becaufe covered 

with Silks, and Strings. Mmanzot layM his Hands on it, and then on his 

Head, and Bre^fl; and this Was the Ceremony of his Swearing Fiiendihip, 

and Fealty to the Crown of Cafiile^ and that he would allow them Cloves, 

and all Commerce for ever* Then the General Efpinofa^ in the Emperor^s 

Name, before an Image of the bleffed Virgin, fwore to proteft them both 

t >,in Peace and War, and prefented King Mmanzor with Thirty Indians he 

had taken Prifoners. Soon after, as fome Authors affirm, Cont/j, Prince 

of T^r»/T«, Nephew to Mmanzor^ came to Tjdore to fwear Fealty in like 

^manner, as did Luznf. King of Giiolcy of whom it is Written, That he had' 

Six Hundred Sons,aiKl that Jlmanzor had Two Hundred Wives. Theft 

Kings Writ to the Emperor ; ratifying their Fealty, and Sehafiian del Cano 

failed away in the Ship, the Fiffoiy^ by the way the Portu^uefes ufe, with 

the Letters and Inftruments; the General Efphiofa returning tov/ards Pa- 

Ttama^fct Cajtilh del Oro on the Continent of Jmericay to pafs thence to 

Spain. 

At this time the new Governor, Don Garcia Henri quez^ was under Szi]^

We fhall have frequent Occafion to repeat thefe Words 
Ca^A//.and SangiacK CachH is perhaps derived from Katil^ which in Jra^ CvLcXiiland 
hick is the fame as among us, a Vah'ant Soldier. In Hm Molucca lilands Sangiack, 
they Honour their Nobility >s'irh this Title, which is fomething more than ihcir Jig^ 
Don in Sfahj. The Title of Savgiack^ which anfwers to that of Duke, 7iiJicjtjo?iu- 
or Earl, might come from Senchaq 5 wliich in the Turkijb Language, iui- 
ports a Commander: To conclude this Peace, bethought it convenient to /e- 
curc the Royal Family ; which he accordingly executed^ and though he 
colour^ it with fair Pretexts, ihey plainly perceived this xvas an Intro- 
dui^ion towards Opprelfing them, and fhow^d a miHruft, We may /atciy Poitueuc- 
affirm, This was the firft Diftafle which, as being a notorious Wrong, ^^^ Jj "" 
diflurb^d that Nation, and from tliat time they grew Cold, and Jealous^ jj^J^j ^ 
thinking themfelves obliged to feek Revenge ; and this A^ion was the 
occaiion of all the enfuing Slaugluers, as we often fee a great Fire rile 
from one fmall Spark. 

Cachil Daroes endeavour^ to obflru£l this Peace, as Tutor, and Gover- 
nor, fearing the Trade of Cloves would be transferrM to Tydore^ to the 
Dedrudion of the .Infant King's Dominions. But notwithilanding this 
Oppofition, tlie Peace was concluded, upon certain Conditions, as, That -^^^r^ of 
the King of Tydore fhould deliver a Ship he had taken, the Canon^ and fome ^^^'''" Oiu^ 
runaway Porhiguefe. Jhianzor^ who ftocd in need of a Peace, and the ^^^f ^^ 
Friendfhip of the Portuguefey to gain the Affection of Cacbil Daroes^ pror* 
pos*d to Mzjxj him to one of his Daughters. Don Garcia believing that . 
this Union among them would produce that of their Forces, and ie& 
SubmiiEon to- the /br/z/^r/f/e's Dominion, to obfiruA this dangerous Al-« 
liance, fent to ihe King of Tydore to borrow the Canon.. That King eir- 
cus^d himfelf, alledging, that he had lent it a few days before, to the King 
otBachian. Cachil Djjroes complying with him, agreed to all the Articles. 
Don Garcia being dilTatisfyM, waited an opportunity to break all that Con- 
trivance, and be Revenged. Jlwanzor fell oick, and deCr'd Don Garcia to 
fend him a Phyfician j who fent an Apothecary, and he either not under- 
Handing Phyfick, or, as was l^liev^d, by order of Don Garcia^ kill*d the 
Patient. Manifell tokens of Poyfon afterwards appear^. The Funeral was 
ordered, and at the fame time the Commander, Don Garcia^ appeared in 
the Morning, in a parcel ofCarcoas^ before Tydore. He fent Baldaya^ the 
Clerk of the Fort, to demand the Canon, threatning War, in cafe of denial.. 
The Regents excufing themfelves at that time, with jufl Reafons, and 
particularly the Funeral Solemnity, when they were in the Height of the 
Ceremony of Burying their King, they heard the Shouts of Don Garcia^ s. 
Men giving tlie Aflault. The Portuguefe enterM the City, firing the 
H^ufes^ plundering and killing, wliich obligM the Tydores to abandon their 

King*; 
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Kings Botly, and fly to the Mountains. During tiicir AbCence, Don Garcia 
. feizcd the Canon, and carryM it away to Tcniatc. Thofe who had fled 
. jeturn'd/with fome Afprehenfion, and found the City ruin'd hideous, and 
almod reduced to Alhes;but recovering from their Fright 5 they pro:faiin*d 
Cnchil Raxamiraj tlie Son oi Abnanzor^ King. They coojinicted the ]L^iu-^ 
cation of him to Cachil RrJe^ his Kinfman,the War being declared between 
Tervate and the New King of Tydore^ who was feafonably fupf orted by 
the Spaniards that came to his Country.

Firft the Pormguefe fent an Admonition, wherein he 
offered them Peace, and Entertainment, as Subjeds to the Emperor, who 
.wasfc near AUyMio the King of Portugal*^ proteftin^, That tlie Molucco 

Illands 
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Iflaods were within his Limits. This availed nothing, and D.irocstwb^r^ 
king in ii Carcoas^ with Emanuel Falcao^ fent that Ptotcflation in Wri- 
ting, and in cafe it was Rejeded, to declare War. The SfMiJb Comman- 
der received the Lawyer that was to make the Proteftation, with much Ci- Portuguefc 
vility and ReQ)ecl, and anfwer'd,That the ^/tf/wrrcnlflands belong^ to the jti*/, Spa- 
Crown of Cafiile^ and therefore he, in the Emperors Name, required Do7z nilh War. 
Garcia not to break the Peace eflabJifhM between their Kings. Atter all 
they were obliged to have recourfe to Arm5« Mgttcz Landed on Tydore 
itrengthenM the Works, and furnifh'd them with Canon, The Portv^nefe ^ 
followed, and both fides Firii^, there was a great Slaughter ; but thofe of 
T^rnate retired fo diforderJy, that the Tytlorcs remainM Viftors. However 
neither the Proteilations; nor the War ccas'd, the Spanhr/fs urging JlLi^ 
gellavFs D^fcovery, and the Portugnefe^ Serrano% and Jirho^s. The Tjwfores 
and Spaniards took feme Carcoas belonging to Gilolo^ in which tliey kilPd 
a Portwuefe^ and feme Ter nates ^ as alto a Chawpan Laden with Provifions 
Son Taiangame.

Moons of Wood, Painted, or Guilt, rifing above the Keel at the Head and 
Poop. About 100 Men Row In each of them, to the found of a Tabor^ 
and a Bell« They carry twenty Soldiers, and fix Muiketiers. The reft aie 
empbyM about four or five little Brafs Guns. Both the Men that Row, and 
the Soldiers are ArmM with CamfiLwct^ that Is Cymiten^ and Sbictds^ and 
abundance of Calahays^ and Sagns^ being long Canes burnt in tHft^^re, to 
harden them^ which they throw, without tacking, as the ^oorr^oo their 
Darts. Their way of Fighting is to come within Gun-fhot, and as foon • 
as they have Fir^d, both fides fly with all fpeed, till they have Loaded a^ 
gain, and then return to the fame Pofl« They fet three Men to each Gun^ 
the one Levels, the other Charges, aiid the third Fires it. This is the way 
among the Iflanders ; for when they have to do with Eurefeans^ our £2:- 
ample has Improved them in the Art of War. But in their Carcofls they 
are always exposM to be kilN by our CanRon,becaufe they have no Fights 
CO cover them ; and the fame is in the Cbdmpanes^ which differ but little 
from the others. 

The Viftory we have fpoken of Encourag'd the Tydores^ and with the p. George 
Afliflance of the Spaniards^ they Aim'd, and falling upon Gaca^ a Town of ^e Mene- 
Ternate^ Plundered and Burnt it j but at their Return, they met with Mar-- f^g atTtx^ 
tin Correa^ whom they Fought, ply/ng their Carcoas^ the Succefs remaining f^ii^ 
doubtfuL Whilft this War was at the hottefl, Don George de Menefet 
came from the Patuaf to Ternate^ to whom Don Garcia prelently refigii'd 
the Poft, tho^ the HoUilities continued, M'ith Burning and Slaughter on both 
fides, which it ^as expeAed would be greater when the Poriuiuefe Suc«- 
cours came from Miilaca^^od the CaJlHian from Spain. The new Portuguefe 
Commander inChief, and Martin Inniguez came to a Conference, and with 
much Courtefy, and defire of Peace, concluded a Truce, which lafled not 
Jong, tho' not on account of the main caufe. 

There were, many Battles between the Spa7nfi and Portvgucfc Natioiis,^ 
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from Gilolo and otlier adjacent f Hands, ab^ut the Pofleffionof the Moluc:os^ 
9nd they were under fevefal Commanders, the Event whereof wc ffaall fee 
in its Place. Therefore, and becaufc others have Treated of tlicm Ccpeo jfljr,. 
! they ftall be now pafsM by, that we may return to the Actions of thofe 

Kings, which ought to. be diftinclly delivered now at the Beginning, for the 
better Underflanding of the Caufes why they came to be Lofl.^ 
King of The King of Tydorc was Jels Supported by Sj}n77i than he had been before, 
Tydure and was therefore obliged tofuc for Peace, laying fome Burden of Tribute, 
vukes on his own Revenue proceeding from the Clovfes* He alfo promisM never 
Fejce. to admit of any Spanijb Succours ^ befides feme other Conditions, which 

put an end to the Wars for a rime. 

We have already obfervM, That Cachil Boleyfe^ King of Ternnie^ lefr 
Daroes three lawful Sons, viz^ Cachil Bayano^ Cachil Dctyaloy and Cacbil Tabarija. 
and the '^^^ Eldeft of them was not above (ix Years of Age ; befides whom there 
^icenga^ ^^'^ feven Baftards, the Eldeft of them, Cacbil Daroes^ was Governor of 
vern I'er- ^^^ Kingdom, in Conj'inftion with the Queen. When Briio^ in the Yeaf 
jj^jf^^ 1511,' Built the Fort, to fecure the Subjeftioit of thelfland, tho* he.had ano- 

ther Pretence for it, he took the Infant King, and the Qiieen his Mother, 
into it. She generoully refenting this Violence, as notable to endure, 
that they ihould oppofe the courfe of her Government^ VhicJh fie manag^d^ 
together with her Step-Son^ loudly Complained, and ThreatiiecT, as aQueen, 
and as a.Mother. She wanted no Conveniencies for t}}0 Education of the 
Children; but tliere being Wrong difguiz^d among all that feeming Kind* 
Befe, neither her Family, nor the Nurfc, nor the Perfwafions of Great Per* 
ions^ could appeafe her Anger. The Natives obfervM the Difference of the 
Portugscfe Dcmimtion^znA that fince their building of that Fort,thc.y;iis*d 
intolerable Rigor, and confequently began to grow cold in tlieir Afie^ioi^, 
Porfugfjefe and to ftacken in their Refpeft; efpecialljT when they perceiv^ that Briro^$ 
Jvfoknt^ Succeflbr continued to keep the Royal Family under OpprelSon. The young 

King was bred up in the Fort, till he was of Age to enter upon the Go-i 
vernment of his Kingdom; and being 18 years old, foon dy*d, net with* 
out the ufual fufpition of Poifon, but it was affirmed to be given by private 
order oi Cachil Darots^ O the wonderful Zffecls of the Defire of Rule i 

Sultan Bayano being Dead, order was taken that the People fhould im^ 

jnediatly Swear Cachil D^ah ^ but Don George found alfo means to get 

Iiim into the Fort; the Mother demanding him, as fearing his Death, by 

the example of the Elder.* Dd7i George cqndefceilded, not fo much in com- 

^ They Tii'^ piiance to her Fears, as to oblige Cachil Daroes^ with whofe Government 

l/iilt tie lie waswell'fatisfy'd; and it was he that had intervened in^ andadvisM 

• J^atives^ thax way of Breeding the Princes. Soon after there happened' an Accident, 

which broke off their good Intelligence ; for Daroes grew jealous of the 
Connmsndcr in chiefs Behaviour, cbferving him much to favotir Cachil 
£ayaco^ a Man of note, whofe Friendfliip he was fufpiciotis of, and he 
with reafon fear^l, that the Commander would in time value Bayaco more 
than him. This weU groiinded Fear grew up in bis Rreaft, till it turn'd 
to down right Hatred^ and he contrived to kill Don George. The Defign 
could not M carry'd on fo private, as to be concealed from him, and he to 
difappoint it, retired into the Fort. Daroes pufied up with the Applaufe 
©f the People, fent immediatly to require him to deliver up Bayaco^ to try 

him 
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him upon fome Complaints he had againft him, being his Judge, as Gc* 
veroour, and obliged to dojullice. Don George was deiirous to lave Ccchil 
Sayaco^ and to that purpofe alTembled the Alcayde^ and other OfI:cer5« Suoie 
'^id he dught to deliver him, others adrisM toappeafe i^/zr^rx l)r fair means« 
payaco^ vrho hated him fo monally, that he woul'd chufe any fort of Death^ 
father than fall into his Hands, being lockM up in a Room of the Fort, 
underftood that his Cafe was doubtful^ for they Conlulted without any 
great Privacy. This made him Refolve ivliat to do, and going to a high 
Window, he threw himfelf out with fuch Fury, that he beat himfelf to 
F^ieces. i)o}i Oe^r^r was troubl'd at the Acciderit, and thought himfelf 



dicuious Occaiion, but of Moment enough among thofe People; Enquiry 
was made who had kilPd her, and it appealed, or Don George would have 
Ity that the fault belonged to Caclil B/iyiua^ a near Kinmian to Cachil 
Daraet^ very Learned, and Zealous in the Law of ^Xs^awer^as alfb zCaciz^ 
or Priefl| and of great Authority in the Kingdom* He was feiz'd by Don 
George^ and carry 'd into the Fort, witliout regard to tl^ publick Peace. 
Daroes^ in 4 great Con Her nation, went with the chief Men of the King- 
dooi^to defire be would releafe that Sacred Perlbn* Whilil they were 
difcourfing this/Point, Peter Fernandez^ a mean Fellow, Servant to the 
Cqaimander in Chief, by his Matters Order, or of his own Accord, in the J^uicncfu 
Prefence of them all, went up 'to X^cbil Baydiut, and nibbed his Mouthy 
9od Face with^ &t Collop of the fame Sow, neither the Oppofition he 
made, iior his Complaints to God, and the Commander in Chief availing 
him; but on the* contrary, the Portugue/ci laugh'dout aloud, approving 
the Adion by their Applaufe. Daroes on his part, call himfeJr on the 
Ground^ and Weeping, prevail'd to have Bitydua reflor'd to him, whom^ 
Don George being lattsfy'd, or appeasM^ and takii^ Securitv, fent to his 
fioufe* Daroes attended him, and all the Prime Men ; and BayJiu^ by. 
Reafon it is an Abomination amcnig theni to touch S\%nnes*Fleih, prefently 
tiled their Purifications^ arid the more to eicprefs his Concern, voluntarily. 
left the Ifland for fome Years, and travel'd about all the others in the * 



Neighbourhood, preaching, and magnifying the Affront offer'd to one of 
Mabomets Priefls^ thus^ftirring up the Natives^ and perfwading them to 
Unite in Defence of their Honour, • , , . 

Thlf Accident, which as a Difgrace to theif Religion^ cxafpcrated the Pottudri^^ 
People, was feconded by another mtich worfe, which quite rendered the r^^^ 
n^rttiguefes Odious, the contrary Winds kept back the Trading Galeon, oLutfZ 
that; u&'d to carry the Soldiers Pay, and their. Wants increafing, they be- p^tivt 
^an to feek Relief, breaking into the Natives Shops, and Store-Houfes, g^r 
and taking away their Proviodns, widiout Paying for them. Daroes^ ofkn^ 
ded at it^ prder'd. That no Provlfions Ihould be brought into the City to 
fell, and that the Shops which dealt iu them, ihould be fbut up. This was 
accordingly done, and reduced thofe in the Fort to fuch Diftrefs, that the 
Soldiers mutiny irg, raird at their own Commander, and tlie Governor of 
tndia^ demanding Relief with their Arms in tlieir Hand^?. Don George 
being hard prefs'd,and blaming the Avarice of his Country AIcn,fent Came 
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Carc6as with Soldiers, under the Command of Gomez jfriaz^ to barter 
Goods in the adjacent Iflands tbr Provifions. They Landed on an liland 
Jicar by, where, being dcfperate with Hunger, they Plundered the Town of 
Tahna^ the Inhabitants whereof, no longer able to endure fuch Aft'ronts, 
and Robberies, running to Arms, fell upon them, and killM the. greateft 
Number, and moft of the reft being Wounded, were Difarm'd* They em- 
barked for Ternate^ where their Wounds and Nakednefs fpoke what bad 
befallen them, as much as their Words* Don George^ who, beiides his 
beii^ naturally Pailionate, was now quite eArag'd, threatned D/troa^ That 
if he did not deliver up the principal AAors in this Mifchief, he would 
fcek his Revenge other ways* He was obeyed, and tho*" Cacbil Daroci 
knew that all the Fault belongM to the Portnguefes^ yet he delivered up the 
Governor of Tahona^ and two other Chiet Men of the Place-^ to Don 
George, thinking he would be fatrsfy'd with keeping them Prifoners for 
£arharoM ^^^ Days. As fdon as they were brought before him, he ordered the 
Ci uelty. jf jinjj of the two to be cut off, and that they Ihould be then fet at liberty^ 

The Governors Punifliment was anfwerable to the Cruelty of him that %vas 
his Judge ; they ty*d his Hands behind his Eack, and expofing him on the- 
Shore, fet two fierce Woolf-Dpgs upon him, he having no way to with- 
f(and their Fury, nude feveral vain attempts to flip afide from them, and 
endeavoured to defend himfelf with what httle Power was left him iir 
thofe Limbs that were not Bound « The Multitude with Horror beheld the 
Spe^de^ touched with Compaflion, and adiiiiring the Inhumanity of the 
* Ptiniihment* The wretched Man attempted to Fly, but perceiving that the 
armM Soldiers^ had ffaut up every way, on the Land fide, he cafl himfelf 
into the Sea, uie only Refuge accidentally left him, to feek fome uncertain^ 
Hope of Safety. However the Dogs being already blooded, lefr him not ;: 
but barking and howling, bit and tore him, tho*^ he ilill Iwam with his 
Legs. At lafl, being defperate, and almoil in the laft Agony, he took a- 
horrid Refolution and fell upon thofe fierce Creatures with his Teeth r 
filch was the Effeft of Pain and Defpair. Thus the unhappy Man took ho!d 
of one of the Dogs by the Ear, and holding £af^, funk with him to the- 
Rdttom. The like Barbarity had never before been feen in any of thofe 
Countries to which the Portugvefcs Traded 5 and by it they lofl the Re- 
putation they had before gainM, to their great Appiaufe, that they infli* 
ded Punifhments, as it were by Compulfion, and Obliged to it, and that 
with Mildnefs, and Compaflion, to fnew their Generofity. 
Conrpiran This A£lion brought them into general Hatred, and aB the People of the 
to dckray Molucco Iflands being exited by Cachil Daroes^ contrived to kill Don George^ 
the Ptortu- ^^^ all the Portngnefes zud Sfaniardsj and fb deliver themfelves from their 
Sttefestr Yoke. Daroes undertook to Unite all the Kings of thofe Iflands in a 

. Iieague againfl the Chriflians ; fent away trufly Perfons to flir up the Con- 
._' federates; and particularly to Cachil Cntahruno^ Governor ofGilolojduting 
tlvt Kings Minority, advifing him, at a Time appointed, to rife in Arms a^ 
gainfl the Spaniards inhabiting his Dominions, and then to kill the Infant 
Aing, and TJfurp the Crown; for the compaffing whereof he oromisM his 
Aififlance, for they ftiould both make that their common Cauie, becaufe he 
defignM the fame Slaughter upon the Portv^uefet, and upon the Infant King 
Sultan D^yaloy whom he would Succeed in the Throne, and never fubmit 

to-

to any ^panijb^ljizxiny. At this time the Voice of the Gofpcl refcunded in 
the Ears of the Barbarons Nations of tbie Jrchifclago^ by ihc Preaching of 
llic Religious Men of the Orders of St. Jugiifiin^ Su Domhiick^ and St. 
Francis^ and of lather Francis Navcfius^ a Jcjuit^ and his Coiii))anions 9 
Cfaurchei werebuilr^ and tlierefore God, who was taught by them, would 
pot fufter the Miniflers cf the Gofpel to be extirpated. Don George was 
informed of the Coafpiiacy, and the Preparations that were making to put 
it in Execution, which he kept tQ himfelf. Daroes^ the better to di- 
femble it, never abfeoted himfelf, but reforted to the Fort, and paid Vifjts 
to the Governour ; fometimes when fent for by him, and others, of his 
own Accord. He fent one Day defiling he would come to him, and bring 
Caciil Tamarano^ Admiral of the Ill^d, and CaclilBoh^ the chief Tu- Doroes 
nice of the Kingdom, to treat about fome important Affiurs. Cachil ua^ and other t 
rots knowing nothing of Don George\ Defign, took thofe two Cachih put 'to 
with him, and went away to the Fort. Don George receiv'd them cour* Death. 
teouily, and with a cheat ful Countenance; but being come into a Room 
where all Things were prepared for the Puipofe, tney were feizM and 
put to the Rack, on which they difcover'd the Confpiracy. Immediate!/ 
he pafs'd Sentence upon them in Form, and at the fame time caiisM a 
Scaffold to be ereded, ad joyning to the Fort, oo the Outfide, where the 
Pec^le were already gather'd in a Crowd. Then Cachil Daroes being 
broi^ht put, and placM high oo the Scafibld,. a Cryer proclaimed his 
Crimes,, and the Penalty he was condemn^! to. His Head was cut o^ 
and his Companions put to a lefs honourable Death \ but wliat that ivas, 
no Hiflory or Relations inform us.. 

The Queen and all the Natives, were (b terrify'd by thisA^ion, that j^ ^•,, 
they fled out of the City, to a craggy ilrong Mountain at the Town of ^ ^ ^^^^ 
Toruto I Thence the C^een fent to demand her Sou, wliom the Governour /[\*^^f.j. 
kept as a Prifoner ; but he not anfwering her Letter, flie was To offended /i^p ;f 
at, and jealous of his Silence, that Ibe caused Proclamation to be made, ^ ^^'^ 
forbidding ail the People of the Illand, upon Pain of Death, to feU any "^"^^^^•^ 
Prcvifions, or other ^^ eccflaries, to tht Portugncfes. Her Orders were 
readily obeyM, and the Portjigne/es prefs'd by Hunger, found it a more 
poweifol £nemy, than thofe they had wrongM. Their Skins began to 
ihrivel, they grew LaiUc and Weak, and muft have periih'd, had not Gon* ' 
zalo Fereyra arrival then with the Trading Galeon. Gonzald Pcreyra 
came from Malaca to fucceed Don George de menefes in the Poil of Ter^ 
9ute ; and improving the Opportunity, touched at Borneo^ where he vifited 
the King, with wh^m, tiie Spaniards not obftrufting, he Settled perpetual 
Peace and Amity j thence he fet out immediately for Ternate^ where he 
arrived in Safety.. He pre^ntly took Pofleffion of the Fort, and paid the 
weak Soldiery. The Queen fent to vifit him, and to complain of Don ^^^ q^^ 
George^ and demand her Son Cachil Day.ilo^ which was her greateft ^.^,.^^|„.f 
Concern. Gonzalo Pereyra anfwcrM her generoufly, promisM to do her *' 
JuHice ; and to begin, lecur'J Den George in the Principal Tower, to ap- 
peafe the Qiieen, engaging i i. Word, That he would reflore her Son, as 
foon as the Fort was in a gocd ToAure. He fent to intreat her to return 
to the City, and former Amity j that Jufl ice might be peaceably admini- 
fler'd. She feeing fcn:e £ffcdls of his Promife, in the Imprilomnent of 

her 
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berEocmy, and the Ixpeflation of Releafing the King her Son, turn'd 

pa(l Sorrow into Jojr, rcturn*d to Court, and Owz^/a Pereyra reform U 

Abufes, repair^ the Fort, and built Baflions of Square Stone, which till 

then had been unhew'd, the Queen furnifliing Workmen and Materials, 

Still Cachil l)ayalo was detained in the Fort, without being reftor'd to 

his Liberty ; and the Queen and People help'd to build the Fort, as the 

fure Means of obtaining their King!s Liberty. Qonzalo Pcrepa^ when he 

thought.it a proper Time, rcfolv'd to execute fome Orders he had brought 

from Goa^ which were the fame that had before endangeiM the Difturr 

banceofthofe Kingdoms. 

Some Govcrnoars, fays the Poringuefe Hiflorian, ContOj only fludy to 

Frejb V^ enrich themfelves^impoverifhing the Provinces, and their King : for no 

roar$ Prince can be rich, if his Grandeur depends upon poor Subjeftr. The Go- 

<autVi hy vernour now perceiving that all Things were quiet, and he had littJe or 

thtGovtr-- DO Depcndancc on thofe People, made Proclamation, that none ftould buy 

fiQur. Cloves in thofe Iflands, but the King, his Mailer's Faftors. At the fam? 

Time he ordcr'd, that his Officers Ihould enter theHoufes of mairy'd Men, 
whiph are the Ricfaeft, and take axvay all their Cloves ; and this not only 
among the Natives, but in the Habitations, and Colonies of the Portugnc^ 
fes^ paying for it after the Country Rate ; and that they (bould break all 
their Weights^ Scales and Meafure^, and other implements of this Sort, 
all which he causM to be publickly burnt. The liland was again in aii 
Uproar, afid ihtPortuj^uefes were for quitting it, becaufc it was to no 
Poq^fe to live there, if they were deprived of that Trade. Mod of the 
Pquu^uefes repaired to the Houfe of Ferdinand Lofcz^ a PrieU, who was 
the Bitbop^s Vicar in the Fort, and ought to have given them an Example 
of Modefly. There one Vincent Fonfeca^ a feditious Fellow, heading the 
Mutiniers, they refolv'd to require the Governour to peraiit them to Jive 
in their former Liberty ; and in cafehe fhould not Confcnt, they would 
. . depart the Fort, and the Country, and go over to the Sponidrdsy or eife to 

the Mahometans^ and Idolaters 1 owns. Some there were, who boggled 
at the.Crimeof abandoning the Service of their King, together with the 
Portuguc- Fort ; and voted it would be lefs Harm to procure the Governour's Death, 
fts mutiny^ by Means of the Natives. Whilfl they were thus unrefolv'd, the Gover- 
nour fentto feize Vincent dc Fonfcca^ for fome difrefpeflful Words he had 
fpokeaupon thisOccafion, to another Soldier who was viewing the 
Guards. The Multitude, who had already given themfelves up to the 
liiK&icmQiFonfecaj were as much concerned at his Imprifonment, as if 
every 6n$ of them had been put into Irons ; and as generally in fuch ^lu^ 
tioies^ they are not without fome fpecious Pretence, tho' it be but fuper- 
iicidl, many of the Seditious being incens'd, and refolute, repair^ to the 
Queen's Palace, where they v/eie eafily admitted, and fome of them to 
more Privacy with certain Counfellors of her*s% There they rcprefented 
the Hardfliip of depriving them of the Trade of Clove, without any De- 
merit on their Side. But^ faid they, they may as well deprive vs of this 
common Jir^ vfthis Lij^Jjt^ and of the benefit of our Senfcs. Om Kin^s 
give no fuch Orders, ;• hut they proceed from the Jvarice of the Governour: 
and Commanders^ who tyrannize over lUy and this Man more than all his 
Tt^dciej^crsy lefv^ come to deflroy^ that which he was fcnt to pcfcivc.

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He has no Defign to reJloYCjoiir Ma-ejlyyoiir Son : hit en the contrary we 
are fcithfy d hecontnves to dcjlrcy both the Son and the Mother. Her be 
^^illfecure^ /rsfoon.at he htts hrovght his ITorks to ferfeSion^ that he may 
%ot be again kef t from Provifions. If you will fi and vf for your Country^ 
and kill the Comviander^ vpe /hall not cl-firnS it^ but on the contrary jball 
le as vigorous to aS againft him^ as vre are ready to pomife it. . . 

The Queen and lier Councellors were well pleas'd, hoping by that The3ueen 
means to get rid of Tyrants, as they call'd them^ and therefore would not Jlir^ber 
let fljpfo favourable an opportunity to compafs their Ends. The Queen af- People. 
fembled the prime Men of the Ifland ; reprefented to theni the Condition 
it was in ; put them in mind, how Kin^ Boleyfe her Husband, proteAed 
the Portuguefesj who came thither in Diftrefs 5 how tliey had (worn A'- 
.mity, and folemnly given their Hands upon it ; the Honour and Kindnefs 
lie fliow'd them ; and that for their fakes he forfeited the good wilJ of 
the Neighbouring Princes ; that after he had received them, he maintained 
Wars, gild fuflain'd loffes, even to the hazard of his life, to proteft theiii j 
that he jtreated them as afFeAionately as if they had been his own Chii^. 
drcfi ; and how they, ia.return for his Entertainment and Favours, at foon 
Of the Breath was out of hif Body, prefMd^ faid fhe, to lay xrioUnt Haiids 
CU me ; from rvhofe Tyranny and Oppreffion 1 efcapedj by abfcon^ng long ix- 
vicvg the Rocks J and Brambles. My Children^ they fnatch d from thiif 
Hurfcs Breajls^ to confine theifi in Prifon; in their own Kingdovt^ and tf* 
morg their Suhje&Sn When Cachil Bayano came to age to govern j they 
foyjon^d him. They now iefign after the fame manner to dejfroy his Brother^ ' 

a /awful King^ as if he were fome run-away Slave. See what regard a patt- 
ed of intruding Strjingers have for your Fortunes^ your Houfes, yonr 
Daughters^ and your Jfives^ in your own Country ^ and in my Prefence. Any 
one ofthtfe things ought to be a fufflcient motive to cajl of the Toke we laid 
upon oitr Necks through tiur owii Credulity. What then will not they all 
together oblige us to do I But befides all this^ what ought we 7ioi to do^fee^ 
ing our Religion affronted? Our Temples polluted ? Our Priejls trampled 
on ? utnd nil our [elves in general defpis^d? Can you have a greater Tefii" 
nio7iyofthejuJHceofyourCaufe^ than to fee the Portuguefes themf elves 
on your [lie ? Do not let flip this Opportunity^ my Friends^ [land by them^ 
[nice they pr6vii[e to aflifi usi Deliver by their means your King^ your Coun^ 
try^ and your Religion : that all thc[e may be a[terwards re[cud[rt>m thtm^ 
andwc may exclude [uch ungrateful Quejls. 

Thcfe and other Exhortations made by the Queen, as Mafens writes in Confiiracy 
his Latin Hiftoiy, were receiv-d with Abundance of Tears, and they all agaiujl 
engaged to put their hcJping hands to the execution of what had been con- the Go-^ 
certed 5 and fiXt the day arid hour. Great Diffimulation waiJ us^d, and the' vernor. 
Q;€en forwarded the work of the Fort with much apph'cation, without 
/paring any Cdft, giving out, fo as it might come to theGovernour's Ears^ 
That the King her Sons Liberty depended on the finiflung of the Fort. 
Tfiis was rhe efTed of Motherly Affeftionr The appt?ihted Day being 
come, tlie Nitivesappear'd in Arms, juft during the fcorching Heat of 
tl;e Noon-day: Some hid themfelves in a Mofque 'behind the Fort :

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in a Wood, not far off, all of them ready to alfault it, upon a Signal 
/they- being to enter at a Breach, which was hoc Vet rfiaoe up. Sonne 
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of the Ann'd lilamiers flily mbct themfelves among the Mafbns, and La* 
faoorers, and among the King'$ Servants^ who were going and coming 
with kind MdFages between the Son and the Mother, and by this means

The Portvgucs Confpiratc^s went flily diflembling into the Fort, and 

'Tonfeca Ending the Governour dead, re^ur'd the reft in his place to admit of the

vemour. VSerM. They refusM him, and particularly the Vicar, who took upon him 

'to head them all, and prevailed fo &r that they chofe Vincent de Fonfeea 
'for their Governour, who immediately took Pofleilion of the Fort, and 
he%imati% to go on in the Tyrannical Defign of Ctmzalo Ttrejra^ left the 
Traie of Clove as it was bdbre ; but fecur'd King Davalo. No notice 
"was taken of die Governour's Deadi, as being executed hy the confent of 
them all. The Queen infilled to demand her Son, fince flie had forniihVl 
* aS Neceflaries for tlut Work \ Viwemt Fonfeca refer'd the Anfwer to the 
2\^rry 'd Men. All thofe Nations are of opinion that the difcreeteA among 
them are the Marry^d Men, both on aooount of their Age, and as more 
faithful Councellors, becaufe they have a greater intereft in the pd)Iid( 
Good,, and therefore it is ufual to refer to mem all Debates and Anfwers 
in matters of Dtflbnilty. They all voted. That the Qjeen fhouU not have 
tier Sondeliver*d to her, beoule it was convenient to keep him as an Ho^ 
ibge, fearii^ the fecond part of what had been concerts, and that their 
: Friendifaips. would laft no longer than till it could be executed* But to pal- 
liate the true caufe of detaining him, they anfwered, That they mufi firft 
acquaint die Goiernour of India. In the mean while the Mother did not 
«ea(e to weep, and to intreat. She led upon thefe Hopes, graimded on the 
Hatred the Portu^uefes iliil retained for Perejra^ and on the Generofity Ae 
iiad osV! in telloring the Tradeof Clove, and other means. The moft pre- 
"valeot of diefe feemM to be the gaining the affiedions of the Marry^d Pdr^ 
tngvefes^ to whom that Afiair was reared, and underrlund of Fiticent 
fmfua him&lf| by rich Piefents^ and e:ctraordinary Gifts. But Ike was 
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foon undeceived, for Fonfeca offered her fuch Keafous or Excufes, as pro- ^ 

ved his Tyrannical DeCgn ; alledging, that having already fent to confult 

theGovernour oi India about the King*s Liberty, it was not in his power 

to come to any Rcfolution in that afFair,till thi? Anfwer came from Goa^ for 

they would cut off his Head, fliould he go about to aft of himfelf. The 

Queen perceiving that neither Gifts, nor Intreaties would prevail to get 

her Son, (he refolv^d to ufe Force. ^ ^ 

She flir*d up all the Neighbouring Kingdoms againfl the Ihrtugn^fcs ^ jy 0,^^ ,^ 
and ordered the Provifions to be all removed, that none might come to the ^^^L'" 




aimMat, without regarding the inconveniency of lodngthe Fort. The 

Queen luiving obtaii^ the King^s Liberty, granted the Portuguefes all the 

Conditions they demanded, and was fo throughly appeasM that the Chri* 

ilians continued their Settlements and Colonies, and Trade, and Provifi- 

ofts were rcflor^d. The Queen put the Government into the hands of her 

Son, who at firfl fhewM fome Severity and Harfhnefs towards the prime 

Men, and difcover^d fome WealcnefTes, which till then his Confinement 

had either conceal^, or fupprefs'd. Thcfe things rendered him fo odious, 

that the cafe was altered, and they would have been glad he had been Pri- 

fontt again. The Mother could not curb his ill Inclination, for die extra* 

vagaot Toutfaf s depfav^d Nature would not allow of it.

What Care ought Princes to take to fecure the AfFedion of their Subjefts# 
The Xing was fo hated, that certain Natives went to the Governour, and 
being conducted into a private part of the Fort, becaufe they were Men of 
C^aiit3r,they affurM him that tne King had been the Occafion of the kill- 
ing of diofe /br/7/^rxf/J?x,grounding the Accufation on their own Surmifes, 
and aggravating the Offence with other Circumflances,in fuch manner, 
tharjud Fonfeca lov^d the King, he could not but have believed them. He 
prefently contrived to feize him ; but being impatient, and delpairing of 
fecuring him by Art, had recourfc to Force. The King did the Jike, tho* King of 
lenfible how little Aflxllaticc he could expeft from his People, however he Ternate 
arm'd a few Veflels, and falling upon fome Chriftiaii Towns, took feveral j?/cx. 
Prifoners. The Governour on the other Hand, without fparing Tcrna/e^ 
attacked what Towiis he could, fo that Cruelty and Rapine were again in 
urt^ even to aflaulting of Cities, the very Sufferers approving of it^ and 
pleased v/ith their Lofles, that fo they might be revenged of their King. 
He fearing that the Hatred they bore him, might cccafion his being feiz*d 
Snd delivered up to Fonfecn^ went over to Tydore^ where that King for the 
prefent entertain^ and affifled him, as a Friend and Relation. Tlie Go- 
vernour fcnt with Ipeed to call the King^s younger Brother, named Sultan 
Taharija^ who v/as fled with fomS Malecontents, and with the jconlent of 
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c 1^ „-p stJl the Tell of the People, who were before no lefs diflatisfy'd, proclaimed 
iDuican la- Yavn King, wiih all the Forms and Ceremonies us*d in .that cafe. Many 
^^]}\* approved of it, yet fome were fcandaliz'd^ The fame Dividon reigned a- 
Aw^, ij^Q^g ^i^g rortvguefes^ remembring the unjuft YMGtiow ot Vincevt de Fon^ 
fecaj and that he was the fir ft and main inftrument of the Death cf (?(?«- 
zalo Percyra. Fonfeca himfelf was not at Peace with his own Confcience; 
but fo full of Apprehenfions and Dread, that he was never unarmed, dif. 
confolate, melancholy, and attended, by all thofe ill Symptoms, the Me- 
mory of Guilt produces in . the Mind ; and he could wiih he were dif^ 
charged of the Burden he had taken upon him^ The new King Tabdrija 
^gan his Reign (hewing Kindnefs to all Men, and cherifhing the Portu^ 
' ^^^I^^y which offended his abfent Brother ; and adptiiniOerM occafion to 
irritate the Kings of Ty dor esLtid Ternate again ft him fo haftily, that he im- 
mediately broke the Peace, and dtdarM himfelf their Enemy. . 
Tiiftan dc '^^ '^^^ *^^^ Tfijlande Jtayde came to Temate^ whofe Prefence brought 
Aravde ^^' Things into better Form. He appeased the Queen, and commending 
Governout T^^^^h^^^ Government, gained his AftciSion. Trade went on without 
^/Ternate ^"7 Oi^^^^^^^^"» - Vineevt de Fovfeca ivtA>zi\}di for India^ and was. feiz^d 
^ • by the Viceroy of Goa^ for the heinous Crimes he had committed in the 

Molucco Ifljindsj whence a full Account of them was fent with him ; yet 
he was notpunjfh'd, ,but liv^d quietly for the future. Ternate ftourilh'd 
tinder this mild.Government; the King, his Subjefts, andthe Por/^g^i/iryi^ 
Officers being united ;. but all thofe Garrifons fo remote from the Head^ 
being Receptacles of feditiousPerfons, , who arc; contriving Innovations to 
difliirb the I^cace, and thrive by Difcord„ there wanted not fome Promo- 
ters of fuch Changes, who perverted Trijlan de Atayde^ and. divefted him 
of his former Mildnefs. . About the beginning of his Government two 
Careooi of Barbarians plunderVt and almoft deftroy'd the City Momoya^ 
the Inhabitants whereof Were Idolaters, in the Ifland Moro. . The Lora of 
it a powerful Sangiackt and good Moral Man, tho' a Heathen, made his 
£fcape« Gonzalo. Pellofoj a Portvguefe,;wz% then not far from his City ,fol- . 
lowing his Trade, and going thither, upon his paying a Vifit to the San^ 

flacky he told him. the Havock that had been made, complaining of the 
angerousNeighbourhoodof the other Iflanders, and asking his Advice^ 
how he might be reveng'd and fecur'd for the future. . Vellofa^ God direA-- 
ing his Tongue, told him. That the fur eft. way , was to fue for Peace to 
the Commander in chief of the Moluccas^ and entertain Amity with the 
FortvgtiefesfoT if his Enemies once faw he was fupported by their Power, 
no King nor 5^w^Mrfe would dare to offend him*., Hcaffur'd him that the 
King of Portugal fent them for that End,, being oblig'd to put down Ty- 
ranny and Qppreflion ; but that for the obtaining that benefit more fully, it 
was requifite he fkould become a Chriftian ; for by that means he would 
fave his Soul, and fecure hisEfcape, M^hich.was the leaft important of the 
JS<ingi^ two. Vtllofo faid fo much to this Point, and the Spirit wluch dircfted, 
itck con-* fuggcftcd fuch important Truths, that the Savg'tack at firft admiring them, 
verted. approved and fubmitted to them, and grew very earneft to be admitted to 

Baptifm. He defir'd Gonzalo Vellofo to be alfifting to him, and gathering 
fome of his Family and Friends, theyfet out Jor Jcn/ij/^, iht Sangiack 
iiiroftlf flaying behind for their Anfwcr^ The Hcathcqs came with ^ello^ 
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fo to Ternate^ where they were generoufly received, and entertain^ by 
Trijlan dt At aide. Having heard what they came about, he put them all 
into the Chriilian Habit, appointing Clergy-men to inflrutt and Cate- 
chize them. Being thus prepared, they received Baptifm with extraordi- 
nary fatisfcAion, the Commander in chief being their God-father. Then 
he commended the Sangiack*s Refolution, ihewing how advantageous it 
would be to him to becon^e a Son of the Church, and rejedl the abominable 
and foul Ceremonies of Idolatry, in which he had livM. He fent him 
word, to appoint the Day and Place for being BaptizM, and he would fe& 
all perform'd as he fhould direft,for which Reafon he left it to his Choice. 
The MefTengers returning to Momoya^ were not only proud of Iiaving em- 
bracM the Chriilian Faith, but of the good Ufage they receiv'd^from the 
Governour and other Chri(lians,telling xhtSavgiack all that had happen^, 
and the Anfwer they brought him. The Sangiack^tdi by his own inclina* 
lion, and encouraged by their Account, imbarkM in fome Catcoas with the 
greateft Splendor of MuHck and Gayety he was able. Being cqpie in Sight 
of Tcniate^ Trijlan dt Ataidt went out to meet him with nd lefs Pomp. 
He lodg'dand entertained him accordingly, and orderM a Learned and Re- 
iigious Man to Catechize and inAruft him. Some Days after when the 
Cathecumens were fitted for it, they received Baptifm, with publick Re- 
joycings, and greater Solemnity than had ever been feen in Tcrnate. There 
was nntaChriftian but wluit brought Palm-Branches and Flowers from, 
that natural Garden of the Illand ; befides Mufick, Dancing, Firing of great 
Guns, and even the ver)'' Barbarians repyc'd. The Sangiack in Baptifm 
took the Name of Bon John ; he ftay'd fome I^ys rejoycing aiid Feafiing 
with the Poriuguefet^ and then returned home, taking along with him the 
Prieft that inArudled him, call'd Simon Vaz^ to improve him in the Know- 
ledge of the Faith* That Pried livM with him fome Years in his City^ 
leading an Exemplar Lite, and exercifing himfelf in Works of Officious 
and pure Charity, by which means he converted great Numbers of Hea« 
thens, and particularly the Inhabitants of Movicja. But being alone, and 
the KuiDber of tliofe God was pleafed for his Glory, to bring to him in^ 
creaiing very faft, he fent to Trijlan de Atayde for another Prieft to aflift 
him in that FunAion, and he accordingly lent F. Francis Alvarez. They 
both in a (hort time converted the Infidels of that Part, throwing down all 
the Pagodesy fo they call'd their Idols, cleanflng thofe Places, and con- 
verting the Houfes of Abomination and Darknefs into Churches of the Ha- 
ving God. Trijlan de Atayde fo far favoured the new Den John^ as to 
lend along with him fome Portvguefe Soldiers to detend his Perfon and 
Fort, and this Prince inaintain'd very friendly Correfpondence with him. 
End we ihall foon fee and admire in the Sequel of this Hiflory. 



The People of Ternate at the fame time took another Courfe, for they p 
hating i%lian Tabarija^ and defiring his Death, talk'd with the Govern- ^^^^J^^ 



vernour hearing his Life, and the Fort were both in Jeopardy, and calling 
to mind the yet frefh Example of his Predeceflbrjeafily believM the Defigii^ 
hut cunningly diflemblcdt He contriv'd that fbaie J^oytugitefes oji accojjnjt 
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of real or pretended Differences IhouJd have Recourse to the King's Favour, 
as fometimes they usM to do, and fhould prevail upoji him to come to the' 
Fort to fpeak for them. He was afply*d to by fome, and like an innocent 
Manfufpeding nothing, went to the Foit to intercede for them. He \va$ 
immediately feizM and loaded with Irons, and bein^b. ought to Trial, th? 
faoic Perfons that contrivM his Imprifonment, appeared as Witneffes ar 
gainft him. After a tedious Examination, or fhow of it, the Refult was, 
^ that he fhould be fent to India to juHifie himfelf. He imbark^d with a lafe 
^^Jf^^'' • Confcience, and his Caufe being examined before tlie Viceroy Antony Bar^ 
verfion and ^^f^ ^^ q^^^ j^g ^^^ clearM, and confeffing the Holy Spirit had taken that 
DtAtb. method to draw, him to Salvation, was Baptized in that City with great 

SatisfaAion, by the Name of Don Emanuel. In his Return homewards, 
expeding the Monfon at Malaca to put to Sea, lie dy*d with extraordinary 
Tokens of a fmcere Chriftian ; and having no lawful Heir, appointed King 
John the Third oi Portugal tofucceed him in all his Kingdoms. The Will 
was afterwards carry *d toTernatCj where the great Ones and Commonalty 
accepted of it, owning King John for their Soveraign. This was per-* 
foimM with Acclamations in the Streets and publick Places, as alfo.in the 
Courts of Judicature, taking PofTeffion with the Royal St^daid of Por/w- 
^j/ difpiay^d, and. all other ufual Solemnities and Ceremonies. In the 
Year 1549, Jordan de Treytas carry *d the publick Inftruments of the Pol- 
ftflion to Lisbon. 

To return to the Courfe of the Hiflory when Tnjlan de Jtayde had Im- 

barkM King Tabarija for India^ he fought cut for a Baftard Uiother of 

hi% calM Aerio^ born of a Javanefc Mother. The Lad was then ten years 

of Age^ bred by his Mother in a retired manner,, at a Pleafiire-Houle en* 

compalsM with perpetual Greens, the natural Difpofition being improved 

The Me-- by Arti which 10 tar prev^il'd that the Flower fo wonderful for its Fra- 

lancholy gancy and manner of growing called Trifie^ or melancholy ; found only m 

Tree^ and Malabar and Ma lac a j abounded in this Ladies Gardens. She adored the 

I'loivcr. Sun, and brought up her Child in that Folly, that he might forget the 

Rudiments he learnt at Goa^ when in the CoUedge of the Jefuits. The 
Idolaters believe, or feign, that a mod beautiful Daughter ot Pari^ataco^ a ' 
Satrapa^ or Nobleman, tell in love with the Sun, and that he after corn- 
flying with, and obliging her, fetled his Affections on another, and the 
iirft not.able to endure that another Ihould be preferred before her, killed 
her felf. From her Afnes, for in thofe parts they Hill retain the Cuflom 
of burning dead Bodies, fprtmg that Melancholy Tree, fay they, whofe 
BloflToms or Flowers flill prefer ving the Memory of their Original, have 
foch a Hatred for the Sun, that they cannot bear his Lighn This Plant 
is calJM in the Canarine Tongue Parizataco, from the Iridian Womans Fa- 
. T ther, who was Metamorpho;>M like Daphne^ iho' on another Account. The 
Maiaycs call it ShiPadi ^ the Jrabij Quart ; the Perfians and Tinks, Gal j 
the DecaniveSy Piui znd the Port ngnefej Jrvore Trijlci that i^, the Me- 
lancholy Tree, It Ihoots out abundance of llcnder Branches, regularly di- 
vided by Knots, from each of which two Leaves fprout, oppofite to one 
another,like thofe of the Plum-Tree, but foft like Sage, and covered with 
a white Down. From tach Leaf fprouts a Nib, or Nipple, whence five 
Heads (hoot out fmail at the end, each of them adorned with four fmallcr 
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round Leaves ; from each little Head proceed five Flowers, the fifth in the 
iiiidfl Oi' the other four • among tlicm the white Flowers vifibly grow out, 
Leing bigger than Orange Flowers, and fo faft after Night fall, that the 
Motioa of them is perceptible, 7 his Fruitfulnefs lafts all the Night, till 
the Appearing of the Sun renders it barren, and caufcs all the Flowers and 
Leaves to drop off, the Boughs remaining witherM- On a fudden all that 
FragraiKyceafef?, which enriched the Air with all the fwect Odours of 
Jfia^ included in this alone ; till the Sun leaving the Horizon again, the 
Plant again fiourifhes in irs beloved Darknefs, as if it then retrieved tlie 
"Wrong it received from the Light, The Jfiaticks are exceflively fond of 
Perfumes, which is an Argument oF their Lafcivioufnefs. Great Taxes 
arc laid in feveral Provinces, on all fweet Scents, ^ 

ThtRfritiguefes came arrnM to that Houfe, where the aforefaid Princefs Portugufcs: 
bred her Son, and demanded him in the Name of Trifian de Atajdc ; flic ftnt to 
would willingly have hid him, but could not, and therefore began to ex- fetch 
ctife her relf« and beg they would leave him. It availed nothing, for the Actio. 
Meflengers had Orders net to return without him, aiid to gain her Con- 
fent, fwore they would carry him to reign in the ftead of Tabarija^ and .

He, iays the fame Author, observing his Mother^s Tears, and the Rea^ 
fons fhe alledg'd for nut parting with him, and having fome^jufiticipated 
Motion of the Sweetnefs oi Reigning, which he had not yet uil^t^Xicx^ 
gazing on her and them, fullof Confufion^ ThfRudencls, aT!^. Jni^nce 
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of the Soldiers put an End co all ; rbr tao^ they iiad no Tuch Orders from 
their Comnoander, being deaf to, and weary of hearing the Compiaints of 
The For* ^ Difconfolare Woman ; they at the fame time feiz'd the Son, and laying 
tuguefe hold of the Mother, call her headlong out at the Window.: The new 
murder King wascarry*d to the Forr, and at the fame time that the SubjeAs fwore 
l^f^ Fidelity to him, they with general Lamentation celebrated his Mother's 

Obfequies, which were performed with greater Solemnity, than even 

thofe of the Principal Queens. This Inhumanity exce^ing even the Gx« 

mitals^ and confequently unworthy the pretended Portvguefes Bravery ^

.who went with ^^^rff'iTi, tookPoHefEon of tliem for his Crown. Pretend- 
ing at the fame Time, that they were the firftChriftians that arrivMat the 
Moluccos^ and that then he was own'd as Sovereign by Sultan Ccrala^ King 
jpf Terfiate^ who reigned before 5V////i« Bovgue ; by Sultan Almanzory King 

djjdcjfy by Luzuf^Kiog of Gihlo^ and other Prinpes, \vho ail.fwor^ 
^ '. . ' ' ' '^ ' ' • • ; fealty 
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lealty by their Idols, and the Jlcoran\ and that Gonzalo Gomez admitted 
them, and fwore to the Obfervance uf what had been agreed on, in his j 
King's Name, before an Image of the Bleffcd Virgin. He urg*d, thatby /-Jrc^"^^ 
Mathematical Demonllration, and the Judgment of Men learned in that^^ ^paiji*. 
Faculty, it appeared, that ihe Moluccas were within the Limits oiCnJiile^ 
as were ail others, as far as Mahc/tj and even beyond it. That it was no 
cafy Undertaking for Tortugal to go about to difprove the Writings of fo 
many Cofmographers, and fuch able Mariners; and particumly the 
Opinion of Magellan^ who was himkX^ zPortttgucfe. And that in Cafe 
he might be thought partial, becaufe of his being difoblig'd in Pottvgal^, 
that Exception did not lie againfl Francis Serrano^ who was alfoa Poriii^ 
piiefe^ znd had been favour^ and cheriiVd. That to fay the Sea Charts 
Tiaa been maliclouily contrived, was a groun^Iefs Obje^lion, and not pro- 
bable. Befidesthat, in Relation to the Article of Poffeflion, on which 
the Controverfy depended, it was only re(]uifitc to Hand by what was writ 
by, and received among Cofmographers. 

In Anfwer to this, King John ot Portugal^ deny^d the Faft of the Dif-' 
covery, as to its Precedency ; for Serrano^s was in the Year 1511, and Portugueu': 
ihzt oi Magellans Cotop2moT\s nine Years later,5n ijzo. . He declared the '^^r^^^'^ 
Globes, Ailro]abes,.and Sea Charts to be partial, ,and that in Cafe they 
were rcflify^d,. drawing the aforefaid. Meridian,, according to Rules of 
Aflrology, his Limits would not only comprehend the Moluccas^ but reach 
far beyond the Philippine Iflands., He. ofFcr'd King Tabarija's laft Will oii J 

his Behalf; and faid, that if the Line were fairly drawn, obferving EcJip* 
fts^ .as had been done fometime^y.the Truth of his Affertion would ap-> 
pear. . To this they added, the Papers of the Geographer and Aftrologer, 
Jndrew de S* Martinf by which it appear M, that he failing with Magel^ 
lan^ his before unattempted Voyage, had obferved feveral Eclipfes, and 
Oppofitions. Among the reft, pn the 17th oi Decewher^ ijip. He in 
the River calW Rio dejancyro^ . took an Obfervation of a Conjunftibn of 
Jnfiter and the Moon \ on the firft of February 1 510, another of the Moon 
and Venus ; fdon after^ another of the iSSr/n.and Moon^ after pafling the 
Streights, anpther Oppofition of the Sun and Moon^ and others at other 
tijTies ; all which, tho^ calculated by him to the Meridian ofSevil^ availed 
nothing to his Defign, .which was to prove that the^a/i/rr^ Iflands did "' 
j)ot belong to Portugal ; . for which Reafon he found Fault with John de 
JUonteregio^s Tables and Almanacks. . All thefe Papers were prefervM by 
Edvpard Refende, Faftpr at the Moluccos^ a lear ned and curious Man. The jr 
faid, that Cnce there was then a Treaty about the Poffeflion of thole 
Iflands J iH a Cafe of that Confequence it was not proper^: to avoid al- 
ledging, and examining the Grounds of their Property, to prevent the De- 
cifion of the Sword, which was the Court where that Controverfy \vas 
pleaded ; and when once it comes to that pafs, there was no Poffibilfty of I 

llanding to fpeculative Writing, which not being made good by Experi- 
ence, muft at lead be lookM upon as uncertain.. 

The Pofleflipn of the Molucco Iflands was of great Confequence to the 
King of Portugal^ for carrying on the Trade of Spice, and being informed . 
of the War Hill maintained between his Subjects and the Emperor^s, 
inthofe Parts, he daily us*d frefh Endeavours to bring that Bufinefs to 
fqoic Conclufion, «hat foijie War might ceafe. The Emperor had not fo . 
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niuch Intelligence of what his Commanders did in Jf^a ; bccaufc il:e Por^ 
tvguefe fufier'd no Ships, but their oWn.to pafs by the Cape of Good Ho^e : 
ami the way of New^Spani^ that Voyage, was not much frequented, and 
therefore not fo well known ^ and befides all this he then Hood iii need of 
iL great Suni of Money. In the Year 1 $25, there was a Treaty zt Segovia^ 
by his Majefties Order, for compofing of this Difference, and in i$z6 it 
^ was held ziSevH^ where tht Fori v^uefe Embaffador; and the Licenciate 
' Jzevedo of that Kings Council, were mfet by the Bifhops o^Ofma^ Prefident 
of the Council of the Indies j Doftor Laurence G.-ilindez^ of the fame Coun* 
cil, and Don Garcia de Padilla^ fitft Com'mcndary of Cjlatrava^ on the 
Emperor's fide, as Commiflipners, and PIenipotentarie!^,befides the Lord-* 
High^bancellor, and the Popes Nnncio, Mer curio Gatnara. After many 
Meetings, and much Strife, to which there were alio Civilians, Geogra- 
phers, and Marinersadmitted^. all which only puzzled the Caufe, whence 
enfuM Law Suits, Arbitrations, and ether Fruitlefs Kegociations in Spain^ 
sfod .Wars in Jfia between the Ships of both Crowns: After alJ this there 
was a CefTation, and Quietnefs, the Emperor Mortgaging thofe controver* 
ted Iflands to the King of Portugal^ for % joooo Ducats, This was con- 
duded at Zaragoza^ on the iza of Jugufi t$i^j as his Imperial Maje- 
ily was going over to be Crown'd in Italy. The Line of Divifibn was 
again examined, and what Parts of the Earth it is to run throuj^h ; the 
Times of Paymeni weie fix^, with other Conditions, and Salvos of the 
Kight on both fides, thiat fa neither Oblivion^Dor the Kindred between the 
two Kings might confound it. . ^ 

* By Relations Wriiteh in thofe Days it appears, that the Emperor ajn- 
fdlting Peter Ruyz de Villegas^ a grave and learned Gentleman, about this 
Mortgage; his Anfwer was coildemning it,and declaring. That his Majeily 
had better to have Mortgaged any other of his Kingdoms, than that of the 
Mohucosy Trfipohana^ or Malaca^ or any other in the Eafl^ all which, in 
his Opinion, belong^ to his Majefly ; and he grounded his Opinion on 
3*imc's calling Treaties into Oblivion, and the great uncertainty of State 
Affairs. Many others advifed the Eri)peror to repay that great Sum to 
the King of Portugal^ and what is yet more, the Representatives in the 
Cortes of Cajlile J propos'd that the Emperor Ihould make over to* them the 
Molucca lilands for fix Years, by way of Farm, and they would pay King 
Soln the Mortgage Money, and bring the Trade of Spice to Coruna^ and 
after the fix Years his Majefly fliould carry on that Trade. The Emperor 
l^earing of this Innovation, order'd a (lop to it, arid that no further Pro- 
gKfs Ibould |)e made in fitting out the Fleet defign'd for the Moluccqsj tin-* 
^er ^pion de Jlcazova^ and forv/arded by the Bifhq) o^ Cindad Rodrigo. 

Orders, and Letters Patents, were drawn and fealed, for both jN at ions 
to forbear Hoftilities, but the Emperor's Subjefts never received Commands 
fronli him to withdraw their Forces for any other Enterprize, nor did they 
know what had^bcen agreed on in Spain ^ any other way than by the Ac- 
count they had from the Portugucfes who had received Orders from their 
King, toconcludc a Peace, and to Ship off the Spaniards by the way of 
India for Spain. This Agreement put an End to all Judicial, and Military 
Contention. Since then the Viciflitude of Times has invefled all the 
Right, and Title in our King. So that, according to grave Civilians, he 
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might, as they fay, invert the Titles, or poflefs by thcmaJI, without con- 
founding the Right ; Heaven hiaving dcfignM him to be Soveieign of fuch 
a vaft Monarchy, and given hiiii that Hereditary Zeal, which makes him 
offer his whole Power to oppofe Hereticks and Seftaries, and to fpread 
the Faich^ and its perfecl Politicks amcilg fuch Multitudes of Souls as liave 
received it, in fo many barbarous Provinces. For this fame keafon it will 
be fuperfluous to examine any further into the Limits afiign'd by that Law, 
which could never be fettled. 

This Accommodation being concluded, tlie Porttiguefe Fleets, without Portuguc- 
any Oppofition from thofe o^CaJlile^ peaceably poffefs'd themfelves.of the ^^s Pof^sjji;^ 
Iflandsof Jern/T/^, Tydore^ Bachian^ and the others about them. From the on of the 
jfiril of thefe, as their H&ad in Spirituals, our Priefts went Abtoad to MoluccoSt 
preach the Word fafTruih, which v^as recciiTd by feveral Kings and Na- 
tions, leaving but inconflderable Remains of Idolatry, and other St(ks. 
Whole Cities, whofe Soveraignschofe to continue in their Darknefs, not 
regarding their Prince's Example, which ufes to have the Force of a 
Law, threw down their Idols, and confecrated Profanenefs, dedicating 
thpir Temples to tlie True God. The Kirigs^of Pdr^i^al built Garrifons, 
and Factories for the Chriftiansto inhabit;" fending their Commanders 
and Officers, who curbed the Kings, and xYit , Savgiacks their Subjeds. 
"Some Governours there were, v/ho befides the Cire they took of propa- Converfi^ 
gating the Gofpel, and maintaining Peace in thofe Parts, endeavour'd by ons* 
endeariri^ Means to attraA the Barbarians to love oUr Habits,' to affeft our 
Ways or Entertainment, and the Euro^ea7t Affability and Converfation, 
and gently incIinM them to our Cufloms and Manners, which in fome 
Places made them look upon that as a Sort of Equality, when it -"/as no 
better than Servitude. The powerfulUnion of Juftice and Religion was 
however the moft prevalent: but the Commanders and Governours being 
defe^ive in the firft of thefe V irtues, on which inward Felicity and Go- 
vernment depend ; the Subjefts loft the fecond, and returnM to their for- 
mer Blindnefs, as appears by what has been already faid, and more fully by 
what is to follow, fince wc are now come to the Election of SuUa7i Aerio^ 
in whofe Days Ternate was utterly loft, and could never be recovered 
either by Force or Art, till the Reign of our Sovereign Lord the King • 
a juft Reward of his Piety and Zeal. The lawful Queen, by thofe People 
caird Putrjz^ was as much concerned for Aerio^s Mother^s Death, as for 
any of her own Sons. She was prefent at her Funeral, and lamenting im- 
nioderately, curs'd the Domination of the Porivg^iefes^ calling it Tyranny. 
All the Machinations of thofe who ftudyM Revenge were known to her, 
and ft c forwarded them with her Advice; for as they faid, nothing now 
remainM of the former Moderation of the Governours fent thither out dF 
Europe ^ nor of that Regard and ^efpeft they ufed to have for theoit 
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BOOK. 11. 

H E Alliance concluded betwixt the Kings of the JrcJjipelago^ 
and particularly Vaygamano^ Vaigeo^ ^libibio^ and Mincimhio^ 
reigning in the Iflands Pafuar^ was follow'd by fuch an Ac^ 
cidenty that tho' the Minds of the Confederates had not been 
already fo well difpos'd, nor the Blood of thofe Innocent Kings 
lb newly (pilt, it would have confummated the Hatred they had conceived 
againft the P^r/7/^tt^/^ Nation.. All the Ports of the Molucca Iflands were 
fo well fecur'd, and the Paflage for Provifions fo wholly flopped up, that 
Trijlan de Aiayde defpairing of Relief, fcnt Csptain Pinto to Mindanao^ 
Pinto fent and the Neighbouring Iflands, to furni& fuch things as were abfolutly ne- 
^or Relief. ceiTary for the Support of Life, there being nothing to be had within his 

Liberties. Pinto failing in a good Ship^ arrived at Mindanao ^ vifited the 
King, by whom he was well received ; and he having feen his Credentials, 
and confulted the Sangiacks of his Council, eflabliih'd Peace and Amity^ 
with him. He fold the Commodities he carry M at his own Rates, and 
buyiag and barterring, loaded with Provifions to his own Content ; 
thence he went over to the Ifland Seriago^ where he was no lefs fuccefsful 
with the King. In this Illand, ihat Aeir Fricndfliip might laft. for ever, 
they concluded the Peace with a barbarous Ceremony, which when pra- 
dis'din thofe Parts, they never break the Articles. The Parties being met, 
certain Officers appointed for that Purpofe, draw a Quantity of Blood from 
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Ports, and ours to tl.eirs, with all poffible Securitf, without aoy Let or 

Prohibition. Pinto perceiving what a Multitude of the Natives reforted 

to his Ship, refolved to make a Prey of them ;' and the laft Day, Forty of 

them coming Aboard to Trade, he perfwaded them to go down into the 

Hold, on Pretence of (howing them its Bulk and Conveniencici, and as ViUivy of 

foon as ihey were down, (hut the Hatches upon them ; this he pra«Sifed fe- Finto. 

veral times, till at laft, tho* he obfery'd them clofe, one of them forcing 

his "Way out, leapUinto the Sea, and fwam afliote. He wentdire^iy to' 

the King, whom he acquainted with the villanous Pra^icc : The King 

juft'y enrag'd, to fee Frlendftiip fo newly contra£ledj and confirn'd by the 

the iKoft facredof Tyes, in his C^inion, fo petfidioully violated by tiw 



xnc xAKAs, lu uc launcn-a ; ail wnicn oemg weu equipp a, itor a witn 
Guns, and full of thofe furious Barbarians, encompats*d the Portu^tiefe 
Ship, attacking her on all Sides. Phito was beginning to weigh liis An- 
chors, having feen the Ships in Motion, and the Men Iiafting Aboard 9 
he defended himfelf witbonly 25 Soldiers, who had Icaice time to handle 
their Arms ; for the Natives ofSerh^o began already to Board, and thofe 
who were Prifoners under Deck had prevaild, but that the Mariners loos'd 
their Sails. At this time tiiere fell a dreadful Storm of Rain, with fuch 
amazing Thunder and Lightning, as if the Heavens had been rent afuiKler. 
The Seriagos quitted tl» Portugnefe Ship, endeavourii^ to recover the 
Shore in their own Veffels, with their Sails rent, the Hulls fhatter'd, and 
the Rigging difabled 5 and to get off the better, they threw <over-board their 
Cannon and Arms, being in danger of finking. This Tempeft lafted two 
Days, during which Time, P/w/o»s Ship could not efcape, his Men and he 
being fo far fpcnt, that they had neither Strength nor Courage to fland by 
their Tackle 5 they let rlie Ship drive with the Sea, and threw over-board 
their Provifions, Merchandize, Guns, Arms, Cloaths, snd all they could 
come at ; and being convinced of the Jufticc of the Judgment, for having 
broken their Faith, and folemn Engagement they had made, arriv*d at 
Ternate aftonifh^d, dumb, and out of Countenance, thinking they were ftill 
in the Storm. Such are the ZSc&s of a guilty Confcience, which pre- 
fently provokes God's Wrath. 

« ^|,l*^J^^"8| fr^^'^ adpcent Iflands were foon acquainted with the LeaPucs 
Perfidioufnefs of tiiofe tew Partvgnefes, that they had tianfgrefs'd the fe- „nalnll the 
crcd Laws of Hofpitahty, atrf always made a mifchievous Ufe of Benefits ; fSue- 
whereupon they immedutely concluded their League, to be exercifed like f« 
defperate Men. Theyprefently made Proclamation, foibidding, under moft 
fevcre Penalues, the conveying of any Provifions to the Portugue/es. either 
by Sea or Land, that fo they mightbe reduc<d to quit all thofe Provinces 
and fly into India, and fince they could not batter the Fort, for Want ol 
great Guns, they fhould flarve it out ; enjoyning all Perfons of all Arcs 
and both Sexes, to be vigilant in obferving this fatal Decree, that fo the 
Trading Galeon might not afford them tlie Comfort of hoping for Relief 
Then confidering that the main Motive of their cxerdfing fiich Ty rannv* 
was tjie Spice of Cloves, wherewith Ternate, and all • the Muc/o's 
abound, the NaUvcs fcfolv'4 to fet Fire to all the Tree?, endeavouring 
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that the Conflapration (hould be fo Univer fal, as that the Moluccas might 
ever after remain barren. They well knew that this was contriving ihcir- 
ownRuin; but they lookM upon it as a pleafing and advantageous De- 
ilrudJon, fo they might but be reveng'd of their Lneii.ie5. 
RtJtSlon. The Crop of Cloves makes the Wealth of the Molucco Kings, muck 

inorc than the Taxes their Subjeds pay; and tho' Rage, and Defpair put. 
Fire into their Hands, to burn their Country, it might happen, as fome- 
times Miflakes prove advantageous, that what they defign'd to render their 
Fields Barren, might make them more Fruitful, It is well l^nown tiiat 
courfe Albes mix'd, and fcaner'd on the Face of the Earth often Fertilize 
it. Nothing is more frequent in Europe than to burn the Stubble, and. 
Straw upon barren Lands; becaufe, either the burnt Earth gathers fome 
unknown Strength, and produces good Failure, or elfe the Fire coufumes its 
Ranknefs, and exhales the fuperfiuous Moifture. Perhaps the inienfe Heat 
opens feveral Paflages, and dilates the clofe Pores, and hidden V^eins, thro* 
which the Nouri(hment flows, dnd thence the Earth receives it in all Farts,. 
to make it capable of a new ProduA ; or elfe it hardens, and clofes the 
Vents which were open*d, that fo the thin Waters,.or the continual In-- 
tenfenefs of the Sun, or the piercing Cold of the North-Eaft Wind, which 
i^ chilling, may do it no Harm. Befldes, Kature having chofen that only 
Part of the World to produce this fort of Fruit, in which there has never 
been obferv'd any Failure, or Intermiflion, it could not be believing that a 
JVlomentary Violence ihould utterly caufe it to ceafe*. However the Defign- 
of thofc People was not to renew ihofe Spicy Groves, but entirely to de- 
flroy them. This (hows how mifchievouily they were bent againft ihem- 
fdves, and againft all Nations* It will be therefore convenient in this 
Place to treat of the Cloves at large. 
jtcoimt tf ^^'^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ Account of it, were the Chinefes^ who attrafted: 
Cloves. ^ ^^^ Scent, began to load their Junks with it for the Gulphs of Ptrjia 

and Jrabia. Pliny was acquainted with, and defines it, faying. It is a long 
Pepper 5 and^call? it Qatyo^hillum. The Perjians gave it iince the Name of 
CalafuYy it does not belong to us to decide which ot thefe Words was de- 
rived from the other. The Spaniards formerly called it Girofe^. and after- 
WaTds ClavoSy becaufe they are like Nails, which bear the fame Name. 
The Head of the Clove, having four fmall Teeth that crofs it, refembles a 
Star. The Natives of the Moluccas call the Tree Siger^ the Leaf Far a qua ^^ 
nnd tht Fruit Cljamque. The Plant is not unlike our Bay-Tree, but liears 
a greater Head. When it begins to bloffom, it fpreads a moft delicious 
Fragrancy, and on the very Top like the Myrtle, from one fingle Stock, 
produces an infinite Number of Cluflers, like thofe of Elder ^ or the Honeys 
Suckle. At firft coming out they are White, as they grow up Green, and 
^ the third Seafon, when Ripe, makes them Red ; this Variety of Colours, 
br^ inward Virtue, (howihg the feveral Terms that bring it to PerfciSion. 
Tliofe that remain on the Cluftcrs, which they call Mother C/at'^x, continue 
there a year, growing larger and flronger. They either threfhthe Branches 
to gather them, or elfe (hake them with Cords they have made fai' above, 
drawing from below, after the Ground about is cleaned ; but it is natural- 
If dear from Weeds, for this Sovereign Tree fufters no fort of Herb to 
Ig^w icut it. It draws all the moifture fo powerfully to it felf, tliat all 
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Roots about arc deftioy'd, or llaiv'd. It bears at eight Years flanding^ 
aiSd lafts an hundred. Some fay it would hold longer, were it not ftrip*d 
with fuch Violence, which it avenges by growing Barren; but they arc 
miflaken, for in the Illands oi Bachiauy they lop the Branches, that they 
may produce more Cloves, and the low Branches bear leafl* Frooi thefe 
tiiey gather the Cloves with their Hands, and they only bear when the 
Monfon blows. They yield their Fruit trc m Seftemher to Fehruarj cvcrjT 
two Years. Others fay once iu three ; becaufe when they ^ther the Clove^ 
hefides that the Plant i9 much impaired, they break off thofe Buds, which 
produce the Bloifoms of the Cloves ; but then they afford certain hopes of 
another Crop* The TrUih of it is, that Nature allows them a Years rc- 
fpir, during which tliey reft like the Olive-Trees in Eurofc. They arc 
gathered when Ripe, and their Ripenefs appears by being Red. B^ng 
Ipread in the Sun, in three Days they dry up, and contra^ a blackifli Aft- • 

colour. Jvicen^ by his leave, wss deceived, when he faid that the Gum of Mijlale of 
the Clove Tree is anfwerable in its Virtue to Turpentine; for Experience Avicen. 
has proved the contrary; Befides, that Trees exceflive hot or cold, yeild 
no Gum, but only thofe which are temperate between both. Sea- Water 
Feeds, and Freft does them Harm. A certain Hiftorian Writes, that thejr 
yield Fruit twice a Year ; if by it he means the middle Crop, which is verf 
final VWe grant ic; but if he fpeaks of the moft Fruitful, as the Triennial^ 
which with general Amazement produces enough to ferve all Nations, the 
fieh'ef of his Affertion will remain in the Author himfeif. Thcfe Plants 
make amends for their delay in the Abundance of their ProJuft ; which 13 
Ibch^^t after enriching all Nations with it, the K* ofSpam^s Revenue out 
of it^ Yearly amounts ro two Millions of pieces of Eight,little over or under. 
It is generally reckoned that only the five Molucca Iflands produce all the 
Clove, becaufe of the prodigious Quantity they yield* They always amount 
to Four Thoufand Bcirs^ each Bar ofTernatc being four hundred Weight, 
and three quarters, and this for that Ifland ; but the third of the whole 
taken for the King amounts to fix thoufand Bars, and every common Bar 
is better than five hundred Weight of ours. Perhaps, the Word Bar might 
come from the Greek Baros^ fignifying a Load. The Cloves grow alfo in 
the fmall Iflands of Ires and Meytatana^ about Ternate^ thofe of Puh and 
Cavali near Tydore^ and in Gtlolo^ Sahugo and Gavioconord^ Towns of Bn^ 
tachina j as alfb in the Iflands of Amhoyna and Vcianula^ more in this lafl 
than in all the others, but they are weak, and fmalier. The Clove Trees 
grow up without any Help of Art, like all Trees coming from Rocks, and 
they made the only Woods in thefe Iflands, which fbcking in all the moi- 
i^ure Heaven affords, it is a wonder to fee any other Plant near. When 
they have a mind to Tranfplant a Clove Tree, they fet it where many 
Weeds grow, that it may thrive the fooner,by the help of the Moiflurc, 
and Virtue it fucks from them, and as the Tree thrives thofe Plants perifb. 
For the fame reafon Cloves are ill Neighbours to full Vcffels. The Ring 
iDoves, whereof there are great numbers in Gilolo^ eat mjny of thoie 
Cloves which grow Old upon the Tree, then flying they purge in the Air 
with the Motion, and from their Excrements dropping on the Ground 
Clove Trees grow up. Heaven has given them fo plentfiilly only to thefe 
Illands, abflradly from all the World beflde^ being at firft not valu'd, or 
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known by die Natives. This is what they v/ould have deflroy'd by Fire, 
that it might be totally annihilated; becaufethe FJames gather nrore 
Strength among coHiLunible Matter, than other Violences^ to which 
Iiiblunary things are fubjeft- 

. Since we are now upon the Defcription of the Moluceoiy and in regard- 
Moluvos ^**ofe delightful Provinces are fo remote from us, we will go on with^ 
dcrcrib^i ^^^ ^ remarkable in them, to fliow the defperate Fury of tliofe People, 
*'^ V who had condemned them to the Flames All the five Alolucco lilands are 

almoil round, and of the fame Shape. The compSsof the biggeA is not 
feven Leagues. They have all Crags, of a wonderful Height, cover'd 
with an odoriferous Fragrancy of wild Cloves ; and about them feveral 
Cities^ Towns and Foits.. Their exad Round nefs is the Reafon they Iiave 
no good Harbours tor both the Monfoiis of Norweil and South. Only Ter-- 
vate forms the Port they call Talaiigavie^ and a League from it, that of 
Tolocoy where Ships ride fafe, and with their Boats clofe to the Shore. 
The Forts were not erected in either of them, becaufe they fbould not be 
remote from the King's Court* Both thefe Ports Icok to the Eaflward, and 
liave ridges of Rocks that break oft' the Sea, and fecure the Vefl'els. That 
cf7i?;»a/t, oppofite to the Fort admits of Caravels, at high Water and 
^ring^Tides, which being unloaded ride where they will. Th/s Ridge of 
locks is of a fort of Stone, that ti.rns into Coral, which when old har- 
dens, and (booting out many Branches, knits together, and turns again into 
Stone, whereof excellent Lime is made. It is fo contrivM that thofe who 
come to it by Sea, think they fee noble Strudures ereded for the Defence 
of the Harbour. The Mountain, which rifes in. the midft of TVr?/^/^, two 
burning Leagues in Height, and cover'd with Palm, and other rare Trees, has on 
Jllountain. the Top of it a Mguth or Cave, that feems to. reach down to the very Cen- 
ter. A Man can hardly be feen trom the one lide to the other. Within 
it is a Square Spot, like a Threfhing'Floor,made of Stones and loofe Earths 
Some curious Perfons have view'd it, and among them one Gabriel Rcbclo 
Fador,and Alcayde of the Fort; who having founded it,tying together feve- 
jral long Fifhing-Lines, found it was 500 Fath. deep. At the Bottom gulhes 
cut a l^utiful Spring, tho' no Man has dai'd to Tafl of it, or try whether 
it is Sweet or Sower. The loofe Floor (hakes with the Fire in the Bowels 
of the Mountain ; whereof the firft Account was given by Anthony Galvam^ 
who Obferv'd it in the Year 1558, when he was Commander in Chief o- 
ver thefe Iflands. He went up to fee that Wonder in Nature, at a fate 
Xinie, for .he could not have done it in Afrilj or Se^temher^ when the Sun 
moves from one Hemifphere 10 the other, and croffes the Ecjuinoftial, 
which ciits half a Degree o?Tervate^ becaufe of the Winds then kindling 
the Flames. Had Pliyiy^ when he went out of Curiolliy to fee the Burning 
of Mount Vefnvins^ in Jialy^ taken another opportunity, he had not been 
Surnt to Dtath, as his Nephew writ to Cornelhts Tacitus. It ftinks, and 
cafts out Smoke, Sulphur, and Red* Stones, as it were out of the Mouth of 
;a Canon ; fhewing the Mountain to be hollow at the Foundation. It caufes 
Earthquakes, and Noife ; and the Flame.% and burnt Stones, have reach'd 
jtb the City, and Fort, and even to the Illands of the Aleaos and Cajares^ 
jtwenty Leagues from TenuUc. The Smoke is of feveral Colours, becaufe 
xhe MoiHuie and Corruption of the £arth exhales it thick, and diverf;fy'J^ 
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which is helpM L7 the ill Quality of the Air, and that| with the falling of 
the Excrements the Fiie cafts out upon the Springs, corrupts the Waters, 
and deflroyjs Health. Going up this Mountain two thirds ot the Height, it 
is all Green and Fruitful; but the Top is exceflive Cold, without.any fort 
of Fowl, or Birds, but abundance of Flyes. Thence is dcfcry'd a fpacious 
Sea, ahd an infinite Nuailvr of Iflands; bccaufe the Purity of tl;e Air, free 
from Exhalations, as is faid of the Top of Mount Olymfus^ repiefents curi- 
ous 01 jefts to the Sight, and favours it without any Let, the greater parr 
of the Year. Where theThicknefs of th.e Trees Terminates, a Spring of 
frelh Water gufhes out, fo very cold that there is no Drinking of it, but. by 
Sips. At the Top, fome diftance from the Mouth, which cafts out the 
Flames, they at this time tore away a piece of the Mountain, whence for 
two JDays abundance of Water flow'd; great pieces of Rocks roul'd down 
the fide of the Hill, to the Sea; forming Concavities, and bearing down 
Tree5, and. Ruins. The fame Mountain, on the Top, has a fpacious fweet 
Pool, eiicompaGM with Trees, wherein there are blew, and gold-Colour 
Alligators, above a Fadom long, who, as foonas they hear People ftirring, 
plunge down to the Bottom. 

Thefe Iflands know no Difference of Summer and Winter ; nor is there Seafonsi 
any fettled Rainy Seafon, but it generally Rains more with the North-Eaft, 
than with the South Wind* The Molucco Iflands breed Snakes above 50 Snakes. 
Foot long, and proportionably thick ; but they arc neither Quick of Mb- 
tion, nor Venomous. Thofe who have feen them aflirm. That wiieu tliey ^ 
want Suftenance, they chew a certain Herb Nature has fliown them, and * * 
climbing the Trees by the Sea-fide, cafl into it what they have chewM ; 
many Fiflies come to Eate it, and being made Drunk, lye helplefs tl|ion the 
Water J then the Snakes launch out upon them, and fatisfy their Hunger, 
fill they are full of thofe flupifyM Fifhes. The Crocodils on the Land are Crocodlls^ 
the fierceft of Monfters; the Ancients write almoft the contrary of thofe 
of the Nile. Thefe in the Sea are fo Timorous, that they fuffer themfelves 
to be bound under Water* A Crocodile has been taken that had four Eyes, 
and a very lirtlc Heart. Here are alfo found certain Infedls, which ihtjhf^^, 
call Cuzos^ living on Trees, on whofc Fruit they feed : They are like Rab- 
bits, their Hair thick, harfb, and curled, of a brightifli Brown 9 their Eyes 
round and fprightly j their Feet frnall; and a very long Tail, by which they 
hang, the better to reach the Fruit ; and they ftink like Fo^es. 

In the Defert Parts there are Wild- Fowl; fome of the Tame are the 
fame we have in Europe. The Parots, in their Tongue caird Nores^ of fe- T'^^^'O/j, 
veral Colo!jrs intermixt, Cry exceflively, but Talk well. An Iflander af- 
firms. That at this time, v/hen the People were Confpiring, a Parrot in the 
Air cry'd, I Dye^ / DzV; and beaiing his Wings, fell down Dead. A Rela- 
tion tells us of another, that came from Amboyna^ on the Maft of a fmair 
Veffel, when they wen: to take him, he cryM out, Sehajlian^ SebaJHan^ 
who was his Mafter, and cime to his afliflance. Tliere are great flocks of Briih and 
black Geefe, with Parrots Feet ; Martins, Swallows, Fcldefares, Thrulhes, Fikeu 
and Sparrow- Hawks. The variety of Filh is infinite ; the Sea-Cow, like 
that oi Brazil^ a fort of Crab, one part wchereof Eaten, kills in 24 Hours ; 
this is on the Sea-fliore, under certain Tree.^, whofe fhade fufTers no Grafs 
or Herb to grow j thofe who Sleep in it Sicken, and it dries and parches up 
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the very Ground. There is another fort of Crabs^ no unlike Lobfiers,but 
with lefs Claws ; they have flrong white Teeth, with whi?h they break 
the Shels, to eat the Almonds; they breed among Rocks, are taken at 
Night with Light; their Body, Claws, and all the Flcfl), is liVe that of 
a LobHer. Near the Tail tliey liave a Bag, full of a certain Subilance de^ 
licious to the Tad, for which they are as mtich valu'd as Pullets. 

All over the Moluccas there grows a fort of reddiih Stick.% which burn 
in the Fire, raife a Flame, and are like a burning Cole, without wafling^ 
They look to be of a Stony Nature, moulder away betwixt the Fingers, and 
arc eafily broken by the Teeth. Not far from the Fort of Teriiate^ is to 
be letn the Plant call'd Catofn^ from which there drop Leaves lefs than 
the conunon fort; the Stem whereof, on a fudden, is formM into the Head 
of a Worm, or Butter-Fly; ilie Body and Fibers coming from it, make 
Feet, and the Leafy Part, \Ving5 ; fo that it foon beoims a perfe^ Butter* 
Fly, and at the fame' time a Leaf. This Tree buds out every Year, like a 
Cheflnut-Tree, and from the Buds proceed thefe Worms, which run upon 
Threads iafiened to the Leaves. Nature was profufe with thofe People ; 
ef|>ecia]ly as to the Cloves, which I diflinguiih from the Long-Peper Piny 
.perhaps fpoke of, when he nam'd the Gary op tillum. But fince the Profit of 
that fo highly valued Product, was to occaiion fuch bloody Wars, fuch iu^ 
credible Voiages, trom all Parts of the World, that the real Dangers, are 
even beyond human Belief; it a:ay well be controvert^, whether it were 
moil for the publick Tranquility, that this Spice fhould be known, or ever 
conceal'd ; for its Plenty and Viitue, which awakenM the Avarice of the 
remoteil Nations, has glutted tho^e Seas with the Wracks of Ships, and 
Fleets, and call'd thither Armies of Rebels, making their paiTage through 
•Streights before unknown, in the Sight of Mountains covered with blew Ice 
and Snow^ as never reached by the Suns bright Beams; and yet they ven* 
cure at all, not out of any Zeal of promoting Religion, or Civility, I ut 
only to load with that Spice, which has oocafionM Difobedience and Su« 
perdition. This is the precious Commodity, which gives Power and 
Wealth to thofe Kings, and caufes their Wars. A Wonder of Nature, 
which plainly ibows it has created nothing fo harmlefs, btit what is abus'd 
by humacMalice. Tlils is the true Fruit of Difcqnl, rather than the Esibulous 
Apple of the three GodefTes, fince for it there has been, and Aill is, more 
Fighting, than for the Mines of Gold. Had this happened in the Days of 
the Greeks or Latin Poets, how much more would thay have fpoken of our 
Moluccas^ than they did of the Iflands Gar^omr ivoAi^ EtliofickOctzu^ 
Let us fio^ a little to reflet on the Dangers Mortals expofe themfelves to^ 
lather, perhaps, to pleafe their wanton Appetites, than to confinn their 
Health. 

The People of Temate^ Tydore^ Bachian^ and all the Neighbouring Pri nce.% 
being impatient to put iw execution their defperate Delign,ch()fe the King 
of Trdore for their Head, to joyn with him of Teniaie^ that had been ex- 
peliy on account of the Death of Gonzalo Fereyra. Among the Relations 
ufually 'Collected by the Chriflian Curiofity of the Religious Men of the 
Society, we find tlut thefe Kings met in the little Ifland, which divid-.*; 
Ternate from 2)7/(?r^, before they went each of them to his proper Pi»il lor 
perforirang what was flipulated in the Confederacy, and there the King of 
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Tydore^ as Chief of the League, fpoke to them in thisMani;er^ Ica^inot 
Vicniion the Occafion of ibis 
of tie Succefsj w hid/ we 

would do^ were we already ViSorious. Our Forces afe afTembtediu u^t4v^r Speed' 
vs from the Spaniih loke^ piinipivg thofe Men with the Hazard of our "^^ 
Total Ruifij whom neither our Benefits could oblige^ nor out Threats cor^ 
reS. They are the great Rollers of the IForld^ who vfurf ity hyfirovrdivg 
tleir Jvari.e under ffeciovj and godly Pretences. In vain haze we endea- 
voured to moderate their Pride hy Means of our Modcjly and Submijfion. 
If they meet with Wealthy Enemies^ the Vonugtks fiow themfeices Cove^ 
tous^ if with Needy ^ they are Ambitious ; this is the qsily Nation that 
equally feeks after others Wealth and Miferies. Theyrob^ kill^ andfubdue^ 
taking away our Dominions under falfe Titles^ and think they have no fet-^ 
tied Peace y till they have reiut^d the Provinces into lie farts. V'e foffefs 
the mofi fruitful IJLvids in Afiai only to fttr chafe Servitude and hafe Hub'- 
jeBionwith their ProduS^ converting this blejjed Bounty of Heaven intn 
Tribute f aid to the Ambition of Intruding Tyrants. Experience has Jbow^d 
vs^ bow odious our Valour has been to the Cbrijlian Commanders^ whom^ for 
the fame RftafoUy we mufl never hope to find more modeft^ or lefs our Ene^- 
viies. Jjfure your f elves then^ and remember^ both Kings and SubjeSs^ 
hotb you who feek Glory ^ and jou who provide for your Safety^ that net* 
Sber of theft is to be bad without Liberty^ nor this without War ; nor is 
the War to be maintained without Courage and Unanimity. The Power of 
the Portuguefes is increafed^ and on it their Refutation depends. Having 
tlen difcover^d the Myftery^ andCaufe of this Tyranny^ who is there that^ 
will not prepare to try the utmcft of Fortmie^ to pur chafe the greatejl of 
buman Felicities^snhich is Liberty. Other Nations^ which when thev bear of 
our Refolution^ will call it D cf pair and Savagenefs ^ if they weigh it with 
the Occafion^ will rather Commend tban go about to find Excufes for vs. 
Befides^ every Man knows what is fit for his Religion^ his Honour and his 
Country^ better than thofe who judge of thefe Things at a Diftance. In 
Jtort^ What is Life worth without Liberty ? 

Thore incenfed Kings made fuitable Returns to thefe Words, and ha- 
ving taken proper Meafures to commence and carry on the War, went 
away in their Veflfels, without loCngTime, or admitting of Delay; as 
well knowing the many Lingers a great Undertaking is exposM to, which 
depends on Secrecy^ and is imparted to many. 

On the Day appointed, all the Natives departed the City of Ternate^ Ternate 
with their Families, not in good Order, as in Tranfmigrations, but raging, Q^y ahan- 
in Confulion, and Joaded with their Children, and a few Neceflaries, don'^d and 
having before lent away their Effefts to other lllands. To convince the burnt. 
Portuguefes of their Defign, and that the People of Ternate abandoned the 
Country, they fet Fire to the City in feveral Places ; the Flames began to 
take hold and fpread, till they met, and of ntany fmall ones became one 
ffeneral Conflagration, with hideous Noife and Cries; for not only the 
Koufes were burnt, which had for fo many Ages l)elong'd to their Fore- 
fcther, and Anccftors, but all tliat attrafts the Aft'edion to our Native 
Country, the Temples, all their worldly Treafure, and the Bounty of Na- 
ture J for the open Country tegan now to fcel the Dcfolation, the Caves; 
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Lakes and Springs, the Rocks, and the very Sea it felf (hin^d, boilM up 
and cracked, and the Fire received into the fubterraneous Caverns, lying in 
the hollovr Mountains, pierced into the dcepeft Receflcs, roaring and over- 
turning Stones and Trees. In the mean while, the People traveled to* 
wards the De farts, looking back to view the Effects o? their Revenge. 

Rer I t'^ Trijlan de Jtayde^ amaz*d to behold that dreadful Praftice, having arm*d 
ftl'e ^^^^ Soldiers, fent Meflages to the Queen and Governour?, to propole 

Pktle^ fomc Accommodation, and appeafe that inhumane Rage. He promised to 
-^ • make Satisfaftion, and that ail Things fhould be fet right, but it availed 
4iotliing^ for they rather grew more furious, and would not hear-,en 10 
anyPropofal, or admit of Treaty, that might make them flacken in their 
Relblution. Being come to thofe Places which Nature has madefrrong- 
ainong the Rocks, they arm^d, and in Parties fell upon the Chriftian.% 
lying in wait for them when they v/ent cut for Wood or Water, and ki Jing 
or wounding them by Surprize. Tlic Edicl was put in Execution through- 
out all the Iflands at the fame Time, de/lroying all tht Par tugnefcs that 
were in them^ In the City Mdmoya^ they kill'd eii^ht that were with F,. 

Portugue- Frjwri Jlvarez^ but he fled to a Ship, after receiving; fevera! Wounds. . 

fesJlaugJj^ In the liland of Ci&f^«, the Head of Moratay^ they a'fb fie v/ the Pricfl, 

ttrd. Simon Vaz ;. an Infidel rulhing into his Chamber, broke in Pieces the 

Pif^ure of the Bleffed Virgin, he found there painted on a Board ; but Hea- 
ven fuffer'd him not to go unpunifliM, for his Hands drpp*d off on the 
Spot, and he dy'd a few Days after. It was further obferv*d, that with- 
in a Year there was not one left alive of all his Race, which was deflroy 'd 
in War,. and by other Misfortunes and Calamities j as the lafl of them 
was fiihing, a Needle Fifh fprung out of the Water, and ftruck him with 
the Snoiit in the Eye, whereof he dyed. The whole Town perifh'd mife- 
rably within a few Years. Trijlan de Atayde foon received the News of - 
this Slaughter of the Portvgnefes^, and fo fucccffively of the others^ 
throughout all the Illands. He encouraged his Men, and laboured to hide 
iiis Concern for being fhut up among fo many Enemies ; he regulated the 
Difiribution of Provifions^ fent out feveral Spies, to get Information of 
the Enemies Motions and Defigns ; and order'd the Guard upon King 
Mrio^. who was in the Fort, to be always watchful, for the more Securi- 
ty, leaving only the Nurfes, and ether Women that attended him. Then 
he again employed other Perfons to propofc a Peace to the Queen, and ihz 
King of Tydorej with ample Commiflion to offer advantageous Conditions, 
which were to be immediately performed : but ail provM inefi\:ftual, for 
an Accident which foon happened confirmMthe Enemies Obftinacy. 
Catahuno^ Governour of GHoh^ and Tutor to the Infant King, finding 

Aivg of his Ufurpation eftablifhM by Time, and a good Difpofition in the Minds 

Tydore of bis Accomplices, poifon'd the King ; and poflcfling himfelf of the 
Joifon^d. Palace and Forts, afcended the Throne, making the Subjefts ftvear Alle- 
giance to him. Tho* no Man in all thofe taftern Parts expefted any 
other Event, yet was it lookM upon as moll certain, that Trijlan de 
Atayde wais confenting to the Poifoning, and his Ufurpaiion; befides 
other CircumOances produced to prove his Guilt, it was notorious, that 
Atayde fent Catdhruvo a Robe of blew Velvet, which he wore the Day 
te rcbeird, and was fworn King. Gcd fo ordered it, that as fcon as he 
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was policfi'd of the Kingdom, he broke his Faith \vit\iTrifiande Jtnyde^ 
and conrederated with the other United Prince5?, proving the greatcft tne- 
niy the Portvguefcs had ; tor he iiited out numercus Fleets wherewith he 
wair'd on all the Chriilians of thofe Iflands^ (hreatning and tormeoring 
them that they might lenounce their Faith. 

At this time the Governour of hidiay the' there were fome Troubles at o-^jy-i^ 
'Coa^ and in other Places, lent Succours xoTerriate^ becaufe it was towards y^^^ to'^c 
the End of .Summer, and one muft of Neceffity go to fuccecd the Cover- ^^^^^ ^/f^ 
vouT. Antony Gaham was the Man appointed, who laid out above icooo atqI^^^^q^^ 
Ducats of his own towards reftoiing the Places that had been burnt^ by '^ 
wliich it may be truly faid, he redeemed the Moluccas. He was dcfirous, 
not onJy to People, but even to enlarge Ternate^ and to this Purpufe he 
treated with fome poor marry*d Men, and needy Families, to go over with * 
him and their Wives and Children to thofe lilands ; the fame he did with 
Men and Women, who were lewd Livers, that they might mend their 
Lives in another Country^ and embrace the legal State of Matrimony ; to 
which End, he lent them Money, and provided Neceflarics for their Voy- 
r-ge. In the meanwhile, the Tyrant CfM^iimt?, affembled his Forces, and 
movM againft the City Momoya^ where the Sangiack of it liv*d, who had 
been before an ignorant Idolater, but then a Christian Prince. He finding 
himfelfinferiourin Power, retired into a Fort, with his .Wife, Children Momoya 
and Family. Some Portugiicfes fent liim by Trifiiin dc Jtayde^ net daring faken. 
to trull themfelves Ibut up there M'ith him, withdrew into the Moun- 
tains, where they were loow kiird, purfuant lo the tdift of the League. 
Caiabruno enter*d the City, without any Oppofition, where he exercised 
liis Cruelty, becaufe the wretched Inhabitants %\x)uld not quit it ; and ma- 
ny new converted Chrillians recanted for Fear, or thro' the Violence of 
Torments. Being Mailer of the City, he laid Seige to the Fort, giving 
it fererai furious Affaults, which Don John withflood, making a refolute 
Defence, and in fome Sallies returned Viftorious; yet his Example pre- j ^. 
vail*d not on his People, as it ufually dees where it meets with generous ^^?"'^-C 
Souls ; fo that this Prince foon difcover^d how faint-hearted mod of them V^y t% 
were j he fufpefted that fervilc Fear would degenerate to fuch Bafenefs, 1" ^"^ 
that they would deliver him up to his Enemy, and tlierefore like a brave ^^^^^^^* 
Man, he prefemly bent his Thoughts to fecure the Sal vatien of his SouL 
He knew Catabruno valuM himfelf upon his Zeal for the Law of Maho^ 
vict^ and therefore fpar^d the Lives of all Chriflians that ApoflatizM, put* 
ting to Death fuch as prpvM (lauch and conflant ; he feared his Wife and 
Children, being pufilanimous, would fail in the ConfeiHon of their Faith, 
and being filPd with this Spirit, drew his Cimiter, ran to them, anci 
ihedding Tears, which were not the Efteft of Cowardice, ilew them one 
after another, nril telUng them his Reafotis for fo doing, and that tho^ iri 
the Eyes of the World he might appear inhumane, yet confidering tho 
Salvation of their Souls, what he did was a Religious Magnanimity^ 
and therefore they ought rather to thank him for it. This was a miftaken 
Jv^otion; and to go through flitch with it, he would, Aill perfifting m 
the fame Error, havekillM himfelf, but that he was liinder^d by his own 
Servants, who to purchafe the l^rant^s Pardon, delivered up to him that 
Chriflian Prince, who had been fo ill advised by his ZeaU fieipg brought 
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before Cntahruno^ who was inibrm'd how crueJly he had flain his AVife . 
and Children, he ask'd him. Why he had undertaken lb barbarous and 
inhumane an Action ? Don Jolm anfwer'd him with great Courage and 
Undauntcdnefs. At that Time^ and in viy Thoitghts^ I hadviorc rtgard to 
the Salvation of their Soul s^ than to the prefeivivg of their Lives. I mi^ 
ir IV /7 Jt^'itfiedthe Sex^ their Jge^ and your Torments^ and would not hazard their 
UiUyofds. fcrfiflini in the true Faith. Souls ate Immortal^ and I took nothing from 

viy Children that they can feel the want of^ or which Tiwe^ or your Sivcrd 
vould not have deprived them of^ the latter wejfjould all have been thanks 
ful to^ as the Ivjlrnvitnt of the Divine Will. But I much more dreaded 
jour Pardon and Mercy ^ by which you might have perverted their Minds^ 
with thofe Soothings which fleafe frail Mortality. I leing more refolute^ 
tho^ exposed to all your Fury^ am Jo far from fearing the Ejfeffs^ either of 
your Torments or fntreaties^ that IJball look upon you as Goa^s Executioner^ 
and were it his Willy that youjlwuld take away my Life^ I Jlwuld receive a 
greater Benefit from your Swordj than from your Mercy. Catahruno, en- 
lag'd at his Anfwer, order'd him to te kiird ; but the Tyrant's own 
Friends, who lov'd Donjohn^ the Sangiack^ carry 'd him out of the 
Room, and contrived he Ihould have his Liberty, and be reftor'd. Their 
Intreaties prevailed on Catabrunoj and he liv*d many Years after in his 
own Dominions, with a, Chriftian Conflancy, confefling his indifcreet 
Zeal, which had caufed his own Sword to deprive him of Wite and Chil- 
dren, A Mind truly worthy the befl Part of Europe ^ and not to be the 
Produifl of the mofl remote barbarous Nations; and highly commendable,, 
had it been dircfted by more folid Rules, to curb that Fiercenefs, fo oppo- 
iite to all natural and divine Laws, which looks upon fuch horrid Mur« 
ders, as a Piece of Fieiy. 

Trifian de Jtaydt v/as troubl'd at thefe Misfortunes, which were almoft 
Several ^^^^er his Eyes ; tho' he wanted nor for others nearer, for the People of 
'jSions. ^^>'w^'^ being now Matters of the Ifland, J)urnt all the new and old Towns, 

belonging either to themfelves, or the Chriflians, and amongft others, thofe 
oiTrutupalaie^ Calamataj^nd IficOy yet they met with brave Oppofition in 
them all, and they coft much Blood. Twice our Men went out to Fight 
the Tydore Fleer, which came within fight of the Fori, and tho* they both 
times retir'd Shattered, and well Beaten, the Barbarians had not much 
caufe to Boafl of their Viftory, for Abundance of them were kill'd, and 
fcarce any went off unhurt. The Confederates fitted out other numerous 
Fleets, wherewith they much Streightened the Chriftians in the Forr, till 
Antony Oalvam arriv'd, who was at this time Sailing. But Relief came 
before, Don Stephen dc Gama^ fending a Galeon laden wi-h Provifiens and 
Ammunition to Termite^ under the Command of Simon Sbdre. The Galeon 
arriv'd fafe, and v/ith it the Support of tl^ofe Difconiblate People. They 
took Heart, and ventured to go abroad, fpreading thcinfelves about the 
liland, and going into the Woods, met with ruin'd Buildings, the remains 
whereof ftill fmQked,and when it was Dark, they obferr u che high Flames 
' on the Mountains. Kbwever they made Incurfipns upon the Barbarians, 

and throughout all the Iflands there were hourly Engagements, either with 
the Chriflian Inhabitants, or the Soldiers of the Foi ts; and at Sea tliey 
heard the Martial Mufick, which Sounded wliilft they Sail'd, or Fought 
Manfully^ and at that time- was dreadful. lu 
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In the mean while Captain Jlvarado^ a SpiViiJb Gentleman, fent by Per- 
iinand Cortes to 2Vrwj/e,.that the Valour he had (hown in thofe Part', fer- Spaniards 
ving God and his King, might not lie idle, difcover'd the Iflands of the ^^ ^^^ P^* 
Papuas^ and fought thcfe Barbarians with Refolvtion, tho* the Portvgtiefc puas. 
Hiilories afHgn the Honour of this Difcovery to licm Gtorgc de Meiiefes 
who arrivM at them in the Year 1516, as we have feen. The great Com- 
mander Jlvarado alfo Dilcpver'd other Iflands, calKd Gelles, in one De- 
gree of North Latiti:de,atidEa(l from Ternate^ iz5 Leagues itomBatochina. 
The Natives of thofe Illands are like thofe of the Moluccas in Colour, Ha- 
bit, and Cuftoms, differing only in Language, which is. peculiar to them- 
felves. 

Antony Gait am fail'd from Malaca with the proper Movfon^ with q^^^^ 
the Men, and all Ncceffaries to fight, and fettle Colonies. When he was p- j^^ ^g 
paft the Ifland Borneo^ and the ridges of Rocks which lie under Water, in ^^ 
light of that Coal}, as F. Marta^ the f efuit, writes to the Governor Gomez ^ • 
PcreZy and appears by his Papers, in Sight otMalaca he Difcover'd a great 
Fleet of Carcoas^ and other Cbhicfe Ships, with Sails made of Canes, and 
Palm-Tree Leaves wove together. He was foon fatisfyM,that they were 





xMen to be in a Readinefs, to clear his Guns, and prepare all Things, doing 
the Duty of a Commander, and of a Soldier. The Enemy drew up in three 
Lines, each of its particular Nation, as if the rortugitefes had many Ships. 
He was hiiDfelf in the Trading Galeon, and with it a Pkik, and another 
Jfmall Vellel, wherein, among the Marry 'd Men, and Families unfit for that 
Service, there were fome few that could take up Arms. The Infidels drew 
near, but without Artillery, the Gilolo Archers let fly a great number of

He Sunk a conlideraLle nuiiiber, and Took feveral, becaufe thev fought dif- 
orderly, reiying, as it were a Land-fight, on the Multitude of their Sol- 
diers, as ours did on their Valour, and Experience. But Galvam^ whofe 
Bufincfs it was to get to TcrnatCj held on his Voyage, and arrivM ^^nves a: 
there as he deiirM. His Men landed in that difmal Solitude, among Teruaic, 
Smoke and Ruins. Tiie Joy of thofe who were in the Fort, and the extra- 
ordinary Relief, coming quite unhopM for, weie an Encouragement to 
them all. 71ie Clergy came out to receive him, the Soldiers Ihoutiug 
amidft the Divine Hymns, confoundinj5 the Proceffion, and their Satis- 
faction- It was a Pleafure to behold, and they gazed on him as a Deliver- 
er fent from Heaven. Trtfian de Jtayde 2. Cgn'd his Poft, and Jntovy GjI- 
zwu tock PolTeffion, enouirM into tl..- Nat?ircj of the Confederacy, and the 
Fame of hii Arrival bt-in^- fpread Abroad, Things be;jan to mend. To this 
Purpoiv: he arretted Tri/hn de Mayde^ and afterwards fent him to Goa. 
He liad Lcfore fent MeiJei.gers to tiic Qi:':cn, to acquaint her with hi:^ Ar- 

ri\niU 
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rivaliand t'ae End oi* it. wliich wss 10 loive her, and retrieve all the Mif*- 

chiefs an iiioxdiuate Dtdre of Kcvepge had occafion'd. In the mean while 

lie began to repair the City, ihe Colonies^ Chuiclies, Key>-, and Houlcs, 

t-iilributing thofe Families he had I rought with him. Nor did he negJeft 

Iiu:^bandry,'but planted \'incs brouglit froin Portugal^ which he fbon Jaw 

grown up into fubHantial Vinyards, He delivered 10 the Clergy the new 

Conflitutions d rawn up by Cardi nal Henry ,afie: wards the lail K. of the Hou/e 

of Portugal. He ofier'd Peace to all that would comply, fent Religious Men 

to inculcate to thofe who JivM like Outlaws, the Love of their Country^, 

its re«eflabli(hmenr^ and how diihonourable it was to them to make choice 

of a Life iikf that cf wild Beafls, only for a cruel Satisfadlion. 

Snei^th The Queen, who not to fpeak of her natural Fiercenefs, expeded to fee 

of the No- lier Son^reftor'd^and fetat Liberty, and to drive away the Porivguefcs^ 

::v€Sm would not give Ear to any Accommodation. The greateil Burden of the 

War lay dieu upon Tydore^ where the Cotifederate Kijigs, with the depo-- 
fed Dayalo^ a mofl Fierce Man, gathered above l^ifty Tboufand Fighting 
Men ; but they had not yet enclofed tliat City with a Wall and Ditch, be- 
ing fatisfy'd with having built a Fort upon high Rocks, whence they ipread 
abroad to pick up the Fifbermen, and other Portugncfcs that went out from 
Tsrnate to get Proviiions, and thence thsy infeftcd that dangerous Coaft. 
Gaham fearing left the Prolonging of the War fbould redu e him to the 
fenner difficulties, fent other Meflengers to treat of Peace, and perfwade 
iliofe obAinate Kings, to Publiih an Oblivion of all pafl Wrongs, with 
taking Notice of the late engagement, offering them mighty Prelents, 
puictufdCommerce at the Price of thenfu They being puffed up with fome 
good Succels, and their mighty Power; would not hearken to any Propofals 
Feace ; but on the contrary, as Alaf/tus Writes, they return*d an Anfwer 
very abufive to ilie Ponnguefes. Gaham imploring the Afliftance of Kea- 
ven, fo managed the Afiair, that it was look'd upon as amazing, even by 
fuch as view Things impartially. Nor would it be credible, unlefs con- 
Oalvam ^^^ ^1 o^her Enterprises of his fuitable to this. He had only four Tall 
fnls over Sh^s, and a few fmaller VelTels in the Port; thefe he fpeedily form'd into 
to Mtack ^ Squadron, putting in 400 Men, 170 of them PortvgitefeSj the reft to make 
tbcm. ' ^ ^^ Number, Slaves., and tlie common fort of Tcrnate. He left Trijlan 

do Atayit with fome Men to defend the Fort, and fecuire Sultan Acrio^ and 
iail'daway himfelf for Tyiort^ without meeting any Enemy, the reaibn of 
it OCX known, and lay by in a fafe Place, about a Musket- ihot from that 
Illand. Being come to an Anchor, he took a full View of the Multitude 
that guarded the Shores, confidering the Nature of the Country, and Situa- 
tion of the City. Having called a Council of War, he refolv'd to Storm 
the Fort on the high Rock, then little regarded, the Confederates thinking 
themfelves iaie. He made a Speech to them in plain Terms, without any 
Jthetorlcal Ornaments. Thcfc are the /awe People^ faid he, ve bavefo new^ 
Jj Vanqutjb^d^ to rejlore whom to the Liberty they defire^ would be a mjtter 
of fmaJl moment ydid they vhcnfcjfejfed of it allow the Freedom of preaching 
the Gofpel. This is the Cauje we are imbarVd inl "Who then can doubt of 
ViBory^ or "not wijb to Die for the obtaining of it ? jIs thefe Enemies are the 
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ttdd oue ViSorioiiS Dav to fo many TtubiiUnt Ttars^ that fo we may lay tfje 
Jx to the Root of Rebellion. They call us Tyrants ^ that does not at all 
tYonhle me : lecaufe after the ViBory^ vie Jball have the Opportunity of 
diffelling that Slander by our Moderation. 

They would not fufFer Galvavi to put an end to his Speech, all of them The man- 
prefBng earnefl)y to Fight, and he refolving to make himfelf Mailer ner of the 
of the Kock, as he had contriv'd, pick'd out 120 Vortuguefes^ and made out Attack. 
300 from anfong the Relt, leavinj? the Remainder to lecure the Ships, and 
ieepthe Enemy ^n Play, if they ihould attack them; making fliow of a 
greater Xiimber, by appearing in feveral Places, and fhouting, by which 
fuch as fear areealily impofed upon. In the mean while, Galvam having 
taken a Native oiT^dore^ and obliged him to fervefor a Guide, fet out ac 
the fourth Watch m the Night with his Men, through by-ways remote 
from the City, over-grown with Brambles, and fcarce prafticable, and with 
the greatefl lilence he could came to the Top of the Mountain. The Por^ 
tugnefes had march'd the greatefl Part of the Way by the firft Dawn of 
Day, and refling them a little from the Fatigue, defcry'd the Enemy's /hi- 
lling Helmets and their Feathers on them. Calvam then beginning, all the 
reft raifed the Cry, To Aims^ to Jrms^ The Confederates, with Horrid 
Shouts, tvhich refounded on the Rucks, and in the Woods, made ready for 
their Defence, notwithflanding the furprize j but foon perceived they Ihould 
fall a Prey to our Men. The Fight began, and King Dayalo^ enrag'd for 
that he had been deposed, appeared the foremofl with fome Tioops, to fecure 
the Paflcs, and advanced to meet rhe Portuguefes in a Plain. They avoid- 
ed hiiii net, and both Parties mixing, much Blood was fpilt. Dayalo was 
vifible by his bright Helmet, adorn'd with Variety of landing high Fea- ^y,^^ ^r 
ther5, and his Body cover'd with a Steel Coat of Mail, brandiihing with Xernate 
both| Hands aXance, as like a fmall Yard of a Ship, and charging with ^///v. 
defperate Fury; but happening to rufli in among our Pikes and JVluskeriers, 
upadvifedly, he received feveral Wounds on ali Sices, and fell down raging. 
He was wonderful ilrong, and flarted up immediately j concealing his 
V/ounds and Pain, and beginning a frefh Charge in the firft Ranks, for 
fear of difcouraging his Men. He Fought a confiderable Time; but not 
being Drefs'd, and the A£iion caufing the Blood to run the fader, his Eye 
fight faird him, and he dropt a fecond Time, faying to his Guards, Move 
hence asfajl as you can^ and carry me carefully that the Dogs^ fo he calFd 
the Portuguefes^ may not have theJSati:fa3ion of cutting ;//y £ody in Pieces. 
His Soldiers did fo, not without great Danger; and he foon after he Iiad 
been carry'd off, gave up his haughty Soul. His Forces daunted by this 
Accident, tarnM iheir Backs,hlding themftlves among the Rocks and Bram- The Indi- 
ties, tlirov/ing down their Arms, and getting off through almofl inacceffi- ans ioufdi 
ble Ways. Others returned to the City, and met ting fome Troops that 
march 'd to their Afliftance, made them return another Way. The Portw 
guefes follov/'d the Chace, killing fuch as fled, and Galvam came to the 
Fort, with the Lofs of only one Slave. This Victory, v hich happen'd on 
the Feaft of St. Thomas^ the ApoIIle, in the Year i$J7, humbled the Pride 
of the Confederates ; was afcrilM to the Interceffion of that Apoftle, and 
they obferv'd a folemn ThanV.fgiving. The Fort was fired with good 
Advice, tor the Citizens and Traders, teeing the Flames fo near, abandon'd 

their 
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their Houres, and departed ih*: City with the flying Multitude.. Gulvam 
was now co»Tiing down from the Hill, having dra^vn together his Men, 
and form'd them into fmall Bodies, with found of Trumpets and Singing, 
to make his Victorious Entry into that City, now void ot Defendants, and 
full of Wealth. Confiaering that the Avarice of the Victorious Soldiers 
fpur^d them on to take Poflbffion of that incftimable Booty, for all the 
Tydorc Merchants had brought their EfFefts to Tydore^zs the fafeft Place. Gjlvam 
hurnt. order'd to fet Fire to the Houfes, all which were onfum'd with their 

lirmlefs Treafure, in Sight of thofe who had hop'd to be Mailers of 
it • only the Provifions being providentially fav^d. 

bf the People of Tydorc as many were taken as did not in Time fave 
themfelves by Flight ; asalfo a Junk in the Port, and fcveral other fmall 
Veffels. The Enemies afterwards perifh'd in other fmalJcr Actions. 
The daunted King, liafled Home to fecure their own Lands, difolving 
the Confederacy, and being fufficiently . warn'd, f:ave Ear to, and 
Te ue raw- embraced Propofals' of Peace ; taking leave of him o^Ti/dore^ and agreeing 
^//iW with Gdvam^ whofe Vertue and Difcretion gaind fo nrnich upon 
** Cachil Rade^ that King's Brother, that he came to a Conference with 
him and concluded a Peace upon certain Conditions. The King ot; Tydore 
oblig'd himfclf to rellore Galvnm the Cannon ; notto alllfc the Encnjiesof 
-Portugal 5 not to permit the Clove lo be difpos'd of into any other Hands 
than the Portvgnefc Officers ; and to fell it as was ufual at Tervate. Gal^ 
vjm went over next to fubdue G/Vo/e?, and the other King5, all which he 
compafs'd fuccefsfully. The Queen alfo fubmitted, either on Account of 
the King oiTydore^s Falflicod, or that, as Ihe faid, ifhe grew weary of the 
"War, or elfe becaufe the depos*d King was kill'd. Catalruno was ap- 
peased by Galvavi^s good Behaviour, and accepted of Conditions, among 
which the chieleft was, that Galvam fliould fet Sultan Jerio at Liberty. 
Thus the Confederacy was diflblv^d, and the Alaluccos laying down 
Arms, fubmitted again. Provifions were fuinifh'd as before, and the Cropr, 
and Trade of Spice were re ftor'd. 
^ It n Sultan Jerio attended by the Chriftians and Gentiles, Dancing, and ma- 

buitan j^j^g ^^j^^^ demonftrations of Joy, went from the Fo;t to his Palace, where 
/^^^y^ r he remained with his Guard, and Family. Beforehe Marry'd, tho' he nfe- 
t' ate ver wanted for Concubines, he in Perfon took a Progrefs to the principal 
. pi-j^g in his Dominions of Ternate^ Jilontil, and Machian. Thofe in the 
•fort attended and affiftcd him, together with the Sangiacks^ who went all 
about that Jrchifcln^Oy^xH on that fide they call Bel iJ/ora, that is towards 
Batochina^ and is diftant from the Mohccos 60 Leagues Northward, begin- 
ning at the Ifles of Doe^ two Leagues to the Point of Bkoc. All thefe are 
Inhabited by Wild People. 
X? f ii*n- Batochina is zjo Leagues in Compafs, and Subjecl to two Kings, which 
f:rcl^ are thofe ot Cyhlo^ and Lolada. This lafl is Ancienter than all thofe of 
1 1 y * the Molnccos^ or in thofe Seas, and formerly was the moft Power fuJ.; but 
r 'b^T "^^ *^^^ Weakeft. The Inhabitants of the North part of Batochina are 
Ji^rw a. Savage, without any King, Laws, or Towns, living in Deferts. Thofe on 

the tau-fide ha\'e populous Towns, on the Sea Shore : and tho' they fprak 
fcveral Languages, yet they underfland one another. This Coaft they call'd 
JMiroiiay that is^ Land Moor. The ether Iflands oppoHte are caird Morotay^ 

that 
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that isj Sca^Moor^ and all thofe Illes breed deceitful, brutal and dallarUJy 
Men. Only the City Moncoya is Warlike, It ever wanted Laws, Weights, 
Meafures., Ccin, Gold, Silver,»and all other MetaLs, and a King; but it 
isoverftocW with Provifions, Arms, Idols, and Devils Ipeakirg in them. 
The Women Till the Land. Each of thefe Towns is GcvernM by a Magi- 
ftratechofenby the People ; they pay him no Taxes, but have Regard to 
hisDefcent. The Moliicco Kings conquered them, and every one kept whac 
he could get ; the better part belonjjs to him of Tervate^ and lefs to the 
King of Tydore^ whole Dominions were enlarged by the Power of Spain. * 

They went on to eftablifh their Poffeffions among the Papnas^ or Papons^ 
Eaft from the 3IoIuccoSy being Iflands little reforted to, becaufe many of 
them are all encompafs^d widi Flats and Shoals, The Natives of them are 
Black, like the Cafres ; they wear their Hair wound about in large curPd 
Locks, their Vifages lean and ugly. The Name of Papioi in their Lan- Papuas, oy 
guage fignifies Blacks, being a irern People, enurM to Labour, and fit for Papous% 
any piece of Treachery. All their Iflands are fubjeft to Kiiigs, and abound 
in Gold, which they do not Tranfport, becaufe no Man lays up any more 
bf it tlian is us*d in their Ornaments. Among thefe Black-men there are 
•fonr.e as White and fair as the Gervians*^ if thefe go cut in the Sun, they 
are flruck blind, tho they do not look at it. I'hofe in Spain are called 
JlHnos*^ yet fome of them aie ftrbng,and can behold any Objeft. Among 
thefe Papuas there are many deaf. As to the Extent of this Country, if we 
may believe the Accounts of Spanijb Pilots, who have failed that way, 
thefe Iflands run along a vail Continent, which terminates at the Streights 
of Magellan. Thefe King5 entertain Friendfliip with Terruite^ whither 
they fent SmbaiFadors, and as much as was here fub]e£i- to the Alohccos^ 
had no Share in the defperate Fury of the League. So did thofe of Cele^ 
hsto the Weil ward, being many notable Iflands, the great Ifland Celehes 
it felf, as alfo Mindanao : fo thofe of Bifaya^ abounding in Iron ; Maf^ 
taga^ and Maihatt^ which have much Gold, as well as Mindanas ; that 
ofSdlogOj and others producing Provifions, Spice, Sanders, Eaglewood, 
Cinnamon, Camphire, Tortofliell, Ginger, and Long Pepper. Some of OtJjer 
thefe Iflands are fubjeft to the King of Borneo^ others to thofe of Tydore Ijfands, 
and Bacbian^ but the moft to him of Ternate. The People are generally 
treacherous ;- many of them go naked, painting their Bodies in Falcage, 
and other Figures ; their Hair long, hanging on their Eacks, or elfe knot** 
tec|, and cut fliort over the Forehead,like our Peafants ; their Faces large; 
their Teeth well fliap'd and black ; and their Ears borM. The Natives of . 
Celehes are filthy, and vile in their Behaviour ; the iEquinoftial pa fles/nrr i 
-over their Ifland^ which is full of little Towns ; a whole Race living in *^ *" 
every Houfe* On their Walls they hang the Hair of thofe they have kiU'd 
in War ; and the greateft number of them is moft Honourable. There are 
among them feveral foits of Monflrous Productions. One of thefe is a 
Tree beating a vaft Head^ the fliade whereof kills any Man that lyes down 
under it on the Weft-fide, unlefs he immediately lye down on the Eaft- 
fide ; the fame ihade at only a Yard diftance being an Antidote againft its 
oppcfitc Malignity. In thefe Towns there are horrid Stews of Sodomy; 
tho there are no fuch at Ternate ; but they have gone as far ?s Amhoyyta^ ' 

which lyes South of it. Among the Moluccas there are many Iflands fub- 
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jcft to their own Chiefs, full ot excellent Waters, and delightful llaiiks. 
Formerly they were free, afterwards conquered by the Kings of Temarr 




Jaos are MaAers of, none being to obftrucl them ; they go over and Bar-, 
ter, and carry it away in their Junks. We fpeak elfewhere of iheir Fer- 
tility. Our Relations tell us, they produce a fort of Reeds, or Canes, a^ 
bove fifty fathom long, and no thicker than a mans little finger. South 
from Jmbyna lye tne Iflands oi Banda ; and about ;oo Leagues to the 
Eailward;fome affirm, there is one which is all over an entire Mine of Gold, 
and the Natives not above a Yard high. If this be fo^ and thefe the true 
Pigmies, who will look upon the Battels mention^ in Homer^s 5d liiad-^ 
betwixt them and the Cranes^ as Fabulous. Thofe fcatter'd Dominions 
were again united and fubmitted to Sultan Jerio^ whofe Marriage Solem<- 
nities, Building of Mafques, Publick Feftivals, and other Works of 
Peace, we muft pafs over in file nee, as not pjoper for our purpofe, they 
being only a pleafing fort ot Digreflions.. 

The Kings of Portugal fent feveral Commanders in Chief to Ternate^ 
and laft in the Year 1570, James Lopez de Mezquita^ who had command- 
ed on the Molucco Seas, took Poffeflion of the Fort. In his Time Sultan 
Jerio^ a courteous and affable Man, continued in Subjection to Vo^tvgal^ 
valuing hioifelf upon being true to his Word in all his Adions. Never- 
thelefs, there wanted not f:)me ill-meaning Perfons, who miflikM his Go- 
vernment, and pretended that he did not exercife his Power legally. They 
faid, he had given way to thofe Vices^ into which luxurious Princes are 
wont to &11 5 thofe being generally the Fruits of a long Peace. They fan- 
cy'dy he retained tlie Memory of pail Tragedies ^ and particularly his Mo- 
therms inhuman End, and therefore perfecuted our Religion ; tho at the 
fame Time the Memories of thofe Days do not charge him with any Tem- 
poral Difobedience, or want of Fidelity ; but they rather compared him to 
MaJfiiuffA^ King of Nuwidia ; and fay the Portiiguefes ought to have refpe- 
Aed him^ as the Romam did the other. The Commander hearing of thofe 
Abufes, and fearing greater might enfue, fome Religious Men encreafin;; 
his Jealoufie, he endeavoured to redrefs them by Friendly Admonitions, 
and other Contrivances. Thofe Methods had noeffeA on him, for he an- 
fwer*d, he was in his own Dominions, where, without offence to the 
Fortuguefe Soveraignty, he might live as he pleasM. Mezquita refolving 
to try harflser means, fince the others did not at all move the King, nor 
make him uneafie, as relying on his Innocency ; began to deprive him of 
his ReveiK2e,and the Income of the Spice ; threatning alfo, that he would, 
in all other Refpeds, execute the laft Will made by his Brother Tabarija^ 
wherein he appointed the King of Portugal for his Heir ; or at left would 
treat him fo Izxe an inferior Perfon, that he ftiould fcarce be able to aflume 
the Name of King; for fuch is the Punifbment they.are lyable to, who do 
oot obferve that Decorum which was invic/iable in their Anceftors. 

Cachil Bahu^ Son to Sultan JeriOy taking a Progrefs about this Time, 
through his Father's Iflands, a SubjeA came to complain to him againft 
certain Portuguefes^ wIk^ had taken away his Daughter j for which fault 
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he brdeiM them all to be kiird, as if they had been acceflfary to the ravi* 
ihing of the Maid. He had no Dire^ions, nor fo much as the confent of 
KiQg Aerio for this exorbitant Command, which took no eflfe^. On the 
contrary he afterwards fo generoufly refented it, that he orderM the Prince 
to be feizM, and would have punilh'd him feverely, had he not been hin- 
died by thofe the wrong was ofter'd to. This plain Demonfiratioa was jy p 
not fufficient to divert the Portuguefe Commander from imputing the Sons ^ ^^ ?'f 
Fault to the Father, contrary to all Reafon and Likelihood. All difcrcet J^^^ j 
Methods us*d by well-meaning Perfons to reconcile them two, failing ; r!^j ^^ 
James Lopez by his King's Authority, which generally is moft unreafona- ^^ p 
ble, the ferther it is from the Prince, from whom it is derived, prefum'd ^^* 
to imprifon the Sultan ^ being draggM away from a Pleafure-Houfe, 
yhere he was paffing the Heat of the Day, among his Women.- His Sub- 
jt&s lovM him, arid their Refentment tor this wrong was proportionable 
to their Affeftion ; nor did the Portuguefes approve of the Fad^. The 
Commander perceiving that all Men were againft him, and that after all 
£nc]uiries and Examinations, the King's Caufe ihill appear'd the better^ 
and his Fideli^ was more vifibly made out, he gave him his Liberty, to 
the great Satisfadion of his Kingdoms,which were attentive to the£vent; 
but qpon Condition he (hould go to Goa to clear himfelf, where he expe^- 
ed they would cut off his H^kI, I4x>n the Informations he would lend a^ 
gainft him. The King fet out, and before he came to Malaga^ the Vice- XLe Vice-- 
roy writ to him, begging he would return to his Kingdom, for he was y^y ^^S 
folly convinced of his Innocence, and promisM to puniih the Cader of aulu hivt 
thofe Troubles ; but at that Time, for fome Confiderations, was (atisfy^d 
with reproving him. The K. returning loTcrnate^ thelCommandeijwas fent 
Prifoner to Goa^ and Iiad been more feverely puniih'd; but that Fortune pre-* 
fervid him, to bean Inftrument of the lofs which has lafled till our Days. \ 
Within a Year after his Imprifonment he was reftorM to his Command 
in Ternatc^ where he again praAidd againft tlvt King ; for diere are fome 
DifiKifitions which never part with the Jealoufies they have once conceived. P^^^^^^ff 
Ternate was as it were the Metropolis in Religious matters, aixi King Jc^ Reconcili^ 
rio had never offered any Affront to us either in Spirituals or Temporals, ^^^on. 
for which Reafon there never wanted fome grave Perfons in his Court. 
Thefe Zealoufly reconciled them two, and that perfeftiy, as to outward 
Appearance, and that their renewM Amity might be laAing, the Xing af- 
furM the Commander upon Oath, according to his SeA, that he would 
never privately harboiur the lead Jealouiie of him ; but before he admitted . 
of any, would difcover it to him, that fo he might cither receive, or make 
SatisfaAion; to the end no Accidents might revive any Mifirufts. The 
Commander made the King the fame folemn Promife, both of them being Faljboodo^ 
thus pacify'd, and in the 0|)iaion of all thofe who mediated betwixt them, Mezquitat 
fo Friendly, that none could imagine fuch pcrfeA Amity could ever be dir- 
folvM. But there being nothing lefs permanent aniong Men than Recon* 
ciliations^ \\it Partuguefe Commander realfuming the Hatred which never 
was cxtinft, or perhaps fo much as lay'd afide, refolv'd to deflroy Sutton 
Jerw^ wlien only five Days were elaps'd fince the Re-eflablifhment of their 
Friendfhip fworn to on both fides. This could not be kept fo private, as 
not to come to the Sultanas Earsj but the Confidcration that he was a King, 
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his own Sincerity, and the frefh Reconciliation, made him think he was 
fecure. But if the i^ature of Man be fuch as not to forgive when it has 
done a Wrong, what can be lefs fecure than injur'd Innocence ? The Com- 
mander feigns hirnfejf Sick, and fends to defire the King, that fince he is not 
able to wait on him in his Palace, he will be pleas'd to honour him with a 
Vifii in the Fort, there to confer with his Highnefs about fomeimponant 
Affairs which concern the King di Portugal^ his Mafter, and are not fit to 
be communipated to any other. All the Anfwer the King returnM, was to 
go himfclf to Vilit the Sick Man, tho* he had InJ^^ormation better groun- 
ded than on bear Surmifes, that Martin Antonio Pimcntcl^ the Commanders 
Nephew^ had Orders to muider him, as foon as ever he came into the Fort. 
AeTio^s He could not prevail upon himfelf to believe a Treacherous Defign ; fo far 
hmocent does Innocence prevail over a generous Soul. But when he faw that at 
Braverj. the Gate, they floppM his Guards^ the Sangiacks and Cachiles^ that attended 

him^hetben ^eganto be convinced of theVillany,yet went on withoit being 

diforder^d,and ifaowing an undaunted Countenance. And tho^ he could net 

forbear dropping fome Tears, when he took leave of his Son^, however 

hi prefently composM his Countenance, fo that he was not at all difmay^d, 

tho^ in tiie Commanders Nephew^s Looks he faw vifible Tokens of his 

Uiikles Commiflion. He would have complainM to the Commander of the 

IMfrefpe^ of thofe who flopped his Attendance, but they would not fuffer 

him to go on. The Mask being now laid afide, and the true Defign ap* 

pearingy in Violence he called out to the Sangiacks^ but the Gate was fhut 

againfi him and them. Pimentel came up to him with a Naked Ponyard, . 

and begg^ his Pardon like an Executioner. The King, without ihowing 

any Surprize, or Diforder^ Bid him confider what he was going to do^ 

fbr there were many left to revenge his Death , befides his Sons and Sub- 

je^s, all the Kings of the Jrchiftlago^ as well the Sovereigns who were in 

i^Uiance, as thofe who ow*d Fealty to the Crown of PornigaL This In^ 

fiance^ faid ht^will make them dread every Cafricious Humour of a Com^ 

wmnder in chief. Iffiill that Jealoujie furvies^ vphich has fo often heen 

ftmPigronndlefs^ / will deliver my f elf up to the King of Portugal ; and 

if my Death he of fuch Confejuence toyou^yet refpite the Execution hut a 

^ iiiiU^for at my Jge^Time if ill foon f erf orv^what your Swords are to do.ThcY 

jH "*^'* ^^^ began to tall upon him, and he feeing a Brafs Cannon, on which were 

«^ ^ the Arms o? Portugal^ clafping his Arms about it, faid, Chriflians^ at leafh 

Jbowfome RcfpeS to thtfe Jrms^ for you kill a King that has paid the 
greatefi Deference to your Crown. This laft Teftimony of his Innocence 
was of no Force to appeafe thofe Murderers; though formerly in Rome^ 
the embracing the Statues of the Emperors was fufficient to deliver Slaves 
iircin being punilfa'd by their Mafters. It may be a Queflion whether his 
Soul was fav'd \ for there are thofe who affirm, he intreated the Murderer 
ia permit him to be Baptized \ who anfwering. It was then too late, with- 
out granting liis Requelt^ or any Refpite, ran furioufly upon that Antient 
Prince, who made no Refiftance, and ilabb'd him in feveral Places. They 
carry ^d the Body into a Vault, The King's Kindred and Servants heard 
the Ncife, and fufpeding the worll ; went away in great Diforder, to the 
City^ where there was already a confufed Rumour of what had happened, 
and being Dillrafled ^ ranfhrieking about the Streets, where nothing was 
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moft of the PortuguefcSj who no lefs abhorr'd the Fa^, ran to rhe Forr, 
crying out to let them fee their King, as ftill doubting of v/hat they heard. 
The Commander appear'd in Armour on the Wall, and faid, They fiould i^i^2mi'' 
fee him immediatlyi and then came up a Soldier, bringing the Kings Head j^i^ Inhu^ 
with the Royal Turbanton it. After him came others, wih his Arms, 7;;^,^//^ 
Legs, and Body cut into fmall pieces, all v. hich they hung upon the Bat- 
tlements in the fight of his People. Afterwards they Salted them, as if 
the perpetuating of the Wrong had been recjuifite. This was what moft 
provoked the injurM People, who no longer able to behold fo inhumane a 
Spedlacle, and being befide themfelvcs, and fearing more Mifchief, returned 
with their Familj', The Sons out of Rcfpeft to their Fathers Body, went 
away from Tern ate to feveral Iflands, tho* in Reality they departed to ex- 
cite others by their Prefence, reprefenting the Hideoufnefs, and Horror of 
the Fact ; and 10 di/pofc their Revenge. For the prefent they were fatis- 
fie with fending to complain of the Commander in Chief. 

Their EmbafTador arrivM at Goa clad in White, which is the Mourning Com- 
of the iHt?/Kfro Iflands, and upun the Faith of his Credentials, acquainted plain'^d of 
the Viceroy with the whole matter; proving the Innoccncy of the Mur- at Goa. 
der'd Sultan ; reprefenting the Wrong done to, and the Sorro;r of his Fa- 
mily, and Kingdoms, who /b pailionately LovM him; and befeeching him, 
in the name of them all, to Right them again ft the Man, who with the 
Fewer and Authority of the Portuguefe Arms,had Violated the publick Faith 
and the Laws of Nature. The Viceroy gave him a favourable hearing,tho^ 
by that Time the matter was otherwife reprefented at Goa^ at leaft among 
the Portttguefe Nation. They faid,That King Jerio going to vifit the Com- 
mander in Chief, Martin Antonio Pivientel went in with him, and they Fiilf^ fyc- 
contended in Words upon fome Point,when the Portuguefe anfwering him fences of 
angrily, they fell to their Weapons, and the King wasjciird in the Qii^x-^-the Portu- 

• rel. They added, That he was Advis'd fo to do, by fome of our Religious gucfes. 
Men, who were offended at the Perfecution of the Chriftians, and the Ob- 
flrufting of the King of Portugal's Service, Pimentel made his Defence 
with the Original Letters, of thofe who perfwaded him to commit the 
Faft, and who afterwards fav'd him. However the Viceroy did notRejc<It 
the p]aintifs;but promised to Right them; and to fhewtliat he defignM them 
farther fatistaclioo than a bare Promife, he fent away the neceflary Sup- 
plies for the Security of the YonofTernate^ and NunnoPereyradelaCerda^ 
a Gentleman of Courage, and the neceflTary Sagacity to fuccced the other 
in a Poft where all things were in Confufion. He alfo writ to King Sebaflian 
of Portugalj acquainting him with the Death of King Jerio^ how Cruelly 
and Unjuftly he had been kiU'd ; what a Revolution there was caufe to fear 
it might produce ; whom he had fent to fucceed Mez^uita^ the Orders he 
had to Secure him, as alfo Pimentel^ if he could find him. pprevra 

Nunno Pereyra arrived at Malaco with the -Mo/r^rro Embaffador, whence, f J^ 

. at the proper Seafon, they Sail'd to Ternate^ where as foon as they Landed, ^^^'1.^ 
order was taken lor Correcting the Infolency of thofe in tht- Carrifons, who ^ ^^^H^^^^- 
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Tobb*d, and obftrufted Trade. When he had fettled thefe A flairs, he feiz*d 
the late Commander in Chief, Jatties Lopez ; but did not punnifh him there, 
in the fight of thofe who had been wronged, which would have appeas*d 
them. The new Commander follicited the Kings Sons to retui n to ternate^ 
.and endeavour^ to give them, and the Kingdcm Sutisfaflion. He eafil7 
conyincM them, that the Publick was no way guilty of their Fathers Death, 
but only the Commander MeznuUa^ who lliould be feverely punilh*d. That 
Jltfavrm. he delivered them the Kings Cody, to be Bury^d with due Honour. That 

they (hould fettle the Succeffion, offering it to Cacbil GuarntCj Jerh^s 
Eldeil Son. He told them, the King of Portugal did not fend his Comman* 
ders to be Enemies, but Proteflors of the Royal Family and State oiTernate^ 
and therefore they ihould make ufe of his Arms, as their own.They return*d 
apparent Thanks for what Pereyna did, and being indifferently fatisfy^d with 
his Promifes, took the Kings Body. A few Months atter, on the Day ap- 
pointed for the Barbarous Obfequies, Embafladors from the neighbouring 
kings, aiid Kingdoms landed at the City, who all repaired to the Palace, 
^ clad in White, with the dead Kings Sons, and Brothers, the Sangiacks and 

/feievgc ^^^jiers, and the Chiefeft of them, going into the Room where theCoflin 
VOIP J. y.^^ before the Mourners, who arc Officers of the Grave, began their La- 

mentations and Cryes, they all fwoic upon the dead Body, to take a Re- 
venge fuitable to the Wrong; but becauie this Refolution re^^nir'd a more 
deliberate Preparation, they Iuf|)ended it for a Year. It is reported, that 
Heaven anticipated them within that time, punifliing Pmentel^ flriking 
him to the Heart with the Difeafe callM Berber^ whereof he dyM fwellihg 
up, and raving. 
jfffevthly T^^ Funeral Rites being performed, the Prince took leave ofNuvno Pc^ 
cftbe In- ^^y^^f *o 8^ ^^^^ to ^^ Ifland /rw, where they have a moft (lately Coun- 

try-Houfe, and the principal Molque. There they all met on pretence of 
Diverting themleives after their Sorrow, tho it was now almoft two Years 
fincc the occafion of it happened. The Cachilas and Savgiacks repairM thi- 
ther under the fame Colour, and without loofing any Time, they propofcd 
the Uniting the Forces of their Kingdoms, and fliaking off the Portugnefe 
Yoke. What Jball vpc^ faid they, value the Portuguefe?, if once rve come to 
he fenfihle of our own Strength? What can wt Fear^ or not Dare to attempt? 
The Portuguefes valne him who Rohs vtojt^ and is guilty of the greatefi 
Crimes and Enormities. The forcing away of our Product ^ their one lewd 
PleafureSj and our Wrong Sj are Occafion for tl.evi to make War^ ours are 
cur Country^ and the Defence of our Parents^ our Wives^ our Child} en ^ and 
our Liberty. It is necejfary to expedite the Execution j becaufe a Secret is 
not lafiing among many^ and in Affairs of this Nature^ there is more Dan-- 
gcr in Confttlting^ than even in Execution. We have been already too long 
in Confufionj without a Head. No Man contradided; but neither Cachil 
Guaraxe^ the Eldeil of the Brothers, nor the Second, durft take upon them 
. fo difficult an Enterprize. Cachile Babre^ the Third, undertok it, with tlie 
Uibal Ingagement, either to Conquer^ or to Dye. They prefently lifted him 
up, with general Applaufc^and his Eleftion being made publick, the King- 
dom eaiily fubmitted to him, through the defirc of Revenge- tho' accor- 
ding to the Cuftom of the Molucco lllands, as foon as the King has arty Son 
torn, they fwear him bis Succeflbr,in his turn, and there was then no r.eed' 
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ofanyoihei Oath, yet they again fwore lo Cocbil Bahn. This done, they 
went out to tlieir Mofqne, in Proceffion, to offer Sacrifice, A Boy went 
foreiTicll with a naked Sv/ord on his Shoulder, and with the other Hand Sacrifice. 
Jeadinj? a Ifid, which was to be the Vidim, with the Ji tie Korns" Gilt. 
The Jlcorfln forbids Sacrififing; Lut thefe Ilia nders receive the Rites of 
Mahomttanifm fo confus*Jly,that with thtnn they alfo retain ihofc of their 
ancient Idolatry, and intermix tlie Ceremonies. He that conducts the Sa- 
crifize, is, according to their Cufiom^follow'd by part of the Kings Soldiers, 
, with their Pikes advanced, and after th^m goes one holding up on high a 
fmall Gold Veflel, or Pan, with burning Goals ia it, the Frankincenfe they 
throw in Smoking, Next to him was the new King^ ever whofe Head 
they always carry an Umbrello, made of Feathers of feveral Colour.% in 
ibape of a large Semicircle. The King was encompafs'd by thofe Soldiers^ 
that are given him by his Sul jefts by way of Acknowledgement, like the 
Ttirkijb Janizaries. In this Order they came to the Mofc,ue, at whofe Gates, 
whenfoever they are to enter, they find Kettles and Pots full of Water, to 
wafh their Hands and Feet before they go in. As foon as the King w-as up- 
on the Threfhold the Mufick play'd, and they fpread Milk-white Carpets, 
as is the Cuftome: Kneeling on them, they mutter out their vain Prayers^ 
Ixjwing their Heads down .to the Ground, In the niidft of the Mofque 
flands a Puljsit, covered with, white Cloth. Indead of a Bell, there hangs 
up the holy great flat Drum, which they beat with Sticks ; tho each Mofque 
has a great Bell, without a Clapper, which they ftrike with a Stone, or 
piece of Iron, when reguifite. All that hear it, of tvhat Condition foever, 
repair to die Temple, with Pikes, Shields, Cymitars, and Muskets. I'he 
profaoe Sacrifice being ended, they conduded the new King to the Harbour 9 
he went into his Carcoa^ with his Family, and the other Sauglicks ^ and 
great Men, into many others. The King^s is fo contrived,, that theie is a j^/j^ Khs'-^i 
(Jang-way all round it, made of Canes. There are two Slaves to each Oar ^ c^rcoa '*^ 
others do the Service of the Veffel, and near every one lies a Number of *^ * 

Arrows. InHead of Oars they ufe a fort of great Paddles, like Spoons, with 
which they alfo lade out the Water the Veffel takes in. On the upper part 
they make Mufick with their Tabors, and Sounding-Bafons of Metal, ac>» 
cording to which they Row fader or flower, as ^ve Dance to our Mufick. 
In the fame Place there are fevea Brafs Gunsj a confiderable number of 
Pikes advanc'd, longer than ours* and. a Bed adorn'd with Quilts inter- 
woven with Gk)ld, and by it hung the King*s Helmet, Breaft, and Back 
Plates. He fat, or lay on that rich Bed, the Servants of his Bed-Chambei 
Fanning him with a large Wing, made of various coloured Feathers of the 
Birds that fly about his Iflands; thus he Coafled about, the Sea and Shore 
lefounding with Guns, Shouts, and Barbarous Inflruments. 

At the fame time that they feem'd to be wholly taken up with Sports nr^^ Pu 
and Diverfions, in the Illand Ires^ they Vow'd an irreconciliable Enmity rlalvH ^ 
to the Portvguefe Nation, with the fame Solemnity as they had fworn Al- 
legiance to their King ; arid this Secret having been inviolably obferv'd, 
when the new K. thought convenient he caufed it to be Publi(h*d through- 
out all his Dominions, which conCfls of fevenry two Iflands in ihzxJrchi^ 
jelago^ betwixt thofe oi Mindanao^ on the North j Bima and Corca on the 
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Dominions South ; and the Continent of the Fapius^ or Papons, ctherwife call'd Ner7 
t)/ Ter- Guinea on the Eall : The Inhabitants whereof pay him their Tribute ia 
natc. Gold, Amber, and Birds of Paradife ; all which Provinces have been Ufur- 

pedfrom other Kings, on whofe Ruins his Pride is fwallen fo high, that 
he flilcs himfelf in his oivn Language, Emperor of the Archipelago. l\\ 
mofl of them there were at tliat Time fome Chrlflian Towns, Churches, 
and Preachers, and the Go^l was received in the eight principal Nations. 
Idolater and Mahometan ^JEmbafTadours came from them all to acknow-^ 
i^dge, and fwear Fealty to Cacbil Rahn. In this great Affembly the Defirc 
of Revenge was made the Caufe of Religion, and in it began the longeft 
Perlectition the true Faith has undergon^c in our Days. It will be there- 
fore requiljte,diftir*£lly to delcribe the remote, and neighbouring Countries 
^ and Kations that carry 'u it on; and the Strength, and Handing Forces^ 
f^v"^^ 'hey have ready at all times upon any OccaCon. 

TT ^^^ The lixteen greater Towns ofTemate furnifh their K. with 5000 Arm^ 
^^ * J Men; the Illand of Montil^ difiant from it fix Leagues South, zoo; ihat 
Date avd ©f Mnclianj eight Leagues diftant, 1 500 ; that of Caioa four Leagues from' 
rrovtiices. Median^ thq fame way, 500; thole of G.tzm, twelve Leagues UiXxaCaioa^ 

Joo; thofe of Jfw/j, fi:ty Leagues from Ternate^ 4600 ; thofe of Svrro^ 
icventy Leagues diftant, 4000 ; thole of Veramula eighty Leagues from 
Amhoina^ and are the fame Number of Leagues in compafs 50000; thofe 
of Hucro J and Manipa^ lying betwixt thofe of Verannl a and Burro^ 3000; 
thofe of Air, Nolo^ aad ifew Guinea^ which are many, and very populous, 
fifty Leagues Eafl from TenUte^ fend no certain, but numerous Forces ; 
that oflres^ where the King then was, 400; and pays Tribute in Amber^ 
and Birds of Paradife. Thofe of Meaos and Tafure^ on the North,- 400. 
Tfaofe of Dot^ diHant thirty Leagues fome way, pco. Thofe of Rno aiid 
Sajuita^ feventy Leagues h'orth, icco. The great Batochina^ or Gilolo^ 
four Leagues from Ternatf^ looco. The large Ifland Matheoy contains fe^ 
vera!. Kingdom 5, thirty Leagues to the Wcllward, each or themfubjeA 
to its own King, and all of them to him of Tcrnate ; fend him Arm^d 
Troops* Totoh end Bool 6oooMtn ; Guaydnda 7000 ; Gorovtano and ///* 
iotOj icooo ; Tomine^ iicco; Mattado^ zcco; Dondo^ TooiLahagvt^ icoo; 
Fnlo^ and Jaqua^ icoco ; Gafe^ Tobttquo^ and Butu are all fubjeA to him, 
and the number of their fupplies is uncertain; but Savgiiien and its King, 
40 Leagues from Ternare^ ferve him with joco Mtfn. This was the ftan- 
-cuiig Force, which without adding to it the uncertain number, nor the 
multitude of flaves, amounts to i2o^co Men. This particular P.Martin 
lent to the Governor Ganicz PareZj and the original was delivered to me. 
Since then, that Kings Power is increafed, and becaufe more Formidable^ 
by reafon of his Alliances wiih feveral Princes, entering Amity with fome, 
and Opprefling other.*?, and praAifjRg the Rules of Tyranny among them al), 
as Artfully as was formerly done by Greece^ Rome^ and Carthage. Of their 
Game, Fift, Rice, Sagu, and other Stores of Fruit and Spice, and the Royal 
Mines, we Ihall fpeak when the Subjeft in Hand requires it j and fo of their 
Weapons, of which laft it is to be obferv'd once for all, that thofe they 
•Dart, are all poifonM, and the Fire-Arms difier not from ours. 
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For managing of this great Defign, the King privately fent abput h:s Brothers, ^ 
and Sangiacis ; bat fo great an Army Could not be contrafted from fuch diftant ^ ^^eyra ^ 
PartSt without bcin? hsard of by the Chriftians, and particularly 2^k^«o T^wfj- prcf\tres ^*!j, 
ra. He fuipefting that the Delire of Revenge ft ill prcvail'd in the irjur'd Par- ^^j^i'-^- 
ties, and that the firft tffefts of it would fall upon liis Fort, tho* the Sultanas 
Murderer was net ihcn in it, ftrengthned it propcrcionably to the Siege he ex- 
pected. Prudence Ijipph'es the Place of Prophefy. Tbe Port was not then erift* 
cd, which is fince to be feen in Ttrnate^ on a high Ground of difiiculc Afcenr^ 
tiLXt the Sea, and the Back of it defended by a Lake, next the Mountain ; being 
three Miles diftant from the firft Fort : It was afterwards built to defend them- 
fclves againft great Flet ts ; not fatisfy'd with that thty had bcfore'lon the Plain, The Voxik- 
next the Sea, made of dry Stones, without Mortar ; which being fince improved gticfe Tat 
in all Refpedts, is now built with Lime, the Walls a Yard and half thick, and 
Fifteen in Height 5 Forty in Length next the Sea, with a round Tower at each 
Anftle, like the ancient Spanif!) Fortrefles- J^tt^mo Vereyra endeavour'd with all 
poilible Diligence, to fliut up in it the greateft Number he could of all the Chri- 
iltan Families, and to be in a Readinefs to ftand the Siege, which foon enfu*d« 
He lent Advice to India and Torta^al of the Intelligence he had receiv*d, de- 
manding Succours, as in a certain Danger ^ but it could never have come in 
Time ; for fome Parr of thofe Forces being aflembled in the Ifland Irts^ tlie Reft: 
flaying on Botor/;//^^, in that Part which is properly call'd G/ZoA, and is remote 
from the TQrtu^eJes^ they there began to perfecute Chrlftianity by pui)llck 



The Apprehenfidn of thefe Mifchiefs, had mnch perplex *d all the Govemours 
of tbole I'rovinces, becaufe it was daily confirm^ by vifible Proofs of an open In- 
furreAion. fames Loj>ez de Mar^Ua was already kept Prifoner in the Fort of 
tenafiarim at Gm, thofe confinM, and the Viceroy cxpefted Orders from Spalm 
CO difpofe of him, and the Forces ; becaufe it was fearM the King of Temate 
might make ufe of the great Supplies which couM be fent him from China ; ef- Trejefl of 
peciafly if that were certain which was then dilcouricd in Spain. It was reported, abandonin*^ 
. That the Council of State, obferving that the Vhilippine Iflands were rather the Philip-^ 
anExpence, than an Advantage to the Crown, being many, and hard to be main* pine 
tainM, had proposed to Kin^ ThiJip^ to quit them, and withdraw the Court of ifiands^ 
Juftke, and the Garrifons that defend them. They added the Example of the 
Chimefes^ who abandoned them, tho' they are fuch mar Neighbours, and can re- 
lieve them with as much Eafe, as if they were loyning to their Continent. That 
as Spaim governs them, the Lofs they occafion is conliderable, without any Hopes 
that it can ever be altered for the better ; a vaft Qiiantity of Silver beins fent 
thither from THew Spain^ both for the ufual Expences, and to buy Commodities ; 
that fi> all that Treafure is conveyed by the Hands of the Chinefes into the Heart « /. /- 
of thofe Dominions, rendered intraftable by the Severity of their Laws, by Kf^tf^f^ jot 
wbidi they ^re trenched in, as it were with Fortification, againft all Commerce '^* 
with Strangers. They alledg*d that a Monarchy difpers'd, and divided by fo 
manv Seas, and different Climates, could Icarce be united ; nor could humane 
Wifdom, by fettled Correfpondence, tye together Provinces fo removed from one 
another by Nature. That thefe Arguments are not the Ofspring of Wiic^ but of 
Experience, and Truths obvious to the Senfes. That all fuch as might be urg'd 
againft them, were only grounded upon Honour, and full of a generous Sound, but 
difficult in the Execution ; and therefore the beft Expedient, was for the King 
to ftrengthen htmfelf in Europe^ where his Forces can be ready to meet ail Dan- 
gers, without being exposed to the Hazards of the Sea, and the Dominions of 
otbersL Each of thefe Arguments was fo fully reprefented by the Officers of the 
Revenue, that the Propblal was thought worthy to be debated and confiderM ^ 
and had God permitted the King to exclude the Thitippine Iflands his Monarchy, ' * ^ 
leaving them expos'd ro the firft that would take PoflefiioD, the Mohccos had 10 
liar been firengthen*d, as to become unconquerable. 

The fame Thing has been proposed at other Times, and in the Days of King 
TbiJip the llld. who ftlcking to his Father's Anfwcr, has always rcjefted that 
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mifchievous Advice. That moft prudent Monarch anfwerM, That the Thilipplne^ 
(h iild be maintJinM, in the fame Manner they were, and the Court fliouU be 
inverted with more Authority, that Juftice might prevail, for lie laid the Screfsof 
Government, on its being upriuht, and impirtially adminiftcr'd. That in ihe 
fame manner the Troops Ihoald be kept up there, and maintainM out of the Re- 
venues of '^ew-Spain^ or any other of his Kingdoms, fince all the Treafures dif- 
coverM, or ftiU hid in the Bowels of the Mine5, ought to be apply'd to the Pro- 
BU l^eafons pagation of the Gofpel. For what would the Enemies of Chr!^ fay,, if they per- 
ceived that the Thilippine Iflands were left diftituce of the true Light, and ics 
Minifters to propagate it, bccaule they did not produce rich Metals, and other 
Wealth, like the Reft of the fruitful Iflands in ^fia and America I That all the 
Power of Kings, ought to be fubfcrvient to this Sovereign End, as becomes Sons of 
the Church, and Promoters of the Apoftolical preaching, wl)ich is continu'd by 
SucceflioiL Thit fince he had refufed to mitigate the leaft Point of his Severity 
towards his Northern Siibj'^Qs, or to grant them Liberty of Confcience; why 
fhoulXhe remit any thing among Heathens, and Mahometans^ which were the 
Harvcft God had alfign'd him, to enrich the Church with thofe Children, fo re- 
mote? Thus the Projcft was put down, and this has always been the glorious Re- 
folution, when mifiaken Z:al, or worldly Interefts have proposed the quitting of 
thofe Dominions. This feems to have been a prcuUar Providence of Heaven, 
which knew how foon they v/cre all like to belong to the fame Mafter, and tliut 
the Right and Conquefts Ihould be all United in his Perfon, the one being the 
Means to recover the other, as has been feen in o*ir Days. 
King Thilip was governed by this Religious Motive r but there were others urg'd 
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by fuch as were acquainted with the Riches of ui^j^ which ^re chiefly Diamonds^ 
Rubies, large and Seed Pearl, Amber-Greece, Mu^k, Civet, Camphir of Borneo and 
China^ Vermillion, Coral, Qiiick-Silver, Copper, fine Mud ins, and Cahcoes of Cam^ 
baya and Bf/1^^/4, Carpets, Coverlets, und fine Quilti. Verfian Silks, lirocard, Ivo- 
ry, Rheubarb, Cardamome, Caj^fia FtftnU, Frankincenft*, Benjamin, W^ax, China- 
ware, Lake for dyings and Phliyck, Cloves, Mice, Gold, Silver, Medicinal Plants, 
Aloef, Eagle VVood, Calamba,Ebony, and very many more rare Trees,Druj;s,Spices, 
and Orn.raents. ' AH this they fuid, yenke loft, when the Trade was remov'd to 
Torttfgal ; and this fime ftir'd up the Sultan of F-gypt^ as well knov/ing therein 
confiftid all fubftantial Wealth, to enter into a C ntederacy with all the Kings of 
India '^ who were already alarm'd by the Totturncfe Fleets; fo that they at the 
common charge fitted out a Navy of Galleys, ami other Veflels in the Port oiSuez, 
furnifh*d it with Cannon, and put aboard 3000 iVAtwe/wf^'sbelides a great Number 
of ^Vrrff/tfw and Gfwo.'/e Rencgadoes. With this Power the Sultan enter'd India^ 
in the Year 1^08, and tho* the King of Cambaya affifted him, !)e was v inquifh*d by 
the TorttigHefes in the Port of Chaul. They* urgM, That at prefent thcfe Riches 
are fhll more valuible, and that if the Trade of them were once brought into the 
Way of the Thilippine Iflands, it would fave all tl\e Dangers mej with, by the 
wzy of Ambojna^ fianda, Borneo^ and the many Shoals about them, asaltb the 
tnany Storms thofe narrow Seas are fubjeft to. For the Clove particularly was 
brought by the Tortuguefes^ in their Trading Gakon, which goes from Goa to the 
Molucco5.,xo pay their Garrifons. In tliis Ship they every year carry'd away to Mar^ 
Lica and G04, Z40C0 Quintals^ or Hundred Weight of C.lovrs. Jittie more or lels. 
At thofe Ports it was dealt to Verjians^ Turhs^ Chincfcs^ and ^frfcans^ fo that icarce 
the third Part came to Europe. The ICing oi Achem^ in Sumatra^ f.curM another 
Part, whence it was fent to Alexandria, All thefe Commoditfe?, when t'.ey come 
Co Mahca^ pay f ight per Cent. The Spice that comes into Spain is diftributed in- 
to all the Kingdoms oiPMrope:, and it might be eafily contriv'd, fay thcfe l*eopIe, 
to bring the greateft Part to Spain from the TinJippine Iflands ; which would be 
cne of the nobleft Projefts, that will be thought of for the improving of the Re- 
venue, confidering what a great Price Clove bears in Spaipi, and how cheap it is 
in the MoUcco. This was tlie Opinion when thofe Iflinds belonged to another 
Mafter, and it was no calls Matter to divert the Trade of Spice, and other Goods^ 
from the u&ial India Voyage*. iJcfides the Religious Men of ibc Orders of St: 
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^ igtiftin and St. Dom!ntcl\ hnj alreJ^Jy propas^ated the Fiirli in thofe and otfier 
in^nds, whence thac which fli)urirn*d, and advanced in Tcrnate andTydore was 
irc.J. - 

Cachil Kdhnf faii'd wirh his Brothers, and a Rreac Number of V^.flfels from Ires Portn^uefe 
for Tcrnate^ w\ih much Joy, and forebodings of V'iftorv; j:rc3ter Foices continu- j:^^^ i^^ 
filly joyning him, through the ( arncll Dt-fire they had ill of delivering thofe Parts yj*^*^ 
from che Vortuguefe Domination. As 'oon as ever ihey arrived at Ternatc^ they ''''•* 
landed, and immediately inverted the Fort, v/hich they call'd the Seat of Servitude. 
They affaulted the Houfes of the Vortu^uefes^ zn'\ that fo fuddenly, that chough 
they had Notice before, and lived in Fear, they fcarce flood upon their Defence. 
Rage and Succefs made a more than Barbarous Havock. They fet Fire to the 
Houfci with Fury, and popular Tumult; fo that whatfoever was not within a 
'W'dW and Diich, perilh'd that Day. Thofe in the Fort atcrmnted to fucccur 
their People ; but greater NuTibers of lensates comins on, kill'd fome of thofe, 
who had fally*d out, not only with Darts of folid Canes, which tliey caft raoft 
dexterioully, with Arrows, Cymiters and Shields, which they U5*d when Idolaters* 
but with Muskets and other Fire Arms. The reft of the Tortrf^ucfes routed, fled 
to their Fort ; for thofe who had gain'd Reputation by fo maiiy brave Exploitf^ 
were that Day deprivM of their Courage, by the Injuflicc of the Aftion they had 
been concerned in. They fent again to G^4 to drfire Relief, and to rcprefent the Defo/athn. 
Diftrefs, not only of the Fort of Temate^ but of all the others the King of P«r. 
ti^al held in thofe Eallcrn Parts; for they had caft ofFSubjeftion to him in moft 
ot them. They forgot not to mention the perficution of the Religion, and the fear- 
city of Arms and ProviQons, of both which the Ternates had deprived them. 
Thtfe News were tlown into India and Spain by other Ways; and all the whiic 
the Siegejafted Goa fent Succours to the Moluccas^ in their trading Galeons; biit 
the 
to, 

i ne i^ommanaers m tnoie taitern I'orts, wno loijov/ u tne example ot tnoie *"rVr 
o(Ternate were no: Idle; for ihc'Torti^gnefes^ tho' the reducing of thofe Rebels ^V'^^^*'-"^^ 
fucceeded not at that Time, did not mils of cbtaining other Viftorief, which ^^^^* 
fhould we relate them here, would, make this look more like a Hittoiy of all India 
than of one fmall part of it; befides that the Vorupguefes Nation has not wanted 
Learned Authors, who have tranfmitted them to us, where they may be feen at 
large. The Spaniards have alio done the like, in a much more loftier Stile than 
mine. We muft therefore circumfcribe our felves, and return to the Aloluccos^ 
wliere the Befieged, as it v/ere forfaken^ and abandon'd by all the Earth, endure 
the Hardfliips and Perils of Places fo ftreightned. 

Thus all their Hopes, under Heaven, depended on their own Valour, and the 
inviolable Fricndfliip of the King of Tydore^fo implacable an Enemy to him of 
Ternate^ that neither the Neighbourhood of the Kingdoms, divided only by an 
Arm of the Sea, a League and half over, in the midft whereof is a fma 1 Defarc 
Ifland, which almoft joyns them, nor the ancient and reiterated Alliances, do in 
the leaf? abate of their Hatred, which feems to be fatal, and conlequently unar 
voidable betwixt thofe two Kings and Nations. 

However, the Ternates being always intent upon War, and thinking no Praftice vi^a&ic^^ 
unlawful, that may fecure their Succefi*, they ply'd their U^eapons on one Hand, r g . '^ 
and on the Other, carry'd on their Intrigues, for a Pacification with the King of ^uu-rt^ 
Tydorez not fo much out of any Defireof coming to a Conclufion with him, as to ^ ^^* 
the End that beingamazVi with the Hopes of Peace, he might grow Hack in Re- ^""^^' 
I eving and Affifting the Befirged. They ofFer'd to reftore him fome Places, 
taken from him during the late Wars; and to give him thole and others, as a 
Portion with a Daughter to the King otTemate^^ befides other Advantages, of - - 
which Accommodation the King ot Eachian- was the chief Manager. To thefe 
fair Offers, tht y added Threats ; and both the Kings and their Nations agreeing 
In Religion, and it being eafy to cover any Occafion of War under fair Pretences 5 
it happened that the 7jflfore5, at leaftv/hile this Politick Game was playing, did 
cot affotd their Succours with the Jams Zeal as they had done at firft; and that 
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King, who till thenliad been a conftant Friend, upon another Confideration, d<»- 
fcrr'dhiscominRtoaRefolution. H^ waited, aswell as the Belieged, the Arri- 




Saicecaft them down. In (hort, both Parties prorratted the Time, with fo HttJe 
legardto any other Principles, that all their Courage and Fidelity, depended on 
it alone. 

This It fo certain, that the King of Tyi^ire being jufl at the Point of accepting 
the Wife, and Laiiis offered him by the*I:nemy. fell off upon the News brought 
him. that a Galleon was feen (ailing for t!ie Molucco Iflands, and he rejef^ed all 
the Propofals, It was afterwards known to be bound for the Tbriippine Iflands, 
and belonged neither to the Vortu^uefe nor Spaniards ; but to Venetian Mer- 
chants, who traded between Manila and Clnna^ with feveral Commodities of 
cheir own Country, and other Parts of the Levant • ib that the King of Tjdore^ 
and th^ Uclitged themfelvcs began to make frelh Reparations, like Men that fliar- 
pen their Weapons, and fit their Armour. 

Thefe Succours encouragM them to feveral bold Attempts. The Befleged made 
a Salley. to nail up the Hnemie$ Cannon, and tlio* few in Number, feveral Times 
alTaultcd their Camp, fiill returning VifVorious, without any confiderable Lofs. 
They difraounted all theirCannon -from the Walls, their Works nothing availing 
them, becaufe they were not made according to Art. The Siege lafled five Years, 
the VoTtuguifa fu^aining it with notable Rcfolution, and the Indians preHing with 
no lefs Obilinacy ; nor would the Hunger, Thurfi, Nakednefs, and the Hard- 
Ihips of theSeaions have been toUerable, had not they been common to both Par- 
ties. Extream Want, was the OccaHon of feveral (ignal Exploits of that Valour. 
wherewith they defended their Lives, and the Fort* This product Rage and 
Admiration in the Enemy ; and an affectionate Companion in the Women of the 
Ifland J among whom th^y found Advice, Secrecy, Intelligence and known Fa« 
voun So great is the Power of Perfecuted Virtue, that it prevails, even upoa 
fhofe Enemies, who harbour the Memory of a Wrong, to convert itj fit ft Into a 
Defire of forgetting it, and without long Interpoiiiioo of Time» produces a •Zeal 
CO fu^rt that Valour they firft hated. 
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BOTH Sides now took the Breathing oF a Ihort CcfTation j ad- r^/r^^^^ 
vantagious to Ternate for the Liberty of Trade, and to the Por^ ofjms 
tuguefes^ bccaufe it gaitfd Time to their Hope of Relief, V ^^^^^ 
which they concluded muft be near at Hand, by Reafon ithgd 
been long expefted. They were not difcouraged by Events, 
thofe having prov'd alternatively Succersful and Unfortunate, and Vi^ory 
was tofs'd to and fro ; befides that the Interruption of Commerce had knit 
fome the clofer together in Friendfhip. I could mention feveral Inflances 
of this Sort, contain'd in Letters, and other Sfanijb and Pbrtuguefe Re- 
lations, fent by Religious Men from the Moluceos^ to the Governours of 
the Pbilippine Iflands, whofe Papers have, upon this Occaiion, been lay^d 
before me, for my better Information, for which Reafon we may make Ufo 
of fome of them, without departing from the .main Subjed, The graved 
of the Greek and Latin Hiflorians fometimes intermix private Adventures, . 
as it were ihort Epifodes to divert the Reader. The Example of great 
MaAers is a fufiicient Authority for Learners, for which Reafon I may 
well be allowed this Freedom, 

One Duarte^ a brave Enfign, had contrafted ftrifl Friendfliip with Caciil 
Tudura^ inrhich was no way obftruded by the Difficulties of the Seige, nor '^Lov^ 
fo much as interrupted. Duarte was wont in the dead of the Night, to go Story. 
fafely into the City in the Habit of the Country, and by the Help of the. 
Language, being Matter of it, where he was privately admitted into his 
Friend's Houfe, and well received there on another Account by Tttdurifa^ 
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his only Daughter, who, being prevail'd on b\Mhe Love Ihe bore Duarte^ 
imbrac^d the Chriftian Religion. The Father was not unacquainted 
with their Love, but he alio knew that it was attended by Modefiy 
in Tudufifa^ and true Courtefy in Duarte. Returning to the Fort, he 
ufed to be taJcen in the fame dangerous way, by thofe Perfons who had 
Jet him down with a P^ope. He brought with him fome Intelligence 
and Provifions; but he came not fo entire himfelf, for the Indian Wo- 
man, who was to be his Wife, had rcbb*d him of his Heartt Huno Pcreyra 
going the Rounds mifs'd the Enfign at his Poft, and enquiring into it, un- 
derftood the Caufe of his Abftncc; in Refpeft to which, confidering 
>thc mighty Power it often has over great Souls, he conniv'd at the 
Breach of Martial Difcipline^ afllgning that to the Paflion, without 
reproving the Lovett Whether he followed the Example we read of" 
^intus FalUis Maximns^ in the like Cafe, or on- Account that Expe^ 
• rience Ihows, there is Nothing can hold a Lover fo fad as the Pre- 
fence of the lov'd Objeft 5 Pereyra enjoining all Perfons to keep the Se- 
cret, contrived, without offending Ty/^wr/r, that his Daughter llould come 
privately into the Fort, which Ihe confented to, without many Pcrfwafi- 
cn5. Having fo done, the Commander in Chief, calling his Enfign, faid 
to him, Z /i7« fw/brw V, that at certain Times^ and that when the Danger 
isgreatejl^ youforfake vs 5 hit that it is not for want of JpSion^ or not 
knorying the Duty of your Pojt^ tho^ ire were not confined to thefe narroiv 
VaUs^lwquldnot funijbyouf Failure^ hecaufe JUildnefs hof ever ieen 
vtotc efficacious for correaing of Generous Souls ^ than Rigour. It will not 
he convenient for the Future^ that we he left without you^ and in Fear for 
. r^hat way he fall you: Here is your Wife^ and then Ine appeared, Ir ought 
hither without any Force ^ or Oppofit ion from her Father. Take her to you 
iovingly^j and donot /ufer the Honour of Portugal, depending on thefe few 
Men^ to want the Bravery of fo ahle an Officer. Duarte vrzs amaz'd, ge- 
oerpuily out of Countenance, lull of Love, and knew not what to fay ; 
but was excus'd by his Friends, and even by Nunno Pereyra. 
Hopes and It was now the Year IS75, when the BeCegcd began to conceive 
Defpair 0/ fome Hopes of their Deliverance ; becaufe the Saugiacks and Cachils of 
ihe Befieg^ the King oiTernate^%' Race were divided into Faftions, and there \vanted 
^d. not ^ome among them, who endeavour'd to draw the Portvguefes over to 

their Party* Thefe Mi funder /landings made them ad lefs vigoroufly 5 and 

did not they look on theirs as the Common Caufe, the Defign had fuc- 

ceeded. The Portuguefes in this Condition, defpaiiing of all Relief, the 

Natives of Ternate on the other Side of the Illand, next thofe of the 

Meqos^ difcover'd a Galeon coming from Malaca^ having coalled abott 

Borneo ; they concluded it was that which brought the Succours from 

Portugal^ and being affur'd it was fo, they became unanimous again, and 

prefs'd on the Seige j l)Ut Force little prevailing againd the Refolution of 

OL 41 r ;« *h^ Eefieged, Cachil Tuloy by Permiflion, proposed fome Terms, which 

VV «he Commander in Chief had long liUenM to from the Wall. One Day 

cf ^cconr jjjaking feveral Overtures, Tula told him. That the King, his Brother, 

*'^5%'^*'* was willing to put an End to that tedious Seige, ujon any Condi tionr^ 

jwrf Kea- ^Yi2X to this Effeft he had concluded a Peace with the King ofTydore, that 

/omjor u. ^ ^jgjj^ jjQj relieve them for the Fwure. That the King of Bachian had 
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joyn'd him for the Tame Purpofe; to the End, that fince they were all con- 
VincM that was their common Caufe, they might with their joynt Power 
malce their utmoft EfFt)rts. That the CelTation which had Jafted till then^ 
the' advantages to the King, as encouraging the Trade with the Javanefes^ 
and Rumes^ who came to Load Clove, mult of NeceiDty ceafe. He alk'd 
how long they would cxpofe their Lives to the utmoA Dangers, only to 
gain an empty Name of Loyal SubjeSs^ which, perhaps^ would never l^ 
known to him that was to reward it. Pie bid them confider the Viliany 
of his Father, King Jerio's Death, and that ty their Obftinate holding out 
they made the Murderers Caufe more Criminal. That they thus fhow'd 
tfeey approved of anothers Treachery, whofe Punilhment they would com-- 
pafs by other Means. That they ought to be very thankftill,that the King 
would not involve them in the Guilt of that Wretch, who contrary to hij 
fblemn Oath, to the Laws of Friendfhip, and the Honour of the Portuguefe 
Kation, or rather to Nature it felf, had Murder'd that King, who moil iix^ 
violably obfervM the Faith he had engagM to him. Befides, that they were 
fenOble how little Comfort uncertain Ho^es could afford amid ft real Wants; 
and how imprafticable it was for Relief to come from fo great a diftance, 
through fucn boiflerous Seas, cauiing fo many Shipwrecks, and which 
feem'd to have confpir'd againll thofe who had cpprefs d and injur'd Tcmate. 
He concluded his Difcourfe requiring the Commander in Chief, to deliver 
tip the Fort, or cxpeft the utmoft Rigour j for if he once refused the Terms 
offer'd, and provok'd them, they would If^re neither Sey, nor Age, The 
Befieg'd were not free from Jealoufie, that there was Fraud in thele Offers j 
yet, perceiving that the Succours never came from liidh^ either becaufe re- tbc'BeJieg\ 
tardcd by the African War, in which King Schcijlian had engaged himfcif, ^d Stsncn^ 
or by the Difficulties of that dangerous Voyage j and believing that the der. 
two Kings oiTydorc ziid Tenia te were reconcile, as Tnlo told them, think* 
ing he of Tydore^ without whofe fupport they could not fubfifl, had for- 
faken their Friendfhip, the Propofals were accepted by unanimous Confent^ 
after Nuno Perevra had returned a rcfolute Anfwer, fuitable to that Part of 
Cacbil Tutors Words, which contained any Threats, fignifying to himi how 
jittle they movM birofelf, or his Men ; and that he would hearken to no 
Conditions to the dilTervice of his God, or his King, or to difparage the 
Bravery ot his Soldiers^ which had been fo often try'd to the coft of the 
Natives of Tcrnate j neverthelefs upon fome other Coiifideratic»ns, he Would 
Turrender the Fort, provided that all the Pdrn:piefcs might march out in a T/je Ctspl- 
Body, Colours Flying, with their Wives, Children, Slaves, and all their tulation. 
Gocdf, having firft Hoftages given them to their content,* that no Harm, 
or Injury (bould be done thertn That the King ihould fecure them their 
PafTage to Jmloyn^^ and find them Vefleh; and thst fuch as (hould happen 
to Ih; left in his Dominions for want of them, fhocld have no Ranfome de- , . 

xnanded of them, cither then, or at the time of their departure, That the 
Fort and Gu:is ftould be deliver^ to King B.ihf^ upon exprfefs Condition, 
That lie liiould hold it for the King of Pcrnf^q.il. and in his Name, to whom 
he. fi:auld reffr^re it, whenfoever he tlTc^u:i!!y punift'd the Murder of King 
Jerio. The King eafily Granted, and Swore to perform all thore Condiri : 
inK% lein'^- eager to prffefs hiinfelf of the Fort, lerbre the Succours arrived, j/^^. p^,/f 
T.'Iiich were wow near at hr^nd. On tiie I?ay sprointed, ivhicli was Saint /k!/:.,^,*!./ 
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Si€fben% the Ternates took up all the advantageous PoHs to view the /b?- 
tnguefei^ who xnarchM out as if they had been Conquerors; and no fooner 
were they out of the Fort, than the Natives running in, poiTefs'd them- 
felves of the Guns, with loud Laughter and Shouts, Scoffing at thofe that 
left it; for the third Day after the Galeon arrived, well Mann'd, and fur- 
nifliM with Guns, and all Necefiaries, and James de Jzamhuja in it, as 
Commander in Chief, They had thoughts of Recovering the Fort, but it 
Vfzs too late, becaufe the Enemy was poCTefsM of all Things, without any 
Oppolition. Ptrejfra then perceiv'd how great an Obfiacle Precipitation is 
• to the chuiing of the fafeft Advice, and how infallibly it is followed by 
firuitlefs Repentance ^ fince had he delayed but never fo little longer, tho' 
it were only to weigh the Enemies Propofals, who ought never to be 
fuppos'd Sincere, he might have fav'd himfelf and Dellroy 'd them. For 
this Reafon, tho' he wanted not an honourable Excufe, he refolv'd not to 
return to Goa^ having private Intelligence that the Viceroy would not fail 
to lecure him, in Order to cut off his Head. Jzamhuja proteAed him in 
his Galeon, and he went over with many others to Jmhoyna. The reft 
fpread themfelves throughout the Neighbotiring Illands, in VefTels they 
l^gg'd* Some returnM to Malacn^ and only fiicteen Portuguefe Families 
remained in Ternate for want of Shipping ; who at firft fubmitted to the 
change of their Fortune ; but could not afterwards comply with the Dif<- 
Portogue- ference there is betwixt Domination and Servitude. The King of l^dore a 
fts fettle moll trufly Friend to the Spaniards in their greateil Afflidlion, offerxl them 
atijdoK. his Iflaiids, Houfes, and Trade of Spice. He fefit them a good Number of 

Carcoas^ which carry'd them over to his Dominions, and foon after afSgn'd 
them a convenient Place to build their Houfes and Churches. This Co- 
lony was increafed, and the Number of its Inhabitants augmented by San^ 
ebo de Vafcmfelos^ who fent others from Malaca^ being Commander in 
Chief of Goa^ and afterwards of Jmhoyna^ in the Year 1 578. At laft he 
came thither himfelf, and ereAed a Fort, a quarter of a League from the 
Citr of Tydore^ which gives its Name to the Ifland. 
Tydore Tydote^ in the Language of thofe Parts, which was formerly rpoken,fig« 

de[cfiVi. nifies. Fertility and Beauty. Europeans generally give it this Name; but 

its King, as appears by his Arabick and Ptrfian Subfcriptions, Writes Tu^ 

dura J and not Tydore. It i» not inferior to Ternate for Friiitfulnefs^ and 

Delight, but far exceeds ir ia Magnitude and Populoufnefs; and yields die 

fame Aromatick Produft. Curious Perfons have there tryM to improve 

the Clove, watering and pruning the Tree at proper Seafons, and it ap* 

pears to embrace die Helps of Art, by growing bigger, more adive in its 

Vertue, and the Scent Wronger. The white Sanders here come to more 

PerfeAioo, than in any other of the Eaflern Parts. In this, as well as the 

' other Molueco lilands are found thofe Birds, they, in their Language, call 

tirds of Manucodiatas^ fignifying Birds of Paradife, from a Fable, credited I^ thofe 

Paradice. fuperilitious People, that they came down from Heaven. The Fort here 

was afterwards enlarged by Nuno Pereyra^ not far from the Port, and ^eii 

by James de Jzamhuja. The latter did not only contribute with his In- 

Port of dufiry, but with his Labour, carrying the Materials himfelf, when it was 

Tydore. requifite to fet the Soldiers an Example, and forward the Work ; which 

the King often view'd, andl was well phas'd to fee the Fortifications. He 
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difcours'd' familiarly with the Officers^ advis'd with them in his War5» 
and comforted the Chri(lianS| and they fat'd beA^ for from that Time for- 
ward, there being none in Teinate^ and that Fort in the Hands of the Na* 
tives, the Heathens and Mahometans ftcnCd to be Superior and Conquer- 
ors throughout all thofe Provinces. They firengtheh^d themfelves with 
Works and other Preparationsi ereAed Forts on high Places, and bending 
their Minds againft the ChriAians, put many to cruel Martyrdoms ; that 
fo the Foundation of our Faith may be in all Parts cemented with the 
Blood of the Faithful. They difmember'd the Bodies, and burnt the Legs Perfecu- 
and' Arms in the fight of the AiU Living Trunks. They impaled the Hon. 
"Women, tore out their Bowels, and they furving themfelves, beheld their 
flill moving Flefh in the Hands of their Estecutioners. Children were 
puU'd Piecemeal before their Mothers Fyes, and Infants ftill in Embrio 
were rent from their Wombs/ It has been made out, that above 6ooco 
ChriAians fell by the Sword in only the King of Tcrnate^s IXsninions. 
This is aflerted in the Annual Relations of the Fathers of the Society, 
who preach'd in thofe Parts. They give an Acoount of this difmal Per-- 
fectttion, with all the CircumAances of the Cruelties ; as how the perfecu- 
ted Perfons fled to the Mountains, feeking for Compaifion among the wild 
BeaAs, others caA themfelves into the Sea, where they periAi'd, either de- 
voured by its MonAers, or fwallow^d by the Waves themfelves, not being 
able to reach the other I Aands. A confiderable Number of thefe religious 
Fugitives, as they fwam met a Portuguefe Ship, coming to the Relief of 
thde at Jmloyna^ and with difmal Voices cry'd out, Hdf^ Relieve us^fot 
ve areCh ifians. They carefully took them up in iheir Boats, and having 
View'd them at Leafure, found that none of them were above ix Years of 
Age. Tet at this fame Time, when cruelty advanced God^s Glory, Provi- 
dence feeniM to a£l Counter in the very Cities, and Deferts« Idolaters and 
Mahometans were convened, and our Religious Men preach^ and catechis'd, 
without any Fear of Punifhment, which they radier coveted^ and thought 
themfelvesunu'orthy of it; encouraging one another with the Examples 
the Ty^iant made, for feveral Purpofes. But all thofe People looking upon 
it as their Duty to feek Revenge, their Cruelty gaining Arolaufe under tha.t 
Name, and Eurofe being involv'd in Difmal Troubles, tney n)et with no 
O^pofition in the Execution of their Vengeance, and the Calamity ran fo 
high, that in the fpace of thirty Years, they either qu^ obliterated, or 
much obfcured the Name of Chri Aianity in thofe EaAern Parts, deflroy'd 
cur Churches, and, like thofe who prepare to hunt wild BeaAs, arm*d 
themfelves againA the Faithful who liv^d in more fecurity among thofb ' 
lavage Creatures, or in Deferts never penetrated by Men, feeding on Herts, 
and gaining Time, by that lawful Retreat for the fake of the Gdpel| for the 
Wrath of Heaven, whofe Executioners thofe Men were, to pals over. . 
Above J 6 Towns, of each 800 Inhabitants in Gilolo and Celeies^ a fpaciqus jij ^ 
and pq)uIous Country, and in thofe of the twe Ki^gs of Sian and SanguiT^ manyjp^^ 
who profefsM ChriAianity, with mo A of their SubjeAs,in the Kingdom ofJ^^^^^^^ 
Canripana ; in that of Bacbian^ whofe King and his People were Sons of 
the Church ; in the Iflands of Amboyna^ where Forty Towns worfliipped 
CHRISTi in the Bofom.of his Faith, and in diof« of Tj4o9<^ which were 

not 
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not without this Light ; in all thofe Places they fell off from Chriftianity, 

and were utterly loft ; nrft through the Infolency ot the Portuguefe Com- 

nuindersy and killy on Account of the Death oi Sultan Jerio ; who, as was 

proved, had given no real, nor fo much as a likely Token of FaKhood, for 

wliich they might be provoked to dellioy him. However the ChriHians 

dy^d with fuch Refolucion, that the Perfecuters took not away any Life but 

what became a frefh Example of Magnanimity, and perhaps Providence 

might permit that Accident of j/i?r/o, with a Delign to advance the Churches 

Glory. 

Augufiin Snltan Babu making his prefent Vidory an Inflrument to obtain other^^ 

Vuntzfent Ship'd his Men, in Order to befiege Tydont and Bachian ; and tho' he met 

toCom^ with a vigorous Defence in both Places, and x\\t.Porttigttefs Auxiliaries 

numiat made feme Amends for his Superiority of Power, yet they (ubmitted to 

Amboyna. the Tyrant. This Revenge made him ilick at no Cruelty. In Novevi^ 

hfj this fame Year, a Oaleon came to Malarn from India^ to car- 
ry Succours for the Moluccos^ commanded by Captain Augujlin Nunsz^ 
the Eldeft and Braveft Commander in thofe Days, as he made it ap* 
pear in the Expedition of CAjw/, when it was befieged hy Niza Mohic-^ 
€0^ when Bon Luy$ de Atayde was Viceroy of India^ in the year 
1S78. The Galeon was ftor'd with all Neceflaries, and in it Jtimes 
James Lo- Lofcz de Mczquita^ the Murderer of Mrio^ deifign^d for Punifhmenr, in Sa^ 
^zdeMez tisladion for the Wrong done. He vi^as fo flrong, and ^erce, that to fe« 
cmita fent cure him,he was fettered with a great Chain, the End wjiereuf was made fad 
Priftmcrto to a heavy Piece of Brafs Cannon. Jugnjlin Numz had Orders to convey 
Teraate* him to the new King oiTematCy to be delivered to him bolted, like a Cri- 
minal, that he might pafs fuch a fentcnce of Death on him as he thought 
fit, whkh ihould be executed in his Prefence, purfuaht to the Orders ien£ 
by the King of Portugal. They put him on double Fetters, Manacles, and 
Chains, and kept him in the Steeridgei Augujlin Nunez went to fucceed 
Sancbo de Vafconctlos^ in the Fort ofjimlroyna ;but a ftorm rifing, he was 
forc'd into the Port of Jjpara^ of Sundn^ in the greater J/ir J. The Galeon 
Ixranting water, and ICefrePjmeflt, he there fent for it ; which the' NaJivc 
yavavefes brought hiai in 40 Vcflfels* Among thenficame r$o Soldiers in 
the Habit of Peafants, and Fifncrmen ; who making many words as is ufual 
among Buyers and Sellers, drew the Ponyards they brought concealed, and 
• furprizing the Portuguefes^ fell on with fuch Fury and Cruelty, thai they 
The ifirr- kill'd them alK Among them dy'd J.imcs Lofez dc Mezquita^ but fighting 
dererkllPd with extraordinary Bravery, tho' held by his Chain, hindered by his Fet- 

t(!rf,and other heavy Encu:nbrances*,andreftrain'd by the Cannon, to which 
his Chain was made fail. However he got a Sword and a Buckler where- 



with he cut dov/nteu jnvr^nefet^ revenging on them the Death of the/ir/i^* 
guefes^^nd they on him, that of ICing jicrh ofTcrnate^ which had occ;^.* 
fionM fo much Slaughter. Seventy three Chriflians wcie kilPd and al ovt? 
the fame Number of Jaytwefcs^ and their Vcfiels had been taken, but tl'at 
others came to their AfliKuJCe from ilie Shore in the Yltiit of the AtXion^ 
in which tr.cre weic JMen v/nh Fiie- Locks and Lances,fiA i'ards and a Quar- 
ter long, the Points frf ihi-m polf. nV# The Galeon was taken iviilicU': 
any Succour, nor v/astheCanncm of any Vj^t^. 
h is I IK rtralbiK:! le tliut fo manly and honouiable a Death HiouM, as h 
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fifual,render all this Gcmlemans Life honourable ; and that his Fetters, and ... .,. ,. 
Sufferings joyn'd to ir, excire Cciipafiicnand Afleif^ion in the minds of the v ' * 
Reader5, fo to Mot oct the Hatred they have conceivM againft him en Ac- ^'^^'^^^* 
count of 5i///.7« Aerio^s Death. It is to be obfei v'd, for his juflificaiion that 
it does not appear, nor is it reported, he was incensM to perform that Aft 
through Intercft, Ambition, or any other private Motives ; but was mov'd 
to it by Informations which pcrfwaded him it was convenient* for the 
EHablifliing and Advancement of Religion, and the publick Peace. Vtxy 
brave men muft alfo be allowed Ibme ExceCTcs of Fiercenefs, which proceed 
from an c«raordinary Force in the irafcible Part of the mind, and wherein 
Valour is fubdu'U. When tbefe Perfons find themfelves encompafs'dby 
great Xumber5, and (Ireightned by wrongful Violence; if they are not to be 
daunted and overcome, it comes to pafs that Patience often provokM turns 
that Courage into Fury and Rage, which caufes them to make mighty Slaugh- 
ters, and Examples of Cruelty ; led to it not only by Paflion, but alfo by 
Judgment and Thought,w^hich diicfts them to caufe themfelves to be drea- 
ded even to Ailoniihment, to fave themfelves and their People from other 
great Cruelties which ufually mean Souls attempt and ^r^ftice upon thofe 
they iland much in Fear of. Let this Reflexion ferve for a general Excufe 
to other Offences of this fort mentioned, or blamM in our Hiftory. 

This Accident, in as much as related to the Death oi James Lopez de Peter Lo- 
J?f«^f////7, was forgot, or at leaft not known for many Years, for in i6oj pezdeSou- 
the King of Ternate demanded Juflice of our King, againfl that Man not f^ feat to 
knowing that God had fumlnon'd him before a more upright Tribunal. Moiuccos* 
The News being brought to Malaca^ the Commander Arias de Saldana im- 
mediately fentaway another Galeon, he callM S. Peter and S. Paul^ for the 
JHoiutcosuiider command oi Peter Lopez de Sou/a j and a Galley with ijo 
Soldiers to relieve Sancho de Vafconcelos at Amhoyna^ where he Wanted 
Provifions, and was ftreightned. They faild in May i J79, to touch at 
Borneo^ there to take in all Neceffaries for the Defign. He arriv'd on 
that liland in June^ and found it in an Uproar, occafion'd by the Spaniards Spaniards 
wko came thither with Doftor Sandij Goveriiour of the Philippine Iflands j/ BorneQ*. 
in 50 rowing Vefl'els. He took the City, and put the King to flight, who 
was a Lover of the Portvgnefesy and from that time Manila began to be 
look'd upon as a place of Arms, for the recovering of the Molucca IJlands^ 
and iiSandi had then employ'd thofe, he carry'd to this other Expedition 
againll them, he would have found the Tyrant lefs fettled, and confequently 
his Revenge more eafy. Vafconcelbs died at Jmhoyna^ and James de Jzam-- 
huja fucceeded him, fo that nothing came now from India but fair Promi- . 
fts. Id the PbilippinelUznds they had no Orders at that Time to intermed- 
dle in thofe Wars, becaufe they then belonged to another Sovereign, and 
therefore they were only Lookers on to tliofe Martyrdoms, and Revolutions 
and employ'd themfelves as theyusM in Camhoxa^ Mindanao^ Japan and 
China find then particularly in^e^r9/^o,without regarding thofeother SuccelTes. 

Borneo lies between Malaca and the Moluccos^ and according to the Opi- 'Qryxneo //f - 
nion of Gerard Mercator^ is that which Ptoloviy calls, the liland of Good r^^jy^ 
Fortune. A Point of it lies under the Equinoftial, and the greater Part'' 
Wretches out to 6 Degrees of North Latitude, taking up the two firfl Paral- 
lels. Thus it appears to be above i}co Leagues in Ccnipafs. .It abounds 
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IB Provilionsi and all other NecelTaries for the Support of humane Life. 
And produces abundance of Catnphire, Agarick Diamonds, vafl Numbers ot 
HorfcSj fmaller than the SpAniJb ; but it has not fuch plenty of Sheep, or 
Kine : There is a general P^efortofTrade in all its Populous Cities and 
Forts. The Capital i^ Borneo^ which gives Name to the Ifland, built 
on a Spacious Lake the Sea Forms, like Vcmu^ and faid to contain 
z^cco HouTcs; The King is a Mahometan ; no man fpeaks to him 
but by the Intel pod t ion of an Interpreter. The Natives worfhip Idols. 
TliMjy arc White, good Natur'd and fliarp Witted. They have no certain Fa- 
shion of Cloaths. Many of them wear Cotton ShirtS| and others of white 
common fingle Tabby, with red Lifts. 
]t: f Sirelehj Brother to this King, came to Manila^ where Doftor Sanii be^ 
^'^•Jf ^f ing then Governour^ he laid before him his Pretenfions, and fome Mean:s 
Borneo m y^^ j^^^ j-^^ bringing his Defigns to bear ; but he put the main Strefs upn 
\x'\ ^^^ having a greater Party there, than the King his Brother. He promifed 
iif Manila, ^^ich would be no difficult Matter, in Regard of the Hatred the People 

bore the King, that he would make the Kingdom Tributary to the Kings 
of Spain. The Governour having taken fufficient Precautions, condefcended 
to his Requefl, and arming as many Spaiiiatds^ and Philippines as he 
thought convenient, with all NecefTaries for a great Enterprize, ihip'd 
them, and arrivM happily at Borneo. He attack^ it in feveral Places; the 
Spaniards befi of the People immediately declared for the Brother. The King think- 
ov€rthr(m ing himfeif weakefl at Sea, referv'd his Forces for the Land, and being de* 
ihatKivg. ceiv'd in his Expeftation, was forced to fly, his Army being routed, with- 
out any Remains to attend him in the Deferts, and Retreats of the Moun- 
tains, where he liv'd miferably. Sireleia afcended the Throne ; the Vido- 
rious Spaniards return^ to the Philippine Iflands loaded with Booty ; and 
among other Things, if we may believe Relations, brought doo Pieces of 
Artillery. However the deposM King, a few Months after, got to a Head 
ir . - again. No Man ought to Defpair in AdverCty, for Fortune is nothing but 
Morcd. ^^^ ^^^^^ of God. Thus the King, with the AiBftance of the Portugufes^ 
^ * recovered his Throne, calling down his Brother, and defeating him, till he 

was utterly deAroy'd^ Hatred is frequently no lefs intenfe than Love 
among thofe whom Nature has moil clofly linkM. In the Molucco If lands 
the War did not ceafe, nor the genera} Malice againft Chriftians. 

The News of what had happened there was not known in Europe ;w\itxe^ 

and in Jfriek greater Dangers were apprehended ; of the Event whereof 

J Prodigy. Providence thought fit to inform our free Wills, by ftupendious Prodigies. 

On the 1 5th of June 1 580, about the declining of the Day, there appeared to 
certain Sailers a Large Crucifix in the Body of the Sun the Foot of the 
Crofs flandine on Mount Calvary^ as we fee in common Pidures ; on the 
Right/Side of it a Figure clad in White, and another on the left in a deep 
Red. The Crucifix afcended upwards, and was ilill feen to mount till the 
Sun Setting, the I^y fhut in.

il////^/ iWb/i^r the third Perlon remaining Viftorious, tho* he alfo dy'd in 
the fame Battel,, and was bury'd in triumphant Manner, The Prodigies, 
and Fears of the wifcr fort w^eie verify'd in the King cf Portugal^ and 
particularly that which happened before his Biith. It Is certainly reported, 
that the Princefs Joanna his Mother, one Night faw a great Nuniber of 
Moors come into her Chamber^ in the Palace at LUhon^ clad in feveral Co- p ,. ^ 
lours; fnc belicvM or fancy'd they might be thofe they call Alonetros^v/ho ^^^^^Sjf* 
are fuch as do the Duty of Guards in the Royal Apartment. Some went 
out to enquire, and found them alL fliU, as hufht as at other Times. . The 
Princefs feeing the imaginary Moors come in again, fwoonM away in her 
Ladies Arms. Afterwards at the propeir Time, ihe was delivered of King 
Sehajliaii^ whofe Angular Virtues, lupportcd by the Loyalty of his Subje<fts, 
might have (hin'd as bright as his natural Magnanimity, had not that 
hailen^d his End. That was mournM for and lamented hy sU Chrillendam, 
and brought Trouble to all its Princes, who began ferioufly to. difcourfe 
about the Succeflbr to the Crown of Portugal. There they prefentiy fwore Henry the 
Henry ^ the Prince Cardinal, Unkle to the late. King, then Eighty Years of Cardinal 
Age, and the lafl Lawful Male of that Royal Houfe, which began in ano- Kin^. 
tber of his Name. Antony^ Prior c&Crato^ Son to Prince Lewis ^ pretended 
to fucceed him, and thi** declarM illegitimate, there was a Party that fol- 
lowed him. This Revolution, and the Hurry in fuch difficult Exigences, 
were the Occafion, that Care was not taken to fupply other Places, much 
nearer than Ternate. Befides that difmal Accounts brought $000 Leagues^ 
tho' they were reprefented by DemoJlhejiesyWould come cold from his Mouth 
and fcarce move the beft difpos'd Prince, when never fb much at Leafure; 
and King Henry ^ had no Power, but only his Zeal for Religion, to oppole 
the Tyranny praclisM in the Jrchifelago of the AIoluccos. The Cardinal 
King thought all his Forces little enougli, and neceflary confidering the ex- 
traordinary Jealoufi^ he had conceived, upon our King thilip's declaring

Drake his ^^ Piywoitth^ tor the South Sea, and to find out that Streight of Magellan^ 

Voyage. fcarce believed by the Vulgar, and declared by feveral Cofnio^raphers. He 

promisM to fail as much as might be to the Northward, and to take rich 
Prizes, infefling all thofe remote S^^s^ and to return ViiSorious into Eng^ 
/jjf</, through the- fame Streight. This prefumptuous Hope he grounded 
on his own Valour, on the Negligence of the Spaniardsj who are intruded 
with the Places of Strength ; on our want of Ships; and above all on that 
Opportunity, or Seafon fo full of fundry and extraordinary Commotions. 
He touched on the Coaft of Africk^ and refitted all his Ships at Cape Eoja^ 
'dor. The Moors took two of his Men, and a Vortnguefe Ship payM for 
it, he robbing her at Caho Blanco of an hundred Quintal^, or hundrtd 
Weight of Bifket, befides much Filb, and many Arms. He touched at the 
lilands of Cah Verde^ where he took another fmall fl)r/»ff7if/"ifVeirel, richly 
Laden with Wine, Cloth, Holland, and feveral other Q^mniodities, with 
Sflva^ the Pilot in it, who was well acquainted with thofe Seas, and better 
^n the Coaft of Brazil. But fix or fevcn Days after the Veflel funk, and 
not a Man was fav'd except only the faid Pilot. Drake went on to the River 
of Piatc^ and Wintered for fome Months in t9. Julians Bay, which is not 
well fheher'd, but cxpos'd to exceflive cold Winds, in jo Degrees of South 
Latitude, where he loft fome Men. 

One Thomas Haughton rais'd a Mutiny there, in order to Debauch the 

Squadron, Drake laid hold of him, and ftruck off his Head. Here they 

fCiants. faw eight Indian Giants to whom the talleft EngUJbman lookM like a 

Dvi'arf. They fhow*d their Bows and Arrows, and an EngliJbuLinj who 
valuM hinJelf upon his Dexterity at thofe Weapons, breaking the Peace 
eftabliih'd with thofe People, let fly an Arrow at one of them, which pier- 
ced him through^ and hedropt; the others in Revenge di ic liarged tlieirs, 
and killed two of the Englijb. The reft then aflaiiy the Indians^ but they 
fled fo fwiftly that thev feem*d nor, to thofe Englijb v/ho faw and writ this, 
tofet tlieir Feet on the Ground. They departed thence, as foou zs the 
North Winds they had eype([led began to blow, and holding on their 
iCoutfc to the. Southward, in fifteen Days came to the Mouth of the Strei^hr* 
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From thence to the fecond Narrowing} they fpont five Days, by reafon of the 
Currents and Shoals ; at a fiViall didance from them they found no Bottom. 
They met with fome Calms and Storms, and being come into the South- 
Sea had one which lafted forty Days, and in it lolt Ibme Ships. The V'ic^- 
Admiral rcturnM through the fame Sii eight into Eiiglani^ wiiere the Queen 
ordered him to be Han:;*d for having forfalcen his Admiral j but he was ^ 

reprieved till Drake Sr Return, and then Fardon'd, at his Recjoell. He went 
oa with only his own and fome -other Ships, but wanted not Men, Provi- 
iions, nor Ammunition, lie took fome belonging to private Fcrfons, and the 
Kings^ loaded with the Plate they were bringing for Spain^ a Robbery of DraJce 
great Confequence, not fo much for the Quantity of the Treafurc, as iot tnkes the 
the Ufe it is apply'd to incur Monarchy, which is the Advancement of Kings 
the Catholick Church, and which thereby ceased, and deplorable for the l^late. 
unjuft Abufes it was to be appJyM to in SScifmatical Kingdoms. Having 
wandered, Steering variotzs Ccurfcs, in which his Pilots made their Obfer- 
vations by Sounding and their Charts, he touched at fix Illands, to fome 
whereof he gave Names, in Imitation of the fabulous Heroes, and even qf 
true Catholicks, who ailign fuch Names according to their particular De- 
votion. One he called S. Bartholomew^ anoiher & y«i7w^/, and a third, wliich //^ ^-/trx 
lie thought larger and more fruitful, Ntw Albion^ from the Ancient Name Ajw^i to 
of Evgland^ this is California. There he ftay^d a Month and z halS, reh't- Iijands. 
ting his Ships, and failing thence to thofe called de los Ladrones, or of 
Thieves, in nine Degrees rf North Latitude, killed 20 Indians^ becauf^ they 
attacks him with ico Ganoas. Twenty Days atter,he came to an Anclior 
at the Molucco Iflands, having before touchM at others, without any Adion Arrives at 
worth remembering. His Crucltief, and Robberies might well gain him the Mo- 
the Title of the greatell ol: Fyrates, in thofe remotell Parts, as he had it in luccos. 
Eurofe. He came to Ternaie^ bat fuccceded not at firft, that People being 
War-like, and at that time Arm'd by their own Malice, and an implacable 
King. He attempted to barter for Clove, without his Leave, was informed 
liow fevetely he handled fuch as Tranfgrefs'd, and flighting the Advice, 
the King came to hear of ir,and€HrderV hi^n to be Kill'd. It came very near 
the Execution ; but Drake, whofe Genious well experienced in Frauds ^^'as 
no Stranger to Didimulatioo, retir'd to his Ships, to make his £fcape by 
Plight. Thence he contrived to appeafe the King, which was no difficult 
Matter, by means of fome Prefents he fent Iiim* With them he purchased 
the good Will, and an Audience of that ctmning Tyrant, and going afiiore 
feveral Times to vifit him, agreed he ihould enter into Amity with the 
Queen, and Nation of England j and that Faclories fhould be fettled out of 
Hand. The King confented, and Drake promis'd him the Protection and 
Arms of England*^ and taking with him, among other Gifts, a rich Ring 
the King gave him for. the Queen, be faiPd homewards, with a great quan- 
tity of Clove. He oiet a Partnguefe Ship croffing the fmall Channel okTy^ 
dorCj but either durft not, or thought not fit to attack her, whether it was 
for being Inferior in Strength, or out of a Defire of fccuring the new ac- 
ruir'd Wealth* Scarce was he got clear of Ternate^ before the Winds be- 
gan to tofs him, in that Sea ftiU of Flats, whence they forced liim, in order ^s in ti 
to deliver him quite up toTcmpefls. He was oWig'd to lighten his Ships, Storn:^ 
and among oilier Things of Value, threw over-Board a Cannon, of an ex-^ 
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traordiiiary Bignefs, which the King of Tervntc^ hearing afterwards of tLe 
Storm, caufed lo be taken out of tlie deep Sea. Then he built a Houfe be- 
fore his Palace, on the Roof whereof he planted it openly, and pointing 
over, either on Account of its Magnitude, or by way of Oftemation, and in 
Memory of the firft Eiiglifuman^ tliat came into his Kingdoms, from who:n 
and the Sea he liad takrtn that new offenfive Booty. Drake went on to the 
greater Javn^ where he laid in Provifions of Cazahi^ Plantciis^ and Flzul^ 
in exchange for Cloth. Next he put into anoiher Illand, in four Degrees 
x}f North Latitude, where he flayM fix Weeks. There he left a Woman, 
and two Men, all Blacks, that L^long'd to him, giving them Fire, Rice, 
and fome Grain, that they might People the Place, An Heroick Founda- 
tion of a Colony. Then he continued his Voyage, turning in and out to 
feveral Places, with unexpe<9^ed Dammage to all thofe he touchM at. 

It is to be obfervy, that it being poflltively believed in Spain and the 7w- 
/tefieciion Ji^s^ that none had ever pafs*d the Streights of Magellan^ fince the firft 
ofibeSpz^ Difcoverer, except F. Garcia de Loayfa^ and one of the Ships fent by Don 
nifli Jii^ Cutierre de Vargas^ Bilhop of Paiencia^ to the Spice-Illands, it was Iook*d 
^'^or. upon as incredible, that any Pyrates were come into the South-Sea, cfpe- 

ciaily through the Streight, and to the Iflands of Ternate^ and that Archi-- 
fehgo. This Man was the firft that openM the PaflTage to the Sedaries 
'Hiigonots^ Luther avs^ and Gr/f/w/^i, who afterwards pierced into thofe Seas, 
with Ship I oads of perverted Texts, Heretical Bibles, and ether Books ot 
iinfound Doftrine; but the Divine Providence has given Proofs, that it is 
fo much Offended at this Hellifh Innovation, tho' it permits Idolatry^ and 
Mahomet anifm^ that it has tiot fufFer'd thofe Souls which through its pro- 
found Judgments, lie involved in the Shades and Darknefs of Ignorance, to 
imbibe that Poyfon,tiJl it fent them the Gofpel in its Purity. It has Op- 

Sos'd thofe new Apoftacies making ufeof,as Inftruments of i^/i»;^ Religious 
4en, giving Strength to our King^ who protefts them, his main Defign 
being the Support of Religion. This Truth plainly appears in the many 
Viftories the Church has obtainM through iiis Officers, and the Armies 
maintained in the remoteft Parts of the Monarchy, for the Propagation of 
the Faith preachM to the moft diftant Indians. 

But the better to demonftrate this true Forecaft and Care, I think it a 
If ea/on for riQCtffzry Digreflion, fo far from being fuperfluous, to relate .the Preparati- 
ihjs Di-- tions made by the Viceroy Don Francifco de Toledo^ dire^ing his Adions 
grejjion. to this £nd,as becaaie a Minifter who followed his Princes Defigns, in Order 

^o fecure himfeli' againft Drake^s furprizing Celerity and Boldnefs.; for as 
much of this as concerns the Molucco Iflands, obliges us to write it, and 
,wc will flightly run over all the panicular Paffages. 
Treparati' ^^^ Viceroy of Pern was of Opinion, That in Order to fecure the Indies^ 
ons of the ^^^^* Peace and Religion, and for the removing, at firft, of all Obftacles 
Ticeroy. to its JBxaltation, and making Examples for a Warning, it was of the 
. greatcft Copfecucnce to ereft Forts, as divine and humane politick Pre- 
cautions, and to Arm againft that Pyrate, fo to give a Check to the Nor- 
thern Parts by his Punifhment. To this Purpofe, and in Order to his De- 
flruAion, a more eiraA Obfervation was to be taken of the Pafles into the 
South-Sea, and. more particularly of the Way he was to take, to return 
-into his own Country. He was egg*d on by Tear, or the Lafs.of Repu- 
tation 
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tacion, becaufe Ibme Englilh Ship.:, Part ot Drake's Squadron, ran along 
the Cozfls of C/j He and Jrica^ obli;4ing the People to Arm ; ft being a^v 
prehcnded that Drake had ereftcd Forts to fecurc the Paflage, fcr carrying 
on the Trade of Spice and Jewels, and the bringing in of pervering Mi- 
niders with their poifonous Doftrines. For this tftecl, he pitched upon 
JPeter Sarvuento de Gamhoaj a Gentleman of Galicia^ who had twice al- 
ready eagag'd With that Pyrate. The firft in the Port of Callao near Lf- 
7;/tf, where he took from him a S]p^«//& Ship, laden with Commodities of 
Spain ; the fcconda few Days after, purfuing him as far as Panama. The 
'Viceroy refolv^d he fhould go to difcover the Streights of Ma^elhn^ an 
£nterprize look'd upon as impradable by the South oea, by Realon of the 
many Mouths and Channels which obftruft the Acccfs to it, where ma- Diffcultie 
ny Difcoverers fent by the Governours of Peru and Chile have been ioft. of the 
Others have attempted it^ entering from the North Sea, and mifsM of the Streight of 
Streight ; fome were call away, or beaten back by Storm, and all gene- Magellan* 
rally defpairM of finding it. Eut now that Terror being rcmov'd, they 
can take a fix*d Latitude, fettle a Rumb, and ileer a fafe Courfe to the 
Streight, fo to fecure the Paflage before an Enemy pofleiTeshimfelf of it. 
The Viceroy made Choice of two Ships, which he took Care to fee well 
rigg'd, armM and provided. Sarmiento callM the Bigger, Our Lady of 
Hofe^ which was Commodore ; the ether being fubordinate, had the 
JJzmt of S. Francis. Two Hundred Seamen and Soldiers were put into 
them, with virtuous and learned Religious Men, fit for that Employ. Sarmiento 
Czpuin Join de Vilialobos vrzs appointed Vice-Admiral, Ferdinand La^ J^V^J^f^^y 
mero Head Pilot, and under him Ferdinand Almfo and Antony Vablo^ all Drake jr//A 
of them very able Pilots in both Seas. Thefe took an Oath of Fidelity, *^^ Shi^s. 
and the Viceroy gave the Admiral particular Indrudioits, the Purport 
•whereof was, That they fliould purfue the Pyrate, fight him till taken or 
kiird^ and recover the great Booty he had taken upon the King^s Lands His Injlru^ 
and Ships, whatfoever the Hazard might be, fince they had fui&cient Men, Rions. 
Arms and Ammunition to overcome the Enemy. That they fhould fail 
into $0 or $4 Degrees of South Latitude, as might be mod Advantage* 
ous, about the Mouth of the Streights of ALigeUan. That both Ships 
ihould have Lights out at Night, that fo they might not lofe Sight of 
one another in the Dark^ but al W4iys keep together. He chargM them to 
be unanimous in their Confultations, particularly the two Commanders; 
which Direftion was not fo well obferv'd, as it ought to have been, thro^ 
the Vice- Admiral's Fault. They were commanded to lay down the Ports, 
and Seas in exafl Draught?. To take PofTeflion of any Country they hnded 
on for his Majefty. When they met with any Towns of Indians^ to mol* 
Jify and endear them by difcreet Courtefy, and gain their Affedions with 
fuch Gifts, as fhould for that Purpofe be deliverVl to the Commodore., b^ 
ing Siifars, Combs, Knivt s, Fifliing-Hooks^ Buttons of feveral Colours, 
L(K>king.Glafres, Hawks- Bells, Glafs*Beads, ^c. To carry with them 
fome Indians to ferve for Interpreters ; and fo provided difcieetly for all 
other material Points. Then to encourage them he made a Speech, inter*- 
mixing it with Hopes and Exhortations. The Commodore having conferrM 
with his Vice-Adniiral and Pilots, concerning the Defign of their Voy-« 
^gej they agreed, That if any Strefs of Weather fhould happen to part tlie 
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one Ship from the other, they ihoulJ carefulljr leek one another out, or

On Board the CapitTd.t^ or greater Ship, 'the General, or Com- 
modore SarmientOj F. Antony de Guadramho^ of the Order of S. Fravcisy 
and Vicar-General of this E\*pedition j the Enfign John Gutierrez de Gjic-- 
vara^ Antony PnHoSy and Ferdinand Alonfo^ Pilots, with 54 Soldiers. 
In the other Ship, with John de Villalobos^ F. Chrijlopher de Aleriday of 
the faid Order or 51 Francis^ Ferdinand Lameroj chief Pilot of that Ship, 

tiii with whom, and the Seamen and Soldiers, they made 54 j and the whole 

Srengtb. Number in both Veflels as was faid above. 

They lailM from the Port of CaHao^ belonging to the City of L/w.r, and 
thatNightcametoan Anchor at the Ifland, two Leagues from Callao^ in 

HtsToyage ,^ Degreesanda half of South Latitude. On the firfl: of November they 

pafs*d in Sightof thofethey call Unfortunate, in 25 Degrees, 20 Minutes, 
which were accidentally difcover^d by the Pilot John Fernandez^ being 



"Which he calls the Tr?je one, and the Imaginary. This he noted down 
HUCare ^'^th extraordinary Curiofity, employing all the Care and Art of his Pi- 
Mnd CaPa^ ^^^^^ ^"^ ^^^ o\vv\j which was not inferior to theirs, nor to otliers in any 
cfir. Martial Knowledge^ as will appear by his Trcatifes, if publilh'd, of Ka- . 

vigation, cafling great Guns and Bullets, Fortification, and Knowledge hi 
Aftronomy, for failing in all Seas. They never quitted the Lead, the 
Aftrolabe, and the Charts, either in the Deep, in Ports, Bays, or among 
Mountains, and Currents, which produced a vtry ample Relation he fent 
toKingPi&////», whence we took this Abridgement. There he fets down 
the Points in the Heaven anfweriiig to the Earth, the Dangers, Iflands, 
Promontories and Gulphs, Geographically and Corographically, He Jays 
down the Rumbs that are to be followed, and thofe to be avoided ; and 
thus diftinftly leads us into and thro* the Streight, giving vifible Signs, 
and alfo invifible of the Winds for all Ports. At the firft unknown Land* 
where he anchored, they found the Latitude to be 49 Degrees and a half 
Lnnd at So!ith. They faw no People, but Tokens of them, as the Prints of Mens 
ile Mouth Feet, Darts, Oars, and little Nets. They climbed up vaft hi^h Moun- 
cfthe tains, above two Leagues in the Afcent, over Stones, fomc of them fo 

ftarp, that they cut their Shoes. Others, to avoid them, made their 
Way on the Boughs of Trees. From the Top they difcoverM great Chan- 
nels, Inlets, Rivers and Harbours, and all the Land as far as 1 heir Sight 
could reach, feem'd to them cut and rent afunder. They judged it tobe an 
Jrchifelago. It is to be obferv^d, that our Difcoverers give the Name 
of JrchifelagoSy to Seas in the New Word, which are UrewM thick with 
Iflands, as it were great Stones, like the Jvchipelago of Greece^ fo well 
known to all Nations in the Egean Sea, which contains the Cyclades^ tho* 
the Name is not ancient. They perceived the Channel to run on, Wide^ 
ffnacioa*?, Open and Ckan; and were fatisfiM thatD;j^^ came out that 
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Way iiuothe South Sea. They found the Latitude by three -^/Wj/'^j 
to be 50 Degrees. The Harbour they calPd of, Our Lady of the Rofary^ 
and the llland o\ the moft Holy Trinity.

* In the Name of the mod Holy Trinity, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoff, 

three Pcrfons, and one only God, who is the Beginning, Maker and The Form 
Creator of all Things ; without whom nothing that is Good can ^fif^ 
be done, began, or preferv'd. And in regard that a good Beginning 
muftbeinGod, and through God, and in him it is requifjte to begin, 
to his Honour and Glory, and in his moft Holy Name, Be it known to 
allthofe who fliall fee this Inftrument, that this Day, being Sunday i\\^ 
zid of Novemhery 1579. this Royal Navy of the Mighty Renowned 
• Lord, King Philip of Sfain^ and its other Dominions, my Sovereign, 
being arrivM in this Country by Order of the moft Excellent Lord, 
Don Francifcode Toledo^ Viceroy^ Governour, and Captain General of 
Peru^ to difcover the Streight of Magellan ^ under the Command of 
the General Pe/er Sarviiento^ the Land by him nam'd. Our Lady of the 
Rofary^ and the Bay of. The moft Holy Trinity. The faid Lord General 
having landed with moft of the Sea and Landmen belonging to his Na- 
vy, and the Religious Men, he brought alhore a Crofs, which he de- 
voutly worfhipp*d, with all his Men. The Religious Men fang' the 
Hymn Te Dcum laudann/s, and he with a loud Voice, faid. That in the 
Name of hisMajefty Philip the Second, ciir Lord, King of Cajlileznd, 
Aragon^ and their Dependencies, whom our Lord God lon^ prefervc, 
with the Addition of greater Kingdoms and Dominions, for the Glory 
of God, and Good and Prufperity of his Subje^s; and in the Name of 
the moft Potent Kings his Heirs and Succeflbrs for the Time being ; he, 
as his Commander in chief, and Admiral of this fame Navy, and bjr 
Virtue of the Order and Inftruiflions given him in his Majefiy*s Royal 
Name, by the faid Lord Viceroy of Peru^ took, did take, feiz^d, and 
did fcize the Poffeflion of this Land on which he h now alhore, and 
which he has difcover^d for evermore, in the faid Royal Nam'-, and of 
the laid Crown ot Caftile and Leon^ as has been faid, as being his own, 
and feally belonging to him, by Virtue of the Donation and Gift th© 
Holy Father -rf/eA.v7wrf^r the Sixth, Pope of Kome^ pif.*d Motu fropri'o^ 
in Favour of their Catholi-k Majefties Ferdinand the Fifth, and Ifabel 
his Wife, King and Queen of Caftile and Leon ofgorious Memory, 
and to their Heirs and Succeflbrs, of the cut half of the World, being 
180 Degrees of Longitude, as is more fully contained iw he faid Bull, 
dzit^2iRome^ on the ^th of May^ ^^f^9^• ^K Virtue whereof^ thefe 
faid Lands fall, lye, and are included within the Limits and Meridian of 
the faid Partition of » 80 Degrees of Longitude, belonging to the faid 
Roval Crown oi Caftile and Leon. And as fuch he takes, and did take 
Poffeflion of thefe faid Lands, and their Territories, Seas, Ri\^ers, 
Cretfks, Ports, Bays, Gulphs, Jrchipelagosj and of this faid Harlymr 
of the Rofary^ v;here at prefent this Navy is at Anchor. And he fub- 
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jccls, and did fubjeAthem to the Power, PclTeflion and Dominion of the 
faid Royal Crown, as has been (aid, as being their own Property. .And 
inTokenof Poflcflion, or as it were, drawing the Sword lie had by his 
Side, with it he cut Trees, Branches, and Grafs, and removed Stoiie5, 
and walked oTer the Fields and Stores, without any Oppcfition; requi- 
ring fuch as were prefent to be Witncfles thereof, and mc the under- 
written Notary, to give him a Tellinrionial thereof in publick Form. 
And immediately, taking up a great Crofs, and the Men belonging to 
the Navy being drawn up in martial Manner,, with Muskets and other 
AtmF, they carry*d the Crofs in Proceffion, the Religious Men, F. Jit-- 
tony it Guadramiro^ tlie Vicar and his Companion, iinging the Litany, 
and all the others anfwering. And the faid Proceffion beiiig ended, . the 
faid Lord General planted the Crofs on a hard Rock, and raised a lieap of 
* Stones at the Foot of the Crofs, in Token, and as a Memorial ok Pof* 
feffion of all the Lands and Sea;3, difcoverM, adjacent, and contiguous, 
^nd he gave the Name of Our Lady of the Rofary to tliis Port, as lucs 
been faid. And as foon as the Crofs was fet up, they worfhippM it a 
iecond Time ; and diey all prayM, beleeching and iutreating our Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, would bepleas*d that what they did might be for 
his Glory, and to the End that our Holy Catholick Faith might be ex- 
alted and dilated, and the Holy Gofpel preachM and fpread abroad 
among thefe barbarous Nations, which have hitherto been remc^e from 
the true Knowledge and Dodrine ; that it may defend and deliver them 
from the Frauds and Dax^ers of the Devil, and from the Blindnefs they 
are in, that their Souls may be favM. And then tlie Religious Men 
fung in Honour of the Crofs, the Hymn Vexilla Regis. Next die Father 
Vicar faid Mafs on au Altar there ereded, being the firft that was 
ever faid in that Country, to the Honour and Glory of .our Almighty 
Lord God, and for the Extirpation of the -Devil and all Idolatry . And 
he preached to that Purpofe, and fome contefsM and communicated. And 
as foon as the Mafs was laid, the General, for a more abfo!ute Token 
and Memorial of PofleiBon, caused a large Tree to be trimmed, and on 
it caused a very high Crofs to be made, and on it placed the.'mcft Holy 
Name of our Lord JESUS CHRIST. J. N. R: I. And under 
it, Pbilifjpus Stcuvius Rex Hifpanifrum. Of all which, I John de //- 
qttiveU Royal Secretary to this Navy and Admiral Ship, do give Affida- 
V t and true Ttflimony, that it was fodone as is faidL Then follows 
£/^»mrs SublcriptioQ. 
Four Days after, Sarmiento^ . in the Vice* Admiral's Boat, with the Pi* 
lot5« PaHos zud Lamero, and ten Sailors and Soldiers, with Muskets, 
Bucklers and Swords, and four Days Provifion, fet out of this Port to 
dilcover the Channels they faw, that, they might not endanger the Ships« 
Going out by the Ridges of Rocks, he run along theGulph, dole to 
the Shore, all which lie obferv'd, and founded theHarbours, giving Names 
to them and the Mountains, according to their Shapes, fuch as ^gar^ 
Loaves, Pitchers, Guinea Peppers, and the like. He obferv*d the Trees, 
the Plants and the Birds. At one Place on the Shore he found feveral 
Trafts of People, and two Poniaids or fuch Weapons made of Bone, with 
a Crofs on the Handles, near a fmall Stream of frefh Water, whofe 
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Sands arc Red, and therefore he call'd it the Red- River ^ which falls into 
a Harbour, and that alfo took the fame Name. They faw abundance of 
Fifti, and among the Shells thrown up by the Sea, vaft Quantiri::s of 
Oyftcrs and Muflels, and in thofc that were left upon the Rocks above the 
\Vater, great and fmall Pearls, fome Grey, others White. This Sjrt of ^^^^.f- J-, 
Fifh, at certain Times, the Shells being firft open, gape with their Mouths, rpjr'J fcr 
and receive the pure and fubftantial Dew, which, as it were, impregnates Hunrcr 
them with Pearls, which are in Colour anfwerable to the Nature of the * ^ * 
Dew* If they receive it pure, they -produce them white j if diflurb'd, 
they are of a Dark,for other Muddy Colours. Sanmento defcribes the Vex- 
ation that tormefited him and his Men ; for being eager to fatisfy their 
Hunger with Oyllers and Muffels, and they being unfit to Eat, because of 
dieHardnefsofthofePeails they found in them, they threw them away, 
Gurfing the Inventors of putting a Value on thole Productions, or Hprny* 
ncffes of Filhcs, which Nature had trebly hid in the Waters of t he Sea^ 
in Shells, and in theFifh it felf. They faid, that true Wealth confifted 
in tame Cattl;^, Fruit, and Corn brought up by Tillage, as they had in 
Spain ; for that precious Obflacle to feeding, then not valu'd, depriving 
tlieoi of the Suflenance of the Shell-Fifh, and being forcM to live ten 
Days on the Provifion they brought for four, the Fail made them all Phi- 
lofophers. From this Red liaibour, he was obliged to return to the Ships 
left m that of the Rofarj\ no Day pafling without violent Storms; when 
they had run backward, and forward, above 76 Leagues, landing on Iflands, 
and taking Pofleflion of them. They were Fruitful and Habitable, but till 
then UntillM and Defart. From a very high Hill, he difcover d the main 
Chane!^ which runs out into the great Ocean, and fo many other Chan- 
nels and fmall Iflands, that they could not be reckoned up in a long Time. 
Whilft he (laid, he founded Harbours, Deeps, Channels, Creeks, Inlets, 
Flats, Roads and Bays, making Draughts of, and giving them Names. 
He fettled the Latitude, and certain Courfe to be fleer'd, in the Prefence, 
and with the Opinion of the Pilots, Seamen, and Soldiers, in order to re- 
concile thofe difagreeing Perfons by examining all that were prefent. 

Here the Vice- Admiral began to caivl, faying. They were imbay*d, and y. j. 
that it wasimpoflible to hold on their Voyage tliat Way ; and would have • ^ / ^-V 
quitted his Admiral, as he did afterwards. From Red-Port thty held on ^"^^ -^ 
their Courfe, trying thofe in other Iflands. Sarmhixto came to a Bay, ^^!^j^^^ 
which hecairdSl FrancU\ where, as they were taking their Station, a ^^y^ ^^^'^ 
Soldier fired a Piece at fome Birds, and in Anfwer to the Gun, certain *^^^'^'^' 
Indians^ Titzx a Mountain, on the other Side of the Bay, gave horrid 
Shouts. By the firft Noife, the Spaniards thought it had been made by Sea- 
Wolves, tin they difcover'd the nailed Red Bodies. They afterwards Paivted 
found the Reafcn of that Colour, for they daub'd themfelves from the Indians* 
Head to the Feet with a glutinous Red-Earth. Sarvnento took feme of 
his Company into a Boat, and coming to a Thicket, found them in the 
clofeftof the Tree?, without any other Cloathing but that Clay as Red as 
Blood. Only one old Man, who talked to, and commanded, and was 
oI^y'd.by them, appeared covered with a Clcak of the Skins of Sea 
Wolves. Fifteen Youths came out upon the open Shore, near the Se.i- 
and drawing uear, with peaceable Demonfcra'ion^, very earneftly ix)inte'> 
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lifting up their Hands towards the Place where the Ships reinainM. Th^ 
iJ^jnMi/f/did the lanie. The Jwrf/j?/! came c!ofe^ and Snrmknto giving 
theaitwo Towels and a Night-cap, lor he had nothing elfe then, and the 
Pilots lome oiber Trifle?, they were well pIcasM. They gave them Wine, 
M'hich they tailed and then threw away. They eat oF the fiisket, lutall 
this did net fatisfy them ; for which Reafon, and becaufe they avere on an 
open Shore, in Danger of lofing the Boat, they retuni'd to their Station, 
making Signs to the Indhns to goto the Boat. They did fo, and Sarmien-' 
to polled two Sentinels for the more Security, then forcibly feiz'd one of 
the Indiam for an Inteipreter, put him into his Boar, embrac'd him loving- 
ly^ cloathM and fed him. This Place he call'd, Tf:e Point of Peo^le^ as 
tieing the firft where he found any. Thence he proceeded to Three fmall 
lilands, lying in a Triangle^ and lay there. They went on, taking 
Draughts of the Lands, and being before a very craggy Country^ the In-- 
Jian who had never ceas'd fhedding Tears, throwing c AT a Shirt they had 
put him on, leapM over-board, and fwam away. They held on their Way,, 
^uite weary of feeing fo many Iflands, containing /I range Productions of 
Nature, but without any Inhabitants. Only in one of them, which they 
C2\l%TbeCIefi Jlock^ near a deep Cave, they found much Traft of Men*s. 
Feet, and the whole Skeleton of a Man or Woman. They went on thence 
with Storms through incredible Solitudes, which it would be too much to 
defcribe, tho* our Defign were tt) treat only of this Voyage. At another 
Land, where they arrived full of Uncertainty, as it were by Accident, 
in the Bay they called, Our Lady of Guadalupe^ thinking, to difcover whe-

along on the Water, and in it five Indians^ who getting to the Shore, left 

the/VM^i//»,and ran up a Mountain in a Confler nation. The Pilot went 

into the Pirnguq^ with four Soldiers, and the Boat proceeded further. 

Coming to another Point, wher« they thought there were more People, 

J Cottage ^^^ on'y fl-und a low round Cottage, made of Polei,, and covered with 

and what broad Barks of Trees, and the ^ns of Sea* Wolves. In it were litile 

in it. Baskets, Sheli-Fifh, imalJ Nets, and Bones for Sticking of Fifb, likeHarp^ 

ing Irons, and Scrips full of that Red £anh wherewith they dye their 

Bodies, inflead of Cloaths. This is all the Gayity and Habit they ufe, 

inflead of the Gold and Silks wof n in the Courts of Princes. Sarmiento 

left the Phi7gu(r^ and returned to the Shirs with only the Boat, becaufe his 

Provifions were fpent. In this fmall VefTel, and a Brigantine, he found 

newly built by his Company, whilft they were viewing thofe moft defart 

Iflands, with the Advice of the Vice-Admiral, he went from the Red 

Hnrhour^ and finding no other fafe for the Ships, retum'd to the fame. 

Then in the BoatcallM Nuejlra Scnora de Guta^ or Our Lady of the Guide ^ 

he went, away to make Tryal of the Mouth which appear M to the Eafl- 

&iare of ^"^ard under a rhighty long Ridge of Snowy Mountains, fo various, that 

feveral ^^1 ^^^ f^"^^ Tops covered with white, others with blew,, and others 

Colours. ^'^^'^ ^^3ck Sno v/. Sarmiento calls that the Continent. There is no Num- 

|)er of the IHands he took Pofleflion of, and thofe he difcover'd, being in-- 
accefEble in other Archij^elagosy from the Top of a Mountain riling above 

thofo 
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thole about it^ and cover'd with blew Snow, which he compares to the 
Colour of the Tvrky Stones. This Heifiht he call'd ^m/o Nittvo^ that is. New 
Tear^ becaufe he found it on the tirft Day of the Year, 1 580. He left no 
Saints Name, or the Refemblance of any natural Thing, but what he ap- 
ply 'd todiftinguifh thofe Iflands he toiIchM at, ereding CrofTes on them all, 
and writing as hedid in the firft. He fawMen, only in thefe here mention 'd. 

He ran again in his Boat through thofe Seas, where Nature feem'd to fet 
up new Iflands every Day ; and Anchored in a Harbour, where, avnong iShrmiPn- 
bther Precautions fcr Navigation, lie drew a Meridian Line on the Earth, xo\ Indit- 
and mark'd the Magnetick Needles, refrefliing them by touching^ again, /r;, 
becaufe they had received fome Damage by the Storms and Damps.' How 
weak a Guide have Men for mighty Enterprizes ! He profecuted Iiis Dif* 
<x>very of little Iiland>, and taking PolTeflion ; and obferv'd an Eclipfe for the 
Benefit of Navigation, in the Port of Mifcricordiafiv Mercy ^zs he iiam'd it. 
The Vice* Admiral not coming to him, he fuppos'd he was return^ to 
JLf/iM, however he waited for him ten Days, and five more in another newly 
difcover'd,and calPd^ Nnejlra Senora de la Canielatia^ or Our Lady ofCan^ 
dlemof ^thrct Leagues from the other. This Time having been agreed upon 
between them to expedl one another, which when expir'd,each was to make 
the bed of his Way into Sfain\ Sarmiento btiug ppiitive^ contrary to the 
Opinion of the Pilots, that there was the Streight oS^M^geUah. 

On St. 4gves^s Day he Anchored at the liland which forms that Harbour, 
for which Keafon he gave it that Saint's Name. From the Ridge of a 
Hill, which hangs bending like a Bow over a River, he j:erceiv*d five Na^ 
tive Indians^ who with Cries and Signs defired him to come to them ; 
tiie Sprtiiidrds anfwering them in the fame Manner, the Indians held up a Indians h 
white Scarf, and our Men^'another. When they were come down to the Srgns Jbaw 
Shore, they feem*d to requefl they would draw near. Sarmiento fent tbatDrzYt 
them bis Enfign, and the Pilot Ferdinand Jlonfo^ with only four Men, that paf^dthat 
they might not fear ; however they durft not come near the Boat. One jfr^y^ 
t)f our Men went aihore, and yet they would not truft him, yet drawing 
nearer becaufe he was alone, he gave ihem Chaquiras^ that is^ Glafs*6eads, 
Hawks-Bells, Combs, Ear-Rings, and Hempen-Cloth. Obferve what 
mighty Defigns were couch'd under thofe Childifh Gifts* Then the En- 
fign and Pilot came afhore, cheriihing and giving them other Toys, and 
ihow'd them what every Thing was for, by applying it to the Ufe be- 
fore them. This pleas'd them eictreamly, as did fome little Linnen Flags, 
or Bannors, our Men carry ^d« made of narrow Slips of Fi^7iri& Linnen, 
Canvas, and SUeJia Cloth. This made Sarmiento judge that they had be^ 
fore feeu Europeans^ and they, without being ask'd, (ignifyM by intelli- 
gible Tokens, that two Ships like ours had pafs'd that Way, or were 
llill thereabouts, pointing to the South Eafl, and in them bearded Men, 
clad and afm'd after the fame Manner. This was the firft Intelligence 
they found of the EngUjb Ships under Drake. The Indians with fmiling 
Countenances promis d to come again. They went up the Land, and our 
Men aboard the Ship, which not being far off, Sarmiento came afhorc to 
take PofTeffion, with the ufual Religious and Civil Ceremony. 

The next Day the En/ign and Ferdinand Jlonfb were with lix Soldiers by 
•break of Day in the Harbour, carrying a conficferable Quantity of Toys, ro 
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gain the Afl'edior.s of the Natives, V' ho came alfb; but ivould not draw 




and rho' they gave cur Men many Blows and Bangs, ftruggling to get loofe^ 
they could not prevail, and yet were very llrong. The Spaniards put up all 
that they might get them to the Ship, where iSlifw//^72/o received, and treat- 
ed them Coufco jfly. They Eat and Drank, and Kindnefs fa far prevailed, 
that they laid afide all Fear, and Laughed. Being fhow'd the narrow Slip^ 
of Linnen, thty pointed wiih their Hands to a Bay, where the Ships had 
Anchored, with the bearded People, who had Arrows, and Partefans. One 
of them (how^d two, and another one Wound they had receivM fighting 
againfl the Men of that Fleet. 
Vice-Jd^ The Vice- Admiral was now gone back to Chile ^ and among other Acci- 
miral re- ^^"'^ which happened in his Return,he was wont to tell,that being come to 
turns to ^^^ Wand Mocha^ he fent his Boat thither to ask fome fupply of Provifions, 
Chile *°^ underftanding how Friendly they behav'd themfelves towards Drakc^ 

and that the Hatred thofe People bear the Spaniards might be an Obiftacle to 
him, his Meffengers, by Order, concealM their being fuch, pretending they 
were Lutherans. The Wanders gave Credit to the Fidion, being defirous^ 
He de-^ to gain Friends, for preferving of their Liberty. Accordingly they fent thent 
ceives the Flelb, Bread, and Fruir, with a Letter, in anfwcr to theirs, the Superfcrip- 
Indians. tion thereof in Englijb run thus, To the very Magnificent Lqrds^ the Luthe- 
rans, in the South Sea. Our Men anfwer*d, That fince.they ^ad fupplied 
them with fuch plenty of Provifions, they defir*d tl.ey would come and par- 
take. About 30 of the Prime Caciques accepted of the Invitation, and came 
very Joyfully, in a Canoe ^ to our Ship. No fooner were they Aboard, than 
the Vice-Admiral, not regarding their Complaints, gave order toloofe the 
Sails, which were ready, and carry'd them away Prifoners to Chile. Some 
things that befell him, might juftify his deferring his Superior, but they 
mufl be left to thofe who write a particular Hiftory of thofe Actions. 
Sormiento ^^ return to Sarviiento. In the aforefaid Port of Candelaria^ or Candle^ 
trefs^d to ^'^/^» ^^^ Pilots prefs'd him hard, with Intreaties and Proteflations, to do 
£0 tack. ^^ ^^^ Vice- Admiral had done, reprefenting how much his Men were har- 
* rafs'd, and his Ship difabied, and that he had done more than all the Dif^ 
coverers before him. That they wanted Anchors, Cables, and Rigging; 
that the ^inds opposed him^ without which it was impoffil le to proceed. 
This was a Dangerous Tryal, becaufe amidfl the Complaints, and almoil 
Threats of the Pilots, there was a mixture of Flattery, commending him, 
for that no other Difcoverer had ventured fo far; fo that Sarmicnto was no 
HeU refo^ j^f^ movM by their Praifes than by their Anger. However he bore up 
lute^ and againft both, and feverely checked the Pilots : Who knows but he might 
£oes on. conceal the fame Fears they urg'd? And in fliort, he appear'd fo Refolute 

againfl all they could fay,that he brought them to his Beck. He failed thence, 

keeping the Channel,and aboutaLeague to the South-Eafl,theii2rf/tf»j(how*d 

him thi way the Bearded Men took, of whom, after killing many, they, as 

was afterwards known, fav'd one Catherine^ and a Boy, \Mi\y Englijb^ who 

Jiccount of fliU liv'd among thofe wild Beads, which they were more like than Ratio- 

Dxake'i nal Creatures. Somewhat farther in another Ifland, which the Indians 

Pr^pge. hid was call'd Vuchachailguaj full of extraordinary high grey Rocks, the 

bearded 
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bearded Men again fought the Natives without Succefs. They went on to 

another Ifland Nam'd CapUloilgu.i^ on the Coaft calPd Cajr/iyxaxiiJgiia. 

Sarmhnto did not change the Ancient Names of Countries, when he could 

learn them. They were fufficiently difmay'd in the next they came at, 

thinking they were Imbay'd ; but prefently after they took Heart again, at 

the Sight of the Channel, which begins at the Mouth called Xjuhegua^zvd 

it widened, biinging them out to a mod (pacious Sea^ hill of thouiands of 

Iflands. Pafling by, in Sight of one of them, they perceivM high Smokes; 

and the Captive Indians began to Weep, and they law it was tor Fear of 

the Natives, exprefling that they were Giants, and fought dcfperately. Our 

Men encouraged them, giving them to undeiflaixl that they (hould be sbie 

to deal wirh thofe People, They went alhore on that Country, which is 

caird Ihqiaciifgua. S^nmicnto alter'd it, in Honour of the Crofs lie Several 

ei'eded there, calling it, the Illand of the CroTs, There he faw Abundance IJlznds. 

of Whales, Wolves, and other Sea-Monfters, and great Clods of Snow, on 

the Waves. He made ready his Cannon, and (mail Arms, providing 

againfl loth Pirates and Natives, for he expelled to find the Euglifi pofieN 

fed of the Land. From that Time he flood upon his Guard, and no Man 

quitted his Arms. They went on to a third Ifland, which is the biggefl, 

heard Humane Voices, and faw fome Piraguas^ with the People that cry*d 

cut, who were eroding from one Ifland to another. ^ Our Men drew near 

in the Boat to take a View, and all of them put into a clean Harbour, 

whence they difcover'd a Tawn, not Barbarous, but Decent and Lofty, like 

ours in Eur of e^ and abundance of People, who having funk the Piraguas^ Populous 

and Handing on the Mountains, with their Arms in their Hands, caliM to Ijlands. 

our Men from a Wood, to Land, as ours did them to drav/ near the Sea. 

Among the Trees appearM many more of thofe lilanders, with Bows and 

Arrows, as if they intended to tall oiu This made our Mendifcharge fome 

Muskets at them, the Noife whereot fo tcrrify'd the Indian Women, that 

they fet up hideous Shrinks, and therefore the Spaniards foxbore Firing, 

for fear of Icflng all hopes cf gaining their AfleAions. By this time the 

Ship which had been Cruizing up and down, came into the Harbour. 

Sarmiento made a Gun ready, and the Boat came Aboard, Towing a Pira^ 

^na after it. Having writ the Inftrument of PofleiQion, tho'he had not 

mquir'd into the Government of the Inhabitants oF that great Town, he 

Landed on the Shore, whence is difcover'd a vafl high Mountain, all white 

with aged Snow, and encompafsM with Rocks. Ancient Relations call'd 

it Or/jnra's Bell, he being oneofilf/r^e/if^ifi's Companions. He Saird on 

to $4 Degrees Latitude, at the Point he call'd of S. Ifidorns^ Near to it the 

Natives call'd out to him, and coming up to our Men, EmbracM them la* traSahle 

miliarly. Sarviiento^ befides Hawks- Bels, and other Toys, fent them Bisket Indians. 

^nd Flefh from the Ships. They fat down toConverfe, by Signs, with the 

£nfign, the Pilot, and Eight other Chriflians, ligniiying, that they were 

pleas'd with their Friendfhip, and thofe rich Gifts ; and gave fuch confufe 

Tokens of the Englijb having pafsM that way, as the others had done^ 

Then they returned to their Huts, and the Admiral having taken Pofleflic ii, 

and found the Latitude to be 5^ Degrees, and 40 Minutes, advanc'd in fight 

of the Coafl, which eight Leagues from thence lies flat with the Sea, and 

forms a Shore of white Sand. Before he came to it he Difcover'd a pro* 

digious high burning Mountain) coverM with Snow 3 where the Fire and 
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the Snow lecm, out of natural Courrefy, to Refpeft one another, and to 
confine within themfelves their Force, aiul Effefts; for neither is the one 
Qfjcnch*d, nor the other Melted by their near Neighbourhood* Tlie Chan- 
flcl carry 'd him to the Point he calPd of S. Amie^ in 5; Degrees and a half 
©f Latitude. He took pofieflion, and rais'd a heap of Stones, at the Foot of 
a Crols, and left a Letter written with Charcole-Duft, which he thought 
incorruptible, in the Shards of an Earthen Veffel, well Pitch'd, among thofe 
Stones. In it he declared to all Nations, That thofe Lands and Seas be* 
Jong^d to the King oiSfain^ and by what Title he held them. In the fame 
Letter, he left Orders tor his Vice- Admiral, to return to Pern^ and give 
^ . the Viceroy an Account of all that h3ppen*d,till they d i fcover*d the Streigh n 

indianlVc* The Ship UeerM off with the Ebb, and the Irdians when it was gone came 
fcnts. down with their Wives and Children, and a Prefent of great pieces of Sea 

Wolves, ilinking Meat, Sea Foul, called Jlfmnos^ which are White and 
Teliowifh, Murtina^ a fort of Fruit like Cherries, and bits of Flint, bor^d 
diiocigh and Painted, in a fmall Box of Gold and Silver. Being askM^ 
what that was for, and they anfwering. To fttike Fire^ one of them took 
fome Feathers he brou^t, and with them lighted it, as if it were Tinder. 
A little before, when CMir Men made a Fire to melt the Pitch, for fecuring 
the Veffel the Letter was in, which was left (loppM at the Foot of the 
Crols, the Flame fpread i^n the Mountain, and xiis^d a Smoke. The In** 
dians believing they were Fires made by thofe fo much dreaded Enemies of 
theirs, went away- and could not be iloppM by any means ; nor was their 
Fear groundlefs, for they anfwer*d immediatly in the opponte Ifland, with 
great Smokes. The River which fiiills into the Sea at the Point Sarwicnto 
eaird S. Jobn^s\ and the Streight dividing thefe IHands, which is the vc« 
17 Old one of Magellan^ lookM and fought after with (o much Danger, he 
•aamM of The Mother cf^oi/, changing its firft Appellation, that through 
this Devotion (he may obtain of her Son the Salvation of thofe numberlefs 
Provinces, extending the Voice of his Gofpel to them, that it might reach 
the Ears of fo many Souls,itioll of which are Ignorant of their own Immor-^ 
tality, without knowing any more than common Nature has taught them; 
Toffejion Satmlcnto was (b well pleased with having thus eXpref^^d his Devotion^ 
tckcn. that when he return^ to Spain^it intreated the King^ to direA that Streight 

to be generally fo called, and his Majedies Orders. The Poffeflion of this 

fi> remarkable Place was taken with extraordinary Joy, inferring in the 

Inflrument the Claule oiFojptJUxander the (Sth's Bull, the Title that gives 

the Kings otCafiile^ and the Limits ailigned by the Line he drew through 

both the Poles of the ^orld, as Gods Vicar. F. Guairamiro faid Mafs^ 

and they all heard it devoutly^ coniidering it was thefirft offered up in 

chat Place by Man to his Creator. It was intended as a Tbanl^fgiving, and 

they all took Courage to undertake any difficult Enterprize. They faw the 

TraekofTigers, and lions, and alfo White and Grey Parrots, with Red 

Heads; and they heatd the fweet Notes of Goldfinches, and other Bird?. 

Holding on their Courfe along the Channel, with cxceiffive Jjot Weather, 

they came into a Bay, that was coverM with white Weeds, and Anchored 

at the Point, on which a Company of Giants immediatly appeared, who 

cali'd ot:t to them, lifting up their Hands Unarm'd ; our Men imitated 

their A^ions^ which denoted Peace on both fides. They being come to 

?!?.^ Bfxit^ which was Guarded by ten Musketeers, tJic Eniign leap*d Aihorf, 

with 
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vith tour others. The Giants made Signs to him to lay down his Leading- 
Staff, and then they withdrew, to the place wl:ere they had hid their 
Eows and Arrow5. The tnfign did as they direfted, and ihen lhew*d them 
the Toys and Gifts he defignM for them. This withheld them, but ftill 
rhey were jealous^ wherefore our Men fuppofing their jealoufy proceeded 
from what they had fufler'd before, and f^uefiing they had received fome ^g/jw/ 
dammagc from the Evglifa Pyrate, to be the bctfer enform'd of it, ten of y^^^^ 
o'jr Men fell upon one of the Giants, whom they tool^ ; but had enough to * 

do to fccure him. Thtf others running to their Arms, returned fo cjuick 
upon the S^aninrds^ that they had fcarce time to get into their Boat. Tiiey 
Ihot their Arrows, which flying thick^ and ouf Men taking care to avoid 
them, they dropt two Muskets. The Steward of the Ship was (hot in the 
Eye with an Arrow. The Indian they took was z Giant even among the 
other Giants^ and the Relation fays, he lofiik'd to them like one of the Cy- 
clop. Other Relations aflfure us, each of thefe Giants is above three 
Yards high, and they are proportionably fpread and brawny. Being 
brought into the Ship, he was extraordinary txielancholy, and tho' they 
offer d him the befl they had to Eat, he would take nothing all that Day. 
They fet Sail, eroding Chan nels, 'and pafliilg by Iflands, in moil of which 
they faluted them with Sitiokes. In thft narrt)wcft Part, which tliey called 
ell Our Lady of Grace ^ through which they nauft pafs of Neceflity, and is Othtr 
in 53 Degrees and a half Latitude^ Sarmiento was of Opinion, Forts might Indians. 
be erefted on the two Capes to fecure the PalTage. They made hafle thro' 
ir, and again faw the Natives on another Point of Land, calling out, and 
fbaking their Cloaks, or Woolly Blankets. SarviUnto went to them with 
eighteen Soldiers, Only four hidiam appcarM with Bows and Arrows, and 
making Signs of Peace with their Hands, faid, JT/Z/^fer, which, as was after- 
wards known, figfiifies Brothers. They polled themfelves on a rifing 
Ground, and when the Spaniards were landed, made Signs to them for one 
of our Men to come to them. One went unarm'd, with fome Gifts, as 
Glafs-Bead5,Hawks-BelsandComb5,which they received pointing to him to 
go down again. He did fo, and the £nfign went up in his (lead, obliging 
(hem with other Prefents. They accepted of them, and yet neither they, 
nor any Courteiie could difpel their Jealoufie. Sarmiento left them, to 
avoid provoking them, and going up tne Mountain andther way, to view 
the Ridge^ Plains, and Channels, the four Archers appear'd before him, 
and without any Provocation receivSl, but on the contrary after receiving 
the aforefaid Gifts, they furioufly afFaulted our Men, wounding the Gene«^ 
ral with two Arrows in the Side, and betwixt his Eyes; and another Sol- 
dier had an Eye put out. The reft of the Spaniards covering themfelves 
v/ith their Bucklers ran at them, but the Giants fled up the Country fo 
fwiftiy, that a Mufket Ball would fcare over-take them. This A^ion 
feems to verifie the Cowardice the Authors of Fabulous Books, commonly 
call*d Romances^ afcribe to their Giants. Sarmiento viewM the Land, call'd 
it Nueftra Senora del ValU^ or Our Lady, of the Vale^ difcovering betwixt 
two fpacious Ridges, fome delightful Plains, numerous Towns, lofty Build-- 
iHg5, Towers and Pinacles, and to his Thought fimptuous Temples of fp 
Majeilick an Appearance, that he fcarce bfcliev^d his own Eyes^ and judgW 
it an imaginary City. 

The End of the Third Booh 
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BOOK. IV. 

THESE Endeavours us^d by Spah to fhut out the Monflers of 
Herefy, difpeird the Dread fprcad abroad by Drake^ and his 
Example in the North and South Seas. And fince his com- 
ing toTernate^ oblig'd us to write all thcfe Particulars, we 
could not, once they began to have any Place in this Relation, 
forbear making it pcrfeft by delivering the Succefs of them. A compleat 
Hiftory is the Wjtnefs of Times, the Light of Truth, the Life of Alemo* 
jy^ and in fine the Miftrefs of Life. Therefore, to perform the Duty in- 
cumbent on it from fuch important Employments, it is not to fpare any 
~ix)table Digredions; efpecially when they deviate but little from the main 
Sublet, and have fome Connexion vath it. This here is due to a mofl 
prudent A dlion of King Pbilip lid. and his Miniflers; and ifaows his Ca~ 
-tholick Indignation againfl Se^aries, and his Zeal foi: preferving the 
•Faith rul of his /u^;Vx untainted, and improving the Difpofirion in the Souls 
of Idolaters, towards drawing them to the Faiih. It demonArates how he 
compafs'd the whole World by gleans of his Commanders, thai he might 
introduce the faid Faith in all Corners thereof : to the Reputation of his 
Watchlulnefs inthe Service of thisMiflical Empire, which is now Mili- 
tant, in order to its being Triumphant. - For this Reafon it is abfolutely 
Ncceffary,not to* conceal &irw/rw/o*s Refolution, nor toleave hiiii in ihcfc 
remote Seas, till we have brought him back to Sp^ihi^ and then we will re* 
turn to the Molucca lllarids^ which were in the mean while Uify about 
th( ic own Dedrutflion*

Sarmiento did not go up to the great Cwy he dilcuvei^d at a Didance^ 
bccaufe he would not depart from his Ship, to which he returned, leaving 
us Hill deOrous to be throughly fatisli'd ot fo itrange a Thing. By the 
Way he found two extraordinary long Cloaks, or Barbarian Blankets, 
wade of Sheep-Skins with the Wooll on, and a pair of Shoes made ot raw 
Hides to bind about the Feet, which the hidinns coulJ not carry off, thro* ^^^ # 
the fearful Precipitation of their Flight. They continuM their Difcovery, ^^ V 
and the Wind obliged them to ftrike over to the Southern Coaft^ five *^ • 
Leagues diftant from Our Lady of the Vale : and tlio* the cold V inds blew, 
they found this Country more Temperate tlian the others. It is inhabited 
by proper People, has wild and tame Cattel, and Game, as was declared 
by Pbilify fo they call'd an Indian they brought over, in Honour to King 
Ibilif. It produces Cotton, a certain Sign of its being Temperate ; and 
Cinnamon, by them call'd Galea. The Air is very fercne, and the Stars 
appear bright, fo that they are plainly to be d^ferv'd, lay^d down, and 
defcrib'd. Sarmiento fays it is ufeful in thofe Parts to obferve the Crozier^ 
which is ?o Degrees above the Jntartick Pole, and that he made ufe of it, 
for taking of Latitudes, as we do in our Hemifphere of the North Star^ Ohjervati^ 
the' with another Sort of Computation. And in Regard that the Crozier onsfor 
does not ferve all the Year, he fought out another Polar Star^ nearer to Sailort. 
the Pole^ of a ihorter Computation, but general and perpetual ; and he 
us'd fuch InduAiy, that he difcover'd, and afceriain'd it by Obfervations^ 
and Experiments of feverai clear Nights, He fettled the Stars in the Crozi^ 
rr, and two other Crozier s^ and tivo other Polar Stars^ which take a very 
fmall Conr.pafs ; this he did for the common Benefic of curious Sailors* 
Kotwithdanding all thefe Tokens, and the Incouragement of humane Cu- 
riofityt no Man has ever gone to thofe Towns, which had fuch proiTiifing 
Signs of Civility j tho' thofe rude Giants did not feem to conlirm thofe 
Appearances of a well-fettled Country* Sarmiento ran along the Streight, 
never ceafingto found, and lay it down till he came to a Cape, he caliVJ, oarmiento 
OftbcHolyQhoJl, from wliich to that of the Virgin Mary, there are no ^f^^^^^^*o 
teagues/rom the South to the North Sea, Here they began to order their y^^ *^orth 
Courfe with due Difference. They faw Whales, and on the Shores, *^* 
Thickets of feverai unknown Plants. They ran thro^ Storms and Dan- 
gers, furprizing even to fuch experienced Sailors as they were. They all 
vowM Offerings to Churches, Alms, and Pilgrimages to Places of Devo* 
tion in Sfain^ with other folemn Eegagements, on which fearfu! Mortals 
in Danger, devoutly ground and encourage their Hopco, The Tcmpeft • 
ceased, and on the z%i\\ dl Mnrch^ about Midnight, Sarviiento faxv a low 
while Rainbow, opjx)fite to the Moon, which was moving againfl it 5 
and it was occaiion*d by Repercuflion of l^r Rays, which tell by Refra<Iti- 
on en the oppofite Clouds. He fays. That neither he noi any other Per- 
fon, ever faw, heard^ or read of the like; but by his good Leave, in ^Z- 
herieui Fefpnfiw^s Epitome of Voyages, we read that the fame happened in 
the Year itoi, in that fame Place, where both of them taking the Sun*s 
Altitude, they found him in 25 Degrees large, which is as good as ij 
League?* This Day they were within the Tropick of Capicom. Pro- 
ceeding foiward, they loft their Reckoning, and the Hopes of recovering 
<t| for Want of Maihematical Inftruments 5 but on the firft of yipril^ 
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1580, at Night, ihey difcoverM, awd obferv'd thr Polar -Si ar of the 
Jnchovi at '^^^^"S'^ ^" ^^ Degrees ; and pn the loth of the fame Month, they faw the 
tbcKlmd ^^*"^of ^he Jfccniion^ at eight Leagues Difiance* Thejr anchor^ there, 
Afcei^ion ^^*^"^ VVater, and faw leveral CfofiTes, ereded by fome lortugiiefes^ who 
• in their Xszj to India ^ were caft away there by a Storm, and tlie ^iving^ 
out of Devotion, fet them up on the Graves of thofe that dy 'd* On one of 
them they found a Board nail'd, with this Infcription. Don John de CafteJ 
KodiigtOyCommodorCy arrived berg wiib five India Sbifs^ on the \ith of 
May^ 1 576. Near to it, Sarmhnto fet up another, as a Memorial, that 
, thefirft Ship coming from Per r^, touch d there, having pafs'dthro* the 
Sireight from the South to the North- Sea, on the King's Accoiait, with 
the CXx:aiion of his Voyage. This Ifland abounds in Sharks, which are 
Sea-Moofters, Fifli, and a Son of fuch greedy and troublefome Fowl, that 
they make at whatlbever they fee. They took the Enfigns Hat off his 
Head, to fnatch away a Letter he had Iluck in it. He fav'd his Hat, by 
clapping up his Haiul immediately, but loft the Letter, which they puii'd 
away by Force \ and afterwards they faw a Fray in the Air, the others 
endeavouring to take it from that Harpy, which firft fnatchM it away» 
Thi& Illand lies iu 7 Degrees and a half oi South Latitude, and it is ve^ 
xy obferveabk, that tho^ the Spaniards were very attentive to their Com-* 
rafs, and took Ui noany Precautions for their Security^ yet fuch was the 
force of the feveral Currents, that when they thought they were 60 
Leagues UomPtrnawhuco £aft and Weft, at the River of Virtues^ on the 
Coaft oi Brazil^ they found themfelves 400 Leagues to the Eaft ward ^ to 
(hat the Currents deceived, and drove them 340 Leagues from the Point 
they had fettled by the Degree of Latitude. Sarmiento di^cburfes largeJy 
upon this EfTed, charging the Sea-Charts with Falfhocd, and being igno* 
lantly laid down. Dreadful TempeftsenfuM, till on the 28th of Jpril^ oa 
the Coail oj Guinea he difcover'd Sierra Liona^ abounding in Gold, and 
Blacks* Then the IHands they call dt Idoh^ and beyond them thofe of 
Vixagaos^ inhabited by flout Black Archers, who (boot poifon^d Arrows, 
wherewith, fuch as are wounded, prefently dye raving. On the 8th of 
May they all >eil fick on the Coail of Guinea^ of Fevers, Lamenels, Swel- 
lings, and Impoflhuoiations in their Gums, which in that Country prove 
!Mortal, by Reafon of the Eicceflive Heat, and then for Want of Water ; 
but Heaven rehevM them with feafonable Rain. Wlien they laboured 
to make the 1 Hands of Cabo Verde for fome Refrefhment, the Winds drove 
them off. They bore up without finding Land, or any Ship, till on the 
7,idoi May ^ being in 1$ Degrees 40 Minutes of North latitude, they 
defcry M twci SaiL Sarmiento believed they had beea Pdrtuguefei^ and was ' 
defirous to make up to ha^e them ; but upon better Obfervation perceiv^d^ 
the one was a Tall Ship, the other a Sloop, both of them Frencb^ who 
purfuM and endeavoui d to get to Windward of liim. The Sloop came 
Ibremoil to view our Ship, wiiich made good its Advantage* When they 
were come in Sight of the Ifland of Santiago^ the Frevcb held up a Nake4 
Sword, and then £rVl lome Shot. The Spaniards anfwer'd with their 
Muskets, which was then done by both Sides, and feveral Frencb Men fell, 
tho* on our Side never a Man was killed, but fome wounded, and then 
they fled more fwiftly than thev had purfu'd, Thofe on the Illand beheld 
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iiicli!:4:iv«-.iitDr, and thinking it had been Counterfeit, and both the Ships 
/ cVci, they flirrM not out to Succour either. When the Pirate was 
quittj fled, zCar/ivelof Jlgarvc wiv^d coming from Portugal^ which dif- 
covery thePirate*s Name, and Strength ; declaring he had 8s Men in the 
Sliip, and 25 in the Sloop, and among them a Portuguefe Pilot. I'hat he 
had plundered four other Ship5, and the faid Caravel^ at Cape Blanco^ on 
the Coafi of J [rick j and at the Iflaod of May^ not tar from Santiago^ had 
funk another Caravilj belonging to the Royal Navy, which was failing 
for Brazil^ in order 10 People Paraguay ; where the Evglijb had of late. 
Years built Towns, intermarrying with, and being attraSei by the Love, 
and Children they had by the TaPujtr Indian Women. 

. Sarmicnto Landed at Cabo A'irip/the CuHom-Houfe of which City yearly q-^,,- 
is wofth to the King rocooo Ducats. There are always in it zocco Blacks, ^^ r ^t 
becaufe of the fettled Trade for them. Before he Anchor 'd,there came Boats Vw-je 
fipum the Shore; to view his Ship, and he telling them, he came from Petu^ * 

tbioqgh the Streights of MageUan^ they were amaz'd. They returned to 
give an Account to their Governor Gaffar de Jndrade^ and told him. That 
thofe diat came in the Ship, were Men of feveral Sluipes, Deformed, and 
lU-look'd, and others with Jong tangled Hair and Lod^ Thefe were fbme 
Indians of Pern and Chile. As for the Reft Sarmiento has thefe Words, 
Jls to okr being IB-look^d^ tbey did mot wrong us ^ for befides that we had 
no efeminaie Countenances^ the Powder and Sweat of our VoUeys offmall 
Sbot^ a little before^ badnot fet us of to any advantage ^ ani^ in Jbort^ 
we bad more mind tofomeWater tban to look like Beam. However,'neither 
he nor his Men went Aihore, till they had fatisfy Vi a Pratick Mafler that 
none of them were infe^ed with the Plague. The next Day they landed 
bare-Foot, in Praceflion, withCrofTes, and Images^ repairing to the Church 
of our Lady of the Rofary , where they gave Thanks, Alms, and other effe^s 
of their Vows, with extraordinary Joy ; for every Storm is fo much Ho* 
nour, when recounted in fa'b Harbour* They Ccuifefs'd, and receivM the 
Blefled Sacrament at a Mafs they had VowVl to -caufe to be faid. The 
Governor, Don Bartholomew Leytao^ EntertainVi, and made much of them^ 
tho' at firft he would not believe they had pafsM the Streight* The Sick 
were Cured, and the Ship and Boat which were much (hatt /M, re-fitted« 
The main Defign of tliis Voyage, which was to Fight Dr^tke, and provide 
the proper Defence againft the Defigns of the Ene^iy, had not been com* 
pa(>'d ; and therefore ^rmicnto^ having Fought tlie French Ship, and Sloop, 
whichappear^d again,alarming that Cmft,atid both of them iBying back with 
all fpeed, after being Shatter'd and Beaten, to the Ifland Mayo^ or otif^^ 
the common Shelter of Robbers ; He redoubled his Watchfulnefs, and went 
on to get Intelligence of the Englijb^ as weU thole that pafs'd the Streight 
with Drake ^ as of thofe new. Planters in Brazil^ or Paraguay^ as alfo c^ 
the Inclination of the Subjeds of the Crown of Portugal^ to fubmit to 
King Philip^ or Don Antony. A Pilot of Algarve informed him. That thie InteUz-- 
Year before, betwixt Jyamonte and Tavira^ two Englijb Merchants, fpea- gence be 
king of the Indies^ aflured him, thsLt Drake was gone thro* into the South receives 
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which he prcfented rj the Queen. Sne fitted out five orhcr Ships, with 
three Years Piovifion, to return to the Streiglits of M^igelhii^ to fcek out 
thofe that had been loft there ; and Drake eight more. That the firll five 
were already gone in Vecemh^ laft. That the Merchants had entrufled him* 
with that Secfetytaking him for a Portvguefe^ and who, as fuch, would not 
difcover it to the Spaniards. By the Frtnch he was informed. That as foon 
as they had brought off fome Ships with Blacks from Cafiro Fedre^ they* 
would go over to the Ifland Margarita^ and thence to the North- ward, 
firom the Ifland of Santo Domhgo to laguana^ whence they came not above 
four Months fince, Loaded with Hides, and Sugar. That they had killed 
Captain Barhudo^ in the Ifland Margarita^ in Revenge for the EvgliJI) he 
had flain. That having taken the Governor of Brazil^ they again fet him. 
4t Liberty* That all their Pilots are Portugnefe^. He was alfo told by o- 
thers who came from thence, and by Captains of Rep'Jtation, who were 
Englifli in returning thither, that in the Bay of Paraguay^ near Rio de Janeyroj which 
Paraguay, is in z» Degrees,! 2 Minutes South Latitude, there had been tor eight Years 

Jaflpaft, Colonies of Englijb among the Tapujers •^yritYi whom for the 

three lafl Years, the Portuguefe were at War, and had killed moft of thema. 

That it is fuppos'd the Natives, who are Man-Eaters, had devour 'd moft 

of thofe that fled up the Country. He pickM up other Intelligence from 

England^ concerning their Navies, their Colonies in thofe Parts, and De- 

fign of Ufurping the Molucca Iflands with all their Strength, and to render^ 

thcmfelves Invincible Maflers of the Spice* They difpatch'd a Boat, with 

. thefe Advices to the Viceroy oiPeru ; for Sdrmiento could not return him-*^ 

felf by the way of Brazil and Paraguay ^ becaufe the force of the Currents 

had drove him away into rhe Main Sea, Eafl-ward. Before his Departure, 

Sarmiento ^^ caus'd his Enfign to be Strangled, as a Traytor to his King, to the Dif- 

Sn angles honour of his Poft, and an Obftruftor of the Difcovery. Two other Sol- 

hist^fgn ^^^^s ^^ Bannifli'd, one of them from the Indies^ and fhew'd Severity to 

andPunifi^ fome of the Company, on Account of the fame Crime, which, it was be- 

es others. '^^Vd, had not been fo fully proved upon them, as is requifitc for inflifting 

the ufual Punifhment. 
Advice^ From this Port he failed to the Wcftward, till he came to the Channel 

Boatfent between the Ifland Fuego and that oi Santiago^ where one of the Ships that 
the lice" ^^^^ ^"* ^'^'h ^^ ftay'd.

Jlonfo. In thirteen Days more he pafs'd betwixt the Ifland Graciofa^ one 

of lilt Jzores, fmall, but fruitful, and populous, and that of i^. George^ In 

-., ^ which he f'aw prodigious high Fires. Thofe he afterwards found verified 

Lonjuigra- ^^ ^^^ Bifiicp, at Angraj where he reCdes. That on the firft of June that 

rr^ T f ^^"^^ ^^^"^^ ^^^^^ ^^^^ dreadful Earthquakes in the Ifland of S. George^ 
^ P 0/ Voices of Devils were heard,and among other wonderful Effefts, the Earth 
o. oeorge. Qpe^^d in three Places, whence Streams of Fire ran as far as the Sea. Thofe 

continued, and feven more broke out, cafting forth as many Rivulets of Li- 
quid Ffre •y one of which ran round an Hermitage, and nine Men running 
to fave foncc Bee-Hives from being burnt, another Mouth open'd, which 
fwallow'd feven of them, and fing*d the other two. So much Aflies fell 
like Rain upon the Earth, that it was covered a Span deep, and in fliort, all 
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the Iflar.d was on Fire Snrmhnto held on his Courfe, and on the i8th cf 

JuTjCy arriv'd at the City Jv^ra^ on the Uland Tercet j^ the Chief of the 

Jzcresj where alfo came in a Ship from the Town of Berhambuco^ and 

another from Bay a de toioi ofSantos^ lu Brazil. Thefe being afk'd. What 

they knew of the EvgliJJy^ aflurM him^ That in Novemhr liH pall there 

came five White Men, with fifteen Indian:^ who were going to IjlecSy and g^^,^ £^ 

the Portugvfe Towns by Land; and going along the Shore, they on a fud- jifh/z/Bra- 

denj at Rio de las Cuentas^ lighted upon an EngliJ}) Sloop. Seven of the 

Men were ifhore drying their Sails, and as foon as they faw the Travellers 

they fled, .The Vortugitefe per filled purfuing them; but the Englijb letting 

fly fomc Arrows, held on their Flight, two of them up the Mountiain, and 

the other five along the Coaft, till they got into the Sloop. They cut their ' 

Cables, and left behind them two large Carriages for Guns. 

The Travellers defir^d them to come aftorc, and offered them Meat, and 
all other Ncceflaries, aflTuring them they meant no Harm. They anfwei'd, 
they would not come, and fh-jwM Mufkets, Crofs-bows and Pikes, pointing 
a fmall Gun, to fire at them. It was then Ebb, and they departed fix Lea- 
gues from thence, to fail near the River de las Cuentas. That at the liland 
Cape^ pvcr*againft Giw.17;/?/, another Vortvgneft Ship, that knew nothing of 
this Sloop, lighted on it, when there were only three Englijb Men left in 
her, the reft being kill'd afliore, with Arrows by the Natives. In ihort, 
the Sloop was caft away, five Men of it being taken,, who declared, that it ^nEnglifi 
came with a Squadron of ten Ships, in which a certain great EngliJIman Squadron. 
pafsM the Streigbts of Magellan. That they returned thence Coafling a- 
Jong, to plant a Colony in the moft convenient Place for their Purpofe,.the 
Admiral having 500 Men aboard for that End. Four Hundred of them 
were Soldiers, the reft Seamen, and ether Mechanicks. That all this Squa- 
dron Anchored in an Ifland of Cainbals^ot Man-Eaters, and a Storm rifing, 
nine of them fail'd away, but the Admiral not being able to get from her -,• ^ . . 
Anchors time enough, was Caft away, none being fav*d but thofe that came f ^omi^ 
in the Sloop, and they efcap'd by being then gone to Water. One of thefe ^^* ^^7^'^- 
fivc was 1$ Years of Age, and an able Maihematitian. He affirm'd. That ^^^' 
thofe who efcapM the Storm, would foon return to the Coaft of Brazil^ 
vriih a numerous Fleet. Among other Particulars, he told them, that they 
found an Infcription witli the King of Sp^ain^s Arms, in that part of the 
Ifland Cananca^ where they were, which their Commander in chief took 
aM'-ay, and fet up in the Place of it another, with thofe of England. Be- 
fides all this, three of thofe Ships that efcap'd the Stoim, coming before 
the Vbrtvguefe Town of Rio de Janeiro^ to make the Cape, and find out the 
other fix, the Governor of that Place, fent out four Canoes to take Cogni- 
fance of them, which on a fudden fell in with another Long- Boat belong* 
ging to the Englijb^ who, as f©on as they fpy 'd the Canoes^ made away, but 
couJd not; do it fo iaft as to fave all. They took Three, and the Governor 
fent them to Bahia ^ but the Ships made away with all their Sails. The . 
Prifoners own'd, That in cafe they met with their Ships at the Cape, they Englifh at 
were refolvM to go to Varayha^ or Vernamhuco. In other Refpefts they a- BraziU 
greed with the Account given by thofe in the Sloop. The EngVijh arrived 
at iS/vTz/V about Novmhcr^ 1579, at the fame Time that Samiento was fee- 

king 
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king for the Streight; and this agrees with the confufe Signs the Brutiih 

Indians of thofe Parts made to hiiii^ as he Touch'd on their Coaftf. His 

chief Care being to enquire into thefe Matters, he was informed by the 

Ship of CorregidoTj that is the Governor in Civil Affairs of Jngta^ that on the 

theirs cafi^ fecond of iVbr^w^er,' that fame Year, another Englijb Ship was Caft-away 

cwa^. at Gitalva^ a Town two Leagues dillant from that City, with fix Men in 

it, two whereof, and a Black were fav'd. It appeared there had been 300 

Men in the Ship, and much Wealth, which was thrown into the Sea, du^ 

ring the Storm. That they were going to plant Colonies i\\ India^ and 

moft of the Men dy"xi on the Coaft of Guinea ; and perhaps this might be 

oneof the nine Ships aforefaid. The People oiGiialva drew out of the 

S^ fifteen heavy pieces of cad Iron Cannon, but could not get out feveral 

others; The fifteen are of an extraordiary Magnitude, as it were for fbme 

fettled Fort. To conclude, he was informed, and Time has dxtct verified 

it, that they were preparing in thofe Northern Parts to rob us of the Trea^ 

fure of Metals, and Spice there is in thofe Countries, and in exchange to 

Introduce their Szds. The final Succefs of both the Spanijb and the E^jg^ 

lijb Admirals, was that they arrived fafe in their refpeAive Countries, for-- 

DrakeV faken by the Vice-^ Admirals. Drake return^ to London^ with an immenfe 

Treafure Treafure, which the Qieen feizM, alledging, T\\zx Don Barnardino ie Me^ 

feiz^d. noza^ then the 5|»^7nf^ Embalfador at that Court, demanded ReAirution^ 

as belonging to his K. and the refl of it taken from his Subjects; but ihe ad* 
judgM it to her own Cofers,in Recompencc for the Dammage fu(lain*d,when 
the Spaniards fupported her Rebels in Ireland. Drake was not enriched 
by his Robberies, nor did he gain any Reputation by his Aclions; but on 
the contrary he was flighted in England^ either becaufe they knew what 
he did was not Honourable, or that generally a Man^s own Country is 
Sarmiento W"B^atef"I ^^ him. Sarmiento departing from Angra with a fair Wind, 
in Spain. difcoverM the Coafl of Spain on the 'jth of Jugt^^ and arrived at Cape 
*^ * S. Fiiicent J full of Intelligence and News from fo great a Part of the World, 
and of the Defigns of feveral Nations, and the Crown of Pornigal. His 
Arrival, and Account produced the fitting out of other Fleets, and freib 
Preparations in Spainy and in the Indies^ which extended to the Relief of 
' the rcmotefl Parts. Ont of them was the Reducing of Tenia/e^ and the 
fending over one hundred Spanijb Families, arm^d, provided and examined, 
as to Quality and Virtue, to be the firfl Inhabitant of thofe Defarts upon 
the Streight. They carry M Tools,, Arms, Inflruilions, and all NecelTaries 
to forttfie the narrow Parts of it. Sarmiento went as Chief, and Cover* 
iiour of thofe Dominions. This Projeft provM unfuccefsful, and in the 
general Opinion of all Men, it was through the Fault of the Geni§ral Sdncho 
Flares. Ahexwzrds Sarmiento was taken, and fet at Liberty in England 
where he had Conferences with the Queen and Drake upon this Subje<f}, 
whence he drew Information for the Execution of greater Defigns. 
JT/V/g-Hen- This Y^xKin^ Henry Dy'd in Portugal^ when he bad Reign'd but thir- 
• ty of Pot" teen Months. Five Governo'jrs had the Adminiftration during the /w/rr- 
tugal dres. regmm^ and were diflurb'd by the Arming of Don Antonio^ within the 

Kingdom, and by King Philips Forces already advancing into the Frontiers. 
iSo^ that neither Government could do any more tlian coufult about the pre- 
fent Exigencies ; which at that Time were neither perfeft Peace nor open 
Watj there being Hopes that they would lay down their Arm5, and joyn 
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v'ith their true Priiice, whom the Portvguefe is wont to Love, as a Father, 
rather than as a King. However there were fome Troubles, and Commo- 
tions. Priva^.e Difcord is an infeparable incident to all Governments, and 
that draws the Thoughts of Men after it, and is often the Original of ge-* 
iieral Calamities, tho* it l)e moderated, or juflity*d by a fjncere Zeal. 

King Philip enter " 

wliilft the other Prov 
Jfia^ and the Eajl- Indii 

confirmed the 01d,ratified Priviledges,and gain'dAffedions by hfs Prefence, 
and a General Pardon, which he extended to thofe who had offended him. 
On the 15th ot November 1581, he fwore to obfervc thofe Laws eflabliih^d 
by his Predeceflbrs, and particularly by King Emanuel^ as then next Heir 
to the Crowns of Sfain^ for himfelf and his Son, Prince Michael^ whom 
God took to a better Kingdom in his Infancy. Thofe Laws were afterwards 
fworn to by King Sebajlian^ and all of them imported, that all Honours, 
Employments,Beriefices, and the Management of the Revenue of the Crown, 
with all other Commands by Sea and Land, in Portugaly Jfrick^ Iniia^ 
the lilands and all other Parts already conquered, or to be conc;uer^d by 
that Crown, (hall be in the Hands of Natural born Portnguefes. And by 
the 24th Chapter of thefe Laws, it was elfablifh'd, that in fitting out Fleets He Swean 
for India ^ or otherwife for Defence of the Kingdom, or fuppreflxng of Py- to warn- 
rates, the King (faould take the uecefTary Meafures with the Kingdom of tain the 
Portugal^ though he fliould ufe the Afliftancc of his Majeflies other Domi* Laws, 
hions. They were feniible that this favourable Law, without infringing 
the Antient Laws, snade way for emijloying the Forces of the Crown of 
Cajlilej in the Recovery, or Prcfervation of the Kingdoms of the Eaflern 
jfrchifelagOj whereat that Time the Chriftians fufFer'd Martyrdom, with- 
out any Oppofition.. And the King for the Recovery of ternate^ especial- 
ly confider'd the Conveniency of the Philippine Iflands, which lie more 
opportune than India ^ the Jullnefs of which Reflexion has been confirmed 
by the Event. 

India at this Time was governed by the Viceroy Fernan TeUez^ to whom 
•King Ihilip the fecond Writ, rcprefenting how favourable an Opportunity 
he had to do God good Service, to fecure the Tranquility of Chriflendom, 
and fettle Peace, which inefiimable Advantages would be owing to his 
Fidelity and Care, if through them thofe Provinces fliould be united to the 
Monarchy, without any Trouble, by continuing Loyal, and providing that 
the Tributary Kings fliould do the fame. He put him in Mind that Ser^ India fuh'^ 
vices become the more valuable by the furmounting of the greatefl Diffi* mits to 
culties, and gave him good Hopes of a Reward, which would have been him. 
fiilfilW, had he come home to fee the IfFefts of them and his Services. 
But Fernan Tellez had no need of any fuch Promifes, or of the Perfwafions 
which are as good as Commands, contained in Letters from Miniflers of 
State, and fent with the King^s Letter. Thefe being fent over Land, came Tellez tie 
to his Hands in fix Months, and he either preferving,. or gaining their Viceroy 
Affections had fo much Forecalt as to confirm the King, Princes, arS San- Loyal, 
giackf, who, in thofe remote Parts, pay fubjeftion to the Crown ofPortu-^ 
gal ; before he knew any thing of the Orders fent him, or of the addition 
flal Eilate the King was pleased to confer on him. By his Amhority he 
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dil'appoimcd lomePiojeds of Confederacies, fet a foot for the recovering 
of their Former Liberty, hoping by the Example of the King of Tcrnnte^ 
that the Revolutions in Europe might turn to their Advantage* But iu 
defpight of thefe ContradiAions and Changes, Feman Ttllez fo fer prevail- 
ed, as that the Religious Mendicaiit5,and the Jefnits^ continued the preach- 
ing' of the Gofpel, with fuch Fervour, that they defy*d even Tyranny it 
felf« The Converfiocs of Idolater Princes are truly and elegantly relatfd in 
the Writings and Books of the MiHions of the Society, and other Ecclefi- 
aflical Hiilories ; fo that they excite, and inflame Devotion in the Breads 
of fuch as read them. There may be feen, how the Truth was embrac^J^ 
' ivith all poflible AfTedlion ; how haflily, and eagerly they learned the 
Catecliifm ; what Rejoycings the Catechumens made on the Day they 
weie baptizM ; Queens, and Princefles woribipping the Images of Saints ; 
and fweeping the new Churches, andChappels with their own Hands; 
widi wrat Attention, and Exaftnefs they honoured the Ceremonies ot* 
the Church, and lailly, how they frequented the SacramentSj and im« 
proved inChriAanity« 

AH this was Perfecuted, and Extirpated by the King of Ternate ; xvho 

was now fo far from enduring any neighbouring Empire, that he llruck a

King of ought in all good Policy to fupport the Kingdoms of Tydor9 and Bacbian^

' wfailll throughout Jiii//i the Standards were di(playM in fubmifHon to Sfain^ 

the King of Tcrnatc entered Bachian^ and prefs^d on fo vigoroufly, that he 

took the Forts by main Force, and made the prindpal Savgiacks Prifoners* 

At the T^ng of the City of Bachiait^ the King of the Ifland was flain iit 

Fi^t, with all the Portugnefes that aflifted him \ and the Prince, his Son, 

taken9>who was then a Chriftian^ but foon after, daving taken an Oath ot* 

Fealty to the Conqueror, and ApoflatizM from the True Religion, ht was 

nilferably ReftorM to his Kingdom, exchanging the Hopes of ius Souls 

Salvation, for the Pernicious Fables of the Jicorav^ to which he has ad* 

hear^d till this time ; tlio' in Temporals he now owns the Ibveieign Do- 

minion of our King. The Wat with the Ty doves lafted longer, the two 

Navies fighting witlx indifferent Succefs, and Vi^ory changijig iide?, ac-» 

Moluoco cording to various Accidents. Ihefe Princes method of making Wat de- 

way of pcnds on Ambufhes, and Stratagems, where Subtilty fupplies the place of 

Fi^htSng. Strength* It is rare that either fide is much weakned j becaufe as fcon as 

fenfible of the others Advantage, the Weaker flyes, and referves himfelf for 

better Fortune \ nor do they look upon it as Diffaono'jrable to fly, for in 

thdTe Parts they have but ri^e Nodons of the Laws of Honour. The laft 

Aftion, after they had fuflainM the Siege with extraordinary Magnanimity, 

was a Sally made by the Poftvguifc and Tydores from the Fort, with much 

j^ , p Order and Conduft, Attacking the Enemies Camp with fuch Bravery, that

lyjor^s ^j^^ j^.j^ ^f Tydorc. Ths Ternatet being put to Flight, imbarkM aftir ti

Ziates. game^ fo they call the Harbour of Tervaie on that fide. The Tydores pur^ 

lu'J, and leing jluib'd with Vi^ory defpis'd the Succours the 7V» nates had 
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ready in that Place, which Addition made them renew the Fight with 
frefh Vigour, and wreft the Viftory which then inclined to tl;e Tydores. 
Thefe without breaking their Order^ retii^d and imbark^d : and hafting 
back in their Carcoas came to Tydore^ where they fortify d themfclves 
againft what might happen. The King of Tcruaie returnM to this City 
in Triumphant Manner, making a Show of fome Prifoners. 

The Kews of the Union of Portugal to Cajlile^ was now known 
throughout all thofe Eaflern . Parts, and fo well received, that inftead of 
offering at any Oppofition, they all joyfully fubmitted, hoping they-fnould 
be protected by a more powerful Arm, than they had been before. Kor 
were they deceivM in their Expedation, for, purfuant to what the Kii>>; 
had fworn at Lisbon^ concerning the Fleets, for fupprefling of Pyrates, 
and Garrifoning the Coalls of Jfrick^ he granted his Royal Order, for al] 
the Governours of the Fhiliffine Iflands to take Care to relieve the iJ/a- 
hjccos^ ami all other the Dominions in hidict^ . belonging to the Croivn of 
Poriugal^ making ufe of NexQ Sfdin^ and all other Kingdoms fubjeA to 
the Cf own of Ct/zVc, there being more conveniency for fupplying them 
from thence, than even from /^^//^l. 

The King of Tervate^ being fenfible of the Change of Times, and how jsfj^yqij^ 
much greater Forces threatned him than before; and that he Ihould not be £jli\ira, 
fuffer^d to reign, without fubmitting to a Superior, he grew better ad- ^^^ r*'^ 
vis^d, and fentan Ambaflador to LUhon. The Ambaflador was Cachil Spain* 
Nayque^ well known for the Antiquity of his Family, and brave Aftions. ^ 
If^iyque fignifies a Trihne^ or Commander. He embarked with much 
-Wealth of thofe Parts, as Porcelane, Chine fe Silks, Calico's and Muflins, 
Spice, Fruit, Aromatick Woods .and Barks, and Preferves of the fame ; 
and pafling between the Iflands of Pavgicaz and Manado^ near to that of 
Celebes^ keeping off from the Equinp^ial, coafled it and crofs^d the Line 
again, till became to Borneo. There he vifited the King, who was at Tay-^ HhVcyagc, 
aopura^ and delivered him Letters from his Mailer, attempting by Word 
of Mouth, to unite him to the Molucco Nation againd the Crown of 
Spahu Contenting himfclf with the firft Hopes, he pafsM on betwixt Cre^ 
viatoztASurato^ and crofs^d the Iflands Pi^/o and L/?/^^, in flght of the 
greater J419 J, thence thro^ the Streight of Jliii/^r/j, by the great Ones of 
ISanca zvA Bintam^ in the Port whereof were then the zo Ships, which 
are fent from Sifiw^/r^. every Year, loaded with Pepper. He bartered away 
much of what he had in liis own Ship, and propose a general Kevolt to all 
Nations. There are two Streights there ; the one of Sincafura^ fo called Strel^b:s 
from that City built on the Cdaft of Malaca 5 and the other of ^^^^o, from ofSina^ 
an Uland of thdt Name, and this leads to Sinmtra. Nay que fteerM this d^xz and 
Courfe, and foon put into the Harbour which lies going . out of the Sahao 
ChanneL 

This great Ifland, oppofitc to Malaca^ and divided from it by a Bay full 
of Ridges, of Rocks and Shoals, and above a thoufand fmaller IJ!a7idi^y^^^}l^^ 
was for^ncrly a Penhifula^ and contiguous to Malaca^ as Sicily is faid to " v^'*'^ ^ 
have been to Zrj(y« Ancient Geographers called it Trnpobana^ the Mo-^ 
dtrw Sumatra. The Ancients alfo callM it, i\\t Golden Cher f one f us ^ and 
the mofl: curious Searchers into Antiquity, Ofhir^ whence Solomon ga- 
thered tliat vafl Mafs of Treafure^ According to the Portuguefes it is 8c 
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Nayquc

Leagues in Length, and ;o in Breadth. ( Here feems to te foirie MiflaXe 
in the Author, for the liland is veil known to be above 80 Leagues in 
Length. ) Italian Writers fay it is zioc in Circumference. The Dutch^ 
who have traded and made War there, dp notcontradicl it, and all agree 
it is the largeft in all the Eaft, and the mod ftuitful we know of. It Jfes 
thwarting fi-om Ncith to South, in the Torrid ^ore^ and the £ciiino<f}ial 
Line cuts it in the Middle ; fo diat one Part falls to the Northern Hemif* 

J)here, and takes up five Degrees, and the other to the Southern, extending 
even Degrees. This liland is, according to fbme, divided into four King* 
doms ; others fay ten, and fome zp ; but we know of eight, which are, 
pgJir^ Pacem^ Jcbem^ Camftr^ Menancabo^ wealthy in Gold Mines, and 
Zaudc ; and up the Inland the other two of Jndragide^ and Juru^ the 
Natives whereof are Idolaters and Man-Eaters« They devour, not only 
Strangers, but their own Brothers, and Fathers. In fhorr^ among thefe 
barbarous People, Hunger produces the fame Effeds as Paflion. The King 
olJcbcm is tne moft Powerful of them, and they all pay Homage to the 
Crot^n of Portugal. Nayauc entered the Court of Jchem^ attended by his 
own Men^ and followed Dy the Multitude of Chinefe^ Japonefe^ Malay ^ 



Princes to^ ^^^fi^^i ^"^^ Turkijb Merchants ; all of them flattering themfeives with 
revolt. ' the ExpeAation of new Commotions. He firft worihippM the King in a 

Temple, where there were monflroos Idols, notwithAanding that the Peo- 
ple are Mahometans. He had afterwards private Conferences with him at 
Court, and in a few Days brought him over to his Party, with his 
"health, as if he had been a poor Man. After delivering his Maker's 
Letters, he told him, that before he went over into Europe^ whether he 
vrzs fent to difcover the Power of Spain in its Origin, or Source, at a 
Time when it was diflra^ed by fuch Revolutions, it was convenient that 
mod wealthy Part of Jfia ihould be reilorM to its former Condition, a 
^ ^tter of no Difficulty, if they were firmly united among themfelver* 

That none were fo able to overthrow the Neighbouring Monarchy, which 
from Malaca had, as it were, fetter'd fo many Provinces, as the Kings of 
Sumatra^ if they, confidering of what Moment it was to them, would 
iland by one another. That fmce he had fuccefsfuUy befleg'd that hateful 
City, affaulted its Walls, and Fons, and valu'd himfelf on being an £ne* 
my to the Pottuguefes^ he ought not to let flip fo favourable an Opportu- 
nity, wiiich offerM him compleat Vi£lory» That he (hould remember the 
feveral Expeditions of the Viceroys againft Sumatra^ and that they always 
htetdxij^ Jiielantados^ or Lords* Lieutenants, with their Soldiers in Pay 
tgainfl thofe Kingdoms. And thatfince, till then they had not been able 
tomalce him uneafy, it was too much Fotbearance to fuffer a perpetual 
Threat 01 Thraldom to fubfift fo near him. The King of Jehem^ liflen'd 
to him with Satisfa^ion, as one, who, with all his Nation, hates the 
Haughcinefs ot the Portuguefe Behaviour ; yet he neither promis'd, nor 
performed any more than obfiruftin^ the Trade of Malaea^ till he had 
reduced it to Want« Kor did he keep the Secret^ for they had foon an 
Account at Malaca and Goa of thefe Contrivances. He farther promis^d^ 
That whenfoever the King of Ternate ihould make a greater Invaiion, or 

fo about to extend, or enlarge himfelf, as far as he pretended he had a 
light, he would continue to give the Diverfion, as far as flood with his 
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Conveniency, and that he ihould have the Liberty of his Ports^ and all 
Supplies for his Ships in his Kingdom. Nay que returned Thanks, and ex* 
tended his Negociation^ endeavouring to bring in the other Tyrants of 
Sumatra^ as for the Publick Good. Then faiJing away through the 
Streightof S%/n^jf) focaird from the Name of a City in the furthefi Part 
of the Province, beyond the Line ; he proceeded to the greater Java^ no 
left Fertile than the other in the fame Medicinal, and Odoriferous Growth^ 
at the Time when Thonuu Caniifi^ an EvgJiJb Commander was arjiv'd 
there, coming from the North-Sea, by the Way ofNtv Spain. 

Nay que went up the Country to vifit, and found him in a populous City, 
%vhere he was loading Pepper, wliich is excellent in Java^ wuh that King's j.^ . 
Leave, he being a Friend to the Englijb ^vrho bad already fettled a Fadtoiy. Candiih in 
He found him on the Banks of a River of fijch a Nature, that it prefentJy J^^^ P^j^ 
converts any Wood whatfbever cafl into it into Stone, as Iblid and hard A»'^» */ 
as our Pebbles. He bore the Englifiman Company to the Port of Sunda Ca^ Nayqpe. 
//I/ J, vie wM his Ship, and made as much of him as he could. Among other 
Things he prefented him a Pavillipn, artificially wove all with fweet fcen* 
ted Cloves, and not black, whicli was not only fit to keep out the exceifive 
Cold of England^ but even to dry up oyer moifi Bodies that fleot under it. 
There is daily Experience of its atra&ive Virtue at TernatCp pv placing 
great VeiTels full of Water in the middle of the Rooms where tne Cloves Clove a^ 
are kept, and in the Morning they find the Heaps of Cloves damp, and the tra3s Wa^ 
Vefiels empty and dry. The famefffential Heat is in the Skeins cS China tcr as daeg 
Silk, which tlierefore thofe who deal in it keep at a fmall Didance from China 57/ib 
the W ater, yet they fuck it, without touching, and by this Fraud .rhey 
wei^ the heavier. Captain John Lopez de Rihera carry'd fuch a Paviflion 
of Cbves, as is above mentioned, and prefented it to i&e Earl of Coruna^ 
who was tlien Viceroy. Nayque^ like a Flafh of Lightning which burns 
oil that fiands in its way, endeavoured to ilix up thofe who before were 
kept peaceable by the Valour ofFernau TeUez^ and to encourage the Tur- 
bizleni:, but without flaying to fee the eSt& of his Negociation, he made 
dire£(ly towards the Cape of Oood-Mofe^ yet it is more Jikely^ and even 
bofidive, that he went firfl to MalacSp and thence in the India Ships to 
Sp/iin. 

IVhilfl Nayque was at Sea, the Marques de Santa Cfuz had in the 
Ocean fought the Fleet Commanded hj Philip Strozzi^ in which was Antony 
Antony the Baflaid, Pretender to the Crown of Vortugal^^vA deflroy^l it, the Baft ard 
Chaflizing the freneh^ who with xeal, or counterfeit Commiflions from Defeated^ 
their King, had opposed King Tfnlifs jufl PofieiHon. He arrived vidori* 
ous at the liland of S. Michaels cut off the Heads of the French Gentle^ 
men, and condemnVi the Reft to the Galleys. Snozzi dyM of his Wounds, 
and Don Jntanio efcap'd in a Boat, and retum'd to Zej//7n//,to folicite frefb 
Succours in England znd France. In the mean while, the King of Jchem 
performed his Promife. His Kingdom lies next the fiifl Promontory of the Kingdom 
Ifland, in ibur Degrees and a half of North Latitude, and confequently his of Achem; 
Ships eafiiy made themfelves Mailers of all the Streight between Sumatra 
and Jchew^ which they fo entirely pofrefs'd,that tliey fufferM none of the 
Ships to pais to Malaca^ which brought Merchandize and Proviiions from 
China^Japan^Camhoxa^ nor even from the Moluccos^ obliging them to 
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Coaft about feveril Illands, to the ^xczi Lofs oi the Merchants. But the 
P(7i7i/gwf/3? Dealers in the City of /W/r, eight Leagues from Jifjent^l'ij^ 
ilain'd much greater Dammage. Moll of them fled to Maiac/r^ and tho' 
Fetnnn T^/Zcz was then upon his Departure, he gave the ncceflary Orders 
at Goa for their Relief. He funk feme of the Enemies Snips, and took one 
loaded Mith Dagj^ers, they call CrizeSy made at Menancaho^ and a numcr* 
ous Artillery, a Thing well known, and call in Sumatra^ many Years be- 
fore the Eurofeans brought them into thofe Parts. This appears by the 
Viflory the Portv^uefes obtained over that Nation, during the Blockade 
of Malaca. 
Tfie King of Jchem fendinjf a Daughter to be Married to the King of 
Movjirous Zor^ not far from Malaca^ in the Country o^SiiVu^ among other rich Gi(is^ 
Piece of by way of Portion, prefented him a Brafs Cannon of fuch a bignefs, that 
Can7ion. the like had never been feen in Europe. This prodigious Gun, and the 

Princefs that was to be Queen of Zbr; fell into the Hands of the Portuguefes. 
The t^ing of this Prize, and fome others, clear'd the Sea of that Fleet j 
and that extraordinary piece of Cannon, which ferv'd to Ballafl a Ship.

Original^ the conftant Fidelity of the Mohicco Kings, and how particularly; 
HisSpeech R^ni^r^^^We it had been in Sultan Aerio^ and that the wicked Commander 
* ^ * in Chief in putting him to Death, had equally wrong'd the Crown of Pc?r- 
tvgal. That lince the Murderer was not puniih'd, to fatisfy the dead Man's 
Children and Kingdoms, it might well be concluded, that fo Cruel and 
UndefervM an Execution had been by theDireftion of fome higher Power 
than the Governor Mefquita^ and that even in cafe the Crime had been 
Notorious it had been more Prudence to charge it upon fome private Perfon. 
That King Cac/jtl Bahu intreated his Majefty to punifh tnc Offender in 
fuch manner as might give Satisfaction, and be an Example and Securit/ 
to all the JJiatick Kings^ that own the Dominion oi Spain. In Return for 
that Favour, and Juftice, he promifed to Reflore the Fort of Ternate^ and 
his other Kingdoms, which were Alienated, and that they would return 
to their former Subjeftion, as they had promised to the Governor Pererra 
de la Cerdai fo remarkably correft their Behaviour, that there ihould be 
vifibleEffeftsofaRoyal, and Humble Gratitude, both in refpcft to his 
2tf ajeHies fervice, and the fecurity of the Garrilbns, and to the Advan- 
tage of the neighbouring Provinces, belonging to other Kings, who were 
his Subjefts, about Malaca^ the Philippine Iflands, and Parts Adjacent. He 
alfo ingaged to Reilore the^Churches, and Clurillian Religion, and much 
more than had been agreed upon with Pereyra. The King having heard 
his Requefl,as if he were ignorant that the Ternates did not deferve the fa- 
tisfadion they required, fmce they had taken it themfelves fo fully, that it 
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Exceeded even the bounds and examples of Revenge, he ^nfwer'd, That 

all the Acceflaries lo that Fact (hould be found out, it being prov'd that The Kh^g's 

the Principal was already Dead, a»^d none of them Ihould efcnpe I'npunift'd, Anfwcrl 

as would have been done by lining ^ehajliatiy had he Liv'd. That Cjr/»;7 

Babu mud prepare to Reliore all Things into the fame Pofiurc they were 

in before, ir he intended to partake of the general Amnelly, which Mctted 

cut all paft Offences throughout the Dominions of that Crown. N/iy^uc 

had fome private Audiences, and Ibme Miniders of State had Conferences 

with him, with a Defign to find out haw the Vtophot India weredifpos'd. ^ n 




He fet out in the Habit of a Chincfe^ and was much affifted by his Know- ^^' 
ledge of thofe Countries, and their Languages, and much more by his bold 
Spirit, fufticiently try'd in thofe Wars. He artfully Learnt what Hopes 
there might be of the Recovery of Tcrnnte, and how firm the People of 
Tydore flood. He firfl inquired what Leagues were carrying on in the -Yr- 
cbifeUgc^ what Intelligence they had with, and cxpefled from the Northern 
Fleet?, with whonj they bad now familiar Correlpondence. He Travelled 
about the Iflands, like a Savgley^ or Chincfe^ in the Janguas^ or Trading TJje Inle!^ 
Veffels of the Malay ^ and Hilipfive Merchants, and had the Opportunity Hgciice tr 
of viewing them all, fo far as to take the Dimenfions of ftronjj Places, got. 
compute what Stores and Amtnuniiion the Barbarians had, and difcover 
the Humours and Inclinations of the Portuguefes who Traded, or Go- 
vcrnM there; and returning to the Phillpfine [Hands, his Account, and 
Relation, firfl Ericourag'd and gave Hopes that more Adrantagious En- 
terprizes might be undertaken in thofe Parts, than about Malaca^ tlio' it 
were but only Supporting the Portuguefes, and Tydorei^ then hard prefs*d 
by the King of Ternate. King Pjilip receivM this Intelligence at Lisbon 
Avhence the Molucca Embaflfador was then gone, ill fatisfy^d with the A\\^ 
fwer he had ; but Sultan Babu^ on whom the Word of fo great a Mo- 
narch, and the Authority of his Promife might perhaps have had great Suisan Ku- 
EfFeft, dy*d long before the faid Embaflfador could come to his Prefence, h\xD}cs. 
Thefmall Remains of ChriOianity ftill left in hi^ Kingdom, took a little 
Heart, and had our Arms but appeared upon the Revolution causM by his 
Death, the only Noife of them might have gained the Vi<Sory. It is Re- 
ported that furious King Bahu dy'd by the excefs of his Love, or rather of 
his inordinate Lufl, in the Arms of one of his MiflrefTes. Some fay fhc 
Jciird him with Charms, or Poifon, which is the Tyiant-Slayer among 
thofe Nations,impatient of one Mans long Rule. He was Succeeded by his 
Brother, who was Illegitimate, as we are told by CacLit Tulo^ in the Letter, 
which, as we fhall fee hereafter, he writ to the Grovernor of the Philippine 
Tflands. The new King took the Name o^Cachil Sultan Nait Dint Baraca gj^^ j,. 
Xi, before whom CacMl Madraca ought to have been preferred, as being jy^j^ r . 
Son to the principal Queen. As foon as EnthronM he oflerM Peace to his ^edi 
Neighbours ; on this Security, and that of a clear Confcicnce, CachilGaia^ "*' 
King of Tydore^ paid him a vifit. lU was received with publick Rejoy- 
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cings in one of the greateft Squares ofTernatc^ and attended to a mighty 

ioftf Arbour, provided to offer Sacrifize in, a fChappel fuitable to the 

Priefthood) and there to decide Controverfies, and give Audience to hij 

Murders S"^j^5. When the firft Complements were over, and the King ofTjdore 

the K'no- ^^ fu(pcded any thing, the Tcrnatt Guards, hearing the Signal given by 

c/Tvd re ^'^ ^" ^'^^ ^^^^^ Canipilanesfix Cymiters^and without allowing the Gueft 

/ yaorc* jj^^^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^U ^pQj^^ ^^^ ^m l^ljj^ ^^ Pieces ; tho' he M^as the Man 

thro' whofe Means the K.oitcrndte had the Crown given him, contrary to 
the Opinion, and Defigns of his Unkles. But whenfoever great Returns are 
due to a Favour received. Ungrateful Souls convert the Obligation into 
Hatred, and nothing can occur to them more odious than the Sight ol the 
Bene&^r. Next he turnM bis Fury againil that murdered Princes Family, 
and fuch of his Servants as could noc make their Efcape to Tydore^ were 
either KillM, or femainM Prifoners at Terniti^ or abfconded wherefoever 
Fortune, and their owti Confufion lead them* This cruel FaA, which fome 
ailignM to his Father, Cacbil Babu^ Reconciled the Murderer and his 
UnUes. But he immdeiatly^ acquainted them, how he expeded to l)e In- 
vaded on two Sides ; that it Was of the utmoft Confequence, that SubjeAs 
ibould own their Sovereign^ and fortify his Iflands, efpecially all the upper 
l^rts I and that iince he had fuch Powerful Unkles, it was Reafonable, and 
Cbnvenient, the People ihould be acquainted liow firmly they were United 
to their Nephew. - Then extolling their Valour, he with the fweetneis of 
their Ccumicndations fo blinded atid amufed them, that they could not per« 
ceive the profixmd Jealouiie he fhrouded under item. Tlius he divided 
Aeni, that they might attend the Fortifications 10 diftaat Places ; whiifl 
New ICmg he in Perfon canyM on the War againil the TyJores. They prefentJy fet 
tfTydoK. up a Brother of their late King in his Stead ; who, the* he governed with 

Bravery, acd (luck clofe to the Portugucfes^ yet had Ibme flrong Places ta-* 
ken from him by the king of Ternate^ which were afterwards reAor'd, in 
our Kings Name, by Don Pedro ie Jcuna to the King now reigm'ng« 
This Prince lived but a ihort Time, yet fo long that Cachil Mole^ who 
was a Child when the King his Father was misrder^d, grew up, and in 
him the Revenge <^ the Injury received. He never tbdughr, or talk'd of 
any other Tl^ng, till he brought it to Executioti. 

In the mean while the new King oiTydorc^ affiiled by the laniards he 

had in his Forts, provided to cppofe, and attadc his Enemy, lliey ail tx* 

peded Soccours from hidia^ where it was certain they mud think it ne- 

ceffary to fiipport Sy&rf, in order to recover 2*rriiii/e. Their Behaviour 

was fo brave, as to defend themfelves, tho^ ill furnifh'd with Arms and 

Provifions againft thofe who attacked them with Plenty of all Things^ 

ffeistaken f^^S^nr Brito was come with a Galleon from India to their Afiiftance, and 

h b'm of it being known at Tydort that a Storm had obliged him to ilay on the far- 

Ternate. tl^cr Coaft of Borneo^ the King fitted out four Carcoas^ and went to meet 

him, bot was forced back to his Illand by contrary Winds. He oiTermte 
watchM to improve all Ojiportunities againft his Enemy, and therefore 
would not let this Slip, nor truA to any other t but Man'd out j)ine Car^ 
coas^ and going in Perfon fell upon liim* The tydores wanted not Courage 
todefaid themfelves, and tlie Fight began with that Fury, which always 
.arms thofc two Nations againft one another 5 but tho^ the Tydore fought 
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dcfperately, he was taken, and his Men either kiird, or dangcroufly woun- 
ded. This Mis ^oi tunc gricv'd the Portvpuefes no lefs than the Indians^ 
becaufe they all lovM him. For this reau^n ihey gathered the Remains of 
that Difafler^ and all the other Forces they could make, offering their Ser- 
vice to Cacbil J!eaz€Vj Brother to the Captive King, a very hopeful Youth. Fidelity of 
He thank'd them, and was (o dexterous in gaining the AfFeflions^andcon- t/je Tydo- 
firming the Fidelity of the Subjefts, that thiough his Care, no Man was res. 
wanting to his Duty. This Induftry was of gocd Ufe, for the Conqueror 
did not return immediately to ternate ; but went about to his Enemies 
Illands, perfvvading the People in each of them to take an Oadi of Allegi- 
ance to him, ihowing them their Captive King, whofe Life was at his dif^ 
pofal; but the Tydore Towns, being furnifliM with all Neceflaries, and be- 
lieving they might with Safety pradice that Hatred and Rage Nature has 
fill'd them with, would not give Ear to his Propofals, though they weK 
0ux*d with Intreaties, and Threats, and on the contrary difmifsM him 
with their ufual Fiercenefs. He perceiving that the OAentation of his 
Victory, and the Sight oi the Captive King availed him but little, Sailed 
away for Ternate. At his Arrival, ht was received with Trumpets, Kettle- 
Drums, and BafoAs they beat on, and with Songs they n^^ke for fuch like 
OccafioHS. The Heads and Limbs of the Tydores (lain in Battel, were fix^d Cruelties 
upon the Spears they have advanced in the Carcoas on thePcops and Prows, of Terna- 
^nd other high Places of them, and particularly the Kings. This is their tes. 
way of ere^ing Trophies. Of the Skulls they make Cups to drink cut 
of; like the ScithianSy who, according to Herodotus^ praftife the fame ; 
or like the Germans^ as Tacitus tells us, of the Heads of the Uri they 
ilew, and that was a Token of Nobility. He would not truft the keep- 
ing of the King in any of his Forts: but turned a flrong Houfe into a 
Goal, and appointed him a Guard oiGilolo iflanders, well arm 'd. Some- 
times he ihowM Severity, and otherwhiles Tendernefs; but all Men 
knowing his Difpodtion, expe^ed the End of the Captive King; tho' at 
the fame time they believed, he would mitigate his Revenge out of RefpeA ^ 

to his Sifter, the Princefs oi Tydore. H^8or if r/V^, Commander of a Galeon^ Heitor 
came x^vitoTydore ; but his Arrival did not much mend the Pofture of ^^^^ ^* 
AC^irs, tho* thofe in the Fort were Encouraged to hold out, and at leaft Tydore, 
he added fome Reputation to the Caufe, and incline the Tern^tes to liften 
to fome Overtures. However what could not be compafsM by force of Arms 
nor Treaty, was effeded by the Refolution of an Amorous Soul. 

The Princefs ^(/ir^r/x. Sifter to King Gapabaguna^ that was the Pri- ^^niarka^ 
foner^s Name^ ha5 fo great an Opinion of herfelf, as to hope that her ''^^ iSVor/ 
Beauty would prevail to bring about that good End, which was then of 9f '^^ 
Confequence to all Parties, on feveral Accounts. She knew flie was be- Captive 
lov'd by the King of Bacbiany by him of Sian^ a brave Youth, by him of KingULz^ 
Ternate her Enemy ,.and by other prime Sangiach of his Kingdom, and his ^^^^y* 
Kinfmen, whoall publickly vy*d in doing her Honour.. She was dif- * 
ereet enough dexteroufty to feed them all with fuch Hopes, as lay no Ob- Contri^ 
ligation on the Party that gives them, and yet encourage ^ thofe who ^^^ce of 
value them. She gave out that flic woi^ld marry hone but the Man that Q^/^^tyra, 
ftiould fet her Brother at Liberty, and deliver him to her alive, or dead. Princefs of 
This Part of the Declaration, tended to the Promoting of her Defign. Tydore, 
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The Promifc worked "upon all her Admirers; tho* it was moft certain, 

that her naming herfelf as a Reward of the Entcrprizc, proceeded froni 

the Affeclion ire bore Ruy Diaz d^ Acunha^ a Portuguefe Gentleman, and 

Connmandcr in Chief of the Fort oiTjiove. She thought he would at- 

^ . . tempt the Refcuing^of the King, and that fuch Succefs would entitle her 

L '^ wUI to marry him, tho* many fufpeded there was already a mutual Obligati- 

/7^'porti/ ^"» as well as Delire, and that they were reciprocally in Love. It was 

f C kno%vn, that they iiad difcQurs*d together feveral Times in the Houfe of 

^ i^^^^' J^iif«rA/rnj, a great Lady, Aunt Ko Siuifayra^ whether Ruy Diaz was 

r. x^ofii to go frequently ; and that with her Interpofition the Matter had 

been fo far concerted , that the Princefs promised Ihe would embrace Chriftia-- 

nity to marry him. This made not his Rivals difmay, and the King nfTer^ 

nate^ upon thefe proferM Hopes, oSer'd to give her Brother his Liberty. 

However he was not regarded, becaufe Slnijayra was as averfe to be be^ 

holding to him, as ihe was defirous to be oulig'd by Rny Diaz. This 

powerKil Paflion informs barbarous Minds. Her Difdain causM the King 

ofTydore tobemoreclofecontin'd, and Iiis Body to be loaded with heavy 

Chains, being more narrowly obferv'd than before. 

Cachil Sa- (^^cbil Salamn^z Subjeft and near Kinfman of his. well known for his. 

IztnzaLo^ Valour in the Wars, was more deep in Love with J^iifayra than all the 

VST of Qui' ^^^1 ^"^ liftcnM to aU the Reports of their endeavouring to comply with 

fagra A// ^^^ Expcftation. He entirely Keeping his own CounciJ, a Thing rare in 

him, one Night fitted 
ting into it five Tydoi 
t-he Channel to the Leeward, and landed on Temate ; where he left the 
Boat ready, but hid on the Shore. Then Cicbil Salamn^ conceaPd among 
the Croud of trading People in the City, went to the chief Part they call 
Limatbas^ and fot Fire to a Houfe in that Ward he thought flood moil 
convenient for his Purpofe. The Flame, which had taken hold of the 
Roof gathering Strength, threat ned a greater Conflagration. Having done 
this Mifcliief, wliilil the People flockM together, and endeavour^ to 
put a Stop to it with Water, and other means, Cacbil returned to his Boat, 
-on the Infide the Ridge of Rocks there is about the Illand, and went away 
to the other .Side of the Fort, where he began to beat an Alarm, to caufe 
the greater Confuiion. This done he went afhore again, with only his 
Campilan^ or Cimiter, ordering three of his Men to follow him at fome 
fmall Diftance. He found the King's Prifon almofl abandon^, the Guards 
being gone to help at the Houfe that was a Fire. He went in boldly, 
breaking open Doors, and Bolts, till he came to the Prifoners Chamber, 
He ^A«^{, vrho fcarce believing what he Taw, ask'd him, with much Amazement, how 
tbeKingof y^^ ^^^^ thither, and whether the Fort o^Tydore was loll ? Cacbit aniwerM, 
Tydore. j^g ^^fi y^ quick, and go along with him, and Ihould afterwards be fatis- 

fy^d as.to hisQugflions ; for if he refused he would flrike off his Head. 
Then laying hold of the end of the Chain, and the other three Tydores be- 
ing now come up to them, they forced their Paffage out of the Houfe, lea- 
king way with their Swords and killing fuch as offered lo oj*pofe tliem. 
The fame Valo jr and good Fortune carryM them through the Strcfte?, ro 
^he Pott, and leaping into their little Boat, put all their Hstid.s to the 
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Oars, in thole lilands it is ufual tor Kings to row, without bejng com* 
peird to it by Ncccffity ; for as in Spain the Nobility Jearn to ride, fo the 
l/land Princes in all thofe Eaflern Parts value themfeives upon handling 
the Oars, and Sails* They crofs'd over the Streight, and being purfu'd too 
late, by the light Vcffels of Tcrnate^ arriv'd unexptftcd at lydore. The 
Fame of his arrival was foon fpread abroad, and when certainly known,this 
Cannon was firM, the flat Drums in the Temples were beaten, and the Bells 
rung, the Sound m hereof ufes to draw the People of the Moluecos together^ 
and in fhort there was a general Rejoycing, without quitting their Arms. 
All Men cryM up Cachil Salama to the Skies, calling him the Deliverer of 
Tydorcy and Ncza Maluco^ Neza fignifies a Spear, and Maluco a Kingdom, 
and both together the Spear, that is, the Defence of the Kingdom* n * 

. Only ^dfayra was troubled at this Event, becaufe the general Promife QMi^af ra 
(he had made of marrying, whofoever petiormM it, was only defign*d for contrives 
Ruy Diaz de Aetivba. She was not able to conceal this Truth; efpecially (f murder 
when Cachil Salama boldly prefs'd the Performance of the Promife, the Cachil Sa- 
King liimfelf feconding him. She delay'd him, slledging fome fpecious '^i^« 
Pretences to gain Time. She would willingly have niade her Complaint 
to Ruy Diaz himfelf, either to ihame, or provoke him to Pafliom She 
eafily compa&'d to meet him at her Aunt5, where, as foon as (be began 
to Difcourfe, there, was nothing but Tears, Complaints, Excufes, and Con- 
trivances to murder Salama^ to conclude a Recoociliation. Rocque Fmbeyto 
the Commander's Nephew, and a Soldier of reputed Valour, was prefent at 
this Difcourfe. ^ijayra trufiing him with her fecret Thoughts, he Pinhevro 
boldly, and with Art, gave her to underfland that his Unkle was as flack as undertakes 
before ^ and iince he had been fo in the other Affair; wliat could be tx^ to murder 
pe^ed trom him in what he now promised. . He faid, if fhecouU prevail biviandhis 
Vfpon her felf to be fenfible of the Ingratitude of Ruy Diaz^ and to fubfli-* ^^^ Unklc 
tutt him in his Place^ he would not only murder Cachil^ but his own Unkle 
%bo. That out of the RefpeA due to her high Qualities, he had not till 
then prefum'd to let her know how deeply he was in Love with her Beau- 
ty; but that he now thought himfelf abfoly^d from all human Tyes, and 
wholly confined by that. Pinbeyro had a full hearing, an Advantage not 
far remote from being adautted ; and thd^ he was not commanded to mur* 
der his Unkle, yet he perceivM he had not left him fo well in the Prin-:* 
cefTes Efleem as he was before. 

In the mean while, Cachil Salama was iiot idleyprefllng the Bofinefs haili* Salama J

' pjrefume to hide himfelf in her Bedchamber : and in the dead of the Night, '^' Cbam^ 
ne fuddeiily appeared before her, his Fiercneis being overcome by a Supcri- -^^t"* 
or Power. The Princefs was furprizM, but difTembled it, and prepared to 
defend herfelf in Cafe Violence were offered. She threatned to cry out; 
uttered Complaints with Tears, and bewailed the lofs d[ her Reputation, 
faying, how could they think her Innocent^ who faw him either come iii, 
or go our. Salama all the while in huirible Pofture, tfnd on his Knees, af* 
fur'd her he had no other Defign, than to put her in Mind of the Obliga** 
tien ihe lay under, and that fmce it was known he was to be, her Huf^ai^d^ 

P ; his 
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his being lecn was ot no Confequence. That her Reputation fuffer'd more, 

by the delaying of the marriage; and that to convince her of his Afttdi- 

on, he would be gone as obediently as he had always done« He went 

He gains out immediately, comforted with Thanks, and Hopes ^ and dehver'd her 

berJffeSU from the Fear Ihe had conceived of him. She was fo taken with this 

on. Cburteous Action, that revolving it in her Mind, it wrought fo much, as 

to fettle her Affeftion on Salama^ fo that fiie would have marry 'd iiim, 
the' he had not oblig*d her before.

They Aibrry'd with the good liking of the King and Kingdome, and the 
Lofs of thofe twa Gentlemen^s Lives.

The Porttiguefe Galeons arrived at Malaca^ and in them Cachil Naique 

„ returning from Sfain^ and having flayed there fome Months for the Mon^ 

Aayque fom^ht had a good Voyage, and arrived lafe at rrnw/e, when he had hj 

rcfurns to the way foUicited the Javanejfes^ and the People ofJcbem and Borneo^ not 

Ternate* jq admit of die Spanijb Domination. He brought no acceptable Anfwer 

'from King P^//i^, and found the King who had employed him Dead, 

* *' and ill his Place another, fo different firom the Former, that he en<^ 

tertainM no Thoughts of refioring the Fcrrts to the PbrtugMfes^ but on the 
cotof rary, aimM at cafting off all Obedience, and obliterating their Name. 
To this efieA he Confederated with the Englijb^ who, with other Northern 
£nglifh at Nations, Lorded it in thelfland^ Five L^ues from It lay at Anchor an 
Teiuate* J^gHJh Ship, waiting^ for two others that came out with her* They An- 
chor^ in tm Port, and went afliore, as if they had been in London^ being 
vtU received ly the Sultan^ with wfaofe Leave they fettled a Faclory in

the City, where they left Officers, who yiidcr the name of Trade, were 
more abfolute Mailers of it than the Natives. They difpersM to gather 
in the Clove for the Goods tiiey brought to Baner ; and on the zrfl. of 
jtttguft difpatchM their Ships, loaded with that Spice, and with thofe Nuts 
they call of Molucca^ and excellent Preferves of them both. lb thete Ships 
went EmbaiTadors to Queen Elizaberi^ and to the Prince of Orange^ carry- 
ing Prefents fuitable to thofe Perfons, of the moil valuable Things in India. 
They were ordered to offer the Queen his Kingdome in Vaflhlage, and his 
Friendfliip to the Prince of Orange^ The Advantage of thefe Embaflies 
afterwards appeared ; yet he did not on that Account give any hopes of 
Reiloring Chriilianity ^ for befides tlmthe Perfecution grew more violent, 
he had at that time brought over into his Kingdome, a great number of Mahome- 
Jrabian zvAVtrfian falfc Prwhets, all of them Mahovia^s Priefts and Mi* ^^ ^^^* 
niilers, to ilrengthen that Scd. Befides, being informed by his Spies, That £r^^ ^* 
it was given out in the Thiliffine Iilands,That they would make War on Ternatc* 
him that way, and that in ^ain the King promised the Union of the two 
Crowns ihould produce the Conjun£lion of their Power and Aims, for die 
punilhing of difobedient Tyrants, he flighted no Alliance^ nor contemned 
•the Weaxeft £nemy« For thi s Reafon, be gave Entertainment, atid aUow"!^ 
Che planting of Colonies to Eurofeans^ and Leagued with Idolaters an^l 
Jlhljometans^ who hate Spain^ as tneir common Enemy# Tlkt^wlifi Ships 
now frequented Ivdia^ fiuriiitating the Paflage, and (hewing an example to 
ths French and Dutch ^ which encoura^M them all to venture out &r fitxn - 
their Countries, and feek for Trcafure in ftrange ones. 

Sultan Cnfabaguna did not long enjoy his Liberty at Tyddre. He was IGng of 
taken ill at an Entertainment. Some believe he had a How Fbifoa given Ternate 
him ; becaufe he was very moderate in Eatings and thofe motions d^his diet. 
Arms, the griaihing of his Teeth, and loiing of his Senfes, which attend 
the Falling-Sicknets, and are Simptoms'of Apoplexies, could not naturally 
proceed from his Temperate way of Living ^ but are always caufed by 
much Excefs, which Occafipns this violent Diftemper. He came to him^ 
felf after that firft Fit, but his Vigour wafled, and he liogerM on to the 
end of his Life. Cachif Cotta (hould have Succeeded him, but'fhey wer^ 
Ibfpiciouspf his Correfpondence with the rirrsij/f/^ and they all fo openly 
favoured his Brother Caehil IlcJe, that there was not the leaff Dt/Bculty 
made about the SuccefEon. He often remember\l his Fathers unfortunate 
Death, and in Regard that this r. ging Defire of Revenge^ might p ove in^ 
ilrumental for the Recovery of Ti - rj/e; as foon as his Ujiklc Dy'd« which 
was on the 24th of Jj^ril i J99, the Portuguefe Comma*nder in Chief, Ruy 
Gonzalez de Sequejrao repaired to his Palate, and by Means of the Portu-^ Cachil 
gnefe Power and Arms, caufed CaclH Mole to be fworn King, as being a hioXtlGnS 
inoft faithful Friend to his Nation, and no lefs an Enemy to die Ternates. o/Tydore. 
He immediatly difpatch'd Captain Palma with this News to Manila^ aitti 
with it an Account of the A>lucco lUands, of their Neighbours, and of 
their Preparations ; becaufe they were then providing in .the fhiliffint 
iflands for this War, to extirpate this Receptacle of SciJls, where all Iqits 
of Apoftaiies are admitted, aivl particularly the yije Do^lrines olMahqt^et. 
£ver fince the Year i$5$« when the Dutch tmfd thofe Seas, they liavc 
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not^ till this Time, ceasM bringing in Sedlaries, and Captains of Pyrates; 

Thefe Men carry away the Wealth of -4?j^ and in Lieu of it leave dehind 

them that ialfe Dodrine, which renders the Conveifionof fo many Souls

The Forgetfulnefs, or Contempt the Governours of India ffcowM for 

Molticcos ^^ Molucca Iflands^ feem'd fatal ; fince they refused, or with- held the 

Bi^hted Mt ^^^^^ Succours, abandoning the Commanders, and Forts, for fo many 

%^ Years, as if they had not been in the Worldt This was not remedy *d by 

the Union of the Crowns of 5jp^/» and Portvgal^ on the contrary, the 
great Succefs of the MeUntado^ or Lord Lieutenant Lrj-j/^r, in the lilands 
iMzoncSy which he called Philifpines^ being known in Spain^ King PIAlif 
the lid. thought fit as we fhall foon fee, that the Molucca Ifiands, ar.d Parrs 
adjacent, whither he was Zealous to fend Evangelical Preachers, ihould 
be fenfible of the Advantage of his Neighbouring Empire^ This was 
XeUeFor^ fpeedily orderM, and tho' theFffeds were not futable, by Reafon of the 
der^dlfram many Accidents |;reat Undertakings are liable to, yet Time has ihown 
/Af Phi- how convenient it was to fix that Refolutiom For the better undcrftand* 
lippinesy ing of the Keafons on which it was grounded ; fince one of them pro- 
und wly. ceeded from the various Difpofition, Qualities, and Interefts oi the Nati- 
ons throughout thofe Seas and Lands ; it will be abfolutely necefTaiy ia 
this Place to make them known, before we come to Particulars* 
De/crhtr-* The Country of the Sina^ whom we call Cbinefes^ is the uttermofi of 
^no/Chi* ^^^ ^ntinent of j^tf. On the Fall and South it isencompafsM by the 
j^ ^ Ocean, which the Ancients called Seticus. On the Weft, it reaches to the 

. Borders of the farther Jnii/i ; and on the North to thofe of the^^^^- 
t€s zvA Scythians. Their Ancient Annals, Writings and Traditions in^ 
forms OS, that the Cbinefes extended their Empire much further. This is 
Terify'd bv the Remains of fumptuous StruAures ; and not only in Ruins, 
wherein their former Magnificence is ft ill apparent, but even in Cities, 
which Time has preferv'd, tho' not inhabited, and yet to be feen in the 
Provinces they have excluded their Limits. There are many which take 
there Denomination, and own their Origin9l from China. For that im« 
menfe Empire finding it felf labouring under its own Power, and over* 
l>urdenM with its Magnitude, like a judicious Patient, to prevent more 
Harm, it breath'd the Veins, and brought down the Redundancy of the 
Body. The fame we read the Carthagcnians did, when in the like Con* 
dition, and fat the fame Reafonsw It confined it felf to a narrower Com- 
^fs^ Drqportionable to the Fxtent of humane Providence^ Uiat fo their 
Princess Light might reach to ft)ine over, and be communicated to them ; 
whichcannotbe, whentheCircumfierenceis too great for the Darting of 
. ^ the Beams. They publifti^d indifpenfable Decrees againft fuch as go out 
Chineles oiCbina^ without leave from the Magiftrates. They abandoned vaft Pro* 
^t^^-^v ^^^^h which being left exposed to Tyranny, and Infidelity, after tedious 
tbar £m^ Wars, fubmitted to the moft Potent. Hence the Kings of /;2i///i took their 
fne. Original, being oblig'd never to lay down their Arms, ncr keep any Faith^ 

To to fupport themielves oiie againft another, till a greater Power fubdues

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In andl The moft Part of it lies within temperate Climatesy and receives 
into its pure and open Eofonie .the Sun's vital Rays^» having ahealthfu?, and 
fercne pleafant Air. This favourable DirpoCtion renders it fo f rui ful, Fertility^ 
that it yearly yields two or three Crops. The great Induftry ot the Tillerf?, jjr^ Popu^ 
is a confiderable Addition to its Fertility* The Kumber of them is infi- loufnefs. 
nitc, being a People that daily multiply exceedingly, becaufe they arc 
forbid going into Foreign Countries. Neither is any among fuch a nu- 
merous Multitude of Men allowed to live idle Idlenefs is net only expo- jjienefs 
fed to private Contempt, and the Scoffs of Neighbours, but panifhM ^y punijb^i/. 
publick Cuftomc and Law. Thus the Peafants leave not the leaft Spot of 
Ground un tilled.. The Hills and deep Bottoms produce Vines and Pine- 
Trees ; the Plahis, Rice, Barley, Wheat, and other common Grain. Tho* 
they do not prefs the Grapes for the Wine, as we do, yet they keep them ProduSTp 
to eat ; and of the Herb callM Chh^ they make a wholefome hot Liquor. Tea. 
This they drink, as do the Jafonefcs^ and it preferves them from Colds, 
Head* Aches, Rheums in the Eyes, and makes them live long and healthy. 
Sbmc Parts of the Country want Olivc-Trecs, but they arc not deflitute 
of other Plants, which yield a Liquor to anoint them« There is aperpe- 
' tual Abundance of Failure, Fruits, Flowers,, and all the ProduAs or Gar- 
dens. There arc many Navigable Rivers^ carrying Ships of great Bur- pjj,^y^ 
den, and full of excellent Fifh ; the Banks covered with perpetual Greens, p ^^^ J^^ 
fi»cious Harbours, and a Trade in them of all Things neceffary for humane ' 
Life. The Fowl arc of various coloured Feathers, and pleafant and ncu- 
liihingtoeat; great Numbers of large Deer ; vail Lakes, Woods and 
Mountains, and Mines of Gold, Silver, Iron, and other Metals ; befides 
Pearls and precious Stones. Its Purcelane,.or Earthen Ware, is not to be 
imitated in the World ; and it affords rich Furs againft the Cold, SilYs^ 
WoolL Cotton, md Flax ; nor is there any End ot its Sugar, Honey, Am-^ 
ber, vermilion, and Lake. Musk, whereof no mention is found among 
Greek and Latin Authors, is more plentiful in China than in other 
Parts. -v. 

The PeG|Ie sre Aofl paf&bnately addi£ledto Delfght, and LafciviouP- 
nefs. They albncalways felt all Things; they buy nothing that Nature ThcPcopk^ 
or Art affords, either for Suflenance, or Cloathing, except fome Perfumes 
for their Cloaths, and Pepper out dE India i nor would there be any Place 
ibr Fordgn Trade, did not an inlatiablc Avarice of Gold and Silver predo- 
minjlte among the Cbhefes. What they draw out of the Bowels of the 
Mines, they conceal as carefully as if it were flill in them ; and even 
that they bring from remote Provinces, they heap up, and bury.. Their, 
publick and private Strudures would make uu a Narration of ex- 
traordinary Length. We arc told of 200 Cities ot an extraordinary Mag- nties 
nitude, and many more of inferior Degree, befides Towns, Caftle?, 
and Villages, containing above 3000 Families each, built of Bricks made 
ofthe fame Clay as our Purcelane,. or CA/«/i Ware, and thefc encompaf&*d 
with continued Woods, Springs and Rivers. In all thefe there are Towers 
with flately Pinnacles, Pleafure-Houfes, and Temples, tho^ hideouily 
painted, yet coftly, with Variety of dcform'd Images, through which the 
Devils give their Aniwers. But thefe are not in all Parts, for many of 

them kngw no Ggd^ nor Religion. I^ifc^ they fay, was from Eternity

common to, and alike in all living Creaiures. That at tirft Men drank 
humane Blood, and eat raw Meat. That afterwards the Ufe ^of Reafon 
provided for Keceffity, and Pleafure; inventing the Ways of drefling, and 
feafoning Meat at the Fire, in Vefftls and other Utenlils. The fame, they 
fay, hapjenM in Regard to Man^s Naked nefs. So that Man is indebted to 
himfelt alone for what he enjoys, and therefore whofoever lay'd on him 
the Borden of Religion, and the owning of a Caufe Superior to Nature, on- 
ly aim'd at thedejeding him, and exercifing a Tyranny over his Libeity. 
Withthefc impious Notions, and deArudlive A theifm, they oppofe their 
Eternal Salvation, which our Arms, and our Preachers invite them to* 
They only regard Generation j but net without Diftin^ion. Lawful Ma« 
trimony entitles Women to be Miflrefles of their Families; The Matrons 
value themfelves upon being highly Chafl« Concubines are kept in Houfes 
apart. They do not want for Plays, and fuch Reprefentations j and they 
delight in feeing their Traditions, whether true or fabulous, aded on 
the Stage. They ufe Entertainments, and have Tables and Chairs of Eio* 
njt^ and other precious Materials ; as alfo Shipping, Shows, Carts, Horfe-^ 
Litters, and the Exercife of Arms, and Riding. 

It were no difficult Matter to give an Account here of their private 
Cuiloms and Manners, were they to our Purpofe. Something mall be 
faid of the Publick and Political, for the bette^ Underflanding df fome 
Things that happened in the Philiffine Illands, fibm whence the Recovery 
of the Moluccos^ in our Times, had its Beginning. They call their great 
Men Loyties^ trom among whom the King chufes his Judges and Coun-* 
fellors. There is almofl an infinite Number of inferiour Magistrates, who 
exercife the Regal Power and Authority, even in the moft inconfiderable 
Cafes. In every Town there are five, tiiat have the greateft Power, and 
thefe are Strangers in the Place, that they may be free from Partiality. 
The Head of them all, is call'd Tutan^ being the fame as a Vicei 6y in 
Emofe. The next in Dignity is the Poncajio^ who has Charge of the King's 
Taxes, and Royal Treaiur«, with a great Number of ClerlcS|^and other* 
Oflxcers ; and he pays all Salaries and Penfions. Next fqllows uie Ancajioy 
who is chief Juflice, in Criminal Cafe; of Confequence. Hht Jitan has 
the Infpedion of all Martial Affairs, he muflers the Armies, builds the 
Ships, and his principal Duty is to obferve the Guards, that no Stranger 
may pafs into the Inland Country, The LuUiRo is next to the Ait an in 
Dignity, and is to be expert in War, in which he h employed by the 
Jitan. I know there are other Magiilrates, and their Names and Digni<* 
ties, which I muA pafs over in Silence* All of them except the Luitifioi 
keep great State. There are ten cbofen Perfonsof .the Council, tho' not 
€qual In Authority* Five of them fit on tlie Right, the others on the 
Left. The King often thrufls in among the Judges and Parties in Dif- 
^ize, to piy into the Caufes, and their Decifions, and be certainly in- 
iorm'd of both. When he thinks fit, he fometimes makes himfelf known ; 
and the Moment he difcovcrs himfelf, they all f^and Mute, full of Re» 
Ipeft and Aftonifhmcnt, liflenicg to what he fhall command. Then he 
commends or reproves either Party, and rewards, or punifbes before he 
departs the Court. His Mandarines^ zvAVnrr.z Minificfs are fo highly 
refeeflcd, that no Man dares look them in the Face, and they always Took 
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foStcrn, that it would be thought a great Diforder to 1 jfe the leall of their 
Gfuviiy, tho* ir were but with a modefc Sir.ile* This they obrerve, when 
they pals tlu"o^ the Streets, in Sight ot the People. The greateft Horiour 
airioiig them is to wear a Cymiter with a go!d Pomme], and a yellow 
Hat, 

When the Prcfident of the Council Dies, the eldeft Judge fucceeds him. ^, 
Thel'c go Circuits thro' the Provinces, and reform Abufes^ and all of them -^ ^ •• 
wear the King's Badge en their Shoulders, and Bieafls, being a Golden 
Dragon wove in the Cloth. When they go thefe Progreffes, they fave, or 
lefTen the Charge by circumfcribing the State. When tirfi eleded, at their 
taking PoiTeflion of their Pofls, they generally go out attended by Troops of 
Horfe and Foot, with all Sorts of Mufick, and Splendour. Their Pomp 
appears in the Hanging, and other Ornament.^ or' the Streets and Houfes. 
All the expence of Law Suits, Courts, and other PerqUifites is allowM oi.t 
of the King's Exchequer. The Mnndarincs arc Governors, and Viceroys. 
In China there are no Dukes, MarquefieS| or Earls, nor do they own any 
Dignity, but what is deriv'd from the King's Authority. Though in the 
Parts next to Scythin^ or Tartary^ fome People are Aldhovietans ^ yet in all ff^Ufrjor. 
others they are either Idolaters, or look upon the Notion of a God as a •^ 
itieer Jefl. They believe the Life and Death of Men and Beafls are alike. 
There is nothing they are more attentive to, than the obfiruding of any 
foreign Religion, and this under the politick Pretence, that they are jealous 
of Innovation. But above all they oppofe the true Religion, Iiating that they 
know nothing of; and are as much afraid of it, as if its Minifiers went 
arm'd to preach it, and with the Noife of Drums, and Trumpets, and regu- 
lar Armies* They are frighted at a few bare-foot, and almoft naked Men 
who profefs Poverty, and preach up Moraliry, and fupernatural Virtues, 
grounded on Humility and Peace. They have fuch an Averfion for them, 
that were it proper to our SubjeA^ or were there not printed Relations 
thereof already, we would recpunt feveral Inflances, to (how their unrcafon- 
able Hatred. Hence may be inferred, how much more Need of the fpecial 
Grace of Heaven thefe Nations (land in, with thofe in the Neighbour hood^ 
which are exposed to the Infedion and Danger of their Obftinacy. The 
Reader ought alfo to confider, that tho fometimes, the Avarice, and other 
Crimes of our Commanders, and Soldiers interfere with the Preaching 
of the Gofpel, yet their Offences do not leffen the luftice o.^ the Caufe. He 
h alfo to refleft, that, allowing his Majefly, for weighty Reafons of Staie 
ftould, as we have faid was proposed, refolve to abaridon thofe Parts of Afia^ 
as thtClfinefes did, and ciicumfcribe the Compafs of his Monarchy ; yet 
the Gaufe of Religion would not permit it. Our Kings are its Minifters, 
and Sons of the Catliolick Church, arid any War made for the Propagation 
of the Gofpel, is of the greateft C-onfequence, and highly gainful, iho* it 
be to acquire, or recover defert Provinces, Befides that the Philippine Ifl- 
ands have ihown us how tradable their Natives are, and how much they 
improve with the Example, and Society of the Spaniards^ and how affeftio- 
nately they have imbrac'd the Faith, and aflift the Religious Men, who 
dilate, and carry it over into China^ Jdpan^ Camloxa^ Mindanao^ the Mo^ 
luccot^ and other Iflands, where flill Idolatry continues, or the Friendfhip 
with the Devils left them by their aptient Mafters, when they excluded 
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them their Dominions, or elfe the Mahometan Fi^lloasy which thejr have 
iince imbracM. 

This is the Principal End of keeping thofe Provinces ; and the Revenues 
and Weakh which is confum'd upon them, and feveral others, are laid out 
upon the Forces, and Preparations Spain makes lor the Preaching and Se« 
jj curity of the Miniilers of the Church. Befides, that as Times have altcr'd^ 

oA'Chinefe ^^ ^^^1 ^^^ ohtn in China changM their Opinion, and ihow'd they re- 
L-nnKf,^^ pcnted their having diminifb^d their Empire. No Year paffes over with 
^^ ^-/»^»^- out Threats olChinefe Armies 5 of their Lifting Men ; of building Ships ; 

of their folemn confecrating^ or dedicating them to their carvM Gods, or 
to the Sun, Moon, and Stars, which are adored in fome Parts, begging Sue- 
eels in their vain Prayers againil the Sfaniards^ who are poflfefs^d of thofe 
Countries they abandon^, thro* their own Indifcretiom This fhort Ac- 
count of the Chincfss^ or Sanglns^is here infei ted, for the better under Aaad^ 
ing of thofe Aftions we ihaU Kion treat of. They not only oppofe the 
Truth ; but tho'xhey are wholly addided to their Inteieft, and Slaves to 
Gain, and tho* it be foabfolutely requifite for the attaining of thofe Ends 
through their Indufiry and Trade, to maipnin Amity with their Keigh« 
Ix>urs, yet there is nothiiig lets to be reliy'd on than their Faith, or to 
give it a more proper Name, their DiilimuUtion. Happv thofe . People^ If 
when China withdrew its l^uninion^ it had alfo with drawn the EriQis 
4)f its Woribip. •

SshaJlUn Cano^ was born in the Town ofGuetarta^ on the Pp eiiean Moun- /j.//*^' *** 
tains, as wc are lold by Maffkus^ in his Laiin Hiftory, where he extols \q^^j^ fj,^ 
Cavo^s mighty Refolution, and skill in the Art of Navigation, He teUs us ^q^jj^ 
with what Refped and Admiration all Men looked on him, as the firfl that 
went round this Globe, which is the Habitation of Mortals. And in Truth 
what value ihall we henceforward put upon the Fabulous Argonauts^ Tiphys^ 
Jafon^ and all other Sailers, fo much celebrated by the Greek Eloquence, 
or Vanity, if oooiparM with our Cano ? He was the fir A Witnefs of the 
Communication of the two Seas, to whom Nature difclos^d what fhe had 
till then referv^d for his Difcovery, fuffering herfelf to be entirely layM 
cpen^ as a Beginning of fuch BoldEnterprizes of that Law which ferves^ 
and renders us Immortal. 

. Magellan being dead, the Iflands Lufmet^ which ought to have inherited jff^nds Lu- 
his ^lame for being his Place of Burial, as the Streight did Tor his difco- /(j^es caWd 
iering and pafling it, in the year is6j, cliang^d theirs for that ofP/jilijp^ Philip- 
fjnes^ thrf thofe of that Eaflern JrcMpelago bear the fame. The Jdelan- pines^* 
iado^ or Lord Lieutenant Michael dc Legafpe^ fent from New-Spah^ by the 
Viceroy Don LewU dc Velafco^ with a Spa7:(fi Fleet arrived at thele lilands. Letjafoe 
He ficft conquered that of Zebu^ and ics Neighbours, where he fpent fix ^^^ ^^^ 
Years. Tbefe Iflands, as there are feveral Names given to divers of thofe Conquirox 
Farts, are called Pintados^ becaufe then the Indians went naked, and their ^ 
Bodies wrought and painted of feveral Colours. He left aGarrifon there, 
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and went over to podefs hinifclf of Luzon^ 1 50 Leagues from Zebu. He 
fought the Barbarians, who after the firft Surprize, caus'd by our Arms, 
Ships, and Counreoances, differing from theirs, was over, were encourag'd 
by that very NoveJty- Legaffe ran into a Bay, four Leagues over -at the 
Mouth, where is an Ifland now call'd ^jriu^/ez. The Bay rony thirty 
Leagues up to the City Manila^ and is eight Leagues over, lying North- 
Weil, and South«^£afl« The Inhabitants of this City oppos d him with 
more Bravery than the Pintados 5 becaufe they had Cannon, and a Fort, 
but as foon as they faw that taken by lYxtSpmiards^ they fubmitted. This 
was done fo expeditioufly that the Country had not time to come in ; anj 
thus he entered Manila^ a Place llrong by Nature. At a Point of it, which 
is fhut in by the Waters of the Bay, a confiderable River empties It felf, 
which rifes in the Great Lake call'd Vny^ five Leagues Diflant. This Point 
which at firfl is narrow and (harp, prcfently widens, becaufe the Sea-toaft 
runs aw«y to the South South-Eaft, and the River Weft, leaving a moft 
fpacious Spot for the City , which is all encompafsM with Water, except 
that part which lyes to the South-Weft; Legafpe then built it cf Wood, 
whereof there is great plenty in thofe parts. The Roofs he covered, or 
Thatch'd with the Leaves of Nipa^ which is Jike our Sedge, or Sword- 
Grafs, and a fufficieiit Fence againft the Rains ; but a Combuftible Mat- 
ter, and the occafion of Great Conflagrations, which have often hapned* 
Luzon is more Populous than any of the other Iflands, which in Ho- 
nour of King Pbilif the Second, were call'd Philippines^ and which fome 
affirm are in Number xiooo. The Compafs cf Luzon is 1 50 Leagues. It 
tuns without the Bay xoo Leagues to the Northward, as iar as New iScr- 
govia ; and from where this Province commences, which is at Cape Boja-- 
dor^ and 70 Leagues from it, turns to the Eaftward, to the Promontory 
del Enganno \ from thence along the Coaft to the South, 80 Leagues ; 
then turning again to that they call £;/;^(7f/7//(^0, or the Mouth, being the 
Streight againft the Ifland Tanday/t^ 40 Leagues, and this is 80 from the 
Bay. So tnat it bears the fhape of a Square,' and in it feveral Bays, and 
few good Harbours. It lyes in 160 Degrees Longitude, reckoned from the 
Canaries^ the Southcrmoft Part in 14 Degrees of North Latitude, and 
the Northermoft inip^ OnthatSidcof itlyesC/^/n.t, feparated from it 
by the Sea 60 Leagues over \ and the lilahds of Japan ^ 250 Le^aes di- 
ilant. On the £aft is the Vaft Ocean ; on the South is the great^ft cf 
ali the Archipelagosy divided into five, and thofe again rent into fo many 
Iflands, Kingdoms, and Provinces, as if Nature had refolv'd that Man 
Ihould never determine their Number. The moft known are the two Jj- 
xw, our 3IolvccoSy Borneo^ and New Guinea. On the Weft of Luzon^ at 
3 00 Leagues, and greater Diftances, lye Malaca, Siam^ Patan^ Camhoxa^ 
Cochin-china^ and leveral other Provinces oh the Continent ofJfa. The 
Cbinefes forfook their Habitations in our Philippine Iflands, but not the 
Trade. Neither did the Worfhip they had introduced ceafe, nor their Per* 
tility. They produce plenty of Corn, and other neceflary Grain ; Deer^ 
Cows, Buffaloes, Cozts^ and Wild Boars ; Fruit, and Sweets ; and if any 
be wanting the Chincheo Cbinefes bring it, as they do Pprcelane,and Silks« 
The Wine they ufe, and always drank, is drawn from the Pahn, or rather 
Coco Trees, cutting off the Cluflers of the Fruit they produce, when Greer^ 
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and taking off the Nipples of them, they gather the Water that runs from 
them, and Boif it in jars, till it becomes fo (Iron?, that it makes Men 
drunk, in the fame manner as the Utowg^dSpattiJb Wine, Of its Natural 
Growth, thelfland has Oranges, Lemmons, and moil delicious Citrons; 
oiSfaniJb Fruit, Figs, an J Pears. There are Numerous Breeds of Spar- Bir£s. 
row*Mawks, 6ird5 like fmall Herons, and Eagles, befides fundrV Sorts of 
Parrots, and other large and fmall FowL In the Rivers and Lakes there 
ztt many Monftrous Crocodils, or Alligators. Thefe cafily kill the IndK jjuj^^^Qf^ 
ant^ and efpecially Boys, who happen unadvifediy to come M'here they ' ^ 
are, and the Cattle that goes into the Water to drink. It often happens, 
they lay hold of their Snouts, or Nofes, and draw them under water, 
where they are drown'd, without being able to defend themfelves ; then 
they drag the Carcafs to the Shore,and devour it. An Alligator being kiird 
a whole Buffaloes Head has been found fome times in the Belly, and yet i\\ 
that Country they are as big as the largefl Ox in Spain. The Alligators 
lay Eggs as the Torioifes do, about the bignefs of Goofe-Eggs, and fo 
hard tidt they will fcarce break, tho' Hruck againil a Stone with main 
Force. They are HatchM by burying in the Sand, near the edge of the Wa- 
ter ; the moifiure whereof, with the Heat of the Sun forms the young 
Ones. There are fome Indians fo brave, that as fierce as thefe Creatures How tie 
aie^ they kill them with their Hands. Thev arm the left up tt) the Arm Indians 
with a Glove of Buffalo's Hide. They hold in it a Stick, or fmali Stake, /^i^/ tbc 
fomewhat above a Foot Jong, and as thick as a Man*s Wrift, and fharp- jUi^atoru 
ned at both Ends, with which they go into the Water up to the Wafte : 
The Crocodile makes tip to the Indian^ gaping to fwallow him, and he 
holdii^ out his Arm that is arm'd, and the Hand with the Stake in i^ 
lor the Monfler jto bite at, claps it acrbfs his Mouth, fo that he cann.t 
ibut it, or make ufe of his Teeth to hurt him. The Alligator feeling the 
hurt of the iharp pointed Stick, is fodifmayed that he neither makes re- 
iiffance, nor oflenids, nor dares fo much as move, becaufe the leafi ftrug-^ 
ling gauls him. Then the Indian holding fail the Stake, with a Ponyard 
be has in his other Hand, Wounds the Creature fo often about the Gills, 
till it bleeds to Deaths Then he drags it afljore wiih Ropes arid Noozes, 
many Indiatts joyning to draw^ and there is need of many, confidering the 
Bkilkof thofe Crocodiles. They are AapM like Lizards, butarm'd with 
fuch Uroilg Shells, that a Musket-ihot makes link Impreffion on them, 
%nd they are fcarce to be hurt, but only about the Gill<?, and under their 
fhortLegs, where Nature has placed a fort of fweet Odour, which the 
Indians make their Advantage of. Theft Iflands, befides the Cattel, pro- 
duce all that is found in Jfrick^ as Tygers, Lions, Bears, Foxes, Mon- » p 
keys, Apes^ Squirrels, and fome of them Abundance of Civet-Cats, which ^^^J^^* 
Me much Hunted, in order to be fent into feveral Countries, with other 
Commodities of C£/»/r ; Callicoes, Silks^ Porcelane, Iron, Copper, Steel, Comntodz^ 
Quickfilver, and many more Yearly Tranfported from thofe Countries. /;V.r 
The Religion and Government is now the fame as in Spain ; but in thofe 
which are not yet fubdu*d, they follow an Extravagant Idolatry ; belie- 
ving the Soul Immortal, but wandering from one Body to another, accord- 
ing to that ridiculous Tranfmigration invented or publi' 'd by Pyth.igordt. 
XJiey are much addi^ed to Trawde, and forwarded in it by the Commerce 
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vriUciChina. The Pbilipfine People are braver than their Neighbours 3 the 
Spaniard: and their Breed do not degenerate from their Original. 

An Army wzs now forming of all thefe Sorts of People, by Order of 
the. King, to attempt recovering the Forts of the Moluccos. Don Ranquillo 
] ?"p^* ife Pennalofa was then Governour there; and tho' he had receiv'd Ibme fn^ 
loiPrefa-- telligence brought him thence by Spies and Traders,yet not fatisfyM with 
^fjS^^^^ it, he fent thither another Soldier. He difguifed himfelf, and being like 
t/jeMo- the Natives in Countenance, and fpeaking their Language to Perfedion^ 
luccos* got to Tydore. He found our People very earned to forxvard that Enterprize, 

and that King ready to fupport it with all his Power. Thence he pafs'd 
over to Ternate^ among Merchants, where he view'd the Forts, the Shoals 
of the Harbours ; obferv'd their Correfpoiidence with the £w^/(/7;, and took 
notice how they Landed, and Traded in all Safety, or rather with Autho- 
rity* Nor was he unacquainted with the Numbers of conceal'd Chrifti- 
ans, who would take up Arms when a feafonable Opportunity was offered, 
or any other Particular, which belonged to a Judicious Spy to enquire in- 
Tlfc Forces to. Hereupon Ronquillo gathered about 300 S^aniards^ and above isooNat- 
fent under tives of the Philippines^ with Ammunition, Provifions, and Seamen, and 
Sarmien- at the proper Seafonfent them for the Moluccos in three Great Ships, and 
10., a confiderable Number of Small Ones. Peter Sarmiento^ a brave and expe** 

rienc'd Officer, flill living in thofe Illandf, when this was writ, went as 
General. He had Courage, and Force to deft roy any of the Enemies that 
th n frequented thofe Seas. HisMajefty had fome time before beftow'd 
Paul de the Government oiTernate^ if it were Conquered, on Paul de Lima ; and 
Lima rich allowM his Brother Fraticis de Lima to make two Voyages to the Moluccas^ 
i^ fhe inConfiderationoftheir Services, and thofe of /r(?i2i;r their Father. Paitl 
Moluccos. was Marry *d to a Ghriftian, and devout Lady, tho* a Kinfwoman to the 

Xing ofTernate^ who was not fo. For this Reafon, and becaufe he had 
been poffcfs^d in Teriiate^ of the ancient Inheritance of the Villages of 
Guitaj Mofa^uia^ Mofaguita^ Pavate^ Pelveri^ SanFuma^ Takane^ Maj^ 
loa^ and Soma ; and in the Ifland of ALicbian of Sabele^ Tal/ipao^ Talatoa^ 
Mofahonana^ lahaloga^ Tagonq^ Bohaba^ and Molafa ; and in Regard 
the King oiJernatey had expelled him moft of them, as alfo oiBitua in 
TydorCy and feveral ether Places, he went over to ' Maitila^ as a Banifh^d 
Man, where he confer*d with the Governour, about the means of facili- 
tating the Conqueft, juft before it was put in Execution. His Advice was 
of ufe, and he gave it, as one fo nearly concerned ; for betides the Inheri- 
tance the King of Ternatc wrongfully with^held from him, he hop*d to 
recover the Uland of Moutily which belonged to his Forefathers. The 
Don John Enterprize was farther Authorized by the Prefence of Don John Ronquillo^ 
Ronquillo the Governour*s Nephev/, who had equal Power with Satmiento^ both by 
jojn^d Sea and Land. If any thing was wanting, they thought the Defeft would 
ttfitb Sar- cafily be fupply'd by the Valour of the Soldiers, the Celerity of the Paf- 
miento. fage, and the Enemies Surprize j but the divided. Command was an Obila-- 

cle to their Hopes. 
Spaniards The Weather provM not very crofs,. yet neither was it. fo favourable, 
"^nrrive at ^^ that they could come direftly to anchor at Ternatc^ as would have been 
mid take ^^^ convenient to deceive the Watchfulnefs of the Enemy. They ar- 
Moutil m'^zxMoutiU andfougtitaParcelofJa;/^ war in Sight of Land j which 
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were taken, and the Chriftians in them fet at Liberty. Paul dc Lima be- 
ing well acquainted with the Bays, and there being uo fu/Hcient Foice in 
the liland to withiland a Fleet, it eafiiy fubmitted, when attacked in feve- 
rai Parts. Tlie Natives came out with Palm, Citron, and Clove-Tree 
Branches, in Token of Peace, and to beg Pardc/n. Both were granted, and 
Paxil dc Lima appointed their Lord, tho' his New Dominion turn'd to lit- 
tle Account, for v/itbin a few Days, all the People flipp'd away, either 
becaufe they thought themfelves fafer at Ternaie^ or to meet the Enemy, 
who of Neceidity muft carry the War over into that Ifland, as it happened. 
HertSarmiejito refitted the Ships, and being over- joy 'd with this Succefs, Sarmicntt> 
obtained without the LofsofoneMan, arrived ziTalavgavie^ pafHng amidil 'Vfernate^ 
the Enemies Catenas j which they liad fitted out in a Hurry. The King 
expelled him long before in the Fort, well furnilhM with our Cannon, 
particularly the BaOion they had enlargM, and call'd Cachil TulOy from 
the King^s Uncle, who made it,, and thefe Preparations feem'd to threaten 
any Difafter. Our Men landed on that Side, and were oppos'd by the 
Ternates j but Night put an End to the Fight, and both Panies retiring 
to their FaftnelTes, our Cannon was landed, and planted in the Place, and 
after fuch Manner as Paul de Lima diredled, and ever fince he commanded 
it in the Fort oiTydore. The King of this Ifland was willing to joyn our 
Camp, as had appeared by fome of his Adions, and his Promifes to the ^^^S ^f - 
Enfign Duermaii but he miflrufled the Fortune of the Spaniards^ as if he Jydore 
had not had fufficient Experience of it. The Opportunity and Fidelity now ^^^^^vs^^ 
invited him, and yet he forbore ; his Doubtfulnefs is thought to have been 
prejudicial to the Succefs. Sarmiento having planted his Cannon, in^ 
trenched himfelf, and taking fome Prifoners, of whom he learned what 
ProviHons and Amunition theBefieged had, began to prefs on, and batter 
them furioufly ; yet they were not difcourag^d, but anfwerM boldly. It 
was found convenient to pofTefs the upper Grounds, which over-looking 
the Place, tho' they have been fincc Icveird, our Men much incommoded 
tlie Enemy, and liad they continu'd it, that would have put an End to Fort of 
the War. However there wasfo much Sicknefs in the Camp, that no Re- Ternate 
inedy was found againft it^ but going ofFfo to fave themlelves for a more latter^d. 
favourable Seafon. The Succours which came as Duties from Tydore^ were 
very inconfiderable ; the Allies were cold, and all Things weak ; what 
otherCaufes there were Heaven knows. It is likely there were fome of fhe Sege 
more Moment, for in Ihort the Army broke up, and reimbark'd for Mani-^ raifid. 
la^ without doing any thingbut adding 10 the Enemies Refolution. ' 

At that Time, only the. Englijb Nation difturb'd the ^/i»;y& Sovereign- 
ty in thofeEaftern Parts 5. for this Reafbu, King^ Philip was defirous, not 
only for the prefent to curb them by Force of Arras, but to. make them ' 
an Example to all other Nations, that they might not fpread themfelves 
abroad to attempt fuch InvafionF, as we are Eye-Wijnefles to.. This Work ^ ^ 
was undertaken in the Year i$88, but firil happened what we are now to fJ^. ^^ 
relate. Q^ttnElizaheth oi England^ after a tedious Imprifonment, be-^^'''^'* 
headed Mary Stuart^ Queen of Scotland^ for fome Politick Reafons, or *^^^oP^» 
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more particularly the Marches aboat tiie River Tweedy and thofc ot Jnan^ 

dalc^ ivater'd by the River Solway. The Queen call'd Home the Earl of 

Liicefter^ who was in HoBanil^zpfoiMed him General, and War broke out 

_ inallthofe Northern Provinces, with apprehenfions of greater toenfue. 

^y^.^^^r After many Events, which do not belong to this Place, Queen Elizabeth 

'*^„* ^ ilrengthned her Alliance with the Duich^ encouraging thofe Provinces to 

Fraiticcs. pcrfift in their Difobedience to the Church, and to King P3%, and advi- 

fingthem, fince the King had toibid them trading in all the Refl of his 
Dominions, to go over into InJia^ there to raife Commotions, and rob liim 
of the Spice. The more fafely to compafs her Defigns, fhe fupported the 
FUmmivgs Obfiinacy, flattering herfelf with the Hopes of a new Monar- 
chy, for the acquiring whereot^ fhe proposM to make ufe of the Wealth 
yearly brought from the Nonh and South Seas, for Sfain^ the Robbing of 
which had already made an Addition to her Power ; as alfo of the Fado« 
lies ere^ed for Trade in the Moluccas ^ BanJa^ Sumatra^ Ceylony and the two 
Jav0s ; where fbe kept Garrifons, in order to convert the Fritndihip into 
Sovereignty.

in one of which Sir Francis Drake was, they took her. There Don Pedro 
lie Valdesj a Sj^aniCo Commander of known \'alour, and then Lieutenant 
General, was made Prifoner, with whom they fent to Plymonih^ a great 
Quantity of Crown Pieces, and fifty Great Gun5, About 4C0 Spaniards 
were killed., and taken. On the zd and i\tb oiJuguJl^tht Lord Horvard^ and 
Drake joyn'd their Squadrons, fome write they had an hundred Sail, aU 
well MannM, and light, with which they infefted ours, which w:erc heavy, 
and encumber^, particularly the Portvguefe Galleon, calM the S. Joln^ be- 
ing the greatefl in the Fleet, and in it were John Martinez de Recalde^ the 
Count di ParedeSf the Marques de la Favara^ and other Commanders of Kote. 
However they got to the Ifle of IHght^ whence the Duke fent away two 
Meflengers to the Prince of Parma^ who was then at Brujfeh^ defiring he 
would nirnift him with Powder and Ball, for the Defence of the FJeet^ and 
imbark what Troops he had ready. But he, either prevented by invincible 
Obftades, or for other Keafons, which have left that Princes Reputation Difap^ 
exposed to Cenfurcs, movM fo flowly, that what had been fo maturely con^ foifumerrt 
certed took no Efteft. The JEnemy boafiing, that the Sea and Winds had of the Fleet 
fought againft usj in Vindication, as they faid of their Caufe, made pub- 
lick Rejoycings, firing their Cannon; and foon after the Queen put forth a 
Proclamation to the fame Effeft, againft which a certain -£;;^///&Religioizs 
Man writ learnedly, by the Name of Andrew Philopator. 

The Dutch who were in Confederacy with Queen Elizaheth^ feeing this 
Succefsy were encouraged to afpire to greater Matters, renouncing their Re- j/.^ T)m.^w 
ligion, and their Sovereign, attempting to ufuro the Treafures of the Eacff, J^:^^ 
Mines, Spice, Drugs, and Silks, as appears by tneir bold Voyages, wherein ^^' ' 
they have endeavoured to follow the frefh Examples of the EvgliJh^zxiA the 
ancient fet them by Columbus^ Jlhu^uerque^ Magellan^ Gama^ and Cortes^ 
as we lliall (ce hereafter. But, both they and tHe EngUJby if they try the 
j[uftlce of their Caufe by the Succefs of that Fleet, muft be obliged to pre- 
fer the Caufe of the Gentiles, when God for his Secret Judgments permit- 
ted his own chofen People to be over-thrown. Deftrudion is more glori- 
ous than Profperity; and a religious Soul will rather chufe to be caft down 
than Viftorious, if an angry God is to give it the Vidory. 

After this Santiago de Vera governed the Philippine Iflands, and by fpe- Jnothet 
cial Order, atm'd againft Ternate^ where the Englijb from that Time tra- Expedi-^ 
ded ,with all poffible Security. All Nations had fettled Faftories except t ion from 
the JavanefesanALafcarines. Above I'ic^ Mahometans from Mecca ptczcYid //^^ phi* 
their Abominations. They fear'd nothing from Portugal^ all their Ap- jippines. 
prehenHon was from the Spaniards^ who were newly ingagM to feek Re- ** 
venge. The King of Ternate well knew that Sarmiento and RonfinUo 
would have taken it, had not Difeafes prevented them. When the News 
of frefh Preparations came to Tydore^ it was carry *d over by Spies to 7Vr- 
mate. That King prefently call'd together his Subjefts, eipecially the 
Iflanders of Machian and Horner^ who came in 40 Carcoas^ becaufe their 
lilands were very populous. The Number had bten greater, but that the ^^^S ^f 
King would- not fuffer more to be fitted out than he demanded, for he could Ternate 
net conceal his Fear that they would rebel, thofe Parts being full of Chri- p spares. 
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ilians, and the Taxes he laid on the People intolerable. Santiago dc Vera 

appointed J(o£»^/or077rj General, "who wanted not for Condu^^ nor his Men 

' tor Valour, nor the Fleet for Cannon and Ammunition. But whether Na* 

tural Ambition, or any other Accident was the Occafion of ir, there were 

fuch Divifions among them, that they had fufficient Grounds to miflruft 

the Event, before they left Manila. They fet fail with fair Weather, and 

pafs'd the greateil Dangers of the Sea, and when they thought themfelves 

fafeft, all the Elements i'eem'd to confpire againfl the Fleet* They loA the 

Light, and their Reckning, the Veflels were fhatter'd, and the greateft of 

Spanifh them lunk, and all the Men loft. This was the Galleon S. Hellen^ which 

Fleet lofes carry 'd the Guns to batter the Fort, and many other Neceflaries and Stores. 

a great For all this, they infifled upon proceeding, and the King oiBachian allificd

However our Men, 

Ternaic. whom the Storms had deprivM of Neceflaries for that Work, vented their 

Spleen upon the Javanefe. Thefe valu'd themfelves upon fallying out to 
Skirmifli, being diftinguifliable by their Arms, and manner of drawing up» 
The Spaniards handled them fo roughly, that they, did little more during the 
War. Some Months v/ere fpent in Fruitlefs Atten)pts, and if they had at^ 
tackM the Country, but a Culverine-Shot ihort ot the Fort, at the Bay of 
Limathaoj and march'd thence to attack the Fort behind, as the 
moft underflanding defir'd, it had been of good Confequence. But the Ge* 
tieral Morones^ putting all upon Experience without Forecafl, was fatisfy'd 
with fronting next the Sea, doing much Harm, which was caus'd by tliat 
iiril, and obAinate manner of attacking ; and that gave Way for Succours 
to go into the Natives, at other landing Places, tho' thiity Men at a fmall 
Difiance might have prevented it. This both the Kings maintained, whofe 
Valour, which ought to be commended even in Enemies, if our. General 
had pleased, might have given Succefs to this Undertaking. Befidcs that ex-* 
perience has ffaown that lifty f^paniards have done as much upon OccaGon^ 
as whole Roman Legions well arm'd and difciplin'd.

They were in all about ;ooo fighting Men, igooof them 

had Muskets, whereof zoo were expert at them ; die red neither Pikes, nor 

Lances, nor any other long fort of Arms, but only thofe they call Toranas^ 

about a Fathom in Length, like Darts, and fome like Arrows, which 

they call by main Strength, with Canes and Strings, wherewith they un- 

expe^ledly wound unarmM Men in Fight; beoiufe they fly not out of a 

£ow, but are thrown flrait forward, or over their Headset Others had on* 

I7 their Campilanes^ cr Cymiters, and Shields. Many of them fought the 

more obAinately, confiding in their Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces^ 

Ix)ught of the Portuguefcf\ but as foon as they closM with our Men, they 

broke their Order, and loft Courage* This Accident provM a very great 

Obftacle, becauie it diverted our Men from their double Defign of prefling 

both Forts at the fame Time, fo that the very Commanders were forced to 

ingage. Alorones knew how to behave himfelf upon all Occafion* , and the Blood/

tho* they pouted a Volley upon the Forces of lyiorc and Bachian^ but with the Spani-* 

jittle JKarm. This Vidory was not gain'd without Effufion of Blood, yet ards. 

they took Heart to hope for one more compleat, at the Arrival of the Ga« 

leon from Ivi//j, and believed that Addition of Strength wou.'d make amends 

for what they loft \\\ the Storm. 

The Galeoa arriv'd at Tvdore^ better provided to carry on the Trade, The 57r^« 
than the War. For this Realbn, and becaul'e many of pur Men were Sick, or raised. 
Wounded, Morohes was obliged to raife the Siege, and difmift thofe Kings^ 
to whom he afterwards fent Prefents of iS]pJw(/& Commodities, fome Horfes 
and Silks. It was fince known that tho* the Tem.ne: will end!ire much 
Hard ihip, they were then lb near prefs'd, that Hunger muft havt- fubdu^d 
them, could our Men have ftay'd a little longer. They emlark'd in Sight 
of the Enemy, who prefently appeared in the Field rejoycing, with Alufick^ 
aiid other Tokens ot Viftory. The JJiatick Traders reforted to their Torts, 
and others from Europe^ but particularly their new Friends the Engljjb^ with 
whom they communicated the Joy of their Succefs. 

They never made a good ufe of Peace and Quietnefs 3trrf«^/^,asfoonas NotalU 
that was now reftor*d, the King was again at Variance v/ith his Unkles j Prafficei. 
which Fortune fo improvM as to furnift an Opportunity that migl:t have 
been advantageous to our Defigns, liad not Ihe thwarted it. CacLii Mandra^ 
A-j was the nobleft of Sultan Jerio^s Sons, as born of the Queen they call 
Putriz^ whfch is the Chief. His Father would have had him fucdeed ia 
the Thronei but was difgufted at a Eoldnefs which does not ufe to be mif-* 
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Iik*d among Politicians* Cachil Maiidraxa was defpcratdy in love with 
Filola^ his Niece, Daughter to the King his Brother ; and that Princes did 
not refufe her Unklcs Counlhip. The Father one Day found them talk- 
ing together, in the Apartment refervM only for himfelf ; and tho* he was 
fatisfied their Converfation was within the Bounds of Decency, took fuch 
an Averfion, that he deprive him of the Succeffion. The illegitimate Ke- 
^^^^^y of phew ReignM, againft the Will of all the Unkles, who were near confpi- 
iheKingof ring to kill him : but the fubtle King knew how to difappoint theif Defigns, 
iernate. and fccure himfelf without difcovering the Contrivance^ He called Cachil 

AlaTiiraxa to him, and repeating all pad Diftates,toId him,how defirous he 
was to remove all manner of Jealoufles by a perfeA Reconciliation, which 
lie thought might be done by means of the Princefs Fi/0/4, and fince diere 
was fuch a good Correfpondence between then), ail the Reil would be eafie*. 
However before he gave her to him to Wife, he muft refleft that ihe was 
I>romi:s^d to the King of Tydore^ to whom he was not willing to adminider 
trcfli Caufes of War, or to be the Occafion of interrupting that fliort Tran- 
quility they enjoy 'd, .That iinceall they difcoursM there would remain in 
their Breafts, he would have him to take his Advice. Mandraxa was be- 
fide himfelf, with that imexpeiRed Satisfadion, and yet bad he been trul/

ff^ords. Friend, who but juft before had been his Enemy* He thahk'd him Ibr the

have contrived n Wayj which will fat isfic you^ and the Kifig o/,Tydorc vill 
have no Caufe to complain. For the attaining of hoth theje EnM^ I 
^iB keep Coiincilj as is re^ifte^ and do you any Night Jleal away the 
^incefs^ the Way youJbaU bcft Uke^fo it he with 'Regard to my Reputation^, 
and in all Refpeas giving fuch outward Tokens^ that all Men may believe it 
^ reas open Violence^ and no Contrivance^ or at lejft known to we. I^on myi 
Side^wUl pretend to be very Angry ^ and will complain of the Injury as loudly 
tu is re^uifite to fatisfie the World of nty Innocence. For why Jbould I^ 
VjiJde^ wljbfor the Felicities of this World^ but to make them common to our 
Family I I will retain the Cares of the Crown^ and do you enjoy the Satis^ 
faSion the Kingdom a fords. Mandraxa could not rorbear Weeping ftv 
Joy, he fell down at his Nephew's Feet and kifs'd them, without dilgui^ 
wng any thing of his Palfion, yet fupprefCng the Joy of his new Hopes, 
the be/l he could, he found Means to acquaint the Princefs, aixi to- appoint 
the Hour, Place, and Confidents for expofing herfelf to be flolen aw^. 
Caorial To this Purpofe they pitched upon a Garden, which looks out upon the 

Maiidraxa Se^, adoruM with its Natural Trees, whence the Ships are feen, and among" 
fieais.thc ^hem, on the Day prefixed they fpy*d a Carcoa^w'nh all the Men that Row'd 
lYinccfi curioufly drcfsM and they and the Soldiers weariiig Garlarids,plainly ihowM 
Filola. ^^ Dcfign of their Voyage, tho* they row^d without the Mufick they xi^^ 

to have at other Times. Mandraxa and a fmall but brave Number of his 
Friends landed as filently, and they after the manner of Talafio^ and the 
QtiCKtkt Romans^ when they forcM away the Sabine Women, laid Hold of 
FHda and the Red, and run then^i aboard with all poffible Speed, convey- 
ing them to ai ftionjg Place in the Illand, where having fortify^ himfeR 
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like a Soldier, MaJidrr.XiX devote himfcif to Love* Fame the utter Enemy to 
Secrecy divulged the Facl., and conveyed it over to the King of Tydore^s Ears, 
vrich the King of Tei»«t/^s Complaints* He magnify^ the Affront,andeveiy 
Man fpoke of it^ according to his own Notion. The King who had coji^ 
triv*d it,andby whofe Breath all the Machines of that Tragedy were mov*d 
aflembled the prime Men of his Kingdom, moft ot tl^em Enemies' to the 
deluded Maniraxa^ and aflc*d their Afliftancc and Advice in fo notorious a Ha/cf.:'/^- 
Violence^and pretending extraordinary Concern. They all Voted to a Man, hccdoj r.c 
that it was abfolutely neceflary to make fuch an £:cample asi might deter Kiv^. 
ocliers from the like. When the Confultation was over, the King difl 
patched MelFengers to his Vnkle, intreating him to repair toCourtto (lop 
ill Mouths by iair Means^ and appeafe the Neighbouring Princes, Cichil 
Mandraxa made no difficulty to obey, as well knowing that none of his 
Adions had been contrary to the King^s Orders. Only the Princefs ad* 
vis*d the Contrary; for tho* young, as little above 20 years of Age, Ihe 
was better acquainted with her Brother, and well knew he never kept his

Pcreyra's and Subfcription.. With this came anothervery long one, wherein Duar-^ 
Perfwajions te Ptreyra gives the Governotir a nf)ore ample Account pf what is here de« 
so the fame jiver^d bnefly, repreienting to him the Opportunity ofter'd in forcible 
povernor. Terms. HetellshimthatJ/j»^MAr/iai little before his Death, had pror 

pos'd the fame thing to him, that his Brother Tulo now did j and that they 
iiterc defiious to ful^l what tliey promised Nunno Pereyra. That 
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liland of Macbian^ ihe niofl Iruitful in Clove, Efpous'd ihe Party that was 
againft the King, That they couiJ no longer endure their Opf reffion. He 
perfwaded him to Ann 400 Sfnniar^s^ if they were come from Mexico^ 
anto Ship them off for the Expedition upon Ternate^ giving out, that 
they were going to clear thofe Seas fro.ii Javanefcs^ whole Friendlhip the 
People of Ttrnate value more than they do ours. That be fides the good 
Succefs he expefted by the HeJp of thofe Forces, they would at lead fecure 
thofe Ports againft the Evglijh^ the People ot Ternate having always a 
Fleet in Readinefs. That the Enterprize might fucceed with Fifteen Fii- 
gates, and oneGaleon, provided they went to flay a Year at the Molvctos^ ^ 
and brought a Number of Philippive Pioneers. He fays, the Javancfe Ships 
are lefs than the Frigats, and there are Forty Soldiers in each of them, 
who Lye Aboard Eight Months, and live a Year upon 300 Bufhels of Rice. 
That in Cafe the Frigates could not hold the Men, they fhould bring feme 
Junks, which are necelFary Veflels toTran/port Provifions from the i/lands 
of Burro and Bachian. He complains ot the King of Tydare^s ill Be* 
baviour, and his Avarice ; of Sancho ie Fafconcclos^ and James de Azam-* 
iuja^ who built the Fort of Tyiore in aii ill place. He commends the 
Hingof Bachian^ and fays he in private lives like a ChriHian. Among 
thefe Things he intermixes many more, all of them tending to perfwade 
jthe Expedition oiTctnate^ to blot out the lad Difgrace, without any Ex- 
pence to the King, through Cachil Tuloh Contrivance. 

The Oovernoiir received this Difpatch, and he would willingly have ^i p 
put it in Execution immediately ; but as it went on (lowly, and the Deatli • ^ i^^ 
of Cacbil Tula happened in the mean whjle,it was requifite to delay the Dc- ^^ ^ -^T 
iign, and attend to the Prefervatioa of the PbiUpphte Iflands, againft the Al^ q^^ 
^mchinations of the Cbivefei and JaponefeSj againft whofe Robberies and ^^j&^^\ 
Burnings they are never fecure. Each of thefe Attempts harafs'd the Pro- 
vince with the Expence of Treafure, and Power, fo that there was a ne- 
ceflity of breathing tp recover both* It was thought the moft* proper Ad- 
vice to joyn from the Vhilippincs and Malaca^ with equal Force, coming 
from both Parts to Arm in the Moluccas ^ which was the Boundary o£ 
both Provinces. This took EfFe^l fomc Years after. Captain Andrew Fur^ 
iado coming from Mahdi^ of whofe Actions it will be proper to begin to 
fpeak to give a Reputation to his Perfon. 

Andrew Fur t ado de Mcndoza might have Ennobled his Family, had it Andrews 
not been of antient Quality. He was the Terror of thofe Eaftern Parts, Furtado 
where he fervid the King ever fincc the Year 1 576, fubduing Barbarous buA3ions^ 
Nations. In the Year 1 587 he was Grovernour of the Foit of Racbol^ till 
he came to have that of Alilaca^ Whilft he . was in the firft, fome \'illa- 
ges of Gentiles rofe up againft the Minifters of the Church, difturbing 
Chriftianity with Warlike Drforders. Furtado pacify'd them with Seve- 
rity, and his Authority. In' 1 591 Furtado was Commander of the /bi- 
luguefe Soldiery in that Arc/jipelago^and was very carncft to employ them 
in the Recovery of Ternate ; but was hinder'd by other Wars, which he 
concluded Vidorioully. In Auf^vjl that fame Year, he was informM tnat 
Eighteen Galeons had put outot C>/;iw/i/, Commanded by Cntumaza^^ttUlU 
dd by Rajuy with a Dclign to BeCegc the Fort of Ceylon. This Cutumaza- 
bad the Year before Burnt a Sliip ^J ours. Sailing for CZvW, and made 
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dil'mal Havock on the Coaft of Coromaviel. tut t ado went out in Search 
of the Enemies Fleet, and by the way telievM the Fort of Ceylon 5 and on 
the Coaft of M.tUhir he met three Ships Bound from Mecca for Cunn.il, 
He fought them, and Sunk two, the Sea running To high, that the Vef- 
fels which Row'd could not attack them. 'The other after a long Dif- 
putc yielded to him. This Viftory was a fufticient Revenge for tlie Burn> 
ing of our Ships. Continual War is maintain*d in thefe Parts, which 
Neighbour upon Malaca ; and that in Cejfion never ceafe?, contrary to 
the Advice oJ Pcrfons that are well aopiainted with India ; bccau/e the 
bett Producl of that Illand being the Cinnamon, a Commodity of lefs Du- 
rance tlian the Mace, Clove and Pepper, they look upon almoft all the elv- 
pence laid upon Ceylon, as good as thrown awayv Befides that the 
greateil Conunanders are employ'd in fupprefllng the continual Rebellions 
of thofe moft inconftant People, without llretching out, at leaft as far aj 
the Molvcecs, by their Abfence encouraging their Tyranny, and giving 
Opportunity to Nations that are our Enemies to fiic themfelves in out 
Forts. 
Cevlon Ceylon is one of the moft Remarkable Iflands In the World, and the 
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moft fruidtil. It lies oppi>fite to Cape Cowwr/h, Nobly Inhabited, and cul- 
tivated. In it grow all Plants, known in all other Parts of the World, 
Nutmegs, Pepper, Cinnamon, and the moft £)cce]]ent call'd AtofyUhn 
grows in this Ifland. Here is Wild and Garden Fruir, Spanijb Figs, and 
Grapes, and the beft Oranges in all Jfin. There are whole Woods of migh- 
ty Palm-Trces. The Variety of Flowers, would take up much Time to 
defcribe it ; as alfo of Grain known to us. Wheat, Rice, and Flax, of 
which and their Cotton, they aiake wonderful Webs. It has all forts ol* 
Precious Stones, Gold, Silver, Steel, Tin, Iron, and Seed Pearl. S^ve- 

ProduS* ral Chriftaline Rivers, and Fountains moiften it, with delightful and Me* 

dicinal Waters, of Excellent Quali tie.*. And among the reft there are 
Springs of Liquid Bitumen, thicker than our Qyl, and fome of pure Bal- 
iam. There are Burniiig Mountains continually blazing^ and cafting out 
Clods of Brimftone among the Crags of the Hills j where there arc Groves 

Birds of Tall Trees, on whofe Branches arc to be feen all forts of Birds that f,f 

in other Parts of the World, and among them our Turkys, Wild Hens, 
and Pidgeon!^ It abcMinds in Deer, Wild-Boars, Tygers, Lions, and 

Brafls, Elephants of fo Noble a Kind, that all others fubmit to them. 'J hofe^that 

are bred in this Ifland have fuch an Extraordinary Natural Inftin^, that it 

f/<r/i^tfz//;, verifies what Jtiftotle, Plntarcb, Jibevaw, ^Han, Pliny, and other5, 

who have Writ Natural Hiftory tcflifie, and is, that whether it proceeds 
fiom Knowledge, or Habit, they partake of the Wit, Senfe, and even of 
the Prudence of Men. We are told they have fo much Senfe of Honour, 
tint they will not go Aboard a Ship, if they imagine they are carry *d to 
ferve Princes in flrange Countries, and that they obey, if their Owners 
(wear they will bring them back to their oM'n. That they are concern'd 
at abufive Words given them. Tiiat they pay a fort of Religious Refpecl 
to the Sun and Moon. That they remember fuch Things as they conceive j 
and Gellim perfwades us we may believe, that at Night they bewail their 
Servitude with doleful Complaints ; and if any Man happens to come ^ 
•in the Height of their Lamcniaiien,they with fhame fuppreft their S' 
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and in ibort, they Teem feufible of the Iniquity of their Fate. In this 
Country it is their Part to load and unload Ships, tV.e Weight of Com- 
merce, whether Arms, Metals, Provilions, or other Commodities what- 
focvcr hanging on their Teeth, or lying 04i their Neck*?, They are more 
willing to carry ArmM Men on their Backs, in great Caflles builc to that 
purpofe. They feivc the Chingalar^ not as they did in Roinc at publick opinion 
Shows, tilt in Battel, as they did the Carthaginians^ and afterwards the ^^^ Para- 
Ramans. The People of Cey/oji believe their Country is the Terrcfliial jl^^ y^ ^^ 
Paradife. They call the T op of a certain Mountain Adam^i Pointy and on Ceyion. 
it, they fay, is to be feen the Print of his Foot, and that there he did Pen- 
nnance. Upon this Belief, the Jogves^ who are penitent Pilgrims, vifit 
that Point, where they affirm there grows a thick Tree, of an indifferent .^/r/rT;^^ 
Height, with fmall rough Leaves, of a dully Colour, the Bark Afh^co- Tree. 
loured, which in the Night ihines, and difpells Darknefs. Under Colour 
of this Superftitioii, all the Gangs of ftrowling Players or Aftors, Qoxn^^lajeri. 
cut of this liland, and travel throughout all /yii/ij, reprefenting their Fa- 
bles, with odd Gellures, and Dancing to little Flat Tabors, Bag-pipes, and 
Rattles of fmall Bells. Abundance of Pearls are found about it. The 
Gold and other Metals are kept untouched in the Mines, by publick Law, 
and yet notwithftanding this Precaution, they are not free from War and 
Oppreffion. The Natives are call'd Chingalas^ and refemble the ALilabars 
in Cuftoms and Countenances. They have broad Nofes, but are not ^o j^j^j^^^ ^.^ 
black, and go naked, but not to immodefty. Formerly they had but one -,^/;t^^ ^ 
King, who was difpoflefs'd by Force, and Treachery, and the Kingdom 
divided among many. DiviGon having thus weakenM them, aBarbarian^ 
ealJM At;//, tyrannically expelled the King^s thellland ; one of whom was by 
the Magnificence of the Ki i^gs of Portugal bred at Goa. 

jfaju wasa fubtle Soldier, and jealous even of thofc that fuj^ported him* 
He had fome Years before, befieg'd the Fort of Columbo^ with a great Bo^ 
dy of Foot, Elephants and Horfe. Jndrew Furtadoheing in fcarch of the J'wrtadci 
Enemies Fleet, in Profecution of his Revenge foi: the Ships loft, to re- ^^^-c^x 
iieve the Fort of Colnwhoj doubled Cape Comorin^ thro' the Streight ofCcJumLo. 
Ceylon^ atthe Time ^vhe^ it is ufually moll difficult and dangerous for 
Tall Ships, much more for fiich Veffels as ufe Oars. He came to the 
Fort fo opportunely, that had he frayM never fo little longer it had ban 
Joft^ for moft of the Garrifon had mutiny^d againft their Commander 
ii\ Chitf Simon de Brit who was wounded by them with two Musket 
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to attack it by Sea, when Rajii fell on by Land. Fur t ado was before-hand 
with him, and getting in, difposM all Things for its Defence.

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Thefe and Other no Icfs notable Anions, he performed in the (pace of four Furtado ;7 
Months; but as Envjr feldcm fails to oppofe Valour, when he came to us^d vouU 
Cochin^ and was there ready to fet out for the CTonqueH of the MnlucccSy depart la- 
and particularly of Je'i vate^ he received Letters fxom the Viceroy, Matt bias dia. 
dc Jlhnjuerqne commanding him to deliver up the Fleet to Nuvno Velio 
r^reyra. H^ obeyed, and when he cam^ to Goa^ was Imprjfoned,and put to 
Trouble. As foou as it was in his Power, he refolv*d to depart hidia^ and • 
remove himCelf from the ill-will of thofe he thought were not his Friends ;

ceflbrs. M'ho attempted the Conqueft of that flouriihing Kingdom, and bow 
he might punMh thofe who Tyranniz/d in it. 

He in^parted hij Thoughts by Word of Mouth, and by Letters to S^eajons 
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His firfi Perfons, and more particularly 10 P. Marta^ a Prieft of the Society of Jefvs^ 
^teps for and a grave and aftive Man, whofe Experience and Doftrinc had been very 
recovery Advantageous in thofe Part?. This Religious Man ftirnifh'd him with In- 
of the Mo- teJiigence, Acivice, and proper Minifters to prepare and carry on the Work; 
luccos, one of whom was Brother Gaffar Gowez^ a Spaniard^ and Lay- Brother of

in Lengthy and 70 in Breadth^ is an inexhavjlible Source of Clove ^ Nutmeg^ 
and Mace ^ which will afford his Majejly a Yearly Income o/zoocco CrufadoSy 
which IS about 17000 Pounds Sterling, then a confiderable Sum,/^; India 
alone ; hefides that of other IJIands^ which produce no Clove^ Nor will it 
require any Expence, hccaufe the Country it f elf will freely afford it en its 
very Mountains*^ and what is yet much viore^your Lordfbip will gain ahovc 
200000 Souls to God^ all which^ in a fiort time^ after fuhduing the Ki^ig^ 
dom^ will hecome Chrijlians^ without any^ or with very little Oppofition; 
i^hetehyyour Lordfiip will have a burning Flambeau in thisJf^orld^ to light 
and conauS you to Heaven. BefideSj yon will magnify and perpetuate your 
Name^ with a Title nothing inferioi to thofe of the ancient KomzuGenerals^ 
fuch as thofe o/GernTiahicus, Africanus, and the like. It is iiot now requi-^ 
fite to touch upon the Method your Lordfiip is to ohferve for coftnpajjing 
this Enterprize^ to your eternal Praife^ for^ as we underjland^ there is no 
want of Experience with you for Warlike Affair s*^ Yet if your Loidfiipfiould 
ie any way Dubious^ Jerome de Aztvtdois able to inform you of fuch things 
asyoufiall defire to know. He is well acquainted with toe Strength of t/je 
Leajttte Moluccos, a7jd of their Enemies. However J would have your Lordfiip look

mih thofe of the IJlands o/Banda and ofStxzm. All the Moors in thofe 

Parts AJfemtled lajl year^ andRefolv^dy That for the future the War fiould' 

ie carrfi on under the Name of their Religion. And for the more Security^ 

and better Efiablifiing of this Pointy thef chofe thofe of Banda/(?r Chiefs of 

their Law^ and took an Oath to lay down their Lives, or expcll the Por* 

taguefes. Accordingly the lajl Year^ thofe o/Banda came with the Ternates 

Fort ofofVerznulz^ with a great number o/Carcoas, toBefeige the Fort of AtCi* 

Amboyna boyna j and in the Engagement they had with us^ took one of the two Ga- 

£cfc:p'd. Jiots we brought from Goa> tho* it was not their Valour^ but our Negligence 
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that occafion^d the luaking of that Prize. It fhivly affear^dj that our Lord 
did it to funijh our Pride. This fo far Encouraged them^ that they dmjl 
afterwards daily Cruize in fight of the Fort, took the Fijbermen that 
Trent out in the Morning To follotf their Trade, and laid a Ground fomc 
Carcoas on the Shores They ereiled a Mofque opfcfite tor the Fort, at in a 
fafe Place, and thus they kept the Fort Beficged with Contempt^ for the 
/pace of a Month. At the end thereof, the Galley goivg out, with oneQaliot 
we had left, made them fy, every one to his own Country, giving osit, and 
threatning. That they would Return the next Tear with a greater Fleet, 
ivhich will be about September. V^e are certainly affured that the People of 
Band2,left $0 of their prime Men at Amboyna, as Hojlagesfor the perform 
nance of their Engagement. This is alfo known by a Man of our own, who 
fled from Banda, having been carry^d thither Prifoner from Amboyna. Wc 
are informed, that 25 Carcoas would fet out^ fo many being Launched, and 
they were to Sail after their Lent, which is at the End of this Month of 
JuJy, and to joy n the Sey n-es, and the rejl of the Confederates, in order to 
return again before the Fort 0/ Amboyna* If they comt wUhfuch a Force ^ 
I am very fufpitious that the Fort will he lofl ; hecaufe the Enemies rnetbod 
is to take tn all the Towns that are SuhjeR to it ; and when this is left 
alone ^ wanting the Support of its Neighbours, it muft ofneceffity Surrender^ 
Antony Perez, the Governor of that Fort^ is a Man ofCotirage, and well 
Fortified'^ and yet there are Circumflances to be confider^d, fome of theni 
very DiJJicult* as that the Enemies are Numerous, anathefe will come fome 
Confederates with them, who are fit for anj piece of Treachery ; befides, that 
they cannot be Relieved from any Part wbatfoever,for the full fpace of five 
Months, that is till the beginning of January next. We cannot but tippre^ 
hend fome great Mifchief will happen-^ for fuppofing they do not take the 
Fortjjlill tpis War is Dangerous, as being Univerfal, with all the Moors;

^s an ill Omen. Now they coritinue all the feafonable Months at Sea, with-^ 
^titjlinching^ tho^ the ?ortii^eCcsJ/ew 150 of their Men, and among them 
their Jdmiral, and others of the prime Commanders they had in their Fleet. 
To this mujl be added^ That this is a general Confplracy of all the Moors a-^ 
gtiinjl us; infonmch, that two who were our Friends, and bad JJfiftedus /cr- 
veral times, with their Fleets, tigainft the Ter nates, being thofe of the Ifland 
Burro, thefe being fummoned by the Commander to Sail with him in the 
Navy, as they had done at other times, did not only refufe it now, but would, 
vot fo much as receive the Meffage, or fuffer him that carry d it to Land. 
The Tydores did the fame, for the CommoJider 0/ Amboyna demanding Affi-- 
fiaitee cf them, they would not go, alledgivg that their Fort was in as much 
Danger.

I'his was done by only four Gal- 
leys, but two of which were clean, yet the Bravery of the Commander made 
amends for aiU How great an Adlion this was, and what Reputation Don 
Pedro gainM by it, appearM afterwards, when the Engltjb again poflTefs'd 
themfelves olCadiz^ at the Time tliat all the Galleys in Spain were in .the 
Bay, and the Fleet then preparing to (ail to the Indies. In each of thefe 
Aftion5, moft whereof were viftorious, there are many remarkable Particu- 
lars, and they all deferve large Encomiums -, but iincethey do not belong to 
the SuLjeft of this Hiftory, it would be blameable to infert them here.- 

The King for thefe Reafons cohftituted DonTedro de Acnnna^ Ills Cap- 
tain Generai,in the Province ofCirtagena and Tierra Firwe^and Comman- 
der of the Galleys on that Coaft ; which Commifiions had never before been 
united in that Government.

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fome Days, there happened fuch a tedious Calm between two liland!?, as 
made Amends for the Violence of the Storms, and yet he had others after- 
wards as violent as thofe before. Many Days after, when they had loft 
their reckning, they arriv*d at the liland Metalinon^ inhabited by unconque- 
red Indians^ where they took in Water without Oppoiition, for the Reft of 
the Voyage. Thence he had fair Weather to the ifland Merger iia. As 
foon as he lauded in the Harbour, Don John Sarmiento de Fillandj ando^ the 
Governour of thelibndcame tomeethim, having hourly expe<^ed him, 
iince he knew he was to come« The rejoycing, and Entertainment was fuch 
as became Friends, and Friends of tiiat Quality.

Oiff Men, in Order to fi^t^ turnM out all die Women, moft of 
them Wives to dic^e that came in the Galleys.^ Twenty Soldiers came 
from the liland Mzrgarisa^hj ^eir Governours Order, who being fbip^d 
they appear^ by Break of Day in Sight of the Enemy. The Wind tneit 
The Ijidn^ blowing firefli Dm Pedro advifmg with the Natives of the liland Margarita 
dcrs oblige ^^ ^beir Governour toM them, ft was requifite to expeA a Calm, in Or- 
Don Pedro ^^^ ^ ^^^^ tbe Ship, fince the Galley could wait for it wider Shelter, with- 
to Fight ^^ ^^y Dan^r- The Iflanders being provoked by the Dammage they had 
/jen icceivM, and to Hatter Dan John &rw7e?ir<},anfwcr*d. That they had two of 

the Prime IVfea of that Ship Prifonets in the Ciqr, by whofe Account they 
wen inform^ of tlieDifliefs ihe wasin,and that fhe muft furrender,as foon 
as attacked. This Opinion being bandyM about with Obuinacy, came to be 
Etofitivenefs in .Don Jobm. Don Pedro looking upon it asfu^rh, and concer- 
ned lb fee his JF'riend engagM in fuch a Piece of Madnefs, with thofe Hor^ 
but uneJxpeiieiicM Men, faid to them. By my long Experience in feveral 
Sea5, 1 know it is the word of Condud to attack a Ship, when fhe has the 
Wind ; but let us fidl on ; that the People of the Ifland Margarita may 
liot have it to (ay that I deferrM engaging out of Fear, and notour of Dii^ 
cretion. This (aid, he cnder^d his Galley to weigh Anchor. He arm^d 
hxmfelf, and D^ John^ and }uil as the Sun appeared they attack^ the Ship 
The En- with Riry and Violcnee. The Engiijb were not backward 5 they fpeedi- 
ga^ement. Iv cut the Cabteis of three Andiors they had out, and leaving them m the 
* Sea, fet their Sails. The Wind was fair and foon fillM them* The Men 
were brkfc and ply'd their Cannon without ceafing^ Our Galley did the 
lime, and firM five Shot, before it received any Harm. Then (he ran her 
Beak againft the Poop of the Ship, but could not grapple, nor board. Seme 
Men went down to the Boats which were tow'd by the Ship^ and cut the 
«cpei5. The Ship,. aad Galley fell a firiaig again, without Intcrnuilion. 
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Don Pedro received a Mufquet Shot on his Target, which glancing oft broke 
in Pieces a Board of the Stern Lockers, and wounded thole that were next 
it. A Cannon Ball took oft' the Head ot one of our Slaves,and fcattcr'd his 
Brains in Don Pedro^s Face; but another Ball touch'd him nearer, when 
it threw Dori John Sarmiento into the Sea, who being funk by the Weight 
of his Armour, was never fee n again. Fourteen Soldiers of the liland 
Margarita^ and nine Spaniards were killM, and many wounded, of all 
whom Don Pedro took Care, without negle<^ing the other Duties of a Com« 
mander* Some Perfons of Note were alfo kilPd, as Alovfo de Anduxar^ a 
Youth about twenty Years of Age, of the Order of Chrift, and Antonio 
&iif^i/b,who had been a Captain in Flanders. The Ship holding on her 
Courfe, made the bed of the fair Wind, and was feen to fly, as if ihe had 
been vidorious ; tho' ihe threw many dead Bodies over Board, in Sight of 
our Men« Don Pedro returned to the Ifland Margarita^ lamenting the 
Deathof his Friend, and his Wifes Widow--Hood, amidil the Tears of 
other Widows, and Fathers left Childlefs. He comforted the afflifted the 
beil he could, received the King's Boxes of Peals, and went on much 
grievM at the Event, and to fee how little his Precaution had availed. 

DonPtdroYizA a profoerous PalTage thence, to the Ifland Ci/r/rz/ia, to Rio p. ^^ , 
ic la Hacha^ and fo in Sight oi Cartagena. Being defcry'd from the City Don Pedro 
the Galleys went out to meet him, whofe Mufick and Guns, with thofe of ^^ Carta- 
the Fort made a Mixture of Harmony and Noife* He entered upon the S^n^. 
Government and immediately took a View of the Galleys, Warlike Prepa- 
tions being of the greatefl Confequence in thofe Parts. He found them mat- 
tered, and almoft gone to Ruin, refitted one, and furniih^d another with 
Slaves, and all other Neceflaries. All things were before in fuch Difor- 
der, and Confufion, that it was hard to diilinguiih betwixt the Galley 
Slaves and the Soldiers, the former going about as freei and gay as the lat* 
ten He blamM this Liberty, and ordered the Heads and Beards of the 
Slaves to be fhav^d, and that they fhould be chained. Next he took in 
hand the Divifions, Manners, and civil Government of the City, and there 
was foon a Reformation of Abures,and publick Crimes, all this he performed 
by his V'alo'ir, and Example. He alfo reviewed the Horfe and Foot j re- 
piir^d the Fortifications^ attended aU Martial Affairs ; had his Gates al- 
ways open to decide ControverAes, wlthaat Diflin^ion of Perfons; and 
tho^ he had here confiderable Opportunities offerM him, and much Matter 
to difcover his Capacity, and the Greatnefs of his Soul, yet he ibund in him-» 
felf greater Hopes and Defires, above what was prefent, and exciting him 
to advance farther, and to make known to the World that generous Reft- 
leflhefs, which was afterwards ferviceable to the Church, by refloring its 
former Honour, in the remotefl Provinces.

The Chintfcs fet fail, and the fecond Day after^ when the Sfani^ 

ards were aileep, as believing themfehres fafe among trufly Friends, they 

ieli upon them fo unexpeAedly, that they had not lime to iland upon their 

Guard, but were all murdered and cafi into the Sea. They plunder^ all 

they carry'd, and dividing the Spoil, failM for their own Country. Tbey 

only fav*d one unhappy Spanijb Woman, that went with our Men, and Spanifh 

took her along with them. They fpar^d her Life, but after having info- Voman tf- 

lently abused her, they fet her albore, in a Sea-Port Town of the firft hnndon*i 

Part of CtAna they made. She prefcntly had Recourfe to the Magiil rates, in China/ 

whom ihe acquainted with the Villany thofe Men had committed, and the 

Wrongs tbey had done her 5 but the* favourably heard by thofe Judges, 

ifcc had no .Safisfaftion for her Wrongs, nor could flie obtain Jullice* 

However they appointed Officers to carry her up the Country^ remi- ring 

her to other Supream Magiflrates. In this Journey, which was 

many Lei^ues, fhe eniurM more than fbe had done before, till fome 

oftheGovernours taking Companion on h^r and her Tears, carryM her to 

the City of Macao, where the Portuguefet lefide, and fet her at Liberty* 

Thus the whole Matter came to be Icnown, and it wa, at Manila in the 

Mouths of all Men, who now magnify M it, upon Occafion of the New 

£nterprize. 

In jhort, all the Slaves demanded by the Governour Gomez PeYez, were Chinefes 
raifed with much Trouble and Oppreffion, aud in the fame Manner they *„^ /^r^^ 
were put into the Galleys, where they continued fome Time before they thcG alleys. 
departed, and many of them dy'd, as not being usM to that fort of Life. 
All thofe Slaves were not fufficient to Man the Galleys, and the .Admiral 
Galley remained without Rowers. This, and the Neceiflity of finifliing 
the Work produced a more rigorous Praflfice than the former. The Go- 
vernour order'^d that zjo of tb"e Chinefis, who re fort to the rbilippines to 
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Trade, Ihould be taken to Man the Admiral Galley, ar.d each of them to 
be allowed two Pieces of Eight a Month, out of the King's Revenue* He 
affur'd them, they Ihould not be chained, but at Liberty, and with their 
Arms, to ferve as Soldiers ; and that they Ihould only row in the Galleys 
when there was any Calm, and to weather fome Capes. The Cbinefes be* 
ing acquainted by their Chinefe Governour with this Relblution, pofitively 
rehis'dit, as an intolerable Burden. But our Governour prefEng to bring 
about his Defign, the Chinefc aflembled his People, to treat about the Af- 
fair, and. contrive how 250 might bechofen out from among them all, 
threatning that he would take every Tenth Man out of their Houfes. 
Thefc Words provok'd them to fuch a Degree, that the next Day they 
Ihut up the very Windows of their Houfes, and the Traders their Shops, 
and Aopp'd the Provifions which run through their Hands. Our Gover- 
. Hour feeing this Proceeding, and alledging that they mutiny*d, caus^ 
about 50 of thofe that came next to hand, to be feiz'd, and put to the 
Oar in the Galley. The others tcrrify'd by this A£lion, met, and drew 
from among them all, the 250, and becaufe noMan would be dk that 
Number, they divided locoo Pieces of Eight among thofe that would com* 
ply, and gave every Chinefc that would go in the Galley 80 Pieces of Eight, 
beiides the King^s Pay. By Means of this good Encouragement, there 
ivas no Want of Cbinefes that lifted themfelves to row, but the zooco 
Pieces of Eight were confum'd among them, or rather among the Officers:: 
Thefe 2$o Cbinefes were form'd into five Companies, under five Cbinefe 
Ghriftian Captains, who pafs^d Mufters and Reviews, with Pikes and 
Catanes^ which differ little from Cymiters, and exprefsM Joy and Sa« 
tisfad-ion* 

, Whilft thefe Things were in Agitation^ Brother Oafpar Gomez came 
P. Gafpar ^^ ^^^nila^ full of Intelligence, whereof he gave the Governour an Ac- 
Gomez count, at feveral private Conferences. He faid, the King of femate^s Af- 
hivgs In^ fairs were in no ill Pofture ; tho* fomewhat weakened, by not agreeing 
teUi'^enct^ with the Prime Men of his Kingdom ; and that many of them , threatned, • 
^ they would Rebel, on Account of his Tyranny, and becaufe he rais'd in* 

tolerable Taxes. That then, neither the Javanefesj vox the Lafcarines^ 
nor the Moors of Mecca frequented Teriiate^ as they had done at the Time 
when Captain Mot ones zwWdi there, under the Government of ^/7i;///7^o 
de Vera. He gave very particular Information concerning the two Forts 



^oi Talangame. That the King of Ternaie had then about 3000 common 
'^''^"^'^'v Soldiers, 1000 Mufquetiers, and a great Number from his otber King- 
Jernate. cfums. That they fought with -Darts, Campilanes^ or Cymiters, and 

Shields; and others had Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces they got from 
the PortiiguefeSj in exchange for Spice. That they had Abuiidance of 
Ammunition, all of their own making, of the Materials the Javanefet 
brought to barter for Clove. That the Principal Place was the City Jo^:* 
nate^ where the King and all his Court refide^ and therefore it is belt it^ 
euro, and from thence all others arefupply'd, fupported, and encourag\]« 
Hqx9 to le He advis'd that our Men fnould aflault it before Break of Day ; becaufe all 
attacked. ^ ttacks made upon thofe People in the Morning Watch had been fuccefs^ 

ful. That, if our Fleet canie unexpe^ed, it would certainly fucceed 5 but 

that the faid King had his Spies fpread abroad in almoll all thofe Iflands^

as far as thole ot'Caneh^ Sana7i^a7i and Mhuianiio. That a good KumlHrr 
of Brafs Sakerb, and other great Guns might be brought in the Carccas^ 
from the Fort ot* Jmboyna^ and the Kings of Sir.v^ and Tydorc. That the 
People of Amhoyva would fend them upon Command, thcfe of Siizn and 
TydofC^ upon very fmall Intreaty ; becaufe befides their owning the Cro'-rn 
of Sjf/ihi^ they are Enemies to Ternate. That the necefiary Preparation for 
finifhing the War, even in cafe the King of Tydors ihould fail, and it might 
be fufpefted he would not willingly fee his Enemy utterly deftroy*d, con- 
fided in Artillery and Shipping, which was ready, and above iioo Sol- 
diers well arm'd, with their Coats of Mail tnd Hcad^Pieces, till they 
went over to the Ifland of Banda^ to put in the neceffbry Garrifon there* . . ^ 
That there Ihouid be a Number of Light Veffels to take ihe Enemy flying ; 'f'f^'yr 
for by that Means the War would be quite concluded in aihortTime, and ^ J^f^f. 
without Blood ihed. Tliaicven the Malecortent TernAtei deciaiM^ and ^^^^ ^z^'* 
publifh'd as much, and own'd, that if a confiderable Number of Fighting 
Men fhould come into their Country, they would all come in and fubmic 
without flriking Stroke* Hence he inferred, that there were conceal'd 
Chriftians in the Molucca Iflands. That the Conqucft of the whole Ifland 
of Banda^ was very advantageous and profitable, and not hazardous, and 
that the Neighbourhood of Jmboyna^ wliich was ours, would be of great 
Confequence for maintaining it. He further affirm'd. That the /br/ar^r-- 
fes very much facilitated the Enterprize, and magnify'd the great Benefit 
it would be to his Majefly ; and that F. Jntovy ALnta^ of whom the Co- 
vernour had fo great a Conceit, was of the fame Opinion. Brother Gaf- 
par Goviez added fo many Circum fiances to thefe particular Accounts, tliat 
he whol ly i nflamM the Qover nour's Heart. 
At this Time, Landara^ King of Cambox a ^ fent the Governour an Em-* J^fijr of 



cafion his People had given him to fufpeft their Fidelity* He chofe them hajfadars 
of Different Conditions, to the Ei*d that fuch Variety, the Diverfity of In- to the Go-- 
clinations, and Oppofition, might produce the better Effed. The one of vernour 
them -was a r$rtuguefe^ his Name James Velofo^ the odier a Spaniard^ 
Bias Ruyz de Fernan Gonzalez. They brought Goviez Perez a Magnificeut yy • j^ 
Prefent, a great Quantity of Ivory ^ Benjamin^ China Ware, Pie:es of ^^'^ * 
Silk and Cotton, and an Elephant of a generous Temper, as afterwards •^^^ 
appear'd by Experience. They deliver^ their Embafly^ the Purport o y n 
whereof was, todefire Succour againflthe King of Stan ^ who was march- ? l^^of 
ing againft him otCamboxa^ with a numerous Army ; c^ering in Return t '^^ ^'^^^ 
for his AlEftance to become fubjeft to Sfain^ and embrace Chriflianity. w* 
That the King concluded, that !b bra^e and gallant a Gentleman as Gomez 
Perez^ would not on Account of any other Diverfion refufe to perform an 
A£lion, which mufl redound fomuch to the Glory of God, and the Ad- 
vantage of the Crown of Spahu The Governour received the Prefent, 
making a Return with another of fome European Curiofities ; and by way 
of Anfwer, thankM that King for the Confidence he had feem'd to place The ufn^ 
in him; but that, for the Prefent, he could not poflibly afford the Succours, f^ver. 
nt>x divert thofe Forces, which he was getting ready, to piuiifh the King 
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ot TcfnaU^ and recover that Kingdom, and the icU cf the Moluccas^ 
which had Rebeird, fo much to ilie Dilhoiiour of the Spanijb Xation, 
That hi^Highnefs ihould place his Confidence in the Goodners of Gcd, 
and perfeveie in the Deilgn of Xerving him in his Holy and True Reiigi* 
on, and asfoonasthe Expedition of J>r»j/e was over, he would converr 
his Forces to the Relief of Canihoxa. The Embafladors were diflxiifs^d 
with thefe Hopes, which the Governours Son, Don Lewis dc las Marinas^. 
afterwards made good ;' and to ){ive them entire Satisfaction, and juflify 
the Delay, it was found neceiTary to make Publick the true Defign of 
that Fleets which till then had been kept fecret. 

The Governour, in fine^ refolvM to fet forw&rd, and endeavoured ta 
mighty ^kc along with him all the Men he could get. All were lifted that could 
Preparati^ be prevailed upon either by Force or Intreaties. The Prq^rietors and 
ms agaivfi Soldiers were extravagantly expenfi ve, upon the Ships, Provifions, and 
Ternate. Gallantry ; and die P/;i/f/i»w^ being well furnifh'd with all Things, the>v 

did more than had been imagined, or could be in the Governour's Power. 

He fern his Son Don Lewis^ with all the Soldiers that were in Pay, to the 

Iflaadof Ze^ff, where the Fleet was to rendevous, and there he continued 

£x Months, waiting for new Orders. Gomez Perez ilay'd at Manila^ or- 

deting Matters of great Moment. Two Days before his Departure, being 

inviftsdby, andfupping in the Honfe of teter de Rojai^ his Lieutenant,.. 

P e£S^on ^^" diverting liimlelf with Gaming, and much Pleafore, he grew 

f -tfc ^ fojnwry, contraxy to his Cuftom, and . the Harihnefs of his Temper, 

Vefs "^^^^ that many interpreted it as a good Omen of his Succefs. He faid in 

^ * V^Ecomtey that F. Vijicenty of the Order of St. Francis^ had toid 

him, the Enterprize could not fucceed, becaufe the Army was made up of 
Men that were carryM away by Force, and particularly the marryM Men 
were fo. He departed Manila on the 1 7th of O^Jo^^r, with fix Royal Gal- 
leys, one Galleon, one fmall VefTd called a Foijl^ one little Frigot, and 
feieral other Frigots, Carcoas,.and Bireyes, which are another Sort of 
TbtFlwt Vefleis o^ the Natives; all which, being part the King?, and part be- 
fat ma. lording ta Subje As, who ofier'd to ferve him with their Lives and For- 
tunes, amounted to an hundred. There were a Thoufand* Spaniards well 
arm'd ; above four hundred. Mufquetiers of the Territory of Manila ; a 
thoufand more of thofe they call rf/j/^. Men arm^d with Lances, Shield .% 
SiiFotc^ R>ws and Arrows, and above four hundred Chine fes^ of thofe that dwelt 
• intheliland, befides a good Number of thofe that came to Trade taken/ 
into Paty ; but many more CompeUM than Voluntiers. The Galleys car- 
jyM Abundance of Provifions for the Army, over which he appointed his 
Son Don Lewis Perez^ his Lieutenant, and fent him before,as has been faid,. 
wirfiOrderstomakefor theIflandofZi?^tf. He embarked him felf aboard 
the Admiral-Galley, which had twenty eight Benches for the Men to 
fow, and was mannM with die z$<fChinefes for the Oar. Eighty Spani^ 
ardi were put aboard ii ; they touchM at Cabittj failed thence on the 19th, 
and with them feme VefTels, in which there were private Perfons, who 
feUlxivM at their own Expence, coafting the Ifland of Manila as for as 
IktlnjuiK They parted, bccaule the VefTels kept in Sight of Land, and the 
Govemour put out to Sea. On the Z5th he came alone to pafs the Night, 
at the Foint calN de Azufre^ or of Brimftone^ in the Ifland of Manila^. 
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a 
little with the Force of the Current. They made the Cbhufesiovr cxccflivc Chiiiefe? 
hard, to bring her vp again under the Land* In fhort^ they rowM very aubeO.irs 
faintly, either bccaul'c they were notusM to that Labotir, ai:d fbrc'd lothe ill us^d. 
Oar, or Lecaufe they were then tir'd, and iiicens'd with the Command. 
Other contrary Winds ftartcd up, which again obftrudcd their Voyage, 
and to weather fome Points of Land, it was neceifary to ply the Oars, and 
to vex the Crew, with the ilfual Severity and Punilhment coniimonJy in-^ 
flifted aboard the Galleys. They thouglit this hard, and cofiirary to 
what the Governour had affur'd them, which was, tliat they fhould be 
kindly treated ; but neither the Lafli, nor the Threats, nor the /lemming 
of the Currerrts, with the Vigour and Sweat of their Bodies, feeni'd io 
intollerable, and injurious to them, as to hear the angry and flern Go- -^^^ ^^^ 
vernour himfelf bid them row manfully, for if they did not, h^ would vernour 
put them in Chains, and cut off their Hair. This to the Cbincfes is an threatens 
Affront that defer ves Death, for they place their Honour in their Hair, them. 
which they chertfli and preferve very fair, and value themfelves upon it, 
as the Indies in Europe us'd to do^ all their Delight and Reputation being 
in keeping it curioufly comb*d. Hereupon they refolv'd to mutiny, to The Chi- 
prevent fuch an Affront and Contempt. The next Night, which was the nefes rehel 
z $th of OSoher ^heing appointed for the Execution, when the tirM Spani- andkiUthc 
ards laid themfelves down upon the Benches, and other convenient Places Spaniards^ 
in the Vcffel, thef Cbinefes did fo too, but cunningly dividing themfelves, 
every one lay down by a Spaniard^ pretending to be afleep. In the dead 
of the laft Watch, which they thought the properell and fafeft Time, 
feeing the fjp^n/^r^j found aileep, the Chinefes^ upon hearing of a fhriU 
WhilHe^ which was the Signal agreed upon between them, darted up all 
. together, and every Man wiih wonderful Celerity put on a white VelJ, or 
Shirt, that they might know one another in the Height of their Fury, and 
the Darknefs of the Night, and fo diftinguifh where to make the Slaugh- 
ter, tho^ for the more Security, they alfo lighted abundance of Wax- 
Candles, which they had concealed wrap^d up in thofe white Vefls. Then 
they drew their Cat ana s^ which are keener, and more crooked than our 
Cymiters^ and began without any Noife every Man to hew his next Spani- 
ard^: fo proceeding in their Fury, and killing all thofe that ilept.

He, for this Reafon,or believing the Galley draggM, as it hcd done at o- 
ther time?, getting up in his Shirt, and opening the Scuttle, lookM our, 
lifung half his Bcdy above it: At the fame time theC^nic/e^ tell upon him 
with their Gymiters, and wounded him Mortally, cluiting his Plead, and 
fuuning him through with their Pikes in more than barbarous manner. 
Seeing his Death near he drew back, and took up the Prayer Book of 
his Order, which he always carry ^i about him, and an Image of our Bleflcd 
Lady, and ended his Life between thofe two Advocates, which were after- 
wards feen bathed in his Blood : Yet he dy*d net prefently, for they after- 
wards found him in his Bed, imbracingthe Image, where he Bled to Death, 
and ?bout him the Bodies of Daniel Gomez ic Leon^ his Valet de Chamber, 
Pantaleon de Brito^ Sueto Diaz^ John it Chavez^ Peter Mafeda^ John de S.

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The Frier and the Secretary, who \\*ere among iheir, beiii^ fully per- jj ^ .^, 
fiva^ed they would foon kill them, and fearing it would be after fome of p\j. ^^ 
their cruel Methods, holding up their Hand.s, beggM they would allow / '/^"^"^ 
them fome Time to make their Peace with God 5 and in cafe they would f^r)^\h^ 
put them to Death, that it might be by Beheading, and not any other In- ^^ . ^'^ • 
human Way. One of the Cbinefes bid them not Fear, for they (hould not ^ ^^^ 
Dye. They all lay'd down their bloody Weapons, and proflrating thcm-^C^'!^" 
felves, return^ Thanks to Heaven in moil humble inanneri beating Drums, ^V^ 
and ringing Bells they carry^d, according to their Cuftom. Tiic two Chri- ^^*^^* 
ilians l^ing then bolted to a Bench in the Galley, during 1$ Days their 
Captivity laded, were fed with a fmall Proportion of Rice,boi;M in Water, 
without Salt, continually looking upon theBlocd cf their Companions that ' 
had been fpilr, wherewith all the Deck was StainM. They fhed Abundance 
of Tears on it, befides thofc they hourly let fall with the Apprehenfion of 
Death, thole Cbinefes^ like faithlefs falfe Men, defigning to take away 
their L.ive5, in fome ilrange manner. They weighed, and failed between 
the Iflands of Mindanao and LubaUy towards China ^ and Coafling along 
Manila towards Cagayan^ fome contrary Winds happening to blow, and 
Calms fuocceding, they were much concernM, fearing, that if the News of 
their Treachery reached the Fhilippines^ they would fend after and over- ji^ q\^i^ 
take them. This Dread made them have recourfe to their Gods, and call nefcs /n- 
upon them j offering feveral forts of Sacrifices, Perfiimes, and Prayers, which ^^j^^ ^i^j^ 
the Devil often anfwer^d in formal Words, by the Mouths of fuch as were QqJ^ 
PofleiTed , whom he EnterM to that Purpofe, for there never wanted two 
or three ftich, ail the time thofe Chriftians were in the Galley. What they 
faw was, that when leafl they thought of it, and on a fudden, the Perfoii 
poflefTed began to quake, from Head to Foot. The others feeing him in that 
Condition, faid. Some God rvas coviUig to Speak to them. Then coming up 
to him, with T»kens of Refpeft, they untyM, and fpread abroad his Hair j *^^^'^ ^f 
and dripping him quite naked fet him on his Feet, and he prefently fell a '^^"' jP^/* 
Dancing to the Noife of fome Drum, or Bell, they beat or rung. They put AT^*'* 
a Cymiter, or Spear into his Hand, and as he dandd he brandifiiM it over 
all their Heads, with no fmall danger of hurting them, which they were 
not the leaft apprehenfive of; alledging, that their God, tho' he did fo, 
would never hurt them, without they were guilty of fome Sin againfl him. 

Before the Devil had poflefs'd any in the Galley, the Chinefes were con- 
certing to murder the Chriftians, believing they were the Occafion, why Chnftiant 
God did not give them a fair Wind for their Voyage ; but that watchful ^rf/^ri;*i 
fovereign Providence,without whofe Direction the kaft Accident does not by Means 
happen, making Ufc of the Devil himfelf as an Inftrument, prevented it of the Dc^ 
by Means of thofe very Perfons who offended it. The Petfon poffefs'd vil. 
ask*d tor Ink and Paper, which being prefently brought him, he made cer- 
tain Charafters and confused Scrawls, which being expounded by the 
others in the Galley, they found fignify'd, that thofe two Men were harm- 
lefs therefore they fhould not kill them, which was no fmall Incourage- 
ment to the Prifoners. However this lafted not long, for fome others who 
werepoffefsy after the firft, tormented them cruelly, efpccially one of them, 
who was the maddeft. He" told the Chinefes ^xhzt if he Ihould happen to 
hurt thofe Men, as he biandilhM the Weapon he had in his Hand ov*ir ' 
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them, malting Efl'ays, as if he cut and ilafh'd, then they mull kill them im- 
mediately ; becaule it would be a certain Sign, that their Gods lequir'^ ir, 
and that their being in the Ship was the Occafion, why they gave them not a 
fair OaJe. AU the Men in the Galley affemibled, to beboM that Spefta- 
cle, and the PerfonpoflefsM having for a coniiderable Space walk'd about 
tlie Gang- Way, with extravagant Geftures, went then to the Place where 
the Religious Man dnd his Companion were ; there growing bellifhly in- 
ng'd, he commanded all the reft to iland afide, and being left with only 
, the two Prifoners, began to make hideous Faces and Grimaces at them, 
Horrca when getting Upon the Table in the raid Part of the Galley, he thence 
f rait ICC t thye w his Cymiter at them, with fuch Fury, that it ftuck in the Deck, be- 
7^on the ivi^^w their Feet. Seeing he had not hurt nor touchM them, he ask*d for 
L . i J oners, jj j^g^i jj jQ xaak^ a fecond and third Tryal, fticKing it every Time fo deep^ 

that the others could fcarce draw it out from the Planks. This done, he bid 
them give him a Pirtcfan, with which he hack'd, hewM, and thurft, in fuch 
frightful and dangerous Manner, that the Cbinefes themfelves were afto- 
nift'd. He kept them above an hour in that Dread and Affli^ion, without 
daring to ftir,or beg for Mercy ; believing it would not avail them,but that 
on the contrary, whatfoever they could fay noight l?e prejudicial. Th'^s hs^ 
ving placM all their Hopes,and Confidence on that fo vereign Lord,who even 
when he delays does not tail to give AlEifiance, they caH'a upon hiih, and 
ofibr\] thelmfelves uptahiip in fervent Prayers ; [mticidarly the Religious 
Man, relating fome Pfalms and Verfes, which his former Dijvotion, exci- 
ted by th^ prelent Danger, brought into his Mind , and were fuit4>ie to 
th^t Occafion, and fuch like Exigencies; by which, as he afterwards faid, 
>e received great Comfort, 9oi Addition of Courage* This fort cf mife^ 
fable Life, and thefe Torments h^ed all or moft Days during therein Cap* 

tivity.

Having commicred the Murder, they took the Crofs, and hiin that was on T/jfy cafi 
it, aiid call it and the Martyr into the Sea, which received that Body, him ivro 
oticx'd in Sacrifize to the Devil, then to be cloath'd in Glory, by him that /^^ Sc;:. 
fizs provided it for thofe .who.fufFer for the Coofeifion of the Faith. Tliis 
dreadful SpeAacle ilruck Horror, and rais'd Emiilation in the two Chri^ 
Lilians, who beheld it with Zeal, and had c^'pcc^cd as much before. The 
Inhuman Sacrifice being over, they put out of the Harbour, and having 
for foirie days Coafted the Illand' with Difficulty ; one of them, by com- 
mand of the Poflefs'd Perfon, wlxi had order 'J the Sacr ifce, with the coo- ^ ^^^ 
fent of them all, fet at liberty the Religious Man, the Secretary, and all the j ^^ <>^^re^ 
Indians they had Prifoncrs, putting them afhore in the Boat, and then the f.^ V^ 
C/jiuefes ftood out to Sea. They endeavoured to make over to CLiiia^ bi- 1 /-t^^f 
vox being able, put into Cochinchina^ where tlic King of Tnvquin took all '^ ^* 
they had, and among the red two heavy Pieces cf Cannon, that had been 
put aboard for the Expedition of the Moluccas^ the King^s Standard, and all 
th« Jewels, Goods, and Money.

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Champa^ atoundiiig in the Odoriferous Calambuco Wood, whole Tree calJ'd 
Cahmba^ grows in unknown Regions, and thefe*bie has not beenfecn flan* 
ding. The Floods upon thofc gieat Rivers bring down I'runks of it, and Lignum 
this is the precious Lignum Jloes. Camhnxa produces Corn, Rice, Peafe, Jioes. 
Butter, and Oyl. There are made in it vanous'Soits of Cotton Webs, 
Aluflins, Buckrams, Calicoes, white and painted. Dimities, and other ca- MtJimfac- 
cious Pieces exceeding the fineft in Holland. They alfo adorn their Rooms f^^^^^ 
with Carpets; tho* they arc not like thofe brought cut ciPcrfia to Ormnz. 
They weave others for the common Sort, which they call Bancctla^ not un- 
like the .Sra/rA Plads. Nor do they want the Art of Silk- Weaving, for 
they both weave, and work with the Needle, rich Hangings, Coverings fof 
the low Chairs us'd by the Women of Quality, and for the Indian Litters, 
or PalanquincSy which are made of Ivory, and 1 ortoifc-Shell, and of the 
fame they make Chefs- Boards, and Tables to Play, Seal*Rings, and other 
portable Things. In the Mountains there is found a fort Oi' Chriftal, ex- Produff. 
traordinary tranfparent, whereof they make Beads, little Idols, Bracelets, 
Necklaces, and other Toyr* It abounds iii Amethifls, Garnets, the Sore 
ofSaphirscall'd Hyacinths, Spinets, Cornelians, Chryfolites, CaisEyer, 
properly called Jcates^ all of them precious Stones ; There are alfo thofe 
they call Milk, and Blood Stones, pleafant, and medicinal Fruits, Q>ium, 
Bangue, Sanders, Alom and Sugar. Indigo is incomparably prepared in 
Camhxa^ and thence fent to feveral Provinces. ^ The living Creatures are 
the lame Jfia affords in thofe Parts, Elephants, Lions, Horfes, wild Boars^ Beajls. 
and other tierce Beafts. It is in Ten Degrees of North Latitude, The River 
Meeon waters all the Kingdom, and in it falls into the Sea ; being Jook*d 
upon as the greatefl in /»^//i, carrying fo much water in Summer, that it Mecon 
floods, and covers the Fields, like the A7/tf in Egypt. It joyns another of Jefs ^'"wr. 
Stock, at the Place caird CA^r//ewwr(>. This River, for fix Months runs 
backward. The Reafon of it is the Extent and Plainnefs of the Country it 
runs along. The Southern Breezes choak up the Bar with Sand. The 
Currents thus dammed v^^ f well and rife together, after much Struggling 
one againfl the other* The Bar looks to the South^ward, both Waters 
at firft Form a deep Bay, and finding no free Paflagc out, but being drove 
by the mighty Violence of the Winds, are forcM to fubmit and bend their 
Courfe the wrong Way, till a more favourable Seafon refiores them to their 
natural Courfe. We fee feme fuchlikeEffeflsin iSj^/t/u, where the 7>^7ir falls 
into the Sea of Portugal^ and the Guadalquivir into that of Jjidaluzia^ 
oppos'd by the fuperior Force of the Sea Wave^, and of the Winds. 

About this Time, in the rcmoteft Part of this Country, beyond im- m 
penetrable Woods, not far from the Kingdom of the Laos^ wasdifcover*d r^^^^r 
a City, of above fix thoufand Houfes, now calJ'd Jngon.

thcr of a Lion, a third of a Tiger, and fo proceed in continual Variety* 
The Ditch, which is alfo of hew*d Stones, is capable of receiving Ships. 
Over it is a magnificent Bridge, the Arches of it being fupported by fione 
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Giants ot a prodigious ht^ht. Ine Ac ueuudts^ tiio* dry, fhow nojefs 
Grandeur. Ihere are Reniains cf Gardens, and delightful Place.*?, where 
the AqueduiSs terminate. On one Side of the Town is a Lake above 
thirty Leagues in Coirpafs. There are Epitaph =?,Infc)iption.^,and CJharafters 
not underftood. Many Buildings arc more lumptuous than the refl, mol] of 
them of Alabafter, and Jafper Stone. In all this City, when fijft difcover* 
red by the Natives, they found no Ptople, nor Beafts, nor any living Crea- 
tures, except fuch as NatUie produces out of the Breaches of Ruins. I own 
I was unwilling to write this, and that I have look'd upon it as an imagi- 
nary Cityof P/^/o's -////jw//j,and of that his Common- V\ ealth ; but there is 
no wonderful Thing, or Accident, that is not lubjed to much Doubt. It 
is now Inhabited, and our Religious Men, of the Order of Sr. Augnjlin and 
Stt Domhtick^ who have Preach'd in thofe Parts, do teflify ihe Truih of it. 
A P^rfon of Reputation tor his Learning, conjeftures it was the Work of 
the Emperor Trah7i\ but tho' he extended the Empire more than his Pre- 
dcccffors, I have not ever Read that he reachM as far as Camhoxa. Were 
the Hiftories of the Chinefet as well known as ours, they would inform us^ 
why they abandoned fo great a Part of the World ; they would explain the 
Infcriptions on the Buildings, and all the refl that is unknown to the Na- 
tives thcmfelves. I know not what to fay of fo Beautiful a City's being 
buried in Oblivion, or not known. It is rather a Subjecft of Admiration 
than Reflexion, 
-/vf^ ^P^* Don Lewis being zealous to bring thofe Nations into the Bofom of the 
iiifh Sbifs Church, and their w ealth, and Kings under the Subjedlion of the Crov/n of 
^fPL ^f ^^^ Spaiv^ fitted out thiee Ships, under the Command of John Xuarez Gal Una to^ 
Relief of \>Qifi at Tencrife^ one of the Canary Iflands, with no Spaniards^ and fome 
Camboxa. Philippines. They Sail'd from Ccbu^ but there rofe a Storm immediately, 

which difpcrsM the Ships. Gallinato drove on by the Fury of the Winds, 
Kivp' of ^^'^^'^ ^^ Malaca^ and the other two at Cavihoxa. Going up the River, 
Cai^X)xa ^^^^ ^^^^ Informed, That the King ofSian had defeated him ot Camboxa^ 
routed hy ^^^ Neighbour; who, with the wretched Remains of his Army, fled into 
Ifim of ^^^ Kingdom of the L/ioi, a Neighbouring but Inhumane Nation; and that, 
Siam whilft he was begging Compaflion among thofe obdurate Hearts, the King 

! of Sian had fet up Pr^7/?rMr,Nick-nam'd,//^/7 Mouth the Tray tor^Bvathti to 

the vanqufh'd Monarch, for King otCamhoxa. This Accident did not ob- 
Uruft the Succours which the Spaniards carryM under Colour of an Em- 
bafly. They came to the City Chordumulo^ 80 Leagues diftant from the Bar, 
and leaving 40 Spaniards in the Ships, 40 others went to the Country 
where the new King was. They made Application to vifit him prefently, 
but he would not he feen that Day, tho* he order*d they Ihould have good 
Quarters, and be told, he would give them Audience three Days after. But

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They wcie not dumay d at ihe Danger ; but repeating their Thanks to Defferjit 
xYithidian WoiTian,for her InteiligenvC, came to thii magnanimous, it it may Bravery of 
not be term*da.rafh Re'biuiion. They agri^ed to attack the King's Palace the Span- 
that fame Nighr, and lo withlbnd the whole Army, ir Need were. I'hey iaids* 
prepared themfelves for that tnterprize, which was above human Strength, 
let Fire to the Hcufe where the Powder Jay, and ihe People running to 
help, or to fee the Mifchief, the ^'fiTn/jr/Zx^during the Confufion, entered the 
Palace, and being acquainted with the loyal Apartment*, made through 
them, till they came lo the King's Perfon, whom they run thro', and kill'd xijey kill 




which contains above thirty thouf?nd Inhabitants,who where all running to 
Arms; above r4coo Men took uji fuch as Occafion ofFer'd,and came upon the 
Spaniards with many war-like ^^lephants. Our two Commanders drew up Retire Ic^ 
their little Body, and retirM in great Order, always fighting and killing yv^,-^ ,^q^^ 
great numbers of their Enemies, The Fight lafted ail the Night, with Indians/ 
wonderful Bravery, the next Day they got to their Ships, and inibark^J, 
leaving that Kingdom full oF new Divifions. 

The fecond Day after, Gallinato czir^z in, with his Ship. He landed, having 
been betbre informed of what had happen'd,and thinking he did not perform Gallinato 
his Duty, unlefs he fuccour'd the Spajiiards^ when he heard the Drums and at Caai- 
Bells, and faw the Streets and Port full of trading People, now in Arms. boxa. 
He gave ftrift Oiders to thofe that attended him, to behave themfelves ve- 
ry modeftly, fg as to conceal their own Concern, and deceive the People of 
Cavihoxa^ both by their Looks, and the Sedatenefs of their Words. The 
principal Men of Cjwio;ctf vifited him, in p-saceable Manner; whom he 
treated very courteouily. He might have perforav'd fome great Exploit, 
but finding hii Strength too fmall for fuch an Eirterprize, and that now Af- 
fairs had taken another Turn, and were in a different PoHure, he thought 
fit to be gone. Moft of thofe great Men oppos'd it, promifing him the 
Crown, as being well affeded to the Sp,\niaids^ and a foreign Government. The ^reat 
Hence came the idle Report, that GaUinato was King of Camhoxa^ which ^/«^» offer 
was beliQv'd by many in Spain^ and acled on the Stage with Applaufe, and ^'w the ^ 
good Liking. And it was theOpinion of Perfons well acquainted with thofe- Crown^ 
Countries, that had Gallinato laid hold of the Opportunity ofter'd him, he 
might then have poflefs d himfeif of Gi;//^(7.r/7, and united it to the Crowit 
ofCaJiile. 

I have feen Letters o^Fellofoy and Bhfe Ruiz^ to the Council at Manila^ 
after this Adion, wherein they fpeak to this Effecfl, and complain that 
GaUinato ftould blame what they did. But Gallinato^ whofe Judgment^ 
and Valour, had been try d in the greateft Dangers of thofe Eaftern Parts, 
and many Years before- in Flanders^ would not fuffer himfelf to be eafily Tbedepoi'i 
led away by popular Affeftion, and honouMbly rcjeilling that Opp«)rtunity, King^sSon 
failM towards Manila. He took in fome Refiefliment in Cochinchina. Bia/e reffor\i. 
Ruiz and James I'ellofo had landed there before, and went alone by Land ^ 

to the Kingdom of the Laos^ v/hich Mcs Weft oi Cochinchina^ to feck out 
the dcpos'd King hangar a^ and rellore him to his Throne. They found he 
was dead, but had a Son \\s\vi%^ v/jio being told Ijovv they had kill'd the 

Uliirpcr, 
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I'eUcfo taithfully iluckto him during the War, and afterwards in his Go- 
vernment. 1 hen he fent another Emtofly to the Philip^ive Ifland, askin<^ 
Supplies of Men to quell the Troubles in his Country, and that he and his 
Subjcds might receive the Faith ot JESUS CHRIST ^^ proinifmg a 
confiderable Part of his Dominions to the Spaniards^ to fubfift them. This 
Embafly came to Manila^ when Don Lewis had quitted the Government^ 
and refignM it up to Don Francis Tello, which gave Occafion to Ternau 
to gsow more fettled in its Tyranny.

Waves. 1 he otht r Ship f;ot to Camhoxa almoft Ihatter'd to Pieces after way^ 
many Dangers. She found in the River of Camloxa^ eight Juncks of 
Malay es^ and ihcSpaniards feeing they dcfign'd to carry away fome Slaves 
of the King of Camtoxa^ to whofe Afliflauce they came, inconfiderately 
boarded the Malay es^ who being well furnifhM with more than ordinary 
Fire-works, foon burnt our Ship, and moft oiiht Spaniards perifh*d in the Spanifh 
Flames or Smoke. Blaze Ruii:^ nor Vellofo were not there at that I'ime, Ships 
but fc on after in the Country, where they were attending the King, \xiny^ burnt. 
befetin the Houfe v/here they lodged,, were barbaroully murdered. Tliofe 
few ^jp/xn/tfiv/x that efcapM, got into the Kingdom of Sian, and thence, to 
Manila.. Heaven was pleased this Ihould be the End of all thofe mighty 
Preparations made for the Recovery of Ternate^ and the other Molucca 
Iflands, whofe Tyrant triumphM at the News, concluding it was the Ef- 
fect of his good Fortune, and looking on it as a Tellimony of the [uijiice of 
hisCaufe, and accordingly he confederated a new with our Enemies. 

Don Francifco Tello^ a Gentleman of Andaluzia^ fucceeded Gomez Perez D. Fran* 
in the Government of the Pi6/7//p/»^ Iflands, and came to Manila in the ^'elloG^* 
Year 1596. Hisfirft Care was to inform himfelf of the Condition his vernor of 
PredecelTor had ieft them in, and to fupply the Garrifons ; becaufe the ^^^ Phil, 
Emperor of Japan^ having in the Year 159^1 executed thofe glorious 
Martyrdoms, the Memory whereof is ftill frefb, on the Religious Men of 
the Order of S. Francis^ it gave him Jealoufy, that he might have a De- 
fign againfl the Philippine Illands. 

The Natives of the Iflands of Mindanao^ hate our Nation as much as ^'ople of 
x^dkoiTernate^ and upon any Occafion take Arms againft it^ as they Mindanao 
did in the laft, at the faid Iffand of Ternate; For this Ktzhn^^ Stephen ^^^^ .^^* 
Rodriguez de Figueroa entered into Articles with the new Gove rnour, Don Spaniards.

He arrived at the River of Mindanao^ on the *^^^^ 
zoth of Jpril^ 1 596« and as foon as the Inhabitants of the Town, peculi- ^ * 
arly called Mindanao^ faw facha fightly Company, they fled up the Side of

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the River, abandoning the Place, to ihc Fury of the Soldiers, Moft of 
them reforted to the Town of Evy*ihcv^ then the Relldence of RaxmKnra^ 
King of Mindauao^ who being under Age, had yet no Charge of the Gc- 
vernment,^ which was wholly in the Hands of Sdevga^ a Sold ler, and Ccm- 
wander of Reputation. Our Men followintjup the River, came to Tamp^^ 
can^ five Leagues from the firft. That Place was governed by Vm^vHiht^ 
Uncle to Monaoy the true Proprietor, who was then alfo young. 

Thefc two were naturally well afFc!<fled to the Spanhrds^ and therefore, 
T^e Ni-' *^ ^^^" ^^ *^^y difcover'd their Arms^came out,in peaceable Manner,tomeer, 
iivgsfly ^"^ ^^^^ ^^^^" ^^^^^^ Adiflance.

John 
Ae Xaxa^ but without any Order, became having had no Engagement at 
Mindanao^ they thought they (hould have little to do there j as if this, or 
any other Pretence ought to be an Excufe for not obferving Martial Difci-* 

S'intjSiephcn Rodriguez would land to reftify tliat Diforder by his Prcfence, 
e went out in fuch Armour of Pioof, that a Shot of a fmall Drake would 
fcarce pierce it.

Don John 

JRonquillo caaie with his Recruit to prcfs upon the Enem}', and did it fo ef« 

fecluaily, that being diftrefs'd, they craved Aid of the King of TernatCy to 

whom the People oiMindaiiao pay an Acknowledgement, which is little ^^^^f Ternates 

or the fame as Tribute. Enizan^ Brother to Silonga^ went on this ^^^^Yi Succour 

and fucceeded fo well, that the King of Ternatc lent with him feven Car^ Mindanao* 

coaSj 5c heavy Pieces of Cannon, two fmaller, fome Falconets, and fix huu- * 

dred Men. Tiiey failing up the River ofMindaiiao^ deiign^d to p^fs on as far 

as Buyaben ; but met with great Difficulties at the Reaches ; becaufe at 

one of them they were threatned by the Spaniards chief Fort, the Galleys, 

and other V'eflTels; and the other <,vas a narrow Channel, with a Point run-* 

ning ojt into it, on which wasereAed a Baflion, defended by forty Men. 

'From thence our Men had artificially laid a flrong wooden Bridge over 

to the other Side of the River, clofe to which a Galliot ply^d up and 

down. 

The Tcrnafes feeing both Sides fo well Guarded, relblvM to fortify 
themfelves at the Mouth of the River. They accordingly ereded a fmail ^^^T ^'^^ 
Fort, and put themfelves into it, with an equal Number of Mindanao Sol- ^ '^^^f ^^ 
diers. The News hereof movM the General Ronqiiillo to idiflodge them ; *"^ River. 
and in Order to it, came down with the Galleys and other Veffels, and 140 
Men w^ell appointed. He landed with 116, and the Captains Ruy Gomez 
jtrellanoj Garcia Guerrero j Chrijlofher Villagra^ and Jlonfo de Palma^ fa- 
cing the Lnemy, at about eighty Paces Dillance, on the Bank of the River. 
TheTernaies zvAArnidanaos had levelled all the Front of their Fort, and de 
fignediy left a Spot of Bufbes and Brambles on one Side, where ;oo Terna^^ 
^r lay in Ambufli, the reil being in the Fort. Both their Parties percei- 
ving how few of our Men came to attack them, were alhamM to be (hut up 
within Fortifications, and lye in Ambufb, and accordingly making Show 
of haughty Threat^*, came out and met the Spaniards. They found fuch Op- 
pofition, that without the Help of any Stratagem, or other Caufe but their (.; «. 
natural Valour, at the very firll onfei, almofl aU the Ternatcs vrere }^i\Vd,f%^'^^^ 
and the reft fled. Our Men followed the Chace, till they made an End ot^-^ lerna- 
them. The people of rtf»i//Tc/T, who till then had been Neuters, to fee^^^* 
which Side Fortune would tavour, perceiving fhe declared for us, tec k up « 
Arms for our Part. Only feventy feven cicap'd dangeroully wounded, 
whereof fifty were drown*d in the River leaping, into it in Defpair : Of /9,;/y /^r^^ 
the other twenty feven, only three iurviv'd, who carry*d the News to their efcape. 
King. The 5]^tfiiMr^/ poffefs'd themfelves of the Shipping, Cannon, and* * 

Plunder of the vanquifh*d, and were encouraged to proftcute the \V ar. 

Don Francis Tello did not negledt other Affais ot this Aarure. He under- 
Hood by his Spyes, and it was bruited abioad, that the Emperor of Japan Jf^arUke 
was gathering a mighty Army, and fitted out a Fleet -"or it, with Aimi;,,^^,^^ 
and Provifions. . It was alfo known, tliat he was in Treaty to fecure hiir-f/^^j /,^ 
felf againft the Cbinefes^ of whom the Japonefcs are naturally J[eal(»U5. fapan. 
Hence it was inferred, that he arm'd to carry the War cut of his own Do- 
minions. He had already entered into AUyance with the King oiTeinate^ 
and othet Neighbours, who were Enemies to the Crown of Spain. All 
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rhefe PartierlTars gave vehement Caufe to conjefture, tliatthe Storm threat- 

ned the PhiUpfine Illands, and more efpecialiy Mjnila^ the Head of them.

Commanded the Will to be opeuM^ and what his Fa- 
ther had ordered to be fuIfiU'd* His Infliudions, and the Myfleries of 
State, whereof he was fo great a Mafler, and which he communicated to 
his Son till the lafl Gafp, produc -d the Peace which attended his moil hap- , 
py SuccelDon, which was his Due by Natural Right, the Law of Nations, 
and his own innate Virtues ; the general Submiflion of his SubjeAs, and 
theFidelity of the Armies that fervM in the Northern Provinces in Italy^ 
Jlftick^ Jfii^ the Indies^ and in Garrifons, were a Curb to other Nati- 
ons. Many of them prefented the new King with Proteftaiions o'- Loy- 
alty, before they had received Letters and Advice of his being upon the 
Throne.

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H E Govcrnour Doii Francis Tello^ to attend other Neighbour- -j^jiq ^^^^ 
jng ProviiKes, wheie greater Commotions were threatncd, ^^^^ ^^^"^ 
turnM his Arms that Way ; fending fome inconfiderablc Part, jvjolucco* 
atfeveral Times to the Mohiccos ; for he never went ferioufljr 
about recovering thofe Iflands, either bccaufe he apprehended, 
or had Intelligence of Dangers threatned by the haughty Japonefes^ Minda-- 
naos and Chivefes^ or chat he would not tread in the Track of thofe who 
Tuin'd themfeJves in the Expeditions againft Tcrnate. Yet our Men 
fought that Nation in other Parts 5 tor being the moft Warlike^ and averfc 
to the very Name of Spaniards^ it never letpafs any Opportunity of doing 
them Harm. 

We have already mentionM the firft coming of the JEw^//^ into thofc 
Seas, and the Care that was taken to obliterate the Example fet by their 
Voyage, by fortifying the Streights vi Magellan. It could not be efteded, . 
nordidour^Fleet fucceed in punifbing, as was intended, thofe who had «^ ^ 
the Boldnefs to attempt that unthought-of PaflTage. Since then, tht ffol^ 7*^ ^* 
landers and Zealanders^ fupforted by Rebellion and Difol)edience, have *"^ -Mo- 
faiW into India^pcffefs^d themfelvesof flrong Holds, and erefted Faftories, 1*^^^^^* 
tf anfporting the Drugs,Precious Stones and Sil^^s diAJia ; and what is worfe, 
poflefling themfelves of feveral Place*, and rending the Spanijb Mona^phy. 
They have made feveral Voyages. What Ifland have they not pryM into ? 
What Barbarous Nation have they not encouraged to Rebellion and

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Tyranny ; cfpccially fincc Maurice ot NaJJ'au is poflen>*d of thofe Piovin- 
-CC5^ by the Tide of Governour. 
Philip- ^^^ PhiUffine Iflands were now appointed for the Place of Arms, con- 

v'm^s filled fi^cri"o the great Delays Experience had fhown there were towards Re- 
TVitb Chi- cov*^ri^g of ^^^ Molucca Iflands, In the mean while, notwithftanding that 
nefcs ^^^ Francis Tello was warnM, how pernicious Inhabitants he was like to 

have in the Sangkyes^ or Chine fes^ by whom the Iflands of his Province 
began tobcmuchpeoplcdandfill'd, yet he allowed them greater Liberty 
than was convenient ; and the Municipal Laws which provided againll 
thisDilbrder being forgotten or contemn'd, in a very Ihort Time there 
were additional Towns of CWwc/^j, Chincheos^ and other fuch like Mon- 
Hers, who were no better than Pyrates, or Incendiaries in that Country, 
which ouglit to have taken fufficient Warning by, and been well provided 
on Account of pail Accidents, to fnut up all Pafl'ages againfl fucli Enemy 
Nations. Don Francifco excused their Refort, alledging, That they ini* 
ported Abundance of Proviiions and Merchandife, which is what ufuaiiy 
enriches all Places; That no Men have fuch a confummate Mechanick Ge- 
nius as they ; That they are more afliduous and conflant at the Works 
and Buildings 'than the Natives of the Pbilif fines. He faid, That all 
the Jealoufy generally conceived of them vanifties, if the Governour ad- 
miniflers Juflice impartially, and permits no private Cabajs. All thefe 
jare, or appeared to be frivolous Reafons, without any Force ; and the 
admitting of fuch an Inundation of thofe People, proved very dangerous, as 
may be feen in the Sequel of this Work, by what . happened to the 
Governour Gontez Perez. It was a particular Providence of Heaven, 
that other Nalionadid not go about to League with this, or the Dutcb, 
who have fo flfongly fixM tliemfelves in the Jrchifelago ; for they might, 
-without much Difficulty, have given us more Trouble than has been oc- 
.caiion'd by the Rebellion of the Kings of the Moluccas ^ to whofe Coun* 
iry, and all others in Jmiia^ great Fleets of Dutch refbrt, ever Cnce the 
Year I $8$, whereof Di//rZr Writers give an Account, and lay down in 
Cuts, even theXmallefl Plants they produce.

Off^from Shys, on the 4thof -^/r;7, they had 
fucb a dreadful Storm, as might liave difcouragM them from Proceedings 
and the Sl.ipthe HoUand was ahtioft difabled ; but Hill they were drove 
25 Datcli on by the V» eather to xhtTexel, and thence to Debenter, and in Condu- 
it jpz/z^^/, lion they got into the Ocean.

Such a thick Fog feO 

that they loft Sight of the fmaller Brigautine ; the ZeaLmd{oo\\ found her 

again, and difcover^doiany Cranes Handing on the Tops of the Reeds, or 

Canes, tliat grew out Tall and of an equal Height above the Water. On 

the Z4th of Jnly^ they came to an Anchor at the Cape of Good Hofe^ 

whence ;hey faiPd again on the i$th o^ Jugxifi with Stormy Weather, all 

the eight Veflels together, tlie Sea there boiling up as a Pot does upon ^, 

the Fire 't^^*" >4r.«-;.Vf« i:ir« i^siSna «t»A.. r^An i:^t- «ii^ti«> *% ^M^xOn^^ QKi^^t* ;*« Toe iSea 

Length.

On the 24th they reached the Ifland of Madtigafcar^ or of S. Laurence^ Madaeaf- 
and faw abundance of Wliales* Here the pleniifulDifliibution of Wine ^^^ ^ 
ceasM, anu it began 10 be given out more fparin^ly, to lament by this Ab- * ~^ 
ilinence, the Death Qt Jai&ii Power ^ a Ikiltul Sailor. On the Z7th they 
paG^d Cape S. Sebafiian^ and on the 30th Cape & Julian. On the 4th 
of September y it was debated whether they (hould make for the liland of 
Banday or put into the Bay of Jnton Gill. They came to no Refolution 



at tliat Tiaie, tho' they afrerwards arrivM feparate^y at BandHy and at fe- 

veral Times. On the 17th they difcovcrM, at a great Diftance, the liland of 

Cerne^ by others callM the Ifie of Swans^ which h high and mountainous, ^ 

and for Joy of the Water they expeded to take in there^ they gave every 

Man three Cups of Wine. Before that, the Vice-Admiral went aC-ore 

with five Men^ in another little Ifland, and taking a View of it, found a 

Koble Spacious Harbour, well land-lock'd, into which a Rivulet of frefli xiey hnd 

Water feU. They put in and refitted their fliatterM VelTels, finding r4 ;„ afmaH 

Fathom Water. They had not Landed in four Months, and theiefore in Mand. 

Thankfgiving, and becaufe it was then Fair Time in HoUand^ they made 

a Sort of Cha^rpel, on the Bodies of Trees, and covering it with Leaves^ 

preach'd there twice a Day, in Honour of the Fair. They eat Abundance 

of Fowl, which they could almofl take with their Hand^, and drank 

Wine more plentihiUy. A Native of Madagascar ^ who came along with 

tliem, and bad been taken in a former Voyage, was, by the Inflru^ion 

of thofe Sermons, made a Chriflian, and baptized, taking the Name of 

Laurence. They found no Inhabitants in the liland though it was De* 

lightful.

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On the iSthand 29th, they obferv'd they weic upon a very Chriilaliilie 
CUar W^a^ Water, without any ether Tokens of their being near Land, and thole 
ter in the fame Days at h'oon, they had the Sun in the Zenith^ diredly over their 
Sea. HeadS| which had happened to them at other Times* Here a Storm lepa* 

rated the Ships^; the- Maurice^ which was Admiral, by them in Latin 

cah'd PrAtoria^ the Holland and the Overifcl^ tho' they endeavoured to 

Ccmc make Java^ were drove by Strefs of Weather to Banda 5 and the other 

Jfland. five to the Illand Ceme^ or of SwanSj leaving fix other fmaller on the Right 

Hand. They entered the Port Math ten Fathom Water, between two Moun* 

tains, which conrrad the Mouth of it. The Situation of it is in xi De^ 

grees of South Latitude, and is five Leagues in Compafs. The Port is 

Spacious enough to contain 50 Ships, and ibelter^d againA all Winds* 

They were fo well pleas'd with the Ifland, that they changed its ancient 

Kamc oiCcYve^ or of Swans ^ for that of Maw ice ^ in Honour of Count 

Maurice o^NiiJJau^ B<iilard Son to the Prince of Orange^ fo well known in 

our Day5;« Difcoverers were fent about it, and returned without finding 

»• 7 ^^y humane Track, nor Signs of any Habitation. They had a doubtful 

7* i7 P'^^ hereof in the Birds and Beafls 5 for they ran into their Hands and 

^nd Eeafiu ali|^bted on their Heads, as they might have done on the Branches of 

Trees, or iiad they been bred Tame ; which Boldnefs proceeded either fiom 
their having never feen Men, or being grown very familiar with them. 
Strange Among; he refi, there are fiats, which have Heads as big, and like Apes, . 
£ats. and thefe ileep confiderable Numbers of them* together, and hanging on 

the Trees, with their Legs and Wings e?ctended. The Air and Soil are 
fo healthy and fit lobe inhabited, that as foon as the Side were landed., 
they recovered. The Land is high and mountainous, full of Woods, and 
not being inhabited, there are no Trads or Paths through them. There 
£bony is an infinite Quantity of Ebony Trees, as black as Pitch, and as fmooth 

as Ivory ; the Trunks being coverM with a rough Bark, preferve the Body 
s ' iolid.. There are other Plants, whofe Trunks are Red, and others Pale as 
Wax ; delicious Coco*Nuts, vaft Numbers of Palm- Trees, ana fome of 
them of fuch Sort, that one of their Leaves covers all a Man's Body, and 
dieiet2d> it againU the Rain. They fpreid their Nets, and among the other 
« m Multitude ot Fifhcs, tcok a Thbrnback fo large, that it afforded two Meals

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providing a fmooih fc^uare Board, carv 'don it the Arms of HJland^ Zct^ 
iani^ and Jmfitrdam^ and mil*d it on the Top of a liec, as a Meuioiial 
of his being there, and giving the Name of MAURICE to the iiland, 
vith this Infer iption, which being in tipanijb^ denotes their Hatred to the 
Ancient Faith or'our Nation, and bein? couci/d in one Line over their ^ rn^s^ 
was, THE REFORMED CHRISTIANS, then they plow 'd up u 
Jar ge Field, and fowM it with Wheat, and other European Grain v turning 
lofe fome Hens, to fee what Improvement they ihou Id lind anc ther Ticrie. 
-They again, fur fonrtc Days, viOted the Hills and Plains^ and found no 
Track of Man* 

Whihl thefc rcfrelVd themfelves at the Iiland Cerne^ ox of Stvans^ being 
fourteen Days, the other three Ships arrived at S. Mnry\ a barren IHatid, S. Mary 
f ho' fome Orange aif)d Lemon Trees grow in it, as alfo Sugar Caner, and ^Jl^^dj, 
there are Hen>:« About it, and in Sight of Land, there are monilrous 
Wliales. They landed, but not without Oppofition from the Natives, with Stravge 
whom they fought, and took their King ; but he was eafily raofoni^d^ a Ranjom 
Cow and a Calf being given them in Exchange for him. They faw the foraKivg^ 
JVIanner of the Whale Filbery, wliich is very cafy there.. The Indians 
txnake up clofe to them in their Canoes, and iiick them with a Harping- 
Iron they dart, being ty'd to Ropes made of die Baiks of Trees. They 
ilor'd their Ship with their Flefh and Oil, and fome Oranges, and 
went over to the Bay of Jnton Gil^ where the Maiagafcar Indian^ 
would not flay, as he had defired before, being now .well afle^led to the 
Habit and Drunkennefs of his Companions. They -were tofs'd back- 
wards and forwards for five Days, between certain Iflands, deftitute of 
'i^foviiioiTs, and unfafe^ by Reai'on they were in War among them*- 
ithfts. 

• They fet forward with a fair Gale towards Java^ and on the 26th of 
Decemter^ 15989 arrived at iPMi//r, which is eight Leagues from ;//r/* Band^ 
ioina. This lUaiKi is ftap*d like a Horfe^fhooe, and lits in four Degrees of IJljnJ. 
South Latitude. It is moil fruitful, with little or no Improvement, in 
J^utmegs, and their precious Mace ; as alfo Provifions and Medicines 
for Men, beyond all other Parts of the known Worlcf. It is divided into 
three Parts, each of them three Leagues in CcMDpafs. The Capital City 
is called N^ra. As foon as they arriv-d, they contrafterl Friend fliip with 
the lilanders 5 tho' a foreign Ship, to fccure the Trade to herfcllr, gave 
them to underfiand, that the Dutch were certain Pirates who fled the Year 
before, and had lain conctal'd at Sea, to come again and rob the Ifland^ 
and therefore they did not fully credit them. This Notion was IcckM by 
Trading Portugucfes^ and others fettled there 5 bur the Dutch fending cheir 
Jbdol^ that is the Indian Interpreter, with fome Sojdier^, and Oihs to 
preient the King, according to the Cuftom of i^lerchatus that come inro 
nis Country, they before him cleared that Impurati; n^ ♦tnd defended their r? r^ \. 
Innocence^ The King was ao Infant, and governed bv his iefhrJet^ that P^ Oaten 
is bis Vice^Roy, Tutor, or Proteftor, who fet all n^^ht. They gave the/£'^'f 
Kingth^ Prefent before him, which he received verv giacioufly. It con- Trade 
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zvi^Couxit Maurice^ with their Seals hanging to them in Fonn. All was 

accepted, and they lay down flat on the Ground to receive and read the 

Letters, with profound Reverence. The King promised to anlwer them, 

as he did, and immediately gave leave to Trade; whereupon \n^ Duich 

built Factories in the Ifland. They then exposed in pubhck Shops great 

Store of Arms, Silks, Linnen and Cloth ; as did the Natives their Spice, 

China Waie, and Pearls, and other Commcdities tl e Neighbouring Illan- 

ders and Lbinefei bring hither to barter, and fell to one another. Five 

Jll their Weeks after, thcL other three Ships arrriv'd, and the Peqile of the City 

Ships vieet j^^earing the Difcharges of the Cannon, and feeing the Auncients fpread 

c^am. abroad, for Joy of the Shipi meeting again, came dcnvn to the Port, and 

encompafs'd the Ships in lioats, offering theni Plenty of Fowl, Eggs, Co- 
co Nuts, Bananas, Sugar-Canes, and Cakes made of Rice-Flower. This 
da hity Feeding continuM every Day, and they gave them a Weeks Pro- 
vifion for a Dutch Man for one Pewter Spoon. However they rais'd the 
Price of Pepper; but they pay |d for all v^iih Pins and Needles, Knives, 
Spoons, Looking-Glafles, and little Tabors ; and with thofe fame Com* 
xnodities, they purchased more valuable Goods at Sumatra^ as alfo Provifi- 
cns ; when four of thefe tight Ships return^ Homewards, the others 
failing for Tcrnate and the Moluccas. 
The greateil Quantity, and beft Commodity they took in here, was of 
Th N t ^^^^* Nwmegs grow alfo in Ternate and the adjacent Iflands, but ihey 
^ are few and weak 5 but in Banda there is a plentiful Crop, and they have 
meg iree. j,^^.jj ^q^^ Virtue, Nature has cloaih'd its Mountains .and Plains, with 

"Woods and Groves of thefe Plants. They are like the European Pear- 
Trees, and their Fruit refembles Pairs, or rather in Roundnefs ihe Mela^ 
cot ones. When the Nutmegs blofom, they fpread a cordial Fragrancy • 
by degrees they lofe their Native Green, which is original in all Vegeta- 
bles; and then fucceeds a Blew, intermixed wirh Grey, Cherry-Colour, 
and a pale Gold Colour, as we fee in the Rainbow, tho' not in that regu- 
lar Divifion, but in Spots like the Jafpar Stone, Infinite Nunibers of 
Parrots, and other Birds of various Plumage, moil delightful to behold, 
come to fit upon th5 Branches, attraded by the fweet Odour. The Nuts, 
when dry, caft off the Shell it grows covered with, and is the Mace, with- 
/).•; f in which is a white Kernel, not fo fharp in Taile as the Nut« and when 
J ^^'^ dry is converted into its S.ibflance. Of this Mace, which is hot and dry 
^* ^^^* in the fecond Degree^ and wiihin the third, the Bandefes make a moft 
precious Oil to cure all Diilempers in the Nerves, and Aches caus'd by 
cold. Of thefe Nuts they choofe the freflieft, weightieft, fattefl, juici^ft, 
•r. ^ and without any Hole, With them they cure, or correft llinking Breath, 

yjrtuet of ^j^^i- theEye.% comfort the Stomach, Liver, and Spleen, and digeft Meat. 
I^utmeg. They are a Remedy againft many other Diilempers, and ferve to. add 

outward Luftre to the Face. The BaiidefeszzM the Mace of their Aror 
xnatick Nuts, Buna Pala. It was not known to the Greeks nor to Plinjf^ 
according to Jverrois ; tho* Scrapion^ whether the true, or the fuppofici- 
ous, when he defcribes it, alledges Gallen^s Authority. It is true, the 
Chrifahoians he treated of, agree well enough with the Nutmegs in 
Colour and Shape, , . 
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them contribute to make up a Sum, wherewith they purchafe a Woman, to 
drc fs tlieir Meat, and attend them. The Dutch did lo from this firft Time. 
When tnejr go away fhe is left free, till they leturn the next Year ; fo that 
her Slavery commences with the Return of her Mailers, and their Abfence 
gives it an Intermiflion. Some of ths a.atives are Idolaters ; but the great 
ter Part ^//i/;o;//eMwj,and fo fup.rftitiou.s, that the very Soldiers do not 
mounr the Guard, tiil they have prayM in the Mofques, fo loud, that all RcVgionof 
the Neighbourhood can hear them. Nor inuft any Man go into them I^anJa* 
without wafhing his Feet, in grea VelFeisof Water, provided at the Door, 
by the pubiick. Their Prayers confill in thefc Wo.ds, EUagfer Ai^lah 
hpif^rJriah^Jf^lv'dJi'lahe^Jfgiv'dANa^^ Il'hhelnh MHab^ 

Mii.amcd teful At lahj. Wiicn tney utter ihele lail Words, tiiey ilroke 
their Faces wiJi their Hands, a Ceremony denoting much Deviation. The 
Words in hv^iifif are; Pardon O God, Pardon O God. I proftrate my felf to 
God. 1 )^rolli5te rny ie!t toGod.There is no otherGod l^it God,ahd Mahomet ' 
his Mell'erger ; by tlxfe Words, There is iio other Gcd but G d,thcyde!iy 
the cnefLbie My fiery ut the molr b-effed Trinity. Then they proceed, to 
feveral Bialphcmief. They fay other Prayers, at which they icarce move ' 
their Lip ^ when they do this they Hand three and three upon a Mat, litw 
ting up their Eyes o.Hiaven three Times, and bowing do'wii their Heads 
to the Ground, The Dutch Author, who gives this Account, does not 
rnentioo any other Religion in this liland, nor in any of the others their 
Fleets touched at ; Jtho' it is fo wtll known, that the Catholick Faith of our 
Lord J^fut Chi ijl has been preach'd nuny Years before, throughout them 
all, with liie' Gory o!: Marty I dom ; but tliofe People conceal it, to what 
Intent is well known. 

. Tne Banacfcs affemble in the Streets, and pubiick Placcs,where they feaft Feajiivg in 
x}\tmxt\vt^.- It i.s irequent ami/ n^ them to eat in the Temples and Woods, Banda% 
anhundrtdina Parcel; efpecially when they confult together about the 
pubiick Weal, or any Danger. There are kvtw Cities in the Ifland, which 
are Hnemles to one another. Uera is ayerfe to the Lambcthans^ Comhers 
and rcirr/iwx, and maintains Friendfliip with the Inhabitants of Loiiioor^ 
which is on the other Side ot the Ifland^ and thofe of two ether little Ci- 
ties called Poletuija and Poehay. Wheq they cireto fight,they always repair Enmity a^ 
firft to Nerajto concert Affairs* i5jw///i provides their Entertainments on*„|^|y^/J5 
the Ground, in the Streets. TJie Difhes are made of the Trunks and Qiw. 
Leaves of Bananas^ and otheir Pjants. Every one lias, a Piece of Sagu 
brought him on them, and i PUteo;! Rice boiled in the Broth ofFlcfli. 
This they devour, carrying it to. their Mouths with both Hand s^ and eat 
it with lucha Reliib, as if they htid jove^s Brains drefs'd fet before them 5 
fo the Dr/rfi& Relation of.PaluSaiius, and Hugo cxpreCTes it. V/hilft the 
Meat lafts, till the Multitude, are fatisfy^cl, the J^oblesby two and two, 
take up their Cy miters iatnd ^hieldsi and fight to the found of Bells, and 
the Clattering of their. Bafops/ When weary of this Exercife, they deli- 
ver the.Weapons to odiers^whicli continue it* The Caufe of their Wars,

they do in caftiog a fort of Hooks with fliarp Points and Edges, which they 
dart at the Enemies Bodies,and then draw back the Lines they are made hi\ 
ta Their Heads they arm with Helmets; and on their Crefts wear Birdis 
of Paradife^ both for Ornament, and a fuperilitious Defence. They have 
Breaft and Eack Pieces, and caird them as we did Corfelets. Wlien they 
are to fight at Sea, as foon as the War-like InHmments begin to found, the 
Soldiers fail a leaping, and fkipping on the Benches, which mn round the 
Osrs lik^ Carf^as from Stem to Stern. The Slaves ply the Oars, which are like 
Sbovtlu wooden Shovels, make the VefFel fly by main Force, and lerve to lade out 

the W^ter, when there is Occafion. They arc fo revengeful, that having 
Crvelty {>/ **en in thofe Ebys vanquilb'don Land by the Lj^ef^mr, many of them be-

coas^ and attacking the little Ifland BayjcTj the Natives wheieof had aflifled 
thtLahctans they ilew ail they found, without fpaiing anf but a few 
Women,whom they carry y Captives to //!rr^,witk the Heads of their Ene- 
mies before them on Spears; and fof four D:iys, to the Amazement of For- 
reigners^atKl partkolar^ the Dutch jihty fhow^d their Cymiters embrewM in 
Core, about the Streets. Nay, a Soldier among them, in the Sight of 
burial of ^^"dance, took a Fancy to try his Cymiter, he cari7M naked, and with it 
Enemies. ^^^^^ down one of the Captive Women, frqm the Shoulder to the BttitL 
Heads * They IhcwM themfelves Merciftil in burying thofc Heads, aflcmbling

•of FraukiiiOTife, whereof they have great Plenty; Had thofc dead Perfons 
been Natives, their Ktudred and Friends would have come immediately 
to lament with loud Cries^ as thry ufe to do, over their Graves, which they 
dig ]ilce us, wrsqp up the Bodies in Shrouds of white Cotton, and carry them 
to be buryM t>h their ShouWers, They are great Obfervers, that the Fu- 
nerisils of Men fbo^ldgo before thofe of Women ; place Lamps over the 
Graves of all,and by their Light pray for them. They cry out fariouiiy, cal- 
ling the Dead, asif they hcpM they ihould come to Life isit their Call 5 
at)d perceiving they do not rifcagain, the Kinditd and Friends meet about

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the fl>9ft fplendid Entertainment they are alle to provide. Being ask'd by 
the Dutch J what it was they ark'd cf God in the Piayer^* ihey muttered over 
the Graves, they anlwer^d, ire frjy that the Dead iw.ty vot rife {igaiu. 
So that the Want of the true Light of Faith, docs not hindt-r them from 
feeing, how much Mankind fuffcrs from tlie fiift Momeni of his Life, till 
the laft ; but it is rather to be concluded , that they look upon ic as a Mif-* 
fortune to have been born. They were much amazM to hear, ihat tlie 
Dutch did not ufe the fame Ceremony towards their dead. 

They play at Foot-BalJ, which is made of Spamjb Reeds. They that Foot-BalL 
Play make a Ring one Handing in the Center, who toffes the Ball to thofe 
about him, and they with a Kick throw it fo high that it is almoft uut of 
Sight. IfanyonemifTes it,they hifs, and hoot, to ihame him for his r-^ j 
Unskilfulnefs. Men live in this Ifland longer than in any other Parts of {Ju^Ja^^ 
the World. Tht Dutch faw feveral, who exceed 130 Years of Age, '''^"^^• 
They live upon the Produft of their Country 5 and tho' there is continual 
War, yet the greater Number lives Idle ; and it is very remarkable that 
tliofe People, who are fo much addi&ed to Sloath, ihould be fuch Enemies 
to Quietnefs. A ufelefs Life docs not deferve much Age ; and that which Women T'R 
is dedicated to Idlenefs feldom. attains to it. The Women Plow and Till /^^ j^^^j 
the I^nd, and follow other manjy Profeflions. They feldom, ^0 abroad * * 

with Men ; they have all the Chaise of Houlhold Affairs, and their greateft 
Smployment within Doors, is ufually uncafing and drying of Nutmegs. 

The Dutch having loaded with Spice, Purcelane, and fome Rubies, and Dutch ife^ 
lettled Fadories, and Amity, failVl from Banda^ on the 14th of July^ with part from 
gr^^ firing of Cannon» They flood towards the Ifland Nocfelau^ the Na* Banda. 
. tives whereof are Anthropophagi^ fo the Greeks zslHl Man*£aters. They pro- 
ceeded towards that diAwhojnay wfaofe Weflern Point they difcover'd, yet 
did not touch at it then, but went on to the greater Java^ notwithflanding Qq^y^^ fQ 
their Admiral was at Jmhopia. They arrived at JavM and the City Tuban^ ]dLVz. 
fent two Boats thither to Difcover, and know whither they might be allow'd * ^ 
to take in Provifionf. Thofe who return'd with the Anfwer, brought a- p 
long with them a Fortuguefe^who^ at the Perfwafion of the Natives, had re- ^^rtugiiefe 
nounc'd the Faith oijejus Cbrifi^ as was known, and called among them by ^^^^^S^^^- 
the name of the Renegado^ as a proper Appellative, and not diihonourable* 
This Man inform'd the Admiral, That i£ be would (lay there three or four ^ 

Months, he might enrich bis Ships to liis Hearts Content. They fent by 
him to aik the King's Leave, with fome Prefents of Copper, Glafs, and Si]k« Prefents to 
The next day Merchants came down 10 the Harbour, with Abundance of and from 
Commodities ; and from the King, in Return for their infignificant Pre-^ tht Kins* 
fent, they brought the Dutch . 19 great Sacks of Rice. The Trade being 
iettled, they went up to the City, where they faw feveral Horfemen, well 
Arm'd,Horfes well Accouter'd, on which tliey value themfelves very much^ 
Shops well iior'd, and a free Trade fot all Nations. The Vice- Admiral 
went to kift the king's Hand, who received him Gracioully ; promised to 
go Aboard the Ships in Peifon, and perfomM it, having fir ft ordered them 
fobe Ihow'd all his Royal Apartments, even to his Womens private Lod- 
gings ; his Elephants J an infinite number of Birds in Cages, and his Sta- 
bles full of excellent Horfes, and many ofihem. Th^n the Prince came 
Aboare the Ships, and after him the King. The Caiinon faluted them both, 
and they admir'd^ and were pleas'd Vv'ith the Nolle. tulwn 
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^ . Tuhan is the King of 7<uvf'.s Court, the flrongeft of all tlic Cities in that 

luDan Cfl- Ifland^ eiiconipafs'd with a high Wall, divided by feveral Gates v/ith 
ptal of Towers on them, contains ftately Struftures, aiid Squares appointed for the 
J^*'^* publiw-kRe'oit of Traders, the King is crtraordinary rich, and in a few 

Wours can gather a great Number of Horfe and Foot. His Palace is truly 
Royal, his Family confifts of the Prime Nobility, and he is very powerful 
at Sea. They call their Ships Juncks ; which being loaded with Pepper, 
and other Product ot the Country, as Silks and Cloths, the Manufaftures 
Trade of of his People^ are fent to Balm ; Where bartering them for Cloaths, the/ 
that Ciiym tranfport thofc to other Kingdoms, as thofe of J5/t«^.7, the Molticcos^ and 

Pbilifpines. Whence, and from other Ifiands, having improved iheir Ccm- 

xnoditieF, they bring Maflick, Nutmegs, Cloves, and other Spice. All the 

Mahit. Country abounds in Cattle, which graze all Day in the Woods, and are 

bous'd at Night. Their Habit is the fame as at Banda^ and covers their 
Bodies from the \^ afle downwards, the reft upwards remaining naked. 
They all wear Daggers, callM Crifes^ and the Nobles Ilately long Vefls, the 
Fullnefs whereof waves in the Air magni{icentl}\ . None of them goes 
abroad attended by lef^: than ten or twelve Servants^ one of which always 
carries tor bis Mailer a litrle Bafket full of the Leaves of a certain Plant 
they call Betele^ which they chew with green Nuts, and a little Lime* 
This Compofition they call Ledon ^ in chewing, it yields a Juice, which 
they i'wallow, and then fpit out the green Subilance, after the V^irtue has 
Tife Kings been extraded in their Mouths. 

Drefs. They were fo overjoyed at the coming of the Dutch^ that the next Day 

they invited them to fee their DiverHons. The King was prefent a Horfe- 

Back, clad in feveral Sorts of rich Silks, but all Girt about him. To his 

Belt bung a Cymiter, in a Scabard adoruM with precious Stones ; the Hilt 

of beaten Gold, with a Devils Head formM on it. On his Turbant he had 

abundance of Feathers. All the Nobility foUowM'hiro, Drefi'd much after 

the fame manner, mounted on fiately prancing Horfes,but fmalier than ours, 

with rich Furnitures of <S]pJ9i 7^ Leather, fludded, and plated withies old, and 

Figures of Serpents ; and in fome of the Bridles they had Stones, fo white 

that they look'd like Alabafler. Sometimes they ran ilreight forv/ards, 

and fometimes in a Ring, calling their Darts. When the Sport was over, 

Cojuvierce they attended the King, by whofe Orders they carry*d aboard the Ships, 

fettled hc^ and to the Dutch Men's Lodgings, a great quantity of Rice, Sheep, Goats, 

tween the Hens, Eggs, Filh, and Fruit, as Coco*Nuts, Mangos, Lemons, and delicious 

Dutch tfwi Bananas. Then they fell to treating of Trade, and Amity, and thought 

Javaneles. every Thing cheap except the Pepper, for they not liking the Commodities 

the Dutch ofFef'd in Exchange for it, lifting up their Hands cryM, Lima^ 
which, in their Tongue, lignifies five Pieces of Eight. So much they de- 
inanded for a Meafure of theirs. They were well received in all Rcfpeds, 
except in Relation to admitting of their Seft. 

. They had delivered Letters to the King from Count Maurice^ which he 

Madura anfwer*d in the Perfian Tongue, and the Dutch having received them, left 

JBand Tulan^ on the Z4th of the fame Month, with fair Weather, and well fur- 

* nifli'd with valuable Commodities and Provifions. . Pafling by the Ifland 

Sidago^ they anchored between Java and Madura ; founded the Depth, and 

notwithflanding the Current, and that tlie Ground was a fliff Muddy Hill, 
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they vifited Madura^ landing on the Eafl^fide ; but leniov'dprefentJy to the 

City Jrosbciy^ on tlic Weft, and afterwards thence to Jorta^ to get Guide.% 

or Pilots to conduct them to the reft of the MoUiccos^ Tliey fcnt to Com- 

pliment the King of Madura^ who prelently ahcr the Audience, (ent the 

Vice- Admiral a Sheep^ with which went tlie Keuegado^ who had brought 

him a Dagger, they call Criz^ from.the King oiTuban^ richly adorn'd with 

Gold and precious Stones, and the King's Head engravM on the Pommel. 

They found a Gctvian f eitlcd in the Country, rich in Spice, aini underftood 

by him, tliat at Jroshay they had TeizM 40 of their Companions. Theliland Madura 

of Madura^ next to Java^ inclines to the Isorthward. Thty wear the fame Defctihd. 

Habit as in the other ; butaie fhaiper Witted. It is moft fruitful in Rice, 

but loth in Reaping and Plowing, the Peafantsaitd Buffalosare mir'd up to - 

the Knees, the continual Inundations keeping the Ground fo wet. Few 

Ships come to it, by reaibn of its inacceflible Shoales. They have the fame 

common ufe of Weapons, Elephants, Horfes, Spears, Campilanes, or Cymi- 

ters, and Shields. The Ctizes^ or Daggers, worn by the King's Guards are 

of Silver. The City Jroshay is Populous, and well Wall'd. The Holian'crs Arathzf 

main Oeiign in coming to it, was, as has been faid, to take in Pilots, and City. 

other Neceftaries to proceed 10 the Molucca Iflands; to which Purpofe, and 

to avoid the Shoals lying betwixt Java and Madura^ they divided their 

Ships. The Vice-Admiral, with the Guelder and Zealand^ pafs'd the Cha- 

nels of Madura, in order to joyu, at Jorta^ the Junks that fail for Temate^ 

and thence to the other Moiucco Iflands. 

The Admiral Sticht Utrecht^ running along the length of Madura^ came -. 
to an Anchor before Jroshay » He fent out a Number of his Mtn in the 7^"*y* '^* 
Boat, to bring Rice, and other Provifions from Shore. No fooner were ^" ^y y^ 
they landed, then fei^'d, difarm*d, ftripp'd, and carry^d before the King. jJ/^«? ^/ 
Thofe ftaying long, another Boat was fent with only three Men, and the •'^^^^ra* 
fame befell them. The Prifoners intreated the King to give leave, that thofe 
three, or any others, might go to give the Admiral an Account. He granted 
it, but upon Conditioi), That as foon as they bad delivered the Me(rage,ihey ' 

ihould return to Prifon. They gave Notice of their Misfortune, and the 
Admiral lent away a Boat to carry immediate Advice to his Countrymen 
at the City Jor/^, writing feveral Letters to procure the Prifoners Liberty. 
The Vice^ Admiral came with his Ships, and joyn'd thofe at Jroshay. The 
King demanded the two biggeft Brafs Guns aboard the Admiral, many ^s i>e- 
Pieces of Silk, and one thoufand Pieces of tight for the Ranfom of the ^Miids fcr 
Prifoners. The Admiral anfwer d. That the Cannon was not his own,but ^*w Ran^ 
belonged to all his^'ation, and therefore he defir*d him to moderate the/ow. 
Kanlom, and turn it into Money, or take it out in fuch Commodities as he 
brought. Six Days were fpent in Treating, and the Delay made the Con- 
clulion more Difficult ; and therefore the Admiral believing, that his Men 
were kept Prifoners in their own Boats, or near the Sea, without any con«* 
(iderable Guard, he ordered all his Men to lai^d at once, and to Refcue them 
by Force. An hundred and fifty Dutchmen attempted it, but faw a great Jtttm^tto 
iN'umber of People gathering on the Shore, led by the Portvguefes^ who car- Refcue 
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of it, and forming a fmall ijody withab^^uc 20 Mufquetiers, contriy'd to 
have their other Boats draw nearer, that fo the Seamen and Cfiicers might 
come to Fight, acccuding to the appointed Order. More Men came oiit of 
the City, at another Gate, to enclofe them unawares in the Port. The 
Butch faw into the Policy, and were fenfible of the Ehnger, and therefore 
fent two other Boats to guard the Port. This Precaution was the faving 
of their Lives ; but they could not efcape a Shower of Arrows, wherewith 
the Jroihayans thought to fubdue theirt, not fo much by their Force, and 
the Harm received, as by keeping tlie Enemy ii\ Play, that fo they might 
fpend their Powder, and be obliged to retire to their Ships. Nor would 
they have been fafe there, for now the Wind and Sea threatned them, and 
JDutch Dr* thirty fix Men belonging to the Admiral, and thirteen to the Zealand were 
feated. Drown'd, and the Boats cafl away. Some few efcap'd, whom they did not 

killi-at the RequeA of the Rehegado ot rz/^j77,but they were made Pri b-> 

nejs. Thefe kneeJing down, to move Compaflion, vrith their difmal Looks, 

and Tears, the Conquerors laid a Handful of Earth on their Heads, a Cere- 

Ceremony niony they ufe towards the yanqnifh^d^ whofe Lives they grant. Perhaps 

inghbig they themfelves know not the Reafon, and Original of this Cuftom. Five 

dinar ter. and Twenty were loft in this Encounter, fiiFcccn of the Admirals, one of 

yb^si Jtf(7r/x, and nine oi i\\t Zealand. The Prifoners were carry 'd to a 
Country Cottage; three Men dangeroufly wounded, one Tnimpeter, and a 
Herald put into Chains, the others only their Hands bound. The red were 
carry M far from thefe, and put into a deep Cellar* The Herald being 
brought into the King^s Prefence, he afkM him, whether he would flay in 
his Coufltry, promifing, among other Favours, that he would marry him to 
two of his own Wives. The Dutchman anfwcf'd, returning Thanks, but 
with Freedom in his Looks, That with his good leave he liad rather re- 
turn to his Companions, fife was therefore carry'd, with the. Trumpeter, 
about the City, and at his going out at the Gate faw all the Prifoners, be- 
ing ^fty one, who were condu<^ing, under a Guard, to another iiland. 
Pn/overs In fine, the Agreement was concluded, and the King difcharg'd them fi>r 
/(avfovi^d. 20C0 Flormes. So they returned to their Ships, except two, who hid them* 

felves, taking a liking to that barbarous Way of living. The Governour 

Jdcoh Marts Dj^6^his Body was call into the Sea,and the reft failing to the 

Northward, direfted their Courfe for the Iiland of Cir/^^^r. They pafs'd 

Dutch 2>ff- by Covihay\ fix Leagues from it, and beyond that of Ronton^ and efcanM the 

^art. Ridges of "Rocks dCeheffa^ which are not nrarkM down, nor taken Notice 

of ID Maps. There fell mighty Rains, and they fteerM North £aft for the 
Iiland of Amioyna^ and in fight of Boor a. A Boy dy'd aboard th^Zealandi 
another falling o^^a Yard, into the Sea, held a Rope's End in his Mouth, 
that his ntms might be at Liberty to fwim, and quitted it not, till he had 
Help, and was fav'd. The next Day they lay by^ and their Preacher 
made a long Spi. iiual Difcourfe upon the Sacrament5,to celebrate the fclem* 
nity of Baptizing two Boys, whom he had already Catechis'd. On the firft 
tjfMarcl^voi far UomBlaUj to the Eaftwardofifooivr, they faw three other 
fmaller liUnds, called Atypoti^ Itianiba^ and Gita^ which are not far from 
CcTHt to Amhoyna. They pafs'd by them,aAd arriv'd at Jmhoyna on the third of the

The Port i^ fmall, and at the Mouth of it, they were received by tluce

fame Habit ; live upon the Trade of Spice ; are temperate and abflemious, 

aiTd great Sufferers of Hardlhip. Their Weapons, are Sjears with Sharp TJjehJTc^^ 

twilled Ends J thefe they dart fo dexterouily^ that they will hit the fmall- ^^^^^ 

ed Mark at a great Diftance. They alfo ufe Cymiters and Shields, and now 

JVIuikets. They make great Mafles of Sugar, Rice, and Almonds, like our 

Sugar-Loaves, and value thenifelves lipon being able Seatnen. Tlveir Car^ 

coas are like great Dragons, did thefe fwiiti with their Bodies extended on CarcorL^^. 

the Water, and liftin^^ up their two Ends of Head and Tail, which are gilt, 

and well Car vM, and ferve for Prow and Poop. At Loth of them hang Stat!- 

dards of feveral Sorts of Silk, and Colours, which are born up by the Wind, 

when they do not reach to the Water. The Admiral ot'Jmtajna came 

withthree of thefe Veflels full of armM Men, to fee the Duieb^ with A 

Koile of Kittle-Drums, and Brafs Bafons hanging on the Mufitian^s Left*^ Mv^c»i. 

Shoulder, and flriking them with the Right-Hand, as they do the Tabors ^' 

in Spain. They fang their fet Airs, underftood by none but the Native 

Jlmboynefcs^ tho* attentively liflenM to by the Dutch ^ for their Strangenefs. 

Tile Slaves alfo fang to the Noife of dieir Oars. They firM the threi 

Guns every Carcoa carryM, being a Salute, in Honour of their Quefls ; wh3 

relying on that Reception, dropt their Anchors, polling many Sendnelsy 

4)ecauie they obferv^d the Natives had done the fame in aU Parti, aod there 

were confiant F*ircs in many Places, 

The Jmhoynefe Admiral aflc^d theni. What they came for, dnd who they 
were, and having heard their Anfwer, gave them leave to go aifiore^ and Dutch/^r« 
^xpofe their Commodities, allowing them free Commerce, contrary t « Ids mitteJ to 
Majefiy^s Prohibition, which us^d to be mote punctually obfei v^d in tliis Trade at 
2fland« The Dutch Vice* Admiral went aihore, where he was well recei* Amboyna* 
ved, and conduced to a Scat covered with Sails of Ships, fuppoited by 
Trees, full of Fruit not known in Eurofei He ^aiily prtvail'd with the Go- 
vernors, to allow him tuU Liberty to Trade. Their Succefs was furwar* ^^g of 
ded hy Cachil Atudc^ Brother to the King of Ternate^ who happened to be Tcrnace^x 
there then, celebrating his Nuptials,, being newly come wiih his Bride, who Brother 
was the laughter ofsiSatighck of Batochina. He had long courted, and ^Mfi^ '^^ 
deiirM to be marry M to her, but was opposed by the Father, who had pip* Dutch, 
mifed her to the King of Bachian. We (hall fay no more of their Love, 
nor of what became of the Prince, bccaufe it is no eflential Part of this 
Hiftory. He prefently repair^ to the Dutch^ and ordered them to be fur* 
nifh^d with'thofe Loaves made of Sugar, Almonds and Rice, with Coco* 
Nut«, Bananas, aiid Wine made of Rice, and this fo lavifhly,that tte Dutch 
Relations own they had fcarce Room to lay up fuch Plenty of Piovifions, pj^nty of 
The fame would have been, had; they bought them, for they had fo much Pioi;^icvf. 
for a Pewter Spoon, that they knew not what to do with it* The Jmboy^ *" 
vefc Admiral went aboard the Ships again, was pleased to fee the great 
Guw, and die Variety and Plenty of Merchandife. The Prince. of rfra.i/e 
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did the fame, and both of them at their coming and going were Fainted by 
the Cannon. They had private Conferences with hini, and other K oblemen 
of the MoIuccoT^ who attended him. They erefted Factories in fevcral 
Parts of Amhoynny and agreed that the ra'o Ships, Guelder and Zealand^ 
ihould Sail for Banda^ wbilfl the other two lay two Months to load and 
reft at Jmhoyna. We (ball aiention hereafter what befel thefe in Ternat e^kt 
us now return to the other two, ; [:' - i* 

They fail'd with a fair Wind, but one of them ftuckin the 'Flats of Cw/, 
fo that (be could fcarce be got dF. Below Jealau^ they met a Portuguefe Ship 
at Naefau^ the Inhabitants of which Place eat Mans Flefh. They pafs'd 
on merrilj by Poelfettonj two Leagues fhort of Banda^ on that Side. It is 
defert, aiid uninhabited, infamous, for (Ironger Reafons, than the Greeks 
alledge againll the Jcroceraunian Rocks. 1 here are Cryes, Whiflles, and 
Roarings heard in it at all Tioies, and dreadful Apparitions are feen, with 
Fires afcending through the Air ^ and long Experience has fho\vn,that it 
is inhabited by Devils. Tlierefore Sailors^ when they pafs in Sight of it, 
which feldom happens without Storms, make all the Sail they can to get 
far off, from the very Wind that blows on it. The Dutcb chief Pilot know- 
ing fo much, furiouily took fiich fall hold of the Helm, that all the reft 
could not put him from it ; He drew it to him violently, thinking that 
Force drove on the Ship ; his Face grew fiery, and his Breafi not being 
able to contain his Wind, he breathM fall, and groan'd, till being pad the 
illand, the grew merry, and whilllin^ loud, fcoff'd at the Devil,becaule he 
could notcafl away the Ship; yet loon after he M^as in Diforder agaiu^ 
and dropt the Helm ; they recoverM him, and made all fail to go forward. 
They aniv^d at Banda^ near the River, on die fifteenth of the Mouth. Se- 
veral if^ji^/^/r Boats came out, offering their Spice» - The D»/r^ landed, 
carrying with them fundry ComoKxlities, v/hich they exposed in Shops. 
A rich Turk^ who was in Efteem, entertain^ them. They built Houfes on 
the Iiland,and a few Days after beared Kews of their Admiral,by fbme Cbi^ 
rtefe Ships, that came from Amhoyna ; and were informed, that .the Portn^ 
guefes were already at War with die Natives, for entertaining and allow- 
ing them Fa^lories. 

On the fourth of 3^</y, having fettled Trade at Bavda^ they failM thence 
towards Noefelauj along the Channels of 2Vr», without regarding their Ad- 
miral, who was promoting, and fbmendng the War at Jmhoyna. They 
failM in Sight of Bouton^ which is in five Degrees of South Latitude, and 
of the liland Cobayna. On the twelfth they pafs^d the Coafl ol Celebes^ 
and on thefeventeenth, bydiatof ilii/xir/7, and again difcoverM Jroshay^ 
where the Misfortune we havefpoken of befel them. They lan along the 
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Coafl o\ Jflva^nd in the Evening came to Zar/ar/rii, where they call Anchor, 
Tent to vifit the King, and their Ccn.pliment wa5 return^ by him with a 
Prefent of Rice, Fowl, and Coco-Nuts, and a Euffalo for the Vice-Acmi- 
ral. Tht Zealanders^vffhohzd been left at Banda in their Houfes and 
I'adories^ intheCiues oi Montehngo^ and Splefarvo^hy Letters oFthe lirft 
of Augiift^ acquainted them, how the new Friend fbip was eflablifh^d. From 
this Time the Dutch began,without any Opp.iitioii,to poiTefs themfelves of 
die Provinces belongi^ag to the Crown of Spain in Jjia. 
They took Leave of that Kingi and returned to Banda^ with the Natives

of which Place they had now contracted !uch Familiarity, rhatibme Ships 
'bclct)^in% to Bandefe Merchants, which ihcy met by the Way, pi dented 
them with a confiderable Q^Jantity of P- rcelane. At their Arrival theGover- 
nour came out to meet them, with 400 Men, inviting them to take fomc 
Refreftment alliore, which they refused, but made prefents to each other, 
and drank out great Veffels of Wine made of Rice, which is a powerful 
-and ftrong Licuor. Continuing their Voyage on the tenth of Septcviher^ 
towards the South Weft, they thought they were under thcTrqiick ot Ci- 
fricorn. On the thirtieth, they were in 28 Dcgrees,with the Wind at Weft, 
fomewhat Northerly, and ran thirty Leagues beyond Cane •?. Roman^ after 
they had been tofsM among many Iflands, in thirty two ijegrees and a half 
South. Next they difcover'd Cape Ploemera^ o f the Southern Ethiopia^ or 
Land of the Cafres^ A Storm difpers^d the Ships, but they met again when 
it ceasM, at Cape -^»ji//7/oi. On the feventh of .9f^/^7//Af r they arrived at 
the Iflands*. Helena ; the Mafier went alhore, killed many wild Beaftsjand .9. Helena 
furnifli^d the' Ships with Fruit, there being Plenty of both. The Sick Jjla?id. 
recover^ there : They went into the fblitary Church, and on the firft of 
y/Ttt»>Trv,i6oo,they failed thence, and being come into five Degrees of North 
Latitude, on the i hirtieth of the fame Month, obfervM an Eclypfe* Then 
they began to difcover the North Pole,wliich had been out of tlieir Sij^ht fo 
long. On the thirteenth of February they had Sight of the Ifland MayOj or 
May^ oneof thofe of Cabo Vtrde^ and about the End ot March difcover^d 
the Englijb Hills. In fine, they arrivMat the Texel^ and thence to Amfier^ 
dam^ where they unladed that fpicy Wealth, the like, for Quality and New* 
nefs, had never yet been brought \oLiibon\ at leaft Hugd^s Relations tell 
us, there might have been as precious Oyl drawn from thefe, as when they 
were juft gather'd*' ' 

Whilft thefe two Ships, Zealand and Guelder ^ were failing Home, the The other 
other two, Amjlerdavi and Utretcht^ being almofl naturalized at Jmbdm t, Dutch 
. departed thence for Ternate^ on the eigth oi March ^ I599»in the Company Ships de-^ 
of three Jtmks^ full o'ljavanefe Soldiers, well arm*d, and hirM to attack a fart the 
Fort, that was defended by Portu^uefes. Before their Uepartute, fome Moluccbs: 
of them went afhore, and among other Game, took Abundance of green Pi- 
geons, as big as our Ducks. They loaded with Clove, becaufe it is fold in ^^'^^^ "'• 
that Ifland for thirty five Royals a Bar, which is there 150 Pounds. ^^^^^^* 
They were inform^, that the Dutch^ who had been left at Banda^ would 
foon come to joyn them. The Portuguefet attacking a Fort with ill Sue- 
cefs, the Dnichj who were before agreed with the Prince olTcrnate^^rm^A^ 
and mix^d with his Men. This was the firft Time they ever fought with 
the Subjefts of Spain ^ in thofe Part*; 5 and the Dutch Author, who gives an 
Account of this Aftion, fays, the Iflanders look'd upon it as a Prodigy. 

Having fettled Commerce at Amboyna^ they failed away for the Iflands j^. ,. t. ^ 
of r(?r;2tf/f, taking for their Guide, a Captain, who pretended to them, t^^ ^ ^ 
that he was Brother to the King of an Ifland 5 and to magnify his Grand- -*^^'''^^^^» 
Father, boafted he had kept feveniy lawful Wives, befides Concubines; 
and that his Son, to vye with him, had forty Wives, befides Miftreflcs. 
So fays the Journal of that Voyage, writ by them who pciformM it. They 
difco^rer^d the Iflands of Tydore and Ternate on the twenty fixth, and co- 
sniiig to an Anchor at the l^tter^ in fifteen Fathom Witter^ put out their

Colours, fired their Cannon, and Ipar'd foi no real cr vain^Ofttntaiion, 
The King oxTcrnatc^ whofc deep known Sagacity is fucb, that he irufts 
The Klvg "o <>ther but himfelf to obfervc what Dangers may threaten, went into 
gees to ^^^ own Carcoa^ attended by niany others, on the z8th of Mcyy and Tailed 
zicjp the ^o the Place, where the hutch lay at Anchor, He drew near and ii\^ 
Sips. cIos*d the Ships, called to the Admiral, and afk*d him, who he way, 

whence hisShipr, and other Particulars. Thefe Queflions and Anfwers 
held fome Hours, by Means of the Naguatato^s who interpreted ihe 
Difcourfe* The Admiral int reared the King that he would pleafe to coiiie 
aboard his Ship. He excusM himfelf, firil aliedging, that he did not iijce 
tliofe Ladders they (bow*d him to go up to them, tho* they had purpofelf 
covered them with fine Cloth; and afterwards, that the Sun was letting, 
and it was Time for him to repair to his Devotions* Having made this 
godly Excufe, he failed towards the City, the Air refounding witli 
the Noifc of his Brafs Bafons, Fiat Tabors, Guns, Shouts, and Per^iW 
Songs. 
The zpth he drew near to the new Comers again, with 2; Carcoas \ in 
He rr* which he liad 100 Erafs Guns for his Defence, and firing them all at once, 
tunis^ to tlie clattering of Bells, made fhow of his Warlike Preparation. The 

Confufion of it being over, tho* they fang Verfes, as they do to denote 
Peace, in the ilalay Tongue, fo they call the Language of Malaea^ 
whence it was conveyM to the Moluccas \ yet the Dt//^^ made ready their 
great Quns, Muflcets, and half Pikes. They placed fome armM Men out 
of Si^ht in every Ship, as alfo where they might be taken Notice of, 
ihowmg, or at lead not coiKealing their Jealoufy, that fo no fuddeii Sur« 
prize might find them unprovided. The King^s Carcoa drew near alone, 
and thofe who were in it fpoke to the Dutch Admiral, by Means of the 
. \ HagiuUato^ without (bowing themfelves. 

The King was fatisfy'd with only talking to them, and withdrew ; after 

Noon he returnM with only ivro JCarcoas^ one of which tow'd a Boat after 

T(\lkf with hen Being come up to the Dutch^ he began to talk to the Vice- Admiral 5 

the Dutch, enquired after their Cuns^ and ordered the other Carcoa to (land farther 

off, and the Captain going too far, the Boit, either accidentally, or by De« 

lign, broke loofc fromtlieStero, and was over-fet by the Waves; the King 

then deiired tlie Admiral to fire at it with a Ball, tlm he might fee whether 

they could hit or fink it% They fir'd immediately, the King being well 

pleasM to fee tliat the Shot had fiav^d the Boat in Pieces. 1 he Admiral 

lading hold of this Opportunity, took Care, whilft they were commending 

the Shot, which fervM to difguife the Threat, to let him know that he 

could with as much Eafe fink the Carcoas. This Tryal fatisfy'd the 

king, who fu)n after gave leave for tlut Nation to Trade in his Domi^ 

(^heuhem fii^^^^ and barter Cloves, Spice, precious Stones, and Pearls, all which 

leave to is there to be found, by reafon of the Refort of the Jafonefe^ Camboxa and 

'^rade. Cbinefe Ships. Of thefe laft they then faw fome all made of Wood alone, 

even to their Ancliors, and the Sails of Cane. They came to an Anchor 
2lTernate^ where the firft Thing they did, was burying of Rejfnau Rcy^ 
natts^ a i)w/f A Soldier, fCarce worthy of that BuryaJ, Idolaters and -fll/i- 
//{?w^/.7wr reforting to the Funeral. The King the next Day fent a dtrcoa 
?o aaniaint ^ht l)utcb^ that he wouM go aboard their Ships, and a Boai^ 
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carac to the Admirars Side, with only four Tenia: cs in a private Kabir, 
who, by their Queflion.% Cuiiofiiy, and Solicitude, feem'd to be Spyes, as 
they did by all their Difcour;e» which was on lundry Subjefts, and very 
fiull of foltd Reflection J which was held on, and liilenM to, with A tention 
and Diflimulation.

witbflandiug thefe JeaJoufies, he appioved of the Behaviour of that People* jr^jf^i 
On the fecond of June tmbaffadcr^ went alhorc, who carry 'd the King a* '' * 
Prefent, which he accepted of, and treated them courteoufly. They 
returned, full of Admiration of the infinite Quantity of Clove^ and the 
wonderful Woods of them ; and bringing tlie News, that the Tematcs 
would fcon come to view and buy the Dutch Commc'dities, 

The next Day they came in great Numbers, Savghcks^ Cachiles^ and 
Commons, Barbarian Ladies, and all Sorts of Women, with Variety of C''5»^^«'/^ 
Attendance. The Shores were covered with fundry Sorts of People ; dir- ^/ P^^pi^ 
fering in Habii, Colour, and great Diverfity of Feathers ^ among them ^^ ^ '^^ 
many naked, and of various Countenances, for all flowkM out, as if it had Dutch* 
been fome publick Fellival. Tho* they admired the Wealch of the Sliips^ 
yet they raisM the Price of the Bars of Clove fo high, that they ecu d not 
come to any Agreement, bccaufe that was to be their main Loading. They 
went afbore on the loth and nth, to fee whether they abated any Thing 
of the Price, and to fome other Purpofes, which do not concern us, tho' 
they might be fome Ornament, but iball be left in the Originals where thef 
were writ. They could not conclude any Tiling with the King, or his 
SubjeAs, becaufe they were celebrating a Feilival, and the Duicb were 
prefent at tlie Show5. 

' A Sort of Combatants, like the Roman Pugilei^ and Gfadiators^ tho* . .. 
differing in fome Refpcfts, fought in a large fpaciom Square. Thefe TVr- J!9^j!^ 
vates did not move from one Place to another, nor hurt one another, but ^'^^^'^ 
Hood continually upon cnc Foot, without cbiangii:g or ealing it, on any ^^'* 
Account ; but the Foot tliat was lifted up, nx)v'd aboyt and ilretch'd in 
the Air, without being put to the Ground. Their Mill redes. Wives, or 
SiHers attended in the Field, with Branches of Flowers, and China DiUbts 
iiiUof Jrcmatick Li(]uors, to lefrefh thofe that weie tyr*d; but mod of 
them attended the Conqueror. The Sport being ended, the next Day the 
King lepair'd to the Ships^ but went not aboard. Difcourfing with the Tie K':ng 
Admiral, he ask'd him tor a gilt Musket, which he prefented him, and asks a 
the Kingdid not think fit to receive Gratis, becaufe he bad ask^d for it ; he Musket^ 
therefore order'd, that when the Di//^i& paid the Tithe of the Spice, which and fayt 
is the Duty he has from Merchants, they fhould have two Bars and a half /or it. 
difconnted for the Price of the Musket, and that they (hould be furnifli'd 
with every Thing they had Occafion for befides. He was well pleasM Seyert A/- 
troe Day, that the Dutch ibould fee how a Boy of eleven Years of Age, was *(^ ''^"^ ^/ 
led about the Streets, with his Hands bound, becaufe he had ftolen a Tubac^ [^^^J Lai- 
that is, a Leaf of a Frail, with as many Cloves as it would carry ; be- c^Tfij. 
caufe this was an Inftance of their Severity in punifliing that Offence.

Triumph of About this Time feme Ternate Troops rctuniM Home viftorious, having 
Ternates. P^under'dand deftroy'd a Town in the liltxndo^Tjfiiore, They march'd into 

the City on the icth of July^ the King being prelent, with their Campihiics^ 
or Cy miters drawn, and bloody, with half i^eads, Ears, and Hair of thofc 
they had conquered, or llain, fliclcii;g to them. They fliowM the Shields 
and Weapons they had taken from them, their Cloaths and Feathers, and 
4; Prifoners, who followed dragging Cliains, fome about their Necks, and 
fome at their Heels. Among them was a brave Youth, ti Years of Age, 
PnfoiiCTS yfYio was a Snngiack of Note, and Kinfmanto the King of Tydore:^ as alfo 
facrijic a. ^ y^j^j. i>eautiftil Portuguefe Lady, Wife to a Captain in that Foit. Tliey 

walked about the City, with all this State and Plunder, till they came to 
the Kiiig- s Palace ; there the Captives were facrific'd, and the Porhiguefc 
Lady fold for a Slave, a rare Piece of Mercy, and purchased by her 1 ears. 
The King of Ternate hoiiour'd the Chief of the Tydores^ fmiiing and lo- 
vingly encouraging him, as Kinfman to a King. Tne Youth excufing hiai^ 
felf, and pleading Innocence, to gain the Viftor^s Favour, he returned a- 
favourable Anfwer, and bid him wafti himfelf. Sweet Water was brought 
to wafh their Hand^, and it was poured over the King^s Hands and his, at. 
the fame Time, out of one Ewer. Tlien the Captive thus aflur^d, letting 
fall his Hands with the Water, which, perhaps, is a Ceremony to denote 
* t Peace, and bowing his Head by way of Civility, a Soldier (Iruck him on

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traded and truflcd them with their Spice. At Jength they pievail d upon 

the Admiral to leave fome of his Men^ with a good Sum of Moticy^ to 

bujr up Cloves the next gathering. The firft Dutch Fadors left at Ternare^ Dutch Fa* 

were Francis Verdoes^ Father to U^Uiam ; Diricht Fioris^ Jacob Lamherts^ Scry at 

John Jans ^QlGtol\ Cornelius Adrians^ and a Eoy of Amfisrdam^ v/hoic Tcrnate. 

Name was Henry Jans, Thefe laid the Ground for the fecond Enmityy 

with the firft Reoells of that Nation, who corfpirM with the Tcrnatcs^ and 

were afteru'ards the Occafion of other Fleets and Succours coming into 

thofe Parts, againft their Natural Sovereign. 

Thefe Men oeing left at Tcrvafe^ and liavinj; receivM Intelligence that 
theBrigan ines were returning from the Ifland of Banda^ the Ships failed .^ 
from 7Vrnj/< , on the 19th of Avgujt^ pafiing by the Uhni Maca^ among y"*^" 
•the other Molnccos^ and that ot Oba^ to the Northward. Then in two Dt- T^f^^^ 
grecs and a lialf Latitude, they dilcoverVi fo many lilands, that they could Ternate* 
tiot count them ; others they faw, net fet down in the Maps, and learnt 
their Name^ trom tbme Sailors. Among them was that of Banquorc^ and 
its Neighbour Sabohe^ whofe King refides in that of Mitara^ atxi has 
30 more within a very fmall Compafs. He fumiih^d them with Provid* 
ons, ' and gave Notice of Dangerous Ridges of Rocks ; to avoid which^ 
they, teturn'd the lame Way tl^7 came, in Sight of Jmboyna and Celebes. 
On the tjch of Novcniber^ ihey were informed at Jafuetra^ that the Vicc- 
Admiral was already gone from Bania ; and lud there a great Quantity 
t)f Rice^ brought but juil before by Cbinefe Vtt[^U. 

On the 17th they came to Banda^ where at Btantclongo^ and Sdlcfarvo^ 
they found the two . Zej/iiir// Ship, which having traded about eight >^ 
Months with little Profit, defign'd to return. On the i jth of January g '^ 
t6oOi the Admiral made the Governour ofBanda feme European ^^rcftnts, *^*"^~^* 
and aaiongthem a fmall Boat, all covered with fine Scarlet. All the Mer- 
chants tnet and fet fail for NoUand^an the xith of the fame Month^ and 
laird all February^ with ftormy Winds, and lofs of fonie of their Men, till 
the Weather mended on the third of Marclj. On the i;th of April^ in 
the Latitude oF 34 Degrees and a half, they found tji^mfelves fomewhat 
above zo Leagues from the Cape of Good Hope. On the l^th of May^ At the 
they reached die Iiland of St. Helena^ where, at fome Dili ance, they difco^ Cape of 
▼er'd other Ships. Seme Men landed, aixl adniirM its fl range Ferdiity Coed 
sinong thofe Mountains. They faw another Ifland^ wliofe bare RocKsg Hope.* : 
without Treesor Grafs, look as if they were made of Coals j and among 
them are Abundance of monflrous wild Boars, yet nothing could be feeti S. Helena, 
to grow, or any living Creatures they could feed upon^ There were aifo 
large TortoifeSj fome of them wei-*hing 400 Weight* On the laA of ^efart 
^j/ they made for x\\ttexel^ zndthctict 10 Amfterdam^ where they were v-"*'* 
reoeiv'd with publick Rejoyctng ; and they again prepared to return to 
jndia^ and continuing their Trade with thofe barbarous King>, who are 
Mailers of the Spice, Metals, precious Stones, Pearb, and other foreign 
Wealth, have at length converted the Friendlhip they kindly cffer'd at 
fird, into Slavery, arKi Subjediou to the Tyranny of Holland and Zealand. 
And in the Year r6oo, with more Expedition, they failM into Gunie^, and 
to S^ George de la Mina^ with only two Ships, die firft Time, and ran 
through the fame Ports and lilands, throughout our Sees In Safety. Thi-y

took particular Accounts of all Things, whether Natural, or Political, 

relating to that vaft extended Country of Jfia^ which is almoft oppofite to 

Nova Eurofe^ and under other Stars, and another Pole. The fame Year, being 

Z;cmLIa* in fcarch of the Nortb-Pafige^ in 80 Degrees of Latitude, they dilcover'd 

Nova Zembla^ where they found nothing but monllrous white and grey 
Bear59 which did not run, but rather took little Notice of the Noifc of 
Cannon, and devoured Men ; there were alfo white Crows, no lefs un- 
daunted ; and in fhort, mod of that Part of the World was defart, . and 
they found not the Paffage they expefted into the South-Sea. Yet they 
now failU all thofe Southern Parts, at all Seafons, making a Jeft of the 
MonfonSj the Portvguefts fo mightily obferve, as if they had them fhut 
tjp in Skins, like the Fable in Ulyjfes. Perhaps they buy fair and flormy 
^Windsy as is faid to be done in La$land^ at fettled Kates, of Wiiches that 
deal in them. 
•^ . - The King of Ternate was fo puff'd up with the Friendfhip, and Support 
#^tfiii0^o/ ^fjjjg Northern Nations, that he durfl bcldly flatter himfelf with the 
fT "^ Hope of becoming abfolute MaAer of Tydore. Accordingly he ilreightned 
0/ 1 crnate. jjjj^^ j^jjjg^ and the /br///^7/f/5? Garrifon, without allowing them the lead 

Refpite. Other Butch Ships had come fince the former to that Iflaiid^ 
on Account of Trade, by the Way oilndia^ with Arms and feveral Com- 
modities. The Ternate EmbafTadors were treating in England and Hol^ 
land^ for fettling of perpetual Peace and Commerce. The King liad al- 
f eady received Anfwers to thefe Embaflies, and very fpeedily "expecled an 
Evglijb Fleet, and many Dutch Ships, with whofe Affiflance he promii'd 
himfelf to deflroy Tydore^ and thence to Aretch out to the Philif pines. 
In the mean while, fome Dutch and EngUJb remainM at his Court, like 
Hoflages, withaFador, whofe Bufinels was to attend the Bartering, or 
buying up of Spice ; to purchafe which they brought him Abundance of 
EmlalTy ^^^^^ Arms* This being known to the King of Tydcne^ and Ruy Gon^ 
fton Tr- ^tilezde Sequeyra^ Commander of the Fort, who every Year writ to the 
d re / the ^^^^''^our of the Philippines about it ; they now fent a particular EmbaflTy 
Philin^ to Don Francifco Tello^ giving him an Account of the Condition of thofe 
. P* Places; of the Fort; ot the Succours, and how vain it was to expect 
^ ^^* them from India. That an Affair of fuch Confequence might fort the de- 
T&e JT' • ^^^^ Event, they appointed Cachil Cota^ the King of Tydore^s Brother, a 
« v'^^ ^ notable Soldier, and moll renowned Commander of the Moluccos^ to go 
£nb ff Embaflador* He came to -Mii7zi7^, well attended, with Letters from the 
Jor ^ ^* ^^"St ^"^ ^^^ Commander in Chief. Thofe, and he, in a fet Speech, ( for 

the People of the Moluccos do not want Rhetorick to perfwade ) returned 
the Govcrnour Thanks for the Supplies he had at feveral Times fent them of 
Provifions, and Ammunition. But what we come to defire^ faid Cachil Cota^ 
is that this Woi'k he now efe3u.illy taken in Hand^ before the Englifh and 
Duichwith their Fleets Jlrevgthcn Ternate, and re7i er it i:nprefrnable. 
We cannot hut admire^ that whereas the Portuguefe Jrms obtain fuch Jignal 
ViSorieSy as are thofe 0/ Calicut ; over the Turks, at Diu ; o'cer the Egy|>- 
tians; over she People of CzozwuVj of Ceylon, the Tsvas, Sumatra, and 
other Nations on that Side ; and the Spaniards on thiSj agahjl thofe of 
CambviXa, Mindanao, Japan, Cochinchina, /jwi China, yet only we of the 
l^JoJuccos, who lie amidjl the Dominions of one only Monarchy fiottld be Uft

faithful a Friend he approves himfelf to the Crown of Sian^ and an Enemy 
to tile Ternntes^ and that he is always follicitous for recovering of that 
Fort. He Atfixts him to fend the King a Prefent of gr«at Guns, and other 
Gifts, aixl to do the fame by the King:oi Si an^^ who is a Chriflian, and oxxt 
friend.

Don Pedro anfwerM in few AVords^ yet fb as his Brevity might not ex- 
clude Civility, snd the Pyiate beinjj l*an^fy*d, proceeded on his Voyage. Don Pedro 
The KiDg b^ at this Time appointed Don Pedro to fucceed Don Francis appointed 
Tello in the Government of the Philippine I/Iands, dedgning him for thcfe Governor 
Eoteprizes he afterwards performed. This his Majeily judgM a proper of the Phi^- 
Relolution^ and iafe in the "Execution ; for what Perfon i$ fit to be pitchM iippifies.

Mexico* De Zunnigay Jzevedo^ Earl of Monterey^ confulted with him about tlie

In 
Don Pedro ViWMtn believed the Security of the Philifpine fllands was 
come ; for the Governour's Reputation was equal to the XecefEties of his 
Province ; which required the Government of an ex[^erienc'd Commar- 
der, of great Name, and fo vigilant as he was. Den 
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Don f ranch Iclloitii^vC'ii up the Power into his Hands^ and llaying 
there to give an Account of his Adminiftracion, dyed in ylpril^ tiie^ follow- Don Fran* 
ing Year. The n&w^ Governour was much conccrnM to find the'King^s ^^ Tello 
Trealury empty, and hinifelt under an Obligation of tupporting theKiag*s ^)^^^ 
and his own Credit.

In thefe Paflages betwixt the Iflands, be- ^^^^^^^ ** 
iides the Storms, his little Vcfl'el, which had only three Soldiers in ir, 
efcajp^d, he fell into another notable Danger. Two and twenty Englijb 
Veflcls enrich 'd with the Booty they had taken in the Iflands belonging to 
that Governnaent, attempted to inclofe and take him, but the Tide failing 
them, they (luck on Ground, and could not get of}. Don Pedro faw them 
throw over-board above zooo Sfaniardsy and Natives they had made Pri« 
foners^ to lighten their Veflels. They alfo caft into the Sea a beautiful Cruelty of 
SpjrJfi Maid, about 17 Years of Age. Afterwards the Fleet from Mani^ ling!iih* 
ia failM in quefl of them, and chaftis'd fome , tho' the Punifhment was 
inferior to their Cruelty. 

Don Pedro would fain have removM all Obflacles that lay in the Way 
to the Enterptize he had in Hand; but was oblig'd to put offlfor fome 
Months that wliich he was moft intent upon, and to difpatch the Affairs J^ponclc 
of Xolo zvAJafan. Chifuito^ a Jafoncfc EmbalTador, was newly arrived ^^^^^Jf^* 
at Manila^ with a Prefent of the Produft and Manutaftures of that liland, ^^|' ^^ Ma- 
and orders to treat with the Governour, and fettle Amity and Commerce, ""^* 
between the Subjefts of the Emperor oijafan^ whofe Name was Ddjjufa^ 
vut^ and the Pbilif fines and New-Spain. The Neighbourhood of thole Pro- 
vinces, the Power ot the 7jjpo?2dr/^ Kings, their natural Difpofition, and 
other Coniidersftions, which Experience had ihown to be of great Mo* 
ment| made agaiiifl refufing of that Cominerce ; and yet there were Opi« 
nionsto the contrary, for thofe very Reafons» However that barbarous 
Prince having once efpous'd that Affair, it was not eafy to find out an Ex- 
pedient to fettle it, without any Jcaloufy or Difguft. Dayfufwia demand- 
ed, that the Spaniards fhould trade to Slnanio^ a Port in one of his Pro* 
vinces, and that fuchFriendlhip might be eftablifli'd, that the Jjf/o?i(r/Jrj 
might go over to jWfir-^ii/n. That the GovernoUr fliould fend him Ship- ^. „

This was a Matter of great Weight, and on feveral Accounts moft pre- 
judicial to the Philippine l^zwd^s^ whofe greateft Security for fo many 
jfears, hasconfiflcd in the Japonefe^s wanting of Ships and Pilots, and be- Ohjernor^s 
ing ignorant in the Art of Navigation. Men of E:<perience obferv'd, that/o them. 

h b when- 
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whentucvcr the faid haughty barbarous Prince lias attempted to arm againft 
Manila^ he has ftill been obftrufted by this Want. They faid, that to 
fend him Ship- Wrights, and Men to build him Ships after the Spajiijij 
Manner, would be no other than arming him againfl the Spaniards them« 
felvcs ; and that their Voyages would 1^ deftruftive to the Philiffhies and 
New^Sfain ; for that the making the J.iponefes capable of Trading far off", 
was not only inconvenient, but unfafe. The Governour Don Pedto de 
Jcunna fcrioufly weighing all thefc Reafons, ordered the Embaffador 
O/j'ttiro to be magnificently entertained, made him fome Prcfents for his 
King and for himfeif, and fent a Ship with another moderate Prefcnr, Jcft 
• it ihould be interpreted to proceed from Fear, if it had been too confidera- 
ble. This Ship failed with Dayfufama and his Embaflador, both of them 
loaded with Commodities to barter. Don Pedro^s Letters contained many 
Compliments, and Thanks for the good Will he fbow'd towards eftabiifh- 
ing more folid Friendfhip ; but that, tho^ he had ample CommifHon for 
all Things relating to the Government of the Philiffhie lilandj, yet he 
could not fatisfy that Part of his EmbafTy, which concern^ the furnifhing 
of him with Sailors and Workmen to build Sfanijb Ships, witliout acquain- 
ting the Viceroy of New^Spain^ nor could the Viceroy do it, without 
ipecial Orders from the King of Spain. That he promisM to write to them 
about it, for promoting the Accomplilhment of his reafonable Demands ; 
but that he mud coniider, it would be above three Years before they had 
an Anfwer, becaufe of the great Length, and many Accidents of fuch 
Voyages, It was orderM that the aforefaid F. Jercme fhould himfeif deli-- 
vcr thefc Letters, to Dayfvfavia. The Fryar himfeif had a private Letter 
fent him with a Repror)f for what he had done, and Inftrudlions how to 
mend it ; and that he fhould fignify to the Jafonefc Monarch, how highly 
tnjirucli^ the Governour valued the Inclination he fhow'd to fettle Peace and Com- 
ons io F. merce with the Sfaniards^ and his Kindnefs to them ; and at the fame Time 
Jerome/ pcrfwade him to continue that good Correfpondcnce, which the Gover- 
nour would inviolably obfervc 5 but that he (hould endeavoijr to divert the 
King's Thoughts from fuch Deiigns, and never go about to facilitate tlic 
Execution of them ; becaufe, tho' perhaps theEnnipeior then reigning enter- 
tained no finifter Meaning, nor had any farther Thought than promoting a 
iincere Friendfhip, yet that might be very prejudicial in the Days of a 
more miithievous Succeflbr ; who might make an ill Ufe of his Skill in 
Navigation, and improve it againft the Perfons that taught it him. The 
Governour promised he would foon fend another Ship with Commodities 
to barter ; and he might put the King in Hopes it would carry over fome

Jercme of 3Vi/x Company, Many perf waded Don Pedro^ not to 

fend away thefe Religious Men ; but tho* thofe Perfwafions were well 

gro'jnded, and fome Difficulties occur*d againil their Departure, he refolv'd 

to difmifs them* The Zeal of true Glory overcomes all Ojpofition, 

Thefe Reh'gious Men found no Signs of thofe Defires tliat had been figni- 

fy'd to them in the Provinces they went to. Very few Jafonefes were 

converted, and there was It^s Dilpofition to advance, becaufe the King.% 

and Tonos^ which are Princes had no Affedion for our Religion, nor were 

any Way difgufted with their Idols. They only afpirM to fettle Com- 

o^ercc, and to trade with the Spaniards^ for their private Ihterefl. 

Don Pedro fent the Ship he had promisM to Jafan^ wcD ftor'J with Another 
Cannon, and caU'd it SI 7^w« the Lefs, The Captain, Officers, and sbiffojz- 
Sailors were all Men of Experience ; and ihe was laden with Conimo* p^^^ 
dities to barter, Rcd-AVood, Dcer's-Skins, raw Silk, and feveral other 
Sorts. The Govenoiir orderM them to difpofe of what they carry 'd at 
the Port oF^ian o^ and to furnifn the Religious Men they found there, 
and then return with the Produce and Dayfufama^s Leave. Thus Pro- 
vidonwas made for all the J^fi^ix% of Japan^ according to the.prefent 
Exigences.

have an Opportunity to fend your Lordjbip Intelligence^ till a Year hence^ I 
vow intreat yoxito have what Sddiersyou can in Readinefs^ andthe greatefi 
Number of Natives^ that we may not fall Jbort when the work is half done ^ 
and be foreedyfoT want oftlem^ to put our f elves into the Hands ^ and expect 
the J£ifiance cf Tray tors. The fame I begj as to Provifions\ for there are 
none where I am at prefent. But fmce Captain Gallinato hojr feen all^ 
and knows what is Neceffary in thofe Parts^ whereof he has before now given 
your Lordjhip ample Information^ it will, be needlefs to repeat it in this^ be-- 
ing your Lordjbip tells me in ycurs^ you do me the Favour to appoint him 
for my Companio^i\ and he is fo able a Commander ^ that when your Lordjbip 
orders him to prepare for this Expedition^ he will take with him all he thinks 
'.fropeY for it. Tho* his Majejty Jbould fend fever al Galeons^ and many Men^ 
I fball not be able to do any thing with them in thofe Part s^ becaufethe main 
Thing there ^ is to have Veffels that Row^ and Men that have Serv^d^ whereof 
I am very dejlitute. From India none can come^ tho^ the Viceroy were never 
fo willing to furnijh me. However^ conjiding in your Lordfiips Worthy and 
in what you have fignify^d to me by Letter^ I will undertake thisExpedition^ 
believing I Jball find all Things in fuch Readinefs^ that they *will fet out 
from thence the Moment your Lordjtjip receives Jdvice from me. I am told 
your Lordjbip expeSs a Gentleman in thofe Parts^ who comes to Conquer 
Camboxa. If he happens to come^ I mtijl put your Lordjbip in Mind^ that 
the b?Jl Conquefi is that of the Moluccos, where his Majejly^s Forts will be 
rejlor^dj and there thf faid Gentleman may Jbew his Valour^ and merit a 
eonjidetable Reward from the King^ Before the Dutch came to Amboyna, 
two Englilh Ships paffed by that Ifiand^ which fent a Letter to the Governor 
of the Fort J to acquaint hinij that the Dutch were coining after them^ with 
a Defign to fojfefs themfehes of the faid Fort^ and therefore they advifed 
him to behave himfelf weU^ becaufe the Dutch they fpoke ofj were a poor 
fainf'-hearted People. That ^ if they hadOccafion for Powder^ Ball^ and all 
other NcceJfarieSj they were ready to fuppljf him^ becaufe they were then at 
Peace with Spain, (ind the Conjlable o/CalUle was already fent into England, 
by his Majejty ^ to Rfltify it : jind the P$Jl-MaJler-General was Embaffador 
in Ordinary. Thir Intelligence leaves the Rebels no pretence to any Excufe. 
Furtado^s Letter ^oes on, to other Particulars, recommending Religious 
Men, and Commanders and he concludes with Abundance of Compliments, 
and Courteous ExprefOons. 

Don Pedro having received thefe Letters, ordered and haflenM all necef- 
Cary Preparations, with the utmoft Diligence, preiTingthe Bufmefsin ^jf>j/i/, 
and with the Viceroy at Msxico^ and tliought all Delays tedious; but the

• oiTyiorCy wliich muft be loft, unlefs fpeedily and powerfully fiipjx>ned^ 
and the lame Forces wo!ili recover Tcvnatc^ Band.t^ Jmhoyna^ and what 
had been held in Celehe:^ Batochina^ and the Places wrefted by the Tyrants 
of Svvintra. A 11 this the Jefuit made out by Demonftration, for he groun- 
ded not the teafl Information upon any ttiing lefs than Experience. 

ffacceeJi in He M'as heard in the G>uncil of the Indies^ and the Council of State for 
buNegoci-- the Crown of Portugal^ and difpatchM for the Pbilippinef^ by the way ot 
a/hn. Nerf- Spain. By the other Way, the King ordered, that the Captain Gene- 

ral Furtado^ taking with him the neceffary Fleet from Gon^ fhould /ail for 
the Moluceos^ by fpecial Commidion, by Virtue whereof he afterward fent 
to aflc Afliflance at the Philippine lilands, as we have feen, and fuch Sup- 
plies were to be furnifhM on both Sides, as being united, might fecure the 
Conqueft of the Mpluccos. However the Event mufl of Ncceflity be tedi- 
ous, the DutcJ} being already poflefs'd of all the King's Forts in the Avchi^ 
fehgo ; and their numerous Fleets of all the Ports, Fairs, and Trade, with 
Fadories conveniently fettled for their Intercourlfe between India and their 
own Country. We ihall not enter upon the Account of tbofe Affairs, be«- 
•caufe no more of them than have been already mention^, as yet related to 

• the Moluccou Much Time, and many Precautions were requifite, tor thefe 
two Commanders to joyn, amidft fo many Obftacles \ They fent frequent 
Advice backward and forward, and neither Part was idle in the meaa 
while. ' 

Furtado At length, -notwithiftanding all Difficult ies,Fwr/^ifo failed from Goa with 

Sails frorn^^ Galeons^ eighteen Galiots, and one Galley, with the King's Orders, and 
Goa. in his Name thofe of the Viceroy jfrias deSaldania^ to fight the Dvtcb^ and 

any other Enemy, and to proceed to Suvda^ to chaftize that King, and the 

Rebels in Java. He was direded to place Garrifons there, and having 

Di fabled fettled the Affairs of India^ to proceed to the Moluccos. They went our 

ky Storms, with good Hearts to undertake that Work, but were binder'd by Storms 

and Tempefls. In the Gulph qi Ceylon^ he loft the Galley, and feventeen 
*GaIiots that were under the Conduft oi Francis de Sonfa^znd Andrew Xciz^ 
and in them the greateft Strength he had to compafs his Defigns. He was 
three whole Years without any Succours to proceed on his Enterprize. At 
Malaca he recruited the beft he could ; and in Decemherj i<5oi. Steering his 
•Courfc for SurJj^ relying on the Succours he €>'pcfted frota the King oF 
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Palimbam^ in Javct^ fupposM to be our Friend and Confederate; but he was 
deceived, for that Infidel was fo far from efj^ouling our Party, that he had 
taken up with the King o\ Suvda^ whom he nitended, and afterwards aflu- s^ji^ for 
ally did fuccour with ;ccco Men. This did n.:t difnnay Furtado^ but he Sunda* i 

* failed on towards Sunday referring the Punifhment of the King of Pjlimbam 

to another Time ; There, on the Bar, he difcovcr'd feven Dutch Ships, i 

which he purfuM, tho* to Jittle purpofe, they being cvcellent Sailers. How* \ 

ever the Galeon Commanded by Thowns de Sou fa Jronchesj fought five of \ 

them^ killing many Dutch ^ without Icfing one Man : but her Rigging was 
torn, and (he could not board the Enemy, who fled, drawing our Ships af- 
ter them in fuch manner, i\\ziFtirtado could not poflibly recover the Bar, 
tho* he anchored in a Road, from whence he might have returned to the 
Port. 

This was a fpecial Providence, for the Enemy did not fecm difpos'd to Jnives at 
iland, and they had aheady been upon both Bars; and therefore refle<fling Amboyna. 
on the Tears, and Groans of the Commanders, and ChrlHians at Amboyntt^ 
he directed his Courfe towards thofe Iflands, where he arriv'd on the loth 
cf February without being detained by fome Victories he gain'd in his 
Way. The Natives and thofe in the Fort were alarm'd. believing they had 
been Enemies, but the Admiral giving a Signal, they Knew the Chrifiian 
Fleet* The Joy (piead abroad, and the Shore was covered with People ex- 
prefllug it. Furtado firft apply *d himfelf to repair the Fort, and refit the 
Ships. He alfo built four Ships, two Galiots, and twelve Carcoas. Then 
lie let out, without Icfing Time, to make War on the 7/o/,and other Towns Sulduer 
that had rebelled againft the Fort, fending Jq/i//; Vinto^ with 20b Portu^ ^i^ ^^^^^ 
giitftx by Land. The Fleet faiPd round the Illand, and lay a Month in the 
iJay called Baeacio. Texeyra^ Commander in Chief of the Fort, went be- 
fore, with a good Number of Carcoas^ to reduce fome rebellious Towns, 
cfpecially thofe which are on the Mountains call'd GunoSj where there are 
excellent fwect Waters, and large Woods of Orange Trees. Thefe Towns j? p 
acknowledge their Fault, and came to make their Submiffion. Seven or /^ ^"'-os 
Eight of the principal Men came from each Town. Every Town brought '^^ '''' * 
a Flag, and three large valuable Bafons of bright -Metal, and in them a 
Jirtle Earth, with Branches of Clove-Trees in Bloflbm, in Token that they 
delivered up the Land, with the moft precious of its Produft, Some brought 
Goats, and Hens, and fuch Fruit as their Country afforded to denote the 
fame. 

Furtado knew there was a private Alliance between the Rebels of ^m- Ten Dutch 
hoyna and the Dutch^ and that ten Ships were to come 10 take that Fort, ^hip^ at 
and the other we had left us at Jmboyna. They were fo deeply engag'd in Amboyna. 
thisContrafl, that thofe zlSunda^ Teeing Furtado fct fail towards thofe 
Parts, they did the fame, and on the 10th of March ^ the ten Ships ap- 
peared in Sight of the lilands, three of them coming on and treating with 
the Natives ; yet for fear of us, they flood off to the Ifland Burro ^ and the 
otlier feven to Banda, to fail over to the Moluccos. All this was known 
fo Furtado by good Intelligence, befides that he received from F. Lewis 
Fernandez^ Reftor of the Society of JESUS^ who was newly come from Xh^ee 0^ 
Jydor^, with Letters from that King, and the Chriftians refiding there, ^i^^^ ^^ 
lidding him v/ekome, and prefling that he would come to thtir AlTiftance; Xernai- 

ba-aufc 
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bccaule three of the (even Ships thatefcap'd fioni him at Svnda^ vctrt to« 
jtuervPaf- gather at r^rn^/r* He was alfo inform^, that tlicfe Ships^had fowiid 
l\7ie totbe o^^t a Way to relieve thofe Forts, palling between Eorneozv.d Jlliic.'JJiir^ 
AIoJucco which is a ihorter Cut by a Year; and that they were foriirying Tcrnate 

vcYittt they would not fuffer the Drtcb to leave them, but cbligM ihem to 
. flay and ingage in the War they exj^cfted. Furtado followed that in Jm-- 

hoyna^ daily reducing fome Towns tliat had revolted. The Inhabitants 
' of Rofatcloj built on an Eminence, and well fonify 'd difcovering our Ships, 

aiid Cofcoas^hi fire to all their Goods, and then ca their Houfes, and fled to 

at high Mountain^ where their Wives and Children were before, I'he Way 
r tie oF ^P *° ^^ ^^^ ^ tyi^g ^^ ^he Trees certain Rotas^ which are flender tough 
p > lo ^^"^^f ^hat may be knotted like Ropes, a flow and almoft ufelefs Hold, 
ivo.atei which rendered the Mountain never the Icfs inacceflible.

flace^ is all encompafs'd with upright Rocks, with pleafant Planes below. 

jtbithcr There are three Ways to get up to it, but all of them fo difiicult, that 

theRchcU the very Lizards can fcarce climb it. On thefe three Pafies they threw up 

fed. double Trenches,with flrong Ramparts,and a gocid Number of Brafs Sakers, 

and Demy- Falconets to fecure them. At each of them was a conflderalle 

Number of Men, with their Colours flying, and all Sorts of o^enfive and 

defenfive Arms, wherewith the Dutch have furnifhM thofe Southern 

Seas. The greateft Danger threatned was fiom a great Number of mighty 

Stones, or Piewes of Rocks, which being roUlM down from fuch a Height 

can bear down and deflroy an Army. All the Enemy's Power was now 

TUnfant '^<J^cM to this Cngle Place, and the Town flanding on the firft of the 

Countiy o/*^'^^^k5, being built on a large round Spot it forms, like an Euro^ 

/;ao iind f^^^' ^^^y ^'^^^ S^od large Houle5, after their Manner. All the Country 

Penifiao. ^^^^ beautify M with Clove Trees, like our Olive Trees, but with greater 

Heads. Among which there ran up Branches of the Male and Female 
Trees, and underneath all Snrts of tliorny Plants, Oran;;e, Lemmon, Citron 
and y.vnho.1 Tiws^ with fix, or eight Spring?, each of them gufhing out 
curious Streams of Water. All the Mountain lookM like a delicious 
pleafure Houfe ainl Garden. On the Top of it appeared the Town of 
£cmnao^ v/hich fignifyes, the Son of A jc, exceeding the other in Num-* 
Hr of Houfes, and Exten; of Woods* 
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The General came to this Place on Palm-Suniay^ cuder^d a Trench to be ^ 
caft upt and Tents to be pitched , for a Defence againft the Sun, and the Furtado 
Rain, which fometimes falls unexpeded* He conunanded an Enemy Jm^ encamfi ar 
hojnefe^ that had faUcn into his Hands, attended by Tome Chriflians, to go Bemnao. 
en(]uire into the Defigns of the People of//o, ard to guide the Way.^ 
When they were come within hearing, and had delivered their Meflage, 
the Infidels anfwerM, That they were tic King of Ternate*s SuhjeSs^ and Haughty 
own^d none hut him. That they would trade with the Dutch, and all other jufver of 
tfations they thought fit. That they would alfo fell Clove to /i&^ Spaniards ; the Itos. 
hut that the King of Spain had a vety long Neck. Having returned 
this Anfwer, they began to fire the Cannon. Our Men were jbrc^d to 
put up the Affront, and pafs by their Fury ; but the General regarding nei« 
ther, ordered a Captain, on Monday^ to view the Situation olF tli^ Placej be- 
caufe his Soldiers had gone up diforderly to their Tvenciies, and been re- 

SiWd with Shot, and throwing of Stones, whidi made them retire down 
e Mountain with many wounded. The next Night he lent 200 Men, 
to pofTefs themCelves of a Mount that overlook^ die Enemies Trenches. 
They did fo, and as foon as the Day appearM, out Mufketiers pour'd ia Pq^i^ouc^ 
their VcUeys of Shot, firing at the fame Time widi two Drakes, they had f^^ -. jjj^ * 
carry^d i]p with a Defign to caft up another Trench, and thus they (^£.y.j 
put the En^my to Rout. The Trench was thrown up^ and^ the next Night 
they remov^ the Drakes to it, drawing nearer, to inatfce the greater Slaugh- 
ter. Gonzalo Vaz de Cafiello^Brance commanded at this Pafs. The Men 
here that Night talk'd with the befiegM, and alTurM them, they would 
take their Fort the next Night, as they aftually diL 
. On Wednefday, Morning the General order^ the Drums to beat to 
Arms* to go up himfelt to the Hill where his Men wcrp, leaving Trajano ^^9^ tf'- 
Huiz de CaJlello^Branco below, with 50 Men, to guard the Camp j but ^^(tck the 
without any Defign of attacking the Fort that Day; but only to order the ^^emiex 
Men, and affign them their Pofts. Whilft he was concerting this Affair ^^^^^ 
with his Officers, Gonzalo Vaz came to them with a dangerous Shot in 
one of the Calves of his Legs, and five other Wounds running Blood. 
The Soldiers were incensed, at the Sight of him, and iignify^d they would 
fall on. It was given out, where the General was, that the Vifibrious 
Enemy was falling i^xin our Drakes, and Polls ; and he improving Neceffi* 
ty,.cry*d out, with a loud Voice, Santiago^ that is, 51 Jamet^ the. Cry gi- - 
ven by the Spaniards when tliey rail on. The Scddms were fo encouraged 
by this Cry, that they immediiately gave the AiTault, with much Fury and 
Alacrity, climbing thofe fmooth Rocks, upon their Hands and Feet : The 
Barbarians Drums and Bag-Pipes rattled in their Ears, and the Noife of 
their Cannon and fmall Shot ecchoM among all the Rocks. The Enemy 
threw Stones, which wounded, and knock'd down our Men, and many 
tumbled, without being able to help themfelves : Some fingle Stones car* 
ry'd two or three Men down the Side of a Hill, till they fiopp^d at fome 
Tree. A Capuin Was ftunnM with a Pebble, tho^ be receivM it on a Steel 
Buckler ; but he foon recover 'd, and was feen viptm- the Enemies Works. 
The Cries and Shouts rent the Air« Many tumbling down forc'd out the 
ibarp Pointed Stakes that were drove into. the Ground ; andprefentiy after,as 
if they hsd flown, were feen Fighting above. Thofe who were left to guard 
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y. P the Camp, lookM on with Emulation. Among them a Religious Man of 
t L *^ Order of ^* Dowinick^ fell on his Knees to fay the Litany, all the Men. 

taKen. anfwering, and God heard him, for before it was ended, they faw our Co- 

Jours difplayM alTove, and the Enemies caft down, the Fort and Works be- 
ing Demolifh'd. 

A brave Chriftian, who carry'd the foremoft of our Colours, was laid 

hold cfhjzn Jmioynefe^yn he,tho' Ihot thro* the Body with a Mulket-BalJ, 

whereof he foon after Dy'd, defended them bravely. However,- notwith-' 

standing his Reiiftance, and that his Captain came to his Succour, the Infi^ 

del carry •<! off a Part of the Stafl^ which was recovered when the Viclory was 

Amboy-- gained. The Jmboyncfcs^ feeing their Works taken, and their Colours 

ncfcs if- ^'^gg'd about, withdrew to the upper-Part, leaving only three Men behind 

hauJon them, who dy'd Fighting,with honourable Obftinacy, They did not fortifie 

their bigh^ themfelves in. that Place, but abandoning their Town and Goods, and ilip^ 

efi Fort. P^"g down Precipice5,and upright Heights with Ropes, made their Efcapes ; 

and though they burnt fome of their Goods, yet many of value remained. ' 
The General gave Order for curing of the wounded Men, which were 
above zoQ, beiides thofe lun through by the ihaip Stakes pitch'dall about -• 
the Field. 
Thti Townf '^h^ gaining of thi^ ViAorydid fo difcourageall the Iflanders, that they^ 
fubmiu Kfus'dmtake up Arms, or- hazard an Engagement. Nine. Towns fub-» 

mitted at once, the next day, and the Territory about did the fame. The* 
General came down ViAorious, and ereded Arbours in thofe Delightful 
lil^oods, with an Altar, on which Mafs was fung on Eafter-Day, and all- 
the Office of the Church, with much Solemnity, in Thankfgiving, aflign- 
ing the Sovereignty to that Lord, who grants, or takes away Vidory, ac- 
^ , cording to his fecret- Judgements. . The Dutch Fdrj was razM, where, In • 

^^ ij feveral Places, were to be fcen Efcutcheons, with the Arms of Count Mau^ 
fott.raz, d y,V^^ The ICing of //oxrame and fubmitted himfelf ; his, Name, whilft an 

Idolater, was 7a/^rf, afterwards Don Melchior^ for he was a Renegado 

Chriflian, and fled at the taking of Rofatclo. He delivered himfelf up, as 

. alfo a famous Caziz he brought with him, who was a .Man of much Ke- 

putation^ among them. 

To.this Victory Furtado icfolvM to add thofe he expefled ztVeranuIa^ 

Veranula a large City, and Neighbouring liland. HefailMfrom Jmhqytia with 2]\ 

Cityic^ the Fleet, and arrivM at yeranula^ ^nd the. City of the fame Naiiie, which . 

fcrii^d. is^populous, and it» Territory the naoft' fiuitful in Clove of any in thofe 

fzns. Iris built along the (hore on a high and upright Rock; which look -d 
like a AVall,Lwith Towers, and Stories. The Houfes are high Roofed, 
with Galleries. . There is a Molque that has three Ifles, with a (lately 
Room to read the Jkorath in. . Within the City was the Dutch Fort, 
conveniently feated, built of Stone, round, and coverM. Beyond that was 
aifo another Stone Forthwith feveral falliant' Angles, Ravelins, and Gue« 
fites. This belonged to the King of Tirvate^ who was Tyrant of that 
Part of Veranula. As foon as our Fleet anchoi M before the City, the Prime 
Men of it came to acquaint the General, That they were willing to fubmit,. 
but knew not how to do it, for Fear of the Tcrnatcs^ and therefore defir^d 
. he would let them alfemble their Council, and they would return the nexe 
JQvy with their Anfwer.. Furtaio granted their Re^ueit^ fending two Jm^ 

hojneftt. 
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hoynefcs of Note along with them. They returned no Anfwcr, but fled, p^^j f 
net daring to (land the Fury ofthofe who came Victorious. Theyfir*d a y^" , ^-^ 
Gun for a Signal of what they were doing, and the General being aflurM . '^"i**^ 
of their Flight, orderM the Men to land and plunder the City. The In^^^' 
habitants had before fecur^d the beft of their Effeds, and yet in fome 
Houfes they found above the value of jocoo Crowns, and in others lefs, 
befides many Goods of value-, abundance of Brafs Drakes and Miificet^ ; 
China Ware, and Silks; Dutch Glafles, and great Store of Royal-Clo\ es. Veranulst 
After plundering the City, they fet fire to it, and it burnt for feme Days, plundered 
The Dutch and Tem.Uefe Forts were razM. The General was informed by and burnt. 
fonr.e Prifoners, that the People of Vcranula^ had expeded mighty Succours 
againfl him from the Dutcu Ships that were feen \ and that there were 
aboard too Men to Garrifon Viranuiaj and loo more for the Fort he had 
demoliih^d at Ito. Some of our Men purfuM the Tanateszs far as Lacid^^ 
cavcUo^ a Town where they imbark'd on many VejQTels, tor theit own 
Ifland. 

After this, the City Mamaln fent to make its Submiflion, and many Mamala 
others foUowM its Example. Fur t ado having concluded this Affair, re* cUj fub^ 
folv^d to return to Amboyna^ and being upon his Departure, Francis de fnUs with 
Soufa Tcve came to him, with ten Portuguefcs^ who had been, not long be- others. 
fore, taken by the Dutch Ships. He had met at Banda the five Ships Fur-- 
tado found at Sunda^ and here gave him fome important Intelligence, ihow- 
ing how much he would find the Seas, in his Way to the Moluccas^ in* 
fefted by thofe Northern Sailers. The Commander in Chief of the Dutch 
made very much of Francis de Soufa^ difmifltnghim with Arm; and Pro- 
vifions for his Voyage, but at the Price of 500 Crowns, paid for him and 
hi% Companions, by fome Heathen Towns in the liland; to whom Furtadoj 
without any Delay, made good the whole Sum. The Dutch General writ 
very civilly to Furtado^ defiring he would ufe his Men well, as he would 
do by the Spaniards he met with. Furtado returnM an Anfwer, no \th 
Courteous, and fent him a Dutch Youth^ who had been Prifoner at 
Tenate. 

Having rediicM thefe Iflands,Fr/r/4^o appointed a Day for the Governors The can^ 
of them to come and fwear Fealty to our King,that he might fave Time^ quet^d 
and follow the Courfe of his ViAories. They came with much State, zmjubmit^ 
Submiflion; and to fecure their future Behaviour, and their new promised and give 
Fidelity, dclive:*d to the Gcnerafl a confiderable Number of Youths, being Hojtages. 
the Sons of the Prime Men, as Hodages* Peace, and the general Pardon, 
were celebrated with Rejaycings. The Preaching of the Gofpel was again 
exercised with entire Liberty, and many Idolaters, and Mahometans were 
converted. Other Provinces came to acknowledge the Conqueror ; with- 
out ocpefting the Chance of War. Furtado at Jmhajna prepared for the 
Expedition againil the Moluccos. 

Thofe who fled to Ternate^ gave an Account of the Lofs of the JGng of 
Towns and Forts that King had been poflefs*d of at Jmboyna^ and Ternate'/ 
that the General Furtado openly declarM he was making Picpzrsi^ Preparati^ 
tions againlt thofe liland s, and grew flronger upon his Succcfs. The oitx. 
King flighted not this Intelligence, but i.nmediately ftrengthened his 
Fleet, and his Fortfij and called in the Javancfes and Mindanaos^ to be in 
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rcadinefs upon any Attack. Amidft the Noife of War, and his Treaties 
with the Dutch for maintaining oT it, he found Leafurc to fcek his Satis- 
fadliou 5 concluding a Match with hii? Queen Celicaya^ who followed him 
in all his Troubles, even when he lafi fled from his Kingdom. She was very 
Young, and fo Beautiful, that all the Indian Kings courted her for their 
Wife, and fcnt to demand her of the Sangiack of Motiel^hev Pother 5 who 
gave her to him of Terytate^ as the grcatcll, mofl rotent, and refpeded. 
JMixr- The Time for the Nuptials being come, when the Bride was brought to 
riage. Ternate^ attended by her Father, Kindred, Brothers-in-law, and many 

Troops of arm*d Men, fhe was received with the Koife of Cannon, Mufick, 
and other Inftruments usM in their Feilivals and Solemnities. Thefe 
^icen Cc- lafted many Days, with Profufion ; but the moll pleafing Objeft, was the 
Jicaya'<r Prefence of Celicayaj her extradiordinary Grace, which drew the Eyes,and 
gregf Afft&ions of all Men, tempered with a Sort of Affability, which encou- 

Beauty. rag*d all that conversed with her. This Quality very often gave Occafi- 

cn to fufpeA her Hufband^s Reputation, and were not this Hiflory confined 

to fuch Things as really relate to the Conquell, it might aflord u^ a large 

Field to treat of the Gentlenefs of her Difpofition, her Love Intrigues, 

and uncontroulable Power over the Affedlions, even of thole who were 

mctt wrongM ^ which are fpoken of at large in feveral Difcourfes and 

Relations. 

The Exigencies of the Time, and ncceflity obligM the General Furtado 

^urtado jq p^^f^ ^^^ jj^^ Succours, which were providing for him in the Philifpine 

fends for Iflands. Amhoyna is loo Leagues from the riearcft of them, and that 200 

f/^^Pii"^^ more from Manila^ ht fent thither F. Jfndrew Pereyra^ a Jefuit, and Cap- 

*b€ Phi- j^jj, Antony Brito Fogazn^ in May i6oz. Tiicy arrived at Cebu on the 

lyp^"^ 2 jth of July^ faiPd thence for Manila on the 6th oi Jugufi^ and came to 

ijlands. f h-jj Q'y^^ Qj^ ij^g jjj^ oiSeptemher. Don Pedro de Jcunna was well pleased 

to fee them, afking particularly concerning all the Proceedings of the Ge- 
neral Furtado J wherein he was very curious, or rather generoully emulous, 
and he having in his Letters referred himfelf to their Relation^they gave it 
him at large, and perform^ the Duty of their EmbafTy, each according to 
his ProfciTion. Don Pedro did not delay their Bufinefs; but called a Coun- 
" T' cil of War, wherein it was refolv^d^ that the Succours he defir*d ftould be 
ftnt Furtado^ tho^ they were forcM to comply with the Difficulties the 
Country then labourM. under. Upon this Determination he fent away to 
Succours *^^ Provinces of the Pintados^ ordering Capt. JoJjn Xuarez Gallinato^vrlio 
fent from ^nimanded there, to furnifh all Things neceflary for the Enterprize; and 
the Phi- ^''^t he, with the bcft difciplinM Infantry, Ihould leave Cebu^ and repair to 
lippines /^ ^^^ Town of Arevalo^ the place appointed for the Fleet to rendezvouz. 
Furtado. Gallinato did fo, and fent a Ship to Otcm^ to take in as much as it could of 

the Succours. It arrived ztOton on the 28th of OSoher ; and that fame Day 
• Don Pedro fet out from Manila for the Pint ados ^ in Order to haflen the 
fitting out of the Fleet by his Prefence, tho* it was then almoft ready at 
Oton^ where he arrived on the i?th of November^ and he was of fuch a 
mettled Temper, that never regarding the Expeditions oiXolo and Minda^ 
nao^ or that the Natives of thofe Illands were fpread about in Troops 
among thofe of the Pintados^ robbing and murdering his Majefty^s 
Sabjctts, he gathered the Supplies, and^deliveiM them to John Xuarez 
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Oallinato^ appointing him General, and CommanJer in Chief for this lix* 
jedition. 

As foon as the Geoeral Furtado hnd fent away for Succours to Manila^ 
after chafdfing and garrifoning of ^^(?r<jm//j and -./////'(TyrTi/i, he fet fail for 
the Molucca Ifland.s, with live Galeons, four Galliots, and 12 Carcoas^ 
carrying his Vidorious Men ; but in thole Seas Difaftcrs are lo frequent, Purtado 

after 

Ifland^ 

the Soldiers in it, and made ufe of that King's Perfon and Intcreft, as Pru- 
dence direfled ; for that Prince, tho* he labours by Words to convince us 
of his Friendfhip and Fidelity, does not confinn it by his Adlions 5 but 
rather leaves us dubious, when he moil endeavours to perfwade. 

FuTtado lert the Galeons at Tydore^ and with the other V'cflels that rowy , ^ . 
•went fix Leagues thence, to the liland of Macbian^ then Subjeft to the ^^^'^^^^ 
King oiTernate^ butfo weary of that Vaflalage, that as foon as our FJeet v^^^'A^- 
appeared, the Govcrnours flock'd down to the Port, attended by the Na- J"^' ^^ 
tive^ with tlieir Wives and Children, and fuch Gifts as came next to ^^^^rtado*. 
Hand, as alfo fome Colours, which they laid at FtiUado\ Feet^ fubmit- 
ting themfelves, and delivering up their Country. The Men landed in 
peaceable Manner, amidft the vifual Noife of Bagpipes and Bafons \ and 
the Portuguefes having in vain fought after fome Dutch Men, who chofc 
father tofecure themfelves by Flight, than to truil to the General's good 
Kature, were informed that they were gjone over to Tcmate. A view ha* Dutch fyl 
vingbeen taken of the Ifland, Furtado erefted aFort with all poflible Ex- ./oTernat^ 
pedition,. in the moil convenient Place, When finifliU accojding to the 
Kules of Fortification, he put into it a Captain with $0 Men, whom he 
Jeft well arm'd and provided, and with them a light Veffel, call'd a Gali^ 
zahra. Then he returned himfelf, with the Reft of the Fleet, to Tydore^ 
where he joynM all his Ships, repaired them, and fet out for Ternatc 
to the Port of Talangame^ where he anchored, and lay from the End 
of OQober to the middle of Fehruary^ when the Succours from Manila 
came.- 

Some accufe him of lying ftill very long without attempting any thing; ^ 
faying,. he let flip the Opportunities, without cutting off the Enemies Pro- ^^"'^tedc 
vifipns, or ravaging their Country, when he might have fubdu'd them by ^^^^^V- 
that Means alone, without firing a Shot. However, when we have be- 
fore us the Adlions of fuch great Commanders, it is fafer to judge they 
had fome fufiicient unknown Keafon for what they did, than to attribute 
it to their Fault. Moft certain it is. That being informed of a Fleet of the 
Enemiesof II dir(7^r, which was not far from the liland Machian^ he 
loft no Time, but putting i7i Portuguefes j of the chofen Men of liis Fleet, 
into 18 Carcoasj under an aole Commander, he fent them to find out the 
Infidels. But tho* the Soldiers were fo haughty, that every one undertook to Portugue- 
fight fix Carcoasj jet every Officer was for cominanding all the Reft, and (^^siafiled 
thus Want of Difcipline fnatch'd tlie Vidory out of their Hands, The through 
Enemy pafs^d by,'aiid they look*d on, without firing a Gun. The Barba- fheirPride. 
fian Fleet, obferving their Diforder, ftood about nimbly, and pouring in a 
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Volley upon the Portvgucfes^ took a Carcoa^ with fourteen Men in it, whom 
they flew, in Sight of their Companions, and it was good Fortune that 
they did not IxiJlow their Stroke. This occafion'd the General's erecling 
the Fort at Macbian ; whilft the King of Jipiw/i/^ ftrengthen'd iiis, with 
the Afliflance of lo Hollanders^ making good life of the Leifure of eight 
Months given him by Furtado. He then call up Works, and provided liu* 
gines, as he did afcervi^aids in the Sight of our Camp* 

When the Fleet was all afTembled at the Vh\lifp\ne Iflands, the Ammu- 
nition and Provifions were delivered ioGaUinato^ bv the Judges and King's 
Attorney of the Sovereign G)urt, bein^ loco Bufhels of clean Rice, jco 
Bullocks for Flefh ; zoo Jars of Wine ; 80 Quintals, or hundred Weight of 
Nails, Hooks, Hinges, and other Iron Work ; 40 of Powder 5 300 Ilocos 
Blankets; 700 Yards of Sfanijb Woollen Cloth ; ioq Needles for SziU ; 
30 Jars of Oil ; and for the Complement of Men, aoo Soldiers, 165 ot 
Chem heavy Harquebufiers,and the other, 1 5 light Mufque tiers ; zz Seamen ; 
fome Pilots ; one Mafier ; -three Gunners of S. Potenciana^ and zo Grum- 
mets. The whole Expence hereof amounting to zzz6o Pieces of Eight 
a Month. The Governour and Sovereign Court having done thus m»;h, 
they requiff'd F. Andrew ftye^T^, and Captain ifrj/o, to go with that Supply^ 
which was then in readinefs, under Gallinaio^ with the CoLurs, and Cap* 
tzimCbriftofbet Villagraj and John Fernandes de Torres. The Company 
belonging to Captain Den Tbomji Bravo^ tlie Goyernour's Nephew, and 
Son to his Brother Don Garcia^ (laid behind^ but the Captain went him* 
felf, and fervM honourably in the Expedition* The Foot embarked on the 
Ship 51 Botenciana^ aud the Frigats S. Antony^ S. Schafiian^ S. Bonaven^ 
twe^ and S. Francis. They fet (ail from the Port of Tloilo^ on the zpth of 
January^ 1605, and arrivM at that of Caldera^ in Mindimao^ on the z $th ; 
where receiving fome Intelligence of the Enemy, tjiey «ontinu^d lill the 
28th. Thcnthey faildtowards the Moluccos^ and on the 7th of February 
defcryM theliland (£Sao^ and the next Morning, by Break of Day, that 
of Tealan^ -four Leagues rrom it. There theFrigat S. Antony w^ cafl: 
away, onaShoalofthatlfland, wbichaJifcompos^d all the Squadron. &?/«- 
linato took Care to fave the Men. He fent Captain ViUa^^ra^ who brought 
them off, with tlie Arms and Guns j the reft was fwaUowed by the 
Sea. 

They held on their Voyage, and on the i;th of February difcovcr^d the 
liland of Termate. On the 14th they arrived at Tydore^ where they were 
informM of the coming of Andrew Furtado ^ aiid therefore flay 'd but a 
Itort Time torefrefli ihemfelves, being earneft to joyu him. Setting for- 
ward with a fair Wind, they came to Tcrfiate^ and entered the Port of 
Talangame^ a League from the Fort, on the i6th of the aforefaid Month. 
The Fleets (aluted one another in friendly Manner, and the Generals did 
the like, giving one another an Account of their Strength, Tranfaftions, 
and all other Particulars till that Time. The Difcourfe falling out of one 
Thing into another, came to contefting ; for C/i/Z/iufo affirmed. That the 
Enemies Provifions ought to have been cut off, by ordering our Carcoas tq 
fail round the Ifland, which was in great Want of them, and could be 
•relieve by the Opportunity he had given. Furtado alledg'd other Reafoiis 
fi) defend himfclf. It was thought convenient before they landed, to take 
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a View oi* the Enemies Foit| to which Purpofe, the Captains, Cbrijiopher 
Vilhgra^ and Gonzalo Scfvcyra were appointed to n^ake up to it in a CVir- 
€oa^ with a white Flag, as it were to fpeak with the King, and prcpo!e 
Peace and Conditions. 

Thofe two Officers drew near, the Enemy met them, and undei (landing 
what they came about, fent to acquaint the King, He anfwerVl he could j ^^^^ 
not give them Audieixre that Day, but they might return the next. They ^^^^^ r^^^, 
fcturning accordingly, the Inhabitants of the City came out to meet them, ^^ ^j^^ q.^ 
and anaong them Cacbil Sugui^ CachilGogo^ and Cacbil ^ifate^ the fy^f^^i^ 
King^s Uncles, who went back to tell him, that thofe Captains were ^.^ 
oooie by his Highnefs's Command. This MefTage was brought him at 
Nine a Clock in the Morning, and tho' he was clofeby the City, the An-* 
fwer came not till four in the Afterncon, and was, That unlefs Furtado^ 
or Gaiinato came, he would not fpeak with any other ; but that the Cap- 
tains that were come might treat with his Officers, and he would iland by, 
and ratify what they ibould conclude. The Sfaniards having receivM 
tliia Anfwer^ and their Dtiign being to view the Fort, Captain ViUagra ^'jHagra 
fct his Refolution, and pretending fume Occafion, went into the Thicker, ^i^^^ ^^^ 
whence he obferv^d aiJ that could be feen on that Side, more nicely than Port. 
could have been expeAed in fo fliort a Time. They returnM to the Fleet, 
and gave the. General an Account of all they knew. 

In fine, they landed, and then again Gailinaio intrcated Turtado^ to 
fendxiut the light VeflTelsacniifing, to cut off the Enemies Supplies ; and ^"^^ Forcti 
tbofe which w^ent out t^on his ^equeft, fped fo well, that they met a ^^^^« 
plentifui and ilrong Reinforcement of Men and Provilions, in two Junkt 
zvdzlzi^tCbiamfan^ which theyrtook, killingandtaking theMen, who 
Were^Numerous and wellarmM. They continued to round the Ifland, en* 
courag^d by this~firft Succefs, and by that Means cut off all Succours. The. 
Enemy began to want^ fickien and dye. They fed on Herbs, andother flight 
Dfet ; and many, but particularly Women, not being ableto endure Hun* Famine at 
ger, fled confidently, tho'compellMby Neceflity, toourCampj and the Ternate. 
reft would have done the lame if they could. 

On the aythof Fehruary^ Fori ado took a Review of his Men on tht Cbriftians : 
Enemies Shore, where bur Ships were at Anchor, OaUinato faid, he wz% reviewed. 
much troubled to fee it, becaule in his Opinion,. liiey were not fit even to 
make that Show, moft of tliem being Boys^ fick of the Diflemper they call 
£t$her\ tmfkillful at their Fire-arms, and very few of them had Mufkets, 
but only little Fowling-Piecesi ^ fo that all feem'd to forebode ill Succefs. 
Tbe whole Number of them was 410 Soldiers, divided Into four Compa- 
nies. The next Day, the Sfanijb Infantry of thtPbilipfhic Iflands pafs'd 
Mufter, in the lame Place, before Fart ado and his Officers. Don fboma£ . 
led them in Armour, and with a Pike in his Hand, with; all 'the Mufque- 
tiersin the Van. After him die other Companies in Order,, according to . 
Seniority* They all fonn'd three Bodies, being Men of Eicperience, well 
equipped, orderly, and of fuch Valour as foon aher appeared. . 

A Council was held, about -landing, on the ^tHoi Marcb^ where the Confult 
General declare by Word of Nfeouth, . faying he never did it in Writing,, atout 
That he had lain fo long, almofl idle, wholly depending on the Succour landings 
that was €ome, and that fince Don Pedro dc Acunna had fent it fo com- 

pleat, 
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pleat, it was not reafonablc to lofc Time. Gattinato anfwcr*d, reprefenting 
the Gicatncfs of the Enterprize, and that they had provided no NecefTaries 
to begin the Work, hinting at fome Home Particulars, which were figni- 
fy'd to him by the Portuguefe Commanders. The Votes being taken, it 
was finally refolv'd to land, bccaufe all Things were in readinefs ; per- 
haps they conceited that the Enemies Power was imaginary, and that they 
would fubmit at the Sight ot our Army. Gallhiato was always of the 
GalJinaio contrary Opinion j becaufe that Weaknefs he was an Eye-witnels to, could 
agairijl it. not deceive him i and therefore that nothing might be wanting on his 

Part, tho' he was under Command, but much refpefted, he writ a Role of 

the Things neceffary for the Defign in Hand, fetting down in it even the 

Hand-Spikes for moving of the Artillery, which had hot been provided 

in all that Time. By which may be feen, faid Gallhiato^ how great a De- 

fed there had been in the Red. When the Council broke up, Furtado 

told Gallinato^ he had order'd, thatas.foon as they landed, zoo Por^ 

iuguefci (hould mount the Guard, with one Company of Spaniards. Gallic 

fiAto begg'd he would give him leave to lead the Van, faying, he would 

notgo as Chiet^, but only z?^ a Soldier, as being proud of fen/ing under 

him. This he rec]ue(led very earneflly ; but Furtado^ who knew how to 

value fuch Rcquefts, anfwer^d. That if he went he muft accept of his 

He legs to Company. Gallinato reply 'd. That he fliould take the Poft due to his Per* 

lead the fon, fmcc it was of fuch Confequence, and do him the Favour to grant 

Van and him the Van. He would not grant it at that Time, but the next Day, he 

oUainsit. and his Admiral fj)oketo him, faying. He aflign'd him the Van, by the 

Advice of his Admiral, and therefore defired he would be content it might 
confifl of the Number of Men he had appointed. Gailinato ^ccepttd the 
Command, and valuM it as was due. They landed on the ;d of Mnrch^ 
and as they were drawing up, Furtado would needs place two of his Co- 
lours, and one of the Spanijb in the Van, with 500 Men ; the other three 
in the Rear j and the Royal Standard, and himfelf to I^ in the main Bo- 
dy ^ Gallinato was of Opinion, that all the Colours ihould march with the 
Mr mam Body, but the General follow^ his own Way. 

Tbey rnove in this Order they began to move towards the Enemy, Captain Bon 
^^F JJowtfi marching by Gallinato^ who afterwards, in a Letter to Don Pedro^ 

ibtJinemyn faid. He this Day^ and upon other Occafions^ gave good Proof j, that he 

^as the Son of fuch a Father^ and thefe grey Hairs of mine were Ju^ciently 

honoured with the Jjjijlance of fuch a Hand^ and I was well defended and 

fecure. The Enemy being above 700, kept in a ftrong and fafc Poft, the 

Shore on which our Men marched, bein^ little or nothing, by Realbn it 

was HighrWater, and that on the Land Side there was a very high Bank^ 

and above it a rifing and clofe Zacatal^ which could not be broke through* 

Zaeatal h a Field, overgrown with fuch deep Grafs or Weeds, that many 

^ I Men, and much Cattle may be hid among them. Thefe are much thicker 

^^^^\ . than the Fields of Sedge, or Sheer-Grafs in Spain. They call it Zacatal^ 

What u n. jy^jjj jijg ^Q^j Zdcate^^ Tignifying that Sort of Grafs or Weed, which 

grows up almoft as thick as a Reed. Along this narrow Slip of Shore, 
which was full of Rocks, and uneven, only three Men could march a*» 
breaft, he that was next the Sea, being partly in the Water. The Enemy 
was pofTefsM of this clofe Pafs^ aud a great Tree cut down for that Pur* 

pofe, 
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jofe, and lying acrofs the Place, ferv*d rhcm inflcad of a Trench. Behind 

it, and upon the Bank, l^etween it^ and iheZjcatal, appeared all their Men, Po/Iure cf 

with Mafkets, Fire- Locks, Ci7w//V^wx, or Cymiier5, Bacacacs^ ox burnt the Tct- 

Staves, Darts, Hand Granadoes, and Stones which did not do us the leall nates. 

Harm. They had alfo five Drakes in this Pod, wherewith, upon fonie

becaufe the Colours, and all the Rert was in the utmoft Peril. 
- The Enemy foujjht in Safety, and did our Men fo much Harm, that Q^|?j|^^to 
thefirfi Charge Gj///w*7r(? gave, the r^M/itf^ J fell en fo furioully, as to^/^^^p^J^ 
drive us from the Ground we had gain'd, GaWnato look'd behind him to fee ^ "* * " 
the Colours he had brought with him in the Van, v/ith the gco Men, and 
found them at his Back very thinly Guarded. Thus the fecond Time the 
Shout was given to fall on, and he again obligM to retire, becaufe he liad 
fewer Men every time,and the laii they were fcarce twenty. At length flia- 
ming thofe tliat lagged, and as it were infpiring new Vigour into them, he cfj/^i^ jjj^ 
fell on fo fiercely, that lie gainM the Pofl, and the five Drakes. The 75?r- p^^r^^ 
Ttates loft all, or moft of their beft Men. Gallmuo foUow'd the Cliace till 
he difcoverM the Fort, then he halted, and orderM pur Camp to be Intren- 
ched. The work was begun, and the Enemy obftrufted it twice, fending 
out Parties to prevent planting the Gabions, and divert the Workmen ; but 
they retired both times with lofs. When the Trench was finiihed, Gj///- 
tiiUo fcnt to the General to come to it. He came and took up his Quarters^ Spaniards 
with all his Men, bringing the Royal Standard, and all the Colours. Intrench. 

The next Day he judged it convenient to carry the Lodgment forward. 
G/5///yiJfo undertook it, and with his Men finiihed the Trench, within ^'^wr^^j 
zoo Paces of the Encnties Fort. There they continuM fome Days; and cart f don 
it being Gallinnto^s Part only to obey, he fometimes gave his Opinion, and nearer .to 
always did what he was commanded. He did fo, when the General told the Fort. 
them it would be convenient to carry on a Trench farther, to plant the 
Cannon. On the Ninth of the fame Month, before the Fort had been 
well viewM, he went to open the Trench, with his own Men, and xoo 
Portuguefes^ a little above loo Paces from the Walls, which being fo near 
they all foon perceived the danger of the Undertaking. It was the 
^v'orfe for th6 Confufion and Noife in filling the Gabions. The next Day 
the Cannon was brought thiiher, being four Gun?, two thirteen, and two 
Sixteen founders. Thefe fixteen Pounders, which the Poriuguefe Soldi- 
ers call Camels, are Ihort Pieces, unfit for Battery; befidcs that the Bui- g^^^^ g^j^ 
Jets were made of Stone, and broke as Toon as they touched the Wall ; be- r^^ ^^ ^ 
ing only fit to fire at the Houfcs. Gallhiato feeing this, told the General r^^ Battc^ 
tliat fince before they landed he faid, he had Cannon, he Ihould order it ^y '^ 

to be brought on, and planted in Battery, now he faw how ineffedual . * 
that they had provM. He anfwer^d, that there was all he had, having 
left the beft in fome Places he recovered the foregoing Year ; and could 
not bring any more fuch, by Reafon of the ftormy Weather. 

This being mounted, the Battery began ; but being fo improper for this The E%i- 
Purpofe, it was canonading the Air ; for the Enemy overlooked, and was ml a

On the Land Side ran the Curtin of the Wall, as far as the Stone Buil- 
wark, call*d Cacbil Tula, fortlfy*d outwards with Maffy Timbers, on 
which there were three large Giins, and two on the Wall from this Bull- 
wark to that of our Lady. All thefe Works look*d towards that Part' 
where our Men had taken up their Quarters. Thefe Fbris had alfo a great 
Number of Falconets, and Drakes; and the Cavalier that w.is batter*d be- 
ing the ftrongeft Part, where there was more Noife than ElFeft, the General 
oraerM the Battery to ceafe. 
They Sallys On Sunday tlae fix'teenth, between four and five in the Evening, the Ene- 
my fally*d out of their Fort, with moll of their Men to attack, and gain 
the Trench, where our Cannon was planted. They affaulted it in three 
Places, dividing their Men, next the Mountain in Front, and towards 
the Shore.

Our Prozifions^ tho^ ve took the Rice the Frigates 
ii'ought from Manila, arefo fiort^ that they can not lafi beyond the he^ 
gUming ofjunt. The Ships and other Vejfels of the Fleet^ in the Opinion 
of the Pilot Sy run a great Hazard^where they now lie at Anchor ; hecaufe^ 
when this Moon is outy there can be no Safety for ity by reafon of the high 
Winds and StormSy unlefs they remove to another Place y and there is no otler 
hut Tydore. We fee hov tefolutCy and well for tify^d the Enemy is^fmce 
all our Battery has produced fo little EjfeBy and if they receive any Dam^ 
snagTy it is fozn made up by the Multitude of People. The Friend/bip the 
King of Tydore promisd for advancing of his Majejiy^s Service^ has proved 
fo fidfcy that he has performed nothing of what was concerted with bim^ 
tho* fo reafonabUy and benefirial to hinifelf-^ having *nl} been free inVords^ 
iut his Anions have not yet been feen. I have had fu^cient Tryal of him. 
He has 710 other Defign^ but to deceivCy and amufe uSy that our Men m^iyhe 
dcjlroy^d by DegreeSy andfoTime may confume us if the Enemy cannot. When I 
prefs^d him to do fomethingy to fbow at this Time that he was a Friend^ 
and his Mijejly^s Subject y he anfwer^d. he would i but that rce mufl fmnijlj 
Piovijions for aUhis Meuybecaufe he hadnone. They demand Powder and 
Ball^for every trivial Undertakingy that fo they may confume the little we 
have left*y and when there is any Work to be donCy there are no Men for 
it. Of the few Amboynefes I brought with me y for this Purpofey their har- 
bour being great y fome are returned homey othen gone to the Enemy. Thofe 
that remain are not fnficient y and viqft of w^-^* has been hitherto done is 
owing to the Infantry^ which isfo harrafs^Jy that it can do no Service. The 
Enemy expeSs Dutch ShipSy and knows they are now at Banda. / have 
Intelligence that they have fent for themy and if they come they will he a 
great Objjtacle to our Defgns. Confidering what J have difcoursd of I dejire 
youy Gentlemeny and every one ofyouyjiul under the Obligatio7i of the Oath^ 
to give me your OpinionSy that according to them I vuy refolve what to do^ 
inpurfuance of the great Duty incumbent on me. 

Upon theRequeft of the Captains, the General Furtadogvre in thefe 
Propofals in writing, tho* he opposM it at firft. In fliort they were written, 
as were the Opinions of the Councellors, among whom the greater Part, 
even of the Portu^uefes oppos'd the General ; and tho' I ought to give /omc 
Account of their Votes, becaufe they had all different Views, yet, in 
Regard that mod of them aflented to Gallinato^s Opinion, it will fulfice to 
fct down his Anfwer.

jfs to the Mens Jickning^ being kiTd and wounded^we fay^ thofe are Mtf-* 
fortunes always atteridinz W^^ ; ttni that we are fenfille how fajl the Ar^ 
my grows weak^for which Reafon, it wiU be necefary to be the more expe^ 
Jstious in the Work we have in Hand ; yet fo that neither too much Pre-^ 
cipitation may expofe it to Hazards^ nor Delay give Time for a!t the Ar^ 
my to fall Sick. Jls for the Scarcity of Provifions^ our Opinion is^ that ait 
Account be taken of what we have^ how much is confum\{ in a *Month^ and 
thus the necejfary Dijlributiou may be made in Time ; for ctherwife we 
.fid&faUJbortj when wc leafi expeSt it^ and Hunger will do us more Harm 
than the Enemy. 

To the Danger of the Ships threatned by the Pilots^ and their Advice to 
go over to Tydorc, we anfwer. That if the Fleet quits the Station where 
it is^ it will be a manifeft Detriment to the Jrmy^ which is fupply^d from 
it with all it Wants^ and mufl want, every Thifjg upon its Ab fence. Bcjides^ 
that if the Enemy fee it once gone^ they will take frejb Courage ; and if the 
Dutch come and find the Harbour empty ^it is plain they wiU poffefs them^ 
f elves of it. Again^ if the Fleet makes off^ mu^ not a confidcrable Number 
of the Soldiers go for its Security? Now how can it he proper to divide 
cnr Forces^ efpecially confidering they are fo fmall^ and the Men fo ficklyt 
Befides that here is no Place to lay. up the ProvifionSyfor the Heaters de^ 
firov them by Day and Night. Whiljl aboard the Fleet ^ the Soldiers have 
it daily brought freJb and wholefome. Farther^ the Pilot Sj and Natives of 
Tydorc, /ly the Ships arefafe in the Harbour till after the Middle of 

l^e have had Tryal of the Enemies Power ^ and believe they have Men , -^w- 
munition^ a7id Cannon tofpare^ confidering our Condition ; and the Comma7i-- 
ders^ and Deferters from them confirm it. But neither can it be deny^d^ 
that the veyyfrft Day we ingap^d as we have been told by Prifoners^ and 
wounded MeUf ;ooo of the hefMen they had in Ternate came out to flop 
cur Paffugc with five Pieces of Cannon^ andfo pojled^ that only two of our 
Men could come up a Breaft to charge them^ and yet they with ail thefe 
Odds J were beaten off with the Lofs of many Men^ as appeared by the dead 
Bodies^ fcatter^d along the Shore ^ where they alfo lofl their Artillery. The 
fafi:e Day we faw them fally upgn the Fort of Santiago, where Captain 
Villagra commanded^ and tho^ our Men were fnrpriz^dj yet they repulsed 
Ticm and pw the Flower of their Commmdcrs^ fo that they wereceitain^ 
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/y much wenkned ; and fireighhicd by Hinigcr end Sicknefs. Jud tho^ 
mth thz Help of the Dutch, civd their own Hardbiefs thty repair tie 
Breaches^ and fortify themfelves with ArtilUiy^ Means vLty he found tofur- 
inottnt thefe Di^cvltiej^for if there vrerc none^ it would te no J^ar rre ate 
higrg^din. 

We arefenfihle of the King of TydoreV IFant ofF.uth ; hut what dif^ 
erect Commander has not made the hejl of fuch Accidents^ and winked at 
dijloyaly and utifleady Perfons till a more favourable Opportunity^ Bejldcsy 
before we Lmded^ Notice was taken cf this Princes Inaifcrency^ aud that 
his Dejign is to prof raff the War^ rather in Hatred to Ternate, than out 
of any Love to our Nation. We our felves will make amends for the Want 
of Labourers*^ we will be both Soldiers and Pioniers^ as we have hitherto 
been ; for the Sword and the Spade are eqiially honourable info jujl a 
War^ and we again offer our felves^ and our Soldier Sy to perform whatfo^ 
tverfmll be for the Service of God and the King. 

Itis therefore our Opinion^ that the Galeons remove immediately ^ that 
two of them Anchor between our Ladies Cavalier, and S. Paul, and batter 
the infide of the Cavalier, and the other two^ the Houfe of S. Paul, the 
Fort, and the Town. Then of NcceJJity the Defendants within miifl jiy^fince 
the Defence of the Stogie Parapet^ is but a meer Show^ except only where it 
looks upon the open Country. As foon as the Galeons begin to batter^ we 
will alfo batter the Kavelin before the Cavalier, wheie the f even Pieces 
of Cannon are^ which will certainly be ruined in two Hours^ becaufe oitr Fort 
ofS. Chridophtr commands them^and theThicknefs is not above a Fathom'J 
To conclude^ My Lerd^ the. Want cf Ihovijionsy and of Healthy the coming of 
the Dutch, the Refnlution of the Befegedy of all other Difficulties will be 
furmounted by Celerity. We are ready to perform all Things on our Part ; 
it belongs to your Lordfinp to makeTryal of our Promife. It will not be rea^ 
fonable immediately to abandon thefmall Remains ^of Cbrijiianity in the 
Afoluccos , and the Hopes of regaining what has been lofl , in vain 
endeavoured for fo many TearSy at the Fxpence of fo many Millions of Mo-- 
^i^yjo many Lives^ andihe Honour of European Nations^by turning our Backs 
tipon fo holy an Undertaking.

The fame Day ^f VarU 
the Sangiack of Nua^ in the Kingdom of Bachian^ came to Tydore. He ance^ 
was a Chriftian, and laying hold of the Opportunity of ferving his Ma- 
jefly in the laft Expedition, vifited the Qjieen of Tydore^ a beautiful 
young Lady, Daughter to the King of Bachian^ who liv'd dil'contented, 
bccaufe the King her Husband was more fond of another ancient Womaii^ 
and not fo wellborn.. The 5ii;/^/j^J!: had Commilfion and Strength to 
ileal her away, and conduft her to her Father, fince neither Complaints, 
Intreaties, nor any other Methods had been of Force to reclaim the King. 
On the 4th of May^ came a Sifter of the King's, on the fame Pretence of 
vifiting her Neice, and reconciling her to the King.

>yLv ^ feveral tedious AudiencCiS J^ave the Pjefideui full Information of all that 
^^^-^^•^' • concern^ 
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concerned the ^/o/arre? Iflands, their Wealth, the great Trcafure Spain has 
expended in AitempLs to recover them, to reftore periecuted Chriilianity, 
where it had been lb much receivM ; and what Conftruence it was, that 
this fnouldbe done by Way of the Philip fine Ifland5. The Farl undertook 
tbatCaufe, as fuch ought to be fupponed, and confulted about it with the 
Council, with the Dukeof L^rm^, and mod particularly with the King's 
Confeffor. He never deOfted, till it was brought nbcar, and in fuch a 
Forward nefs, that it might be eft'eftually difpatch'd. The Members of tl« 
fupream Council, with the fame Zeal, and confidering the repeated Dil- 
appointments of this Enterprise, forwarded the Expedition, and all ot' 
them agreec that Don Pedro de Baffin ^ fiiould undertake it in Perfon. ^ This 
favourable Dirpofition of theirs, was fully confirmM, by the News brought 
a Y«ar after, of the ill Succefs of the united Forces of India under Fmtado^ 
and thofc of the Philippine Iflands, under GaUinaio. It was writ by thh 
Yedro dc Jctinna^ deC. ribing it to the Life, with Duplicates for his Ma* 
jeily, and the prime Miniflers, and though he left much to Brother Gaf- 
par GovieZy he was very particular himfelf. 

He complained that they had let flip fuch an Opportunity ^f Recovering 
Ternatc^ and chaflifing the Dutch^ who refort thither to the Trade of 
Clove, Mace, and other Spice, and Drugs* He reprefented the Dai^r the Dq^ p^. 
Philippine Iflands were in, after that Neighbouring Tyrant's Viftory ; and d,o de Ac- 
that having more part'cularly weighM the Circumflances of that Afiair, cunriaV 
btiides the Necefliry of regaining the Reputation loft there, he found that teuer co^- 
wliatfoever has been yet faid, was (hort. For not to mention the principal ccrxn^ 
End, which was the Propagation of the Faith, but only with Regard to tbeEntcr^ 
the King*s Rci'enue, he ihowM, Thai . Ternate being jeduc^d it would be prize en 
ealie to fubdue the Iflands of Banda^ which^re above thirty, lying about Ternatc« 
a hundred Leagues from the Moluccas^ full of valuable Mace, ami pofibfsM 
by an un war-like People, would add that Income to Spain^ and take it from 
the B'uuhj who carry all away, with little or no Oppofition. He promised 
the fame as to the Iflands Papuas^ which are many, not far diflant horn 
Ternatc^ feme of them Subjeds to that King, and ycilding him a confider* 
able Quantity of Gold, Amber, and other valuable Tribute. Then he ex- 
tended to the Great Batocbina^ot Gi7o/a,de(cribing its Fertility, and how 
that Tyrannical King cpprels'dit« Thofeof Celebes 45 Leagues from 7e»« 
nate^ M^herc he liad flrong Garrifbns. The Greater and Lefler Javas^ 
whole Kings would again fubmit to Spain^ as foon as the Moluccas were 
brought under. He earnefily recommended Secrefie and Expeditbp. To 
evince the Neceflity of both, befides the ufual Reafons, he urgM that as 
foon as thofe Rebels and the Dutch hear of any War-like Preparations, 




ving abandonM that Enterprsze ; for as it plainly appearM, iand Captain 
Gailinato declared he had always behavM himfelf like a brave Gentleman, 
and difcieet Commander ;but that befides the Want of Provilionsand Am- 
munition, he could not relie upon his own Men ; and that if the Succours 
fent him from Manila had been more cbnflderable, he would have hazard* 
ed all with only them. He faid, the King of Tydore had fent him great 

£ c Complaints 
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Co.nplaints againft the General Furtado^ and that it was a common faying 
with him. That before he came to the Moluccos the King of Tydore Slept 
and he otTernate AVatch^d; h-ut now the Cafe was altered, and the con- 
trary miglit be faid* Yet he believed he was not heartily forry for theDif-^ 
appointmeiit. The fatne he urgM in Relation to the Kings of Bachian and 
Sian. He concluded, offering to undertake that Affair in Perfon^ provided 
he might be furnilh*d with what was necellary, that he might net be J^i^ 
. ilrefsM as his PredccefTors had been. Then he went on, by Way of Anfwer 
to the Obje^ionsi or Accufations of the Spanijb Commanders, who beini; 
usM to the Wars in Europe^ de/pisM all other Enemies,- who made War 
without all thofe Engines, and Fire-Arms us^d in Flatiders^ France^ and 
England. He fays, none of thofe Eaftern Provinces wanted any of the In- 
irentions we have in Europe i and that befides the great Numbers they 
iiavcy and the Dexterity in ufing them of the Japonejes^ Chine fesyMindanaos 
and Moluccosy they are no lefs expert at their Bows, and Arrowsj efpecial-^ 
ly the Javanefe^y who conquer when they fly, and that they are not de/li- 
tute of fuch Stratagem*, that the Spaniards have need of all their Valour 
againft them, and their numerous Armies. He owns the Molucca lilands 
can not fland in Competition, with the flrong and populous Cities taken in 
ouf Pans, but that neverthelefs, fo oiany Chriflian Churches as have been. 

SUuted in them ; the baniffaing of bur Religion ; the Perfecution of its 
inifiers; the continual Tyrannical PraAices; and Alliance of thofe Peo* 
pie, with the Dutch ^ hisMajeflies laft Rebels, ought not to be cafl into 
Oblivion. And that, were there no other Motive but this, the King ought 
to retrieve his Honour, which is concernM for the lolsof fo many of his 
Fleets, and Commanders. It is very remarkable, that tho' in thefe Letters 
hegave an Account of the Pofture of Affairs, eiiher as to Peace,or War, of 
fomany feveralKings,among whofe Territories the\^^;y& Arms appear,not 
without Glory 5 yet he iniifls aot fo much on any Point, as that of Ternate 
which was grown Old by above thirty Years /landing, to the Difcredit of 
our Nation. From all this May be inferred, how neceffary it is always, io^ 
Afiairs of great Difficulty, to bend the entire Undcrftanding to them, and 
to be in Love with the Defign conceived, that fo the Event may anfwer the 
Expeftatjon. He at the fame Time fent long Reflexions, and Projeifls of 
the Count de Monterey ^ then Viceroy cliVerUy relating to the Execution of 
that Affair, wherein it plainly appearM, by the Confonancy of the Reafons 
and the Opinions of Men well acquainted with thofe Parts, that the Expe ' 
dition was of greater Concern and Importance, than all the Arguments 
made ufe of upon the like Occalions do ever amount to. 
Lewdnefs , Thus was Ternate bandy'd In the Councils of Spain^ whilft at home it 
Df the King abounded in Trade, yet flood upon its Guard, and particularly the King^ 
0/ Ternate whofe Profperity gave him Occafion to indulge his Inclinations,, of 
^J9i/Ccchil Cruelty towards the Chriflians, and private Satisfadion to himfeif. He 
Amuxa. gave himfeif up to the Love oiCelicaya^ yet being divided among fo many 

Women, it had not the ufual Power oyer him, but allowed of other Diver- 
iions. Cachil Jmuxa^ the bravefl of his Commanders, and his Couijn G^i- 
man, was newly Marry *d to a Daughter of the King of Mindanao^ a fingu* 
lar Beauty, not of the Jfiatick Sort, but of the Spanijb or Italian. The 
King, who was us'd to obferve no Rules, courted her as a Gallant, and as 
9 King, peifi fling, and prefenting her j and was foon admitted by the Ar- 

dian 
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dittn Lady. Her Huftand, tlio* their Privacy for a wh/.e conceajy his 
Wrong; at length, by the King^s coutriving lo keep him abroad, and the 
Interpolitionof Time, which rtveals all Secrets, found out who it was 
defird his Bed. What could the unfortunate Man do ? He durft not kill 
his Witc, for the tovc he bore her, and for Fear of the King's Difpleafure. 
He refolvVi tobereveog'd^ as if it had been in a Money Concerii. In or* 
der to it, he dilTeiiibled the bed he cou!d, and whenfoever he had sn Op* 
portunity 10 talk to Qtieen Cr/iV/Tjr^, either feign'd, or DrofefN^d Love, nil 
he had inculcated it as he defir'd. He bore with theDifdain and 1 hrears, 
which are the V» eapons Nature beflow'd on that Sex 5 and Perfeverance 
prevailed, for Celicjya rewarded Cachil^s Love. This Intrigue continued 
a considerable Time, till the Ki4)g found it out, and both Rivals took No- Amuxa 
ticeofit. 1ho« the King moredeep^ rcfentcd the ReprifaJ his Kinfman Cu koldt' 
had made, to be revenged ; yet they did not Tall out on that Accont, nor ^^^ ^^^S 
forbear converfing together. They preferv'd Peace and Friendfhip in their in Re- 
Houfes ; and the King flood fo much in need of Cachit Jmuxa^ for his venge. 
War5, which in thofe Parts are no leJi frequent, than Peace, the (peciai 
Blefling of Heaven, isamong us, thathe4urft not declare agaitiit him, 
and what is more, not fo much as difpleafe. Ctliaya. She, as if .the iU)ufe 
tolerated in^len had been allowed to Women, juflify'dherfeif by alledg- 
ing the Wrong the King had done her in courting the other. However, 
the King being once in the Field, under one of their Arbours, and Cachil jj^^ KiwU 
Jmuxa coming in, without his Cawfilan^ or Cymiter, the Guards upon Revenue 
a Signal given them, handled their Arms, fell upon, and gave him many ^ \ 

Wounds on his Head. Face, Arms and Body^ none daring to defend him* 
He wasfenfible of the Occafion, and Revenge, and fuddenly drawing a 
fmall CriZf or Dagger, he happened to have about him, did not only de- 
fend bimfelf againll many Cuts and Thrufts, but afiaulted the Murderets 




of the great Quantity of Blood that ran from them. He was left for dead^ 
but ah Uncle of his, hearing the Noife, came in to his Ailiflance, with his 
Followers; who all bound up his Woundf, and carry 'd him to his Houfe 
where he was cur*dj by the King's PermiiEon. This was the Effeft of 
his Fear, rather than good Nature, for all his Kindred to k the Injury up- 
on themfelves, and began to meditate Revenge ; which they would cer- 
tainly have compafs*d, and made fair Way for the Preieirfion of Spain 
had not thofe who were apprehenfive of anojier War fo(»n leconcil d thofe 
Animodties* The Cic/;// was cur'd, but with fuch Scars ui his Face 
and fo many deep Gaftes and Seams in his Hcad» that hr was nothing like 
the Man he had been before. So fay ihey who knev/ him, and hav« feen 
him in our Days at Manila and Tcrnate. He was reftor^d to the Kin^*s 
Favour, and both of them to that of their Wivei, without Notice ta-len 
of the Accident, or as i\ it had been a Secret. So great is the Difference 
ii\ the Humours of Nations.

TH E continual Application of the Prefident and Council to ex- 
nedite the fnterprizci feem'd to be a Prefage of the late ill 
ouccefs at the Molucca lilands. The true Account of it was 
brought in Don PeJro de Jcmina^s Letters. - The King and his 
Miniflers were concernUat.it ; but at the fameTime^ it was 
a Moti ve to haflen the Preprationsi recover the loft Reputation, and put 
an End at once to that Strife. Some attributed the Mifcarriage to Difa- 
' grecment between Gallinato and Fur t ado ;.. others fufpe^ed the Difcord had 
been between the Spanijb and Portuguefe Nations. None urg'd that it 
might be for Want of Neceffaries for carrying on the Work.. Thefe De- 
bates ended, and the Preildent efpoufing tlie Bufuiefs with the Refolution 
that was requiiite, reprefented the Matter in a lively Manner to the King, 
recounting what the Ueneral Fur t ado had done, th^ Succouis fent by Do7i 
Pedri>de Jcunna under GaUinatOj and how, tho' the Officers and Soldiers 
did their Duty, the Succefs fail'd* That it was look'd upon as- moft cer- 
tain. That the i^o/tt^f a Kings, who ilill continued under Subjedion, had 
afted coldly. That this Failure in them was cccafionM iqr a Sort of Staie 
Policy, eafy to be feen thro* 5 which was ihe Protrafting of the War, and 
making ufe of our Arms for their private Advantage, without dedring ic 
ftould be fully concluded. That it Means were not Ub'd for cxpelJing 
thzLutchout olTernate^ they would become abfolute Maflers of the 
Jrchiftlago of tl;e CoJice^tion^ and deprive his Majefly of all the Revenue 

of 
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of :he Spice, as they liad almoil cone in the moft confidcraLle Pans ct' 
India. 

The King having confiderM \x^ approvMot what was laid before him ; TleKivi^s 
and^ being fenfible of its niighiy Importance, judgM the Number of Shipf, Jvfucr. 
Men snd Arms demanded, too fmall; and tlierc ore added more with his own 
KoyalHand, without fixing a ceruiit Proportion ; and ordered, that no 
Time ihould be loft, feeming veFy earned to have his Decree put in Execu- 
tiott. In the fame Manner he direfted, thro* the Intervention c f the Duke 
otLerma^ that tine Defi^n in Hand ibould be carry'd on. Hereupon the 
Council pafs'd the Nccefiary Orders, and the Prelident fent Letters and In- 
ilruftions to the Viceroy of A>ip S/^jfw, and the Govcrnour of the/V^////- 
fine Iflands, that they might with the fame Diligence fulfil the Commands 
rhey fhould receive as to this Point. The King in his Order fent to this 
Effe^, dedar'd his Will, and the Method he was pleasM IhouJd be ob- 
fcrv'd as follows.

Purfuant to i/, / have ordered $co Men to he • 
raised in thefe Kingdoms^ whojballbe fent aboard the Fleet that is to go 
rh s leaf /o New Spain. Iw\it to ihe P'iceroy^ direSing him to raife 500 
more^ that fo you may hate at leajl Zcofent you for this Enterprize. I have 
appointed four Captains to carry them from this Kingdom ; 07ie of whom is 
the f^ice^Jdmiral John dt Efquivel, to te Commander in Chief of the /aid 
Men ; hefidesfix in half Pay ^ who are skillful and experienced Soldiers^ that 
in Cafe any of the faid Captains dye hy the ff^ay, they may fupply fheir Fla- 
res ; an i that tley may take Charge of the Companies to ke raised iji New 
Spain, as I write to the Viceroy. I have appointed the faid Captains ^q 
Jhscats a Month Pay, and the Vice- Admiral John de Efquivel 60. TJjofe in ^^PJ^j^^^ 
half Pay are to h ive zi Ducats ; and from that Time forward, the faid '!/''' ^^''^''

^o, andthofein half Pay 40. The Soldiers^ as well thofe raised rti Spain, 
as thofe from New Spain, fhall have Eight Ducats a Month 5 the Viceroy Sol Jim 
leing ordered to fend to thofe Ifhnds as nurh Money as is requifite for a P'^/^ 
tears Pay^ accirding to thofe Rates. Jnd^ if theyjball he longer detained 
vpon other Occafions of my Service^ he fhtill alfo furnifb what is Necejfary^ 
upon Mvice from you. Concerning which I have thought fit to acquaint^ 
charge and command you^ that in Cafe this Pay ofthtSoLiiertcan h mo- 
derated^ with Regard to what is vfually paid there to Men of this Sort^ ^^^ J'lce^ 
yoH accordingly reform itj as may he juflifiable^ acquainting we, and the ^'^ytofu}^ 
Viceroy of New JSpain with it. However you fhall make no Alteration in ^'Jl'Moncy^ 
the Pay of the Vtce^ Admiral John de Efquivel, nor of the Captains^ Enfgns^ Powder 
and thofe in halfPzy.

After the Difpatching of this Order, or Letter,^ the Contents of it bc^ 
gan tobc executed i\\S[ain. In the foregoing Year ifo^^ whilft Don Pc^ 
dro dc Jtunna was bufy in making Preparations to this Etrc^, an Accident Drdid^'ul 
happened iitlht Pbilij>jphie Iflands, which threatncd the Ruin of them, and fjre at 
greater Calamaties. A Fire broke out at Manila in Jpril^ which con- Manila* 
fum'd the bell Parr, and above half the City, without being able to fare 
the Goods, which had been landed froni the Sliips newly arrived from 
New Sfain^ and laid up in the fafeft Part of the Houfes, whereof 270 of 
Timber and Stone were burnt, as alfb the Monaftery of S. Dominick^ 
Houfe and Ch>irch, the Royal Holpital of the Spaniards^ and the Maga- 
zines, no Building that lay betwixt tliem efcaping. Fc^urteen Spaniards 
weretxirnt, and among them, the licenciate jbirz, a Canon of the Cathe- 
dral, with fome Indians and Blacks.

The Governour gave them leave to land, aixl come into the City, darines at 
Asfoonas landed^ they were carry M diiedly to the King^s Houfc, in Pj- iMaiiila* 
lankines of Ivory, and curious Sorts of Wood gilt, on the Shoulders of their 
Servants, who were ckd in Red. There the Governour expeAed them, 
with the Menobers of the Royal Court, and a great Number or QAicers and 
Soldiers, who alfo lin'd the Streets, and publick Places. AVhen they 
came to the Houfe, they were fet down by tiieir Servants, and leaving 
their Colours, Umbrelioes, Launces, and otherTokens of Grandeur, went 
into a fpacious Room' magnificently adorn'd. As foon as they faw the Go- 
vernour, who expeAed them /landing, the Maiid^rines^ making their 
Obeyfance, and* performing Ceremonies of Civility after the Chinefe Fa- 
ifaion, made up to him* Don Pedro return^ their Courtefy afier the Man- 
ner of ^/r/ii« Tliej, purfuant to their Commiffion, with the Interpcfitiou 
of Interpreter?, told him ; " That their Kinff had fent them with a Chi^ Their Ex-

vernours of the Phi lif fines. Through his Interpcfitbn, the Sartg leyes pro- 
pos^d to Don Pedro^ that he ihould allow them to repair a Parap-t of the 
Wall, which was finifhing, at their own Expence ; for that they, as a Part -- 
of the Publick^ would do his Majefty thatPiece of Service ; and every one 
of them offer'd four Royals, that is, two Shilling!?, towards the Woik.. 
This Piece of Service, and the Favour oi" the Citizens, Encm had purchased 
by good Turns, made the Sufpicion conceived of their Conspiracy vanifb, or 
at leaft be little regarded.

received from Don Lewis. Proclnmation was again made, thatall Men fhoiild 
be peaceable, under Penalty of being fent to ihe.Gallcys for tour Years. 

This availM fo little, that, excepting 4000 Handicrafts Men,and the Jn-^ ^^^^ 
bayes Merchants , all the Reft aftembled at the Sugar Work. At one in San'^leycs 
•he Morning, a Party of about icoo Savgleyes march'd out of a Fort, v^iih falley^ 
Cat anas J or Cy miters, Halbards, and other Weapons advanced, as alfo with 
long Staves, hardened at the Fire at the Points; which they ufe inftead of 
Pikes, and arc no lefs ferviceable. Thefe are very frequent among them 
in their Country, and are made of a folid Sort of Wood, calHd Mangle. 
They fell upon the Farm, or Pleafure Houfe of Captain Stephen de Marani^ 
«if, not far from their P.niany and murdered him, his Wife, Children, Ser- 
vants, and Slaves. They fct Fire to the Houfe, and to thofe of other Spa- ji^ ^^^^^^ 
niards^ among which were thofe of Colonel Peter de Chaves^ and of two det feve^^ 
Clergymen, who liv*d a retired Life, their Names Francis G&mez^ and ftr- ral ajid 
dinandde los Rlos. They alfo killM F. Beriutrd de Santa Catalina^ Com- i^fn Oon^ 
miflary of the Inquifition, of the Order of 51 Dominick. All thefe defen- fis. 
ded rhemfelves, as did many more who efcap'd, defparately wounded. Thence 
they drew towards the Town of Tondo^ which is divided into Qjiartcrs. 
They fell upon that of^iiapo^ and fet Fire to it, alter murdering zo Per- 
Ibns. Among the Reft they burnt a Lady of Quality, and a Boy, giving jjj^^^ r^ 
great Shouts, and boafting that from thence forward, the Indians fljould ^i-,v. 
pay Tribute to them, and the Camillas perilh. 

News being brought on Saturday Morning,that the Sangleyes were going 
to enter the Town, and that the Natives had withdrawn themfelves in their 
Veflels toward Manila^ in Order to get in, or lye under the Shelter of its 
Walls in the River, the Governour difposM the Regular Troops, and thofe 
of the City Militia about the Walls, viewing the Gates, and all weak Pla- 
ces. He fent Captain G^^^r Perez with his regular Company to Tondo^ Captain 
and orderM him to obey Don Lewis de las JUarinbas^ and to carry no Co- P^ez ferit 
lours.

When this Company came, there had been an Ingagement at Tondo^ 
wherein Doit Lewis flew abundance of SaHgleyes^zxA obligM the reft to retire ; 
preventing their burning the Town, which began to take Fire,and the Houfes 
at the Entrance of it were confum^d. Don Lewis would have purfuM the £ne-*

his Men. derable Time on his Knees, till they ftun'd him with their Staves, againft 

which a firong Helmet could not defend him. They left the Enfign /V/iw- 

cis de ReloUedo Huw^ A ^ for Dead, and when the Enemy drew olF, he made 

a Shift to get up and efcape, li^ith his Head cruelly cyt, and was cur^d in 

the City, where he told nuiny Particulars of that miferable Slaughter, about 

JO. more efcar^d, and among them F. Farfan^ who all got off by being in 

the Rear, and light of Foot. Dm Lewis was killed there by the fame Peo^ 

pie that had ilain his Father, and with him the General Jlcega^ DonTho^ 

vuis Bravo J Captain Cebrian de Madrid^ and only one of all the Governor's 

Servants furviv*d.

All this Day, being the Feaft of 5*. Francis^ and the next, the Enemy 
fpeiit in reji^ycirtg. At Manila they were burning the Suburbs, and Hoi> 
fes without the Walls, and conlidcrM what Order they Ihould take againit 
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the PariJn ; for tbo' many Tboiifsnds ot t^avgleyes us'u to inhabit it, there \^ 




cuiM, wlio had their Hair fhorn, and were niixM among the Chriflian S.in* 
gleys. Thefc gave Information, that they had burnt Monafleries of Reli- 
gious People in fcveral Places. Seme Clergy-Men, with abundance cf 
Women and Children, fecui^d themfclvcs in the Church of S. Francis del ChriJlJans 
AlontCy and fome Companies cf SangUycs coming to befiege them, thty defend 
went up into a Belfry, where having fixt a Sheet on a Staff, they difplay'd thcmfeUcs 
h liVe Colours, the People appearing at the Windows, the Women and inaBelfr)\ 
Children ringing the Bells, rating the Enemy, and bidding them come on. 
Our Men often tiring two^Mullccts, which was all they had, the Sanglcyes 
durfl not approach, being mor$ afraid than they had Occa/Ion, and ac- 
cordingly drew off to a ftrong Port, whence they were to continue the 
War. . ^ 

The Governour endeavoured to prevent the News of the Slaughterp • j 
fpreading abroad, left it fhould difcourage the Country; and gave out, that 1 \f Miiv,^ 
the Shin were at S. Francis del monie. He warned the Juftices to get to- ? ^i^ 
gether zWlYit Indian Servant?, becaufe there were fcarceany Spaniards Itff^ j^^ff 
and fent the Faftor Francis de las Mijfas t j cruife upon the Coaft, with i ^ 
three Rowing Veffels, towards the Enemies Fort, to cut cff all their Pro- ^^^^ 
vifions, The Faftor perform^ his Part fo well, that he funk Ibme Vef- ^'"''* " 
fels, and burnt thofe that carry 'd :hem Provifions. He kill'd many of their 
Men at the Mouth of a River that falls into the Sea, about the Fort call'd 
Navotas ; look'd for the Clergy-njen they were faid to have killed in their 
Houfes ; and fent away to S. Francis del montc^ a Party of 500 Japonefes^ 
with three Spaniards^ and two Francifcan Fryers^ to gather the Remains 
of that Slaughter. In his Way, he pafs'd by the Enemy *3 Fort, with a- 
Defjgn to do them fomeHarniy if he could, and found they had abandoned 
it, retiring to the Parian^ to joy n the reft and l>efiege the City, being 
puff'd up wdth their late Viflory. This happened on Mondjy the 6th. The Japonefes 
Jitponefes fearch'd the Fort, where they found about iCo fick and wounded kill zoo 
Chinefes^ whom they flew, and {a"ing abundance of Provifions, burnt Chincfcr, 
the Fort with ail their Warlike Preparations, -which could not be fervice- and hum 
able againft the firft Owners. They went up to the Monaflery, and re- tbeirFort. 
turned thence the fame Day to the City, 

The few Sanigleyes in the Parian were no lefs a|)prehenfive, than the ., 
greater Number in the Fort, both becaufe they were fo near, and for that ^^^^^ 
it was fupposM they would joyn their Companions, when they faw ihef^^^^^^-r*^ 
Spaitiards decline. Befides, it was known, that thofe in Rebellion had ''^.'^^ 
fent to cefirethem to come over to their Party, giving them Notice of the ^^'^^^^^ 
Spaniards they had killed. This was difcover'd by a Sangley^ w^ho fwim- 
m/ng oi^er, was taken by the Sentinel on the Veflcis that were in the 
River, who, having confeL'd on tlie Raclt, that he was a SfY% shd went gpy execu^ 
fjrward ind backward with Intelligence, was put to Death.

themfelves to be Spe^ators of the Bvent. The lafl Care taken of them, 

was Don PiJro^s going in Perfon to the Parian that fame Day ; and about 

an Hour after, many of the Enemies Colours a]^a;^d on the other Side of 

the River, along tlie Bank of it. They came from the Fort, which wa:; 

a quaiter of a League from the City. 

Some of the Sangleyes began to fwim over to the Parian^ and others came 

Chtnefes in Boats and Floats provided for that Purpofe. Their PafTage could not be 

fafi over obilf udled, becaufe the Galiots and Car coat belonging to the Navy were 

io Parian, theii anAong the Phitados^ to defeiul thofe Iflands ; ilntelligencc having been 

brought, that a Fleet of Mindanaot and Ternatet was coming to invade 
them. The Rebels entered the Parian with great Cries, bringing the 
Heads of the Spaniards they had killed on S. Francises Day, run through 
the Noilrils. The Governour obferving their Refolution, ordered the Cap* 
tSLinSfCafpar PereZj and Peter de Arceo^ who were at Tondo^ to come over 
to the Ciiy with their Companies. The Enemy being returned to the Pj- - 
rian^ with thatdifmal Spe^acleof the Heads, began to perfwade the An^

That 

their Fury. ^^^ mutinous Sangleyesj having perfwaded the Anbaycs to follow their £x* 

ample, they appointed Chican^ a rich Sangley^ and Mailer of the Spanifi 

Tongue, toanfwerfor them. He, before he would fpeak his Mind, told 

them it would be proper to fet up a Gallows, and the Heads of the Spani* 

^angt ^Ydt on it, that beiiig in View, they might all take Courage to fight man- 

^tath of fujjy^ They approved of his Cbunfel, and the Gallows being fet up, he 

Chican. went up himfelf to range the Heads, and taking out a Rope he had carry*d 

up unfeen, put it about his own ^. eck, and hanged himfelf in the Sight of 
them all. 

The fame Day Captain Peter de Brlto^ being with his Company in the 
Cathedral, >viiich had been aflignM him the Night before, for his Pofl, and 
cbferving tliat a certain Houfe was not uncovered, contrary to the Prcxria-

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mation made the Day before, conimanding them all to have the Pahn- 
Tree Leaves and Nif^ct^ where with they are thatched, talcenoff, for Fear (»f 
another Conflagration ; he fent to take it ott* Ulie Enfign Andrew 01 re- 
gon went up to thisPurpofe to tl:c very Top, and there found P>jptijl hid- 




Confcience fuddenly accufing liim, he faid, Do not kill wr, Sir. The tn- ^j^^ JUv:\ 
fign mildly encouraging, bid him go to the Govcrnour^ who cxpeftcd tjkcn^ 
him, and flayVl to taJke cfF tlie Covering of Hipa. Then comirfg 
down faw fome Soldiers, and went up again with tliem. By this Time 
certain J»i/j77 Women had hid Bapiijl in a Chamber^ where the Soldiers 
entering by Force, bound him, and he was caft into Prifon among other 
Chinefes. TheTiyal was fhort, as is ufual in the Martial Way, and in the 
naean wliilc the Prifoners were removM to Captain Gallinato^s Houfe. 
Thither came a Jafonefe Boy, enquiring for Baftijl. They found his 
Pocket full of Squibs, and another Boy with a Piece of a Wax-Candie, all 
which was given them by one of Bapiift^s Slaves. The Squibs were all 
bloody, perhaps it was fome Chriilian^s Gore« He own*d himfelf he Iiad His Cen- 
to great a Hand in the Rebellion, that it was not without good Reafon ftRan. 
they would have made him their Chief. That tlie San^Uys callM out up* 
en his Name. That Hmtay was troubled at his Aufence, faying. He j^ jjo^- 
mud needs be in fome Trouble, iince he did not come to Head them ^ and xzj bant^i 
for this Reafon he hang4 himfelf. Next appeared the Ring-leaders of the himfelf^ 
Mutiny, and it was proved againfl them. That they had let up a Pole on 
the Place called el CerrojOt the Hill of Calocan^ and on it a black Flag, with 
ttvdCAw^/^Charafterson it, which imported CO' NT I EN, the Sig- 
nification whereof is, IN OBEDIENCE TO HEAVEN. Other 
Colours were found with the Army that fought at Dilao^ with a Cut on 
them containing the C/^inf/V P'igures of £7ir/rjf, ox Baftift. 

Several Religious Men, at this Time fought againll the Muttniers j but ^ , 
among them all, fpecial Praife is due to the Valour of the Lay*Hrother ^/i« i^otter 
torn Flore:, of the Order of S. Augtifthi. He was born in EJlrenmiura, ^F^^^Y 
had ferv*d in Flanders, was a Slave in Turkey above zo Years, and made ^ *°^^j ^ 
his Efcape out of the Inland Country by his Valour and Induftry, He went If^'^ 
over to die Pbilipfine lilands, where he chearfully took the Habit, in the ^^^^ 
Monaftery of S. Augujlin at Manila. He always (how^d great Humility 
in Obedience, and loft nothing of his Courage in the Simplicity of a Reli« 
gious Life, Him the Governour orderM to fcour the River, in the Galliot 
belonging to the Monaftery, fighting the Ships and Champanes of the £i>;- 
gleyes. One Night after having drove from the Shore above zoo Yt(![t\s, 
I>urnt fome large ones, and funk others, he ftayM in the Middle of the Ri^ Does^ood 
ver Pa^g, to obfcrve the Sangleyes. Between eleven and twelve, he per- Service. 
ceivM that one of the Rebels was fwiniming over to the City, and the 
Darknefs caufing him to miftake, he lighted upon Brother Antony^ Galli* y^jtrx a 
or.* He having feen him before, the Indian Servants had the Opportunity c^, 
of laying hold of him, drew him by the Hair into the Galliot, and carry -d ^^* 
him to the Governour, He was put to the Rack, and there confefs^d. That 
he came to acquaint the Sangleyes of the Parian, that the next Day thofe 
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on the other Side WGu'd crofs the River, and then they would all together 
with the Engines they had provided, attack the Wall, put all the Spaniards 
to the Sword, and make themfdvea Maftei s of the Iflands. The Governour 
having this Intelligence^ took the neceflary Precautions for the next Day 
and Brother ^n/09;;r returned to his Monafle;y, where he furnifliM himfejf 
with Meal and other Provifions for his Galliot. He carry^d two Mufkets 
for himfelf, and drew his Veflcl into a Cieek the River make5, that runs 
by the Walls of iMmf/tf, among alxindance of wA/^7;^//797X, which are Trees 
growing in any watreyLand,andro thick, that Men may eafily be hid among 
them, without being perceivM. There Brother Jnton) lay in Ambuft 
fuppofing, or knowing, that liitFangleyesmuii of Ncceflity pafs that Way 
as being the narroweft in the River, and neareft to the Wall. Nor was 
he deceived in his Expectation, for they came very early in the Morning, 
and were pading over in great Numbers from the £rft Peep of Day, till* 
very late. The Fryer had put above zoo Bullets into two Pouches, and 
kept firing the two Mufkets from before five in the Morning, at break of 
Dajr till fix in the Evening, cooling them with A'^inegar ; nor did he ever 
fire at Ms than a Company of 20 or '^o Sangleyes^ that no Shot might be 
loft. It was concluded for certain, that lie alone that Day killed above 6co 
of thofe Barbarians. The Governour afterwards Tent him in purfuit of 
thofe that remain\l, with a thoufand Indians,^ and he flew above jcoo 
Sangleyes^ putting to flight the fmall Remains of them. 

At this Time many of the Sangleyes that had croff'd the River, a^rpearU 
in the Streets of the Parian*^ who flanding in Sight of the Walls, with 
killed fiom *^^^rown, or the Weapons they had taken from the Spaniards they flew, 
thejrall. ^^^'^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ defended the City, whence they made feveral 

Muiket Shot at them, wounding and killing many, for they came with- 
in good Aim, after a delperate Manner, It was reported, they had taken 
their Anfion^ that h^ a Compofition of Op///?;/, cs the Turks do, and is alfo 
us'd by the People of the Moluccas^ .when they are to give Battel j for it 
dofes and gives them a brutal Courage. A Piece of Cannon was planted 
on the Gate of the Parian^ and did conflderable Execution, and no Man 
would have fufpeded that any had been there. Some Japonefcs and Na^* 
\\vts of the Philippines fallyM out upon the Sangleyes^ with good Succefs ; 
for they kiird many of them^ and particularly Tuch as had been wounded 
by the fmajl Shot, and Brafs Gims on the Wall. They thinking the Pa- 
rian was a Shelter for Cowards, fet Fire to it, and went out to fight the 
Japonefes zrA Indians. The fen^/eyer from the Houfes, where they Jay 
concealed, kill'd a PoriTtgnefe Captain, and wounded three others, with 
fmall Shot. One of them was Xuy Gonzalez de Sequeyra^ Commander in 
Chief of the Moluccas. The Sangleyes removed to the Monafiery of Can^ 
aelaria^ tliat is of Candlemas^ whence they fallyM more furioufly than - 
from the Parian. 

On Tuefday in the Morning, Captain Gallinato march'd towards tlie 
Candelariaj with about 500 Spaniards^ and fome Japonefes. The Enemy 
refused not the Engagement, but came out above 400:1 itrong. Our Men 
made thcmfelves diallers of a Bridge, whence they pour'd fome Volleys 
upon them. Perceiving the Lofs they fuflain'd, they fell back, to draw 
the Spaniards into c^en Field, and ferve them as they had done Don Levis ; 
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but tho* fome Soldiers were fobold a.s to go into the Ci;urch| and plunder 

Part ot what the San^Uyes had rcLL^d in the Ruir.?!^ yet lome of thtm 

retired haftily to the Kridge, with the Lofs of three Spjniards^ and five SLwg/jrcr 

Jafontfes^ befides the wounded, the Enemy charging* ihem in a Body* "Z^^'^^'^^* 

Ot the Chinefcs 360 of the boldeft were killM, which made their flinch/^^* 

with Fear. The fame Day in the Evening, a Party of them came up to 

affault the Wall, vheie it was lowell, bringing fcaling Ladder?, and 

other Ncceffaries, covered with . Silk ; but the Cannon play'd fo fmartly 

on them, that tliey Joft their Ladders, and many cf ihcm their Lives. 

This fame Afternoon there was an Engagement on the Side of the Pariav^ 

where the Enemy brought on tw.> great Machiner, like Carts, made the 

J^'ight before, whh Wheel?, and ftuf:* d with Quilty, Blankets, and fuch 

Materials, to defend them againll the Cannon, and fmall Shot. The Co- 

vernour was apprehenlive that they had fomc Fire- works, they being great 

Mailers at them ; but was loon fatisty'd, ibr having firM at them with 

the Piece that was over the Gate of the Parian^ where one of his Servants 

was Gunner, itcarryMaway a conCderable Part of the foremoft Machine, 

and with it a good Number of the Savgleyei that drew underneath, and 

were on it. However they advanced boldly, till the Gun tore others in 

Pieces, and they retir'd, abandoning the Mnchint. Still the Fight grew 

hot about the River, and fevcral Men went out in Boats, and others did 

Execution thro' the Loop-Holes. The Enfign John Guerra dt Cervantes^ Their M^- 

fent out the Jafonefc and Native Soldier5, and they drew near to the Parian^ chhie de^ ' 

urrfer the Shelter of the Cannon on the Walls, fo courageoufly, that they y?io///. 

fct fire to the beft of it, being the Houfes of the Jnhayes 5 which quite 

difcourag'd thofe that were in them, efpecially when they obfervM they xheSn 

had fecurM the River, and the Boats, and taken their Mufquetiers. It ^^^ ^"^* 

was judgM that above 2 joo Savgleyes perifhM this Day by Fire and Sword, ^^^ ^^ 

befides thofe at the Candelaria^ and other Straglers. Having Vfi the Shel- ^^ 

tcr of the Parian^ they took up in the Church ot the Candelaria^ but the 

next Morning none of them appeared. They crofsM the River on Wcdnef- KiUz< 

dny^ and fome of our Men were drowned purfuing them too eagerly. They Chinef^^ 

took the Way to the Village callM Tahvco^ j Leagues from Manila^ which ^^* 

IS very populous, and plentiful. Here Captain Don Lewis de Velafco found They fy^ 

them fortity*d, and defended with Doors and Boards, towards the Lake . 

X^ay ; whence heply'd them with fmali Shot, and kilPd many, they no -^^^^^^c 

longer able to endure the Damage they received, kindled many Fires in the t^jfi^^^ 

Night, to prevent being obferv*d, and marched away towards S. Paid\ ^^^^^ great 

a Village \6 Leagues from Manila^ v/here they came fo thin, that they ^^^^g^ter. 

were not above 6coc, having lofl very many in the Way to Tahico. There ^ 

Don Lewis fell upon them again ; and purfuing them a ter they quitted \'^/^\ Y^^ 

the Village, was to hot, thatthey kiUM him four Soldiers, and two bare- ^^'^o*^V/Va 

foot Fryers, the one a Prieft,.the other a Lay-Brother. 

They made a Halt at S. Paul% intending to reap the Rice, which was 
then almoft Ripe, becaufe that is a forwarder Country than Pampangua. Jnother 
Before they came to S* Paul% a Detachment of i joo of them turn'd off t^lauj^bter 
from the main Body towards the Mountains of Pace. The Spaniards and ^f (Jhio^- 
Natives overtook them, and thp* they flood to it, our Men olay'd their j^^^ 
Parts fo well, that they cut them all off, and recovered Part of tueii Booty. 
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The Fort the SiTigleyes had raised at S. VanVh was of Palm-Trecs, 

whence they made Lxcurfions to fight, reap the Rice, and ravage the Coun* 

try. They thought it convenient to divide themfelvcs into two equal 

Bodies ; the one ilay'd in the F'ort, the other went away to VcttriVgas^ icvcn 

Leagues diilant towards the Sea-Coall, with a Defign, as was rhoughr, to 

Jf I I de^ buildShips, for which Purpofe they car ry'd Carpenters, Labourers, Tools, 

ff !^ • ^r^ji^^ and all other Ncceffaries.

they were fo far from complying, that they killM all they could meet with. 
There were feveral other Keafons which proved that the greateft Safety 
coniifted in Expedition, and therefore abundance of Spaniards and Ka* 
tivesy by the Governour^s Order, were always in Quell of the ilraggling 
Cbinefes. However it was judged expedient to prefs them yet nearer, and 
not allow them Time, as they wilh^d, till the Rice was ripe, fince Hun- 
ger mtifl prove their greatefl Enemy. To this Purpofe it was thought Ex- 
pedient to nriake ufe of trufty neighlx>uring People. 
P«22n/ii^^7/(7 is a Province ten Leagues from ManUa^ beyond the Town of 
Pampan- Tondo^ over the River Pix/^, on which the Citizens have convenient fmall 
gua dc^ Vtffels. The Country is I'ubjeA to be overflowed, by teafon of the many 
fcrii^dm Rivers, and becaufe the Natives draw Trenches from them, to water the 

Rice, and other Grain. The whole DiftiiA is of twelve Leagues, all hu 

habited, and has feven Churches, belonging to the Order of S. Jugujlhu 

The A'atives are Brave, Docible and Loyal, receive the ChriAian Faith, 

ond are fieadrafl in it ; and richer than thofe of other Parts of the Ifland^ 

Captain Ferdinand de Avalos was Alcalde viayor^ or chief Governour of 

Pavipangua^ and the Governour General having acquainted him by Letter 

d^^^'^t ^^^ ^^*^ Rebellion of the Sangleyes^ requiring him to fend Provifions and 

h^A V Arms for the War, and not to leave any Enemies behind, he performM both 

theAl- Things, with extraordinary Care. He furniihM him with great Store of 

cayae §f j^^^ Palm-Wine, and a confiderable Number of Caws and Calves ; and 

i^impan* jq^^j^ above 400 Sangleyes^ who being carry *d to a Creek in the River, 

'^ " bound two and two, and delivered to the Jafonefes^ they flew theni all. F. 

James de Guevara of the Order of S. Jugnjlin^ Prior of Manila^ who 
writ this Relation, preached to them firfl, and only five of them forfook 
their Idolatry, and were baptized. At the fame Time he fent the Gover- 
nour 4000 PampanguoSf armM after their Country Fafl)ion, with Bows, 
Arrows, Half^Pikes, Shields, and long broad Poniards. They came to 
Manila with great Shouts, and as if fureo( Vidory, fell upon the Enemy, 
who increased ftill, the more they were deftroy*d. 

This obliged the Governour, notwithflauding fome Oppofition, to fend a 
NuQiber oi Spaniards ^znA Japonefes^ with a flrong Party of the Pampangua

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IndiiVis^ well aniiM and provided, under the Coiiunand of the Captain and 
Major Azcueta^z brave and vigilant Commander, well acquainted with the 
Country, ordering him to draw near the Enemy: yet not to engage, becaufe M.vot Az-

he could remove them but twice, he might cut them off, as it happened ac- 
cordingly. The Major departed AlAnilu ^'ilh thefe Orders, by the Way 
of the River. On Muvday the icthof 05o^er,he came in Sight of the 
Enemy, who was Hill in the Fort at S. Panl^s^ and there he had fome 
Aftions. Having caft up fome Works, for his greater Seciiriiy, in the 
Quarters he took up, the Enemy^s fally'd out of their Fort, and fome of 
thofe who valuM themfelves on their Bravery advanced to fight the Spani^ 
ards in their Ports, with as much Boldnefs, as could be expeded from Men 
in Defpair, and quite diftrafted. Thus being cut off from Water, ftreight- 
ned, often alarm'd , never fufferM to reft, and fuch as ventured out cut oft", 
they difmay^d, and diflodgM in the Night very filently, marching towards 
Batangas^ where their other Body was. However their Departure could 
not be conccal'd from the Vigilany of our Men, who marched after them, 
Martin de Hcrrera^ Captain of the Governours' Guard, leading the Van, 
which confifted of 5jptf72/Wj, and the braveft of the Natives. He over- 
took the Enemy, and began to fall fo hard upon their Rear, tliat they were 
forced to face about j and after killing above 800 ot them as they pafs^ a 
narrow but deep River, our main Body coming up attacked the relt three (e- /re cuts off 
vcral Ways, on an Eminency they had taken, and flew above icoo more ; one entire 
thofe that efcap'd peiifliing the next Day, fo that only one was taken alive, Eodf of 
the* the Governour would have had many fav^d to fcrve in the Galleys j but them. 
the Japonefes and i^atives are fo bloody, that neither his Orders, nor Ma- 
jor Azcueiii^t Severity, or the other Commanders could curb them. 

The Men relied that Day, having traveled above five Leagues over Grounds Ofers thofe 
full of Setiges, and Bogs^ and prcpai'd to proceed to BatangaSylo fight the j> Batan- 
other Body ot Rebels, carrying fome Fields Pieces* The Major had dif- g^^- Terms. 
mifs*d the Japonefes^ becaufe they, alledging they were not Soldiers in Pay, 
wou!d return to Manila. He had only 5oSoldiers left with him, and found 
the Enemy well fortiJ:V*d, and furnilh*d with Provifions, as having been 
Alailers of the Country. He fpoke to them in peaceable Manner, as he had 
done before to the other Party, offering good Terms, if they would fubmir 
to the Governour ; butObltinacy had flopped their Ears, and excluded all 
Hopes, fo that they would not admit of any Accommodation. Our Men 
drew near, three feveral Ways with their fmall Shot, and the Tampangua 
Indians^ who were brave, fupported by the Spaniards^ who led and encou- 
raged them, attack*d the Fort ; but the Defendants behavM themfelves To 
bravely, that they caused tliem to retire, with the Lofs of four or five Pjw/- 
panguos killed, and fome wounded. Our Men came on again, and the Cap- 
tain of the Guards, who Commanded that Attack, with the Men under his Dejlrcy^ 
Charge, and others that joynM him, fell on with fuch Fury, that they en- them al: . 
tcr*d the Fort, and put them to the Sword. About 600 efcapM of whom 
they made an End a few Days after. Some few above a Hundred were fa* 
ved, who were carry *d alive to ferve in the Galleys. Of our Men eight 
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Natives and fix Jxipojiefcs were kill'd iu ihofe two Actions; but utver a

They had quite laid 

afide tilling the Land j breeding of Fowl, and weaving of Blankets, all which 

they formerly us*d to do, in the Time oFtheir Infidelity. The Parian or 

Chinefe Quarter was particularly ruin'd with Fire snd Sword. That Place 

us'd to be foplemitul and advantageous, that when Don Pedro came firfl to 

Manila^ he writ concerning it to a Kinfman of his in Spain^ as follows.

Don Pedro was alfo afraid that 

the Slau^ter lately made would obftruft the Trade, and that the Ships 

would not come as ufual, with Provifions, from China. £ut the greater 

and more general Apprehenfion was that infiead of Merchants, Ships of War 

would come to revenge the Sangleyes. He therefore fent isiwzy F.James 

F. Gueva- ^le Guevara^ Prior of Manila^ into Spain^ by the Way oilndiay with an Ac- 

ra fent count ot what had been done, and of his Fears* The many Accidents that 

through befell him in India^ Perfia^ TVirif/, and Italy^ made him fpend three Years 

India to before he came to Court, where he then found other freiher InteJli-- 

Spditti gence. 

At the fame Time Don Pedro fent Captain Mark de la Cueva^ with F. 
Lewis Gandulloy a Dominican^ to Macao^ a City in China^ where the Portn^ 
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^ ^ relidt;, with Letters tor the C* mnianoer in Chiet and Council of thai 
City, giving them an Account of the Rebelh'on of the San^^lcyes^ znd the Mcjfagtto 
Event of it, that they, upon any Rumour of a Fleet providing in Cbina^ might China, 
fend him Notice of it fcveral Ways. They had alfo Letters for the Ttito^ 
Tter^ or Tfiintos^ Ahjtaos^ and Vifiiors of the Provinces 6i Canton^ and C&/«- 
cheo^ acquainting them with the Guilt of the Chinefcs^ which obliged the 
Sfaniardf to punifh them fo feverely. The Mefiengcrs at their Arrival, 
fi3undall the Country peaceably di(pos*d, notwithftandingthat fome&n*- 
gleyes flying from Manila in Chawfanes^ had given an Account of their 
Commotions. The Coming of thefe Spaniards to Alacao was foon known 
zlCbincheo^ and prefently fome of the richefl Captains, who u^d Manila 
mod, came to vifit them ; their Names were Guanfan^ Sinu^ andGuacbuan. 
They being fully inforaiM of the Truth of the Faft, took upon them to de- 
liver the Letters Don Pedro fent to ihe Mandarines^ who received them by 
their Means. The Merchants of Chbnbeo took Courage to trade in tlic Pbu Chinefes 
lippinelfhndsj and faiW in their own Ships from Macao, with our Meflen- ^^'"^^f 
gers, carrying Abundance of Powder, Saltpeter, and Lead, were with the ^J^^^^ at 
pubMck Magazines v:tK ftoi*d. In iflt/ following i? Cbinefe Ships ar- Manila. 
rivM at Manila J and many more after them, coritinuing that Trade. 

Don ledro fent the Ships that had brought Supplies from the Iflands, to gpanifb 
JVfy Spain ; The Commodore of them was caft awayj and not a Man nor 6bip loji. 
a Piaok fav'd. He ceas'd not at the fame Time to ilore the City with Pro- 
viiions and Ammunition, that he might be at Leafure to undertake the Ex* 
pedition againft x}m Moluccas. Now arrived Colonel Jobn de Efjuivel^ Efujiivel 
trcm Mexico, with 6co Soldiers, and Intelligence that fenher Provifiou ,r//i 6co 
was making in New Spain of Men, Stores, Ammunition, and Money, by the ji[gf^ ^^ 
King's Order. AH came in due Seafon to Manila ; and there at that Time Mopiia 
df 'd the Arch-Bifliop Don Mi^iel de Benavides, generally lamented by all r^oyn j^^cw 
the Country. The Cbinefe Ships that came again to trade, brought tlic Go- Spain. 
vernour the Anfwers to his Letters, contain'd in three others, all to the 
lame Effed:, from the Tuton, or Tfunto, that is, the Viceroy, the Hayton, 
and the Vifitor General of the Province of Cbiwbeo. Being tranflatcd by 
the Interpreters, they were found to this Eflfeift.

The Kivg did 
what I dejir'd^ nvd accordingly pvvifi^d the afor ef j id Yznlion^ ordoing him 
to be put to Death j and caused TionegV Head to te cut offy and hung up 
in a Cage. The Chinefes that DyV rJ Luzon ^vere not to blame ^ and /, and 
fome other: have acquainted the Kiiig with fo much ; as alfo rrith the com^ 
ing of two Englifl) Ships upon thefe Coajls c/Chincheo, a Thing very dan- 
gerous for China, that the King may refolve what is to be done in two Jf^ 
J airs offuch Confequence. We clfs V^rit to the Kingj to order two Saii- 
gleyes to be punijb^djfor having Jbown the Harbour to the Englifli. Md 
after having Writ as aforefaid to the King^ he anfwer^d^ What did the 
linglifh Ships come into China /or ? JHjether they came to Rob ? That they 
Jkould be ordered to dep.^rt thence immediately to Luzon ; and to tell thofe 
of Luzon that thcv foould not give Credit to the wicked and lying Perfons 
among the Chinefes ; an / that they Jbould immediately kill the two San- 
gleyes. Jsfor the reft we writ to him about ^ he anfwer^d that we Jbjuld 
do our Jnils. Tlje Viceroy ^ the Eunuch and /, after receiving this Order^ 
do now fend thcje our Letters to the Governour of Luzon, that his Lord^ 
Jbip may be acquainted with the Grandeur of the King of China ; for he is 
fo Gnat that he governs all the Sun and Moon Jbine on ; as alfo that the 
Governour 0/ Luzon may know how well this fo large Kingdom isgovetn^d, 
whofe King iione has dar^d to offend this long Time. And tho^ the Japonefes 
have attemptei to di^urh Corea, which belongs to the Government of China, 
that have not fucceeded\ hut have been expeWd thence^ /m^Coiea has re-- 
viain^d very peaceable and juietj as is well knoivn by fame to the People 
of Luzon. 

The loft Year^ when we were informed ^ that Jo many Chinefes were (lain 
at Luzon, on the Jccount of Tiontg^s falftf 00/^ we ynet many Mandarines of 
us to agree to propofe to the Krngy that he would revenge fo great a 
^laughter. We faid^ that the Land of Luzon is poor ^ of no Value^ and that 
formerly it was the Habitation of none but Devils and Snakes ^ and that 
fo many Sangleyes having of late Years gone to Trade with the Caflillas^ 
they are now grown Jo great •^ the faid S'dWgityts having laboured fo much 
there J building Walls^ and Houfes^ making Gardens^ ana other Things very 
Advantageous to the CaAillas. Jndftnce this isfo^ why had not the Caflil- 
las conjidcr^d thefe Things^ nor been grateful for thefe good Turns, but on 
the contrary fo cruelly dtftrcy^d fo many Men f And tho^ we^ two or three 
Times^ Writ to the iCing as above, he being Angry for the aforefaid Thijigs, 
anfwer^d us^ That it was not convenient to take Revenge^ nor n%ake War on 
the People of Luzon, for three Reafons. Firfl, Becaufe the Caftillas have 
for many Years paft^ been Friends to the Chinefes. Secondly, Becaufe it 
could not be known, whether the ViHory would fall to the Camillas, or the 
Cbinefe.^ TVix^X^ , and laflly , Becaufe the People kiWd by the Caftillas 
were hafe, and ungrateful to their Native Country 0/ China, their Parents 
and Kindred, fince tley had not rethrn^d to China info many Years ; which 
People the King f aid be did not much value^for the aforefaid Reafons ; and 
he only ordered tie. Viceroy, the Eunuch, cr.id me to Write this Letter by the 
Emhajfador 5 that the People of Luzon way know tie King 0/ China las a 

great 
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great Soul is very Patient and Merciful^ fince he las not ordered War to tc 
vtMde on the Inhabitants of Luzon. Jnd his Jujlice will appear^ hy bis cau^ 
fmg the Faljbood ofTiomg to he tunijlid. Jnd fince the Spaniards are a 
dijcreet People j how can they not he troubled for having kiWdfo many Men^ 
and repent of it^ and he kind to the Chinefes that are left. For if the Ca- 
liillas hear the Chinefes good JH 11^ and rejlore the Sangieyes that have te- 
main^d of the War^ and pay the Money that is due^ and rejlore the Goods 
taken from the Sangieyes^ there will he Amity hetwixt this Kingdom^ and 
that^ andTrading Ships Jhall go every Year^ other wife the King will not give 
Leave for any Ships to trade ; but on the contrary willeavje loco Ships of 
War to be built ^ with Soldiers^ and Kindred of the f^ain^ and with other Aif- Alanda- 
tions^ and Kingdoms that fay Homage to China^ and will make War with" J^^^ 
out fpuring any Perfon^ and then the Kingdom of Luzon Jhall be given to Threats: 
thofe People that pay Acknowledgement to China. The Vifiior General's Let- 
ter was writ on the 12th of the fecond Month, which, according to our 
Reckning, is March ; the Eunuchs on the i6th,and the Viceroys on the izd 
of the fame Month and Year.

He tells them, no State can fubCft without punilhing the Wicked, or ^^^P'^^" 
rewarding the Good ; and therefore he does not repent that Execution, Ic- ^"^"^-* 
caufe it was to fupprefs thofe that would have deftroy'd us. Tiiat tiie Vi* 
fitor ought to confider what he would do, in Cafe the like had happen*d 
to him in China. That the only Thing which troubled liim was, that he 
could not fave fome Sangley Merclunts Jnhayes^ who dyM among the 
guihy ; but that it was not poflible to prevent it, becaufe the feveri^ of 
War will not allow the killing of fome, and exempting of others j efpecially^ 
they not being known by the Soldiers in the Heat of Adion« That ufing 
jMercy towards thofe that were taken alive,he condemn^ them to row in the 
Galleys, the Puniihment fubflituted among^the Cajlillas for fuch as deferve 
Death. Yet if it (hould be thought in China that it ought to be moderated, 
they fhall be fet at Liberty. But let it be confiderM, faid DonPedro^thaX the 
not punilhing of fo heinous an Offence, may be theCX*cafjon of their falling 
into it again, which would exclude all Mercy^ The Goods of the Cbine^ 
fes that were killM are fafe laid up, and to fhow I had no other Motive, but 
the Execution of Jufiice, I will order them to be immediately deh'vefM to 
their Heirs, or to fuch Perfons, as they of Right belong to. Nothing but 
Judice inclines me to any of thefe Thing?. Your faying, that unlefs I re- 
leafe the Prifoners, there will be Leave granted in China to the Kindred of 
the ibin in the Rebellion, to come in Arms to Manila^ does not move me in 
the leafl ; becaufe I take the Chinefes to be fo wife, that they will not go 
upon fuch Undertakings upon a flight Occafion : efpecially, when no Provo- 
cation has been given them on our Side. And in Cafe they fbould be of another 
Mind there, we Spaniards arc Men that know how to defend our Right, 
our Religion, and our Territories. Let not the Chinefes think they are 
Lords of the World, as they pretend ; for we Cafiillas^ who have meafur*d 
every Foot of it- very well know the Lands of the Chinefes i and therefore 
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they ought to undeiiUnd, that the King of SpniJi iriaintains Wars wiih 
Kings as povirerful as theirs, and checks, and gives them much Trouble. Kor 
is it any Thing new with u , when our Enemies think tiiey have brcugjjt 
us under, to be waHing and defirojing their Lands, and never give over 
tiJl we have cad them out of their Throues, and wrelted their Scepters out 
of their Hand5, I ihould be very forty the Commerce fhuuld be interrupt 
ted ; but at the fame Time, believe the Chinefcs are not willing to Jofe it^ 
iince it is fo advantageous to tbem, for they carry Home our Silver, which 
never wafl'es, in Exchange for their Commodities, which are flight Things, 
foon fpoil'd. It was difcieetly done, not to admit the EvgUff) Ships that 
ap{)ear'd upon the Coaft, for they are not Spaniards^hut their Enemies, and 
Pyrates ; for which Keafon they fliould have been punilh'd, had they come 
to Manila. To conclude, for as much as we Spaniards always judify our 
Proceed? ng.% and value our felves upon the Worlds not being abletofay^ 
i^c Ufurp the Right of others, or make War on our Friends, what is here 
pnmisM fliall be performed. And the Chhie/es may take Notice, for the 
future, that we never do any Thing out of Fear, or on Account of our En- 
emies Threats. Don Pedro concludes, offering the Continuation of Friend - 
Aip, upoii new AITurances of Peace, with the Kingdom of China -^ ^^fing, he 
would, at the proper Time, give Liberty to their Prifoners he had in 
the Galleys; Tho* he deiign^d firft to make Ufe of them, and did fo in his 
Expedition to the Moluccos^ which he was then preparing for ;* and all 
this Was [Hiniflually oerform^d. 

He received other Letters at the fame Time, from the Emperor ofjapa?;^ 
whercin,after returning him Thanks for a Prefent of Wine of Grapes, which 
Don Pedro had fent him, with other Things ot Value, he EncouragM him to 
Trade, and defiry he would not fend him any Chriflian Preachers, without 
his Confent. For, fays he, this Country is call'd Xincoco^ which fignifies. 
Dedicated to Idols '^ which have been honoured with much Commendation by 
iDur Fore-Fathers, whofe Anions I alone can not reverfe, and therefore it is 
IX) t convenient that your Law be fpread abroad, or preachM in Japan ; and 
if your Lordihip is willing to entenaih Amity with me, and thefe King- 
doms, do as I would have you. So fays the Japonefe. Don Pedro anfwer'd aix! 
appeas'd him, fo that the preaching was continued in his Dominions. 

This fame Y«ar 1604, the Provinces of Holland and Zealand^ according 
to their Cuftoxti*, fitted out a Squadron of twelve tall Ships, well equipped, 
with fome fmaller Veflels, and, as if they had been Lords of the Winds and 
of the Seas> fet Sail tor India^ the known Way, arriving profpproufly^ in a 
fbort Timey at the Cape of Good Hope. All the Captains had l^en there be- 
fore, and the Pilots valued themfclves upon no lefs Experience. The Admiral 
was Stephen Drage. Beginning to vifit their Forts, and Fadories, in Or- 
der to take fome Prizes, as well as Trade, they met with two fmall Ships, 
loaden with Ivory, at the Bar of MozamHqnc. They chas'd rhem, and tho' 
they fled amain, being purfu^d with no lei's Swifrnefs, the Dutch Robbers 
oveitook, and after a fharp Engagement entered them. They burnt the one, 
and mannM the other, which was a Reinforcement to profecure their Kob-- 
beries. AH thofe Kings, and the Commanders of our Forts, received them 
ts Friends. In September^ they came to the Bar of Goa 3 and lay i j Days 
at Eardes^ in aisOTUch Swuiity as if they had b^jen at jf'^'Jlcrdawy expefling 
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the India Ships, Thence they fent away a Ship to Caiuhaya^ to exchange 
the Ivory they had not long t^forc robbM our People of, aftin.^ not like Py- 
ratcs, but Merchants who difpofe of the Wealth they pick up by Trade, and 
fuccecded profperoufly in all their Undertakings. They fent two more Ships 
to Eengnla^ with other Coincnodities ; all which returned indue Tinie 
confiderably enrich* 
ed down the Coail 
took another Por 

ter unlading the Booty, they fitted lier up their Wiy> and took her along 
with them. 

After this they bent their Thoughts upon greater Matters, to which End Zamori 
they fent an Embafly to the Zaviorij which Name imports as much as Cefar fi^mficz 
among us, and he i% King of Calicut^ a Friend and Confederate with the (Ticlar. 
DvAcL Having agreed upon an Interview, they fell to Trade, and whilil 
the refl attended Commerce, and private Gain, the Admiral coflfulted alx)ut 
State Affairs, conceriing to carry on the War againil the Sfaniards^ and 
more particularly the Pnrtuguefes. They fettled die Time, and the Forces 
they were to joyn for that Efteft. Then they diverted tbemfelveswith Feaft- Jolm wuh 
ing and Treats. Atone of which, by way of Farewel, Zamcri gave Ad- tbcDuxjzhm 
miral Drage an Emeraud, thought to be the larged and beautifulled in the 
World. They went on, and took fome Prizes on the Coall of J^va^ and 
among them a fmall Ship, in which were Don Manuel dc Meloy Conunan*^ 
der in Chief of the MohiccoSy and his Wife, who was obliged to fight as 
well as her Huiband,and yet they could not efcape Captivity. The nearer 
they drew to Tetnnte^iht more confiderable Encounters they had, for in jy 
Sight of Jmhoyna they fell in with a Frigat coining from the Moluccas to ^f^ 
Anchor in that Ifland,which they took, and in her Captain Antony Machado^ p ^ ^ 
her Commander. They ftayM at Amhoynn^ hoping to recover wliat they ^P]^^%^^^^ 
had loft, either by Treachery, or Force. The Year 1605 had now commen- ^^^ ^^ 
ced, and they began their Work on the Z5d of Fehrumy. AmDoyna. 

Eight Ships and fix Tenders enterM *he Port, and the Fort was furren- Draae 
der'd to them without much Difficulty, or Oppofition. They alfo poffcfsM takes Am- 
fhemfelves of the Portugnefe Colony. Thofe People feeing the JDf/rrJ& fo hoyna.. - 
ftrong in Men and Cannon, durll not, nor could they well oppofe them. 
Forty Portvguefes took an Oath of Fidelity to the Prince of Orange^s Baftard 
Son. They put the Commander in Chief into Irons, and delivered the Fort 
to the Lutcb^ alledgirg, for an Excufe, that they had not Ammunition to de- 
fend themfelves. There was another greater Mifchief, which was, that the 
Natives favour'd the Dutch^ as their Deliverer's from the Portugnefe Yoke ♦ 
and they are well belov'd there, and in all Places where tliejr Trade, becaufe pu 
of late they have taken this Courfe, not to meddle with their Religion, nor r ^'*^ ^^ 
fo much as mention it, unlefs, where any will embrace Chriftianity on their ^^'^^^^^^ 
own Accord. They neither wrong'd nor dillurM any Body; and to (how 
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of Amhoyna^Ito^ rcranula^zvd other Placcs,had their Embaffadors at Suiida^ 
to cxpeft tliis Fleet, which came from Home at their Requeff . Before ihey 
fet out from Holland they had received Embaffadors from the King of Jciein 
in Sumatra^ to the fame End. For this Reafon the Dutch give out^ that 
they come to revenge the Wrottgz^the Portuguefes ztidi Spaniards have done to 
the Natives, and to refiore them to their Liberty. The Defigns of thefe 
perfidious Pecqple were no longer a Secret ; for the Admiral Dr/tge it-- 
fitted five of his Ships, and lent them to the Moluccas^ to take the Fort and 
Kingdom of 7)rior^,the only one that continuM in Subjedion to Spain ; and 
it was pubL'ckly reported, that the King of Tervatc would forward the 
Enterprize with his Ships and Men. The Dutch Vice- Admiral fail'd with 
thefe Ships (lopping by the Way to make his Advantage, take in the Refrefh- 
ments in their Faftories, and lade Pepper, and otlier Spice. Every Thing 
2»e Dutch fucceeded as they could wifli, tho' they aFpir^d to fome Matters which re- 
lTojp€rous quir|d a greater Power than they brought. They intended to pafs by the 

Streight of Jcapulco^ and there to lie in wait for the Ships belonging to the 

Philippines going and coming, bccaufe they knew them to be Rich, and 

mi^ht take them. To this End they delay 'd Time, tiB they could be joyn'd 

by the two Ships they expelled from Sunda^ laden with Pepper, from that 

plentiful, and lecure Fadory of theirs. : "

Profperity having emboldened, and flrengthen'd the DutcJi^ Bon Pedro 
afTcmbling his Council of War, ordered that the Captains Antony FreyU^ ^^ Pc- 
Commander of the Squadron belonging to the Pintados^ Peter Sevily Ste^ "^^ \ ^^^^ 
fhcn de JUazar^ and Bernardine Jlfonfo^ fnould repair to the Forts of the ^^^^^ons.

tony de Sylva fliow^d an Original Letter, written by another Dutch Ad- y^^ch 
miral at the Ifland of Borneo^ to the King of Tern.it e^ and fent by P/jilip ^^^^H^^

difturbs the Scnfes, and is us'd by thofe People to encourage them to fight ; ^<^^*^t^- 
and fix Barrels of Powden He gave him an Account of Jndreip Furtado^s 
unfortunate Voyage, the Obflacles, Storms, and Enemies he had met witlj, 
fincehis Departure from Ttrnnte^ till he came to Jlhlara. He gave him 
the Title of Moft Serene Prince, and Potent King of the Moluccos, Bandas^ 
^w^/7772^, and innumerable other Iflands. He congratulated with hrm for. 
the Event of his Arrival at the Moluccos ; promifing he would return to 
Tcrnate with a greater Power, he e>qpefted from Holland^ zvA take Pofleffi- 
on of the Forts, to extirpate the common Ene:my, the King oi Spain j and 
encouraged him with thefe Hopes, to hold out till then. He aiTurM him, 
that he ffaould fcour all thofe Seas from the AtoluccoSy and extend his Do- 
minions as far as C/j'/wtf , without being hindered by the Philippines or J^- 
pone/es. To this End, lie defired him to renew his Friendfliip with -^/w- 
diinao^ and to ac(]uaint the King of thofe Iflands, that he was a Friend to 
the Dutch^ fo to give them Admittance to thofe Ports, Freedom of Trade, 
and amicable Entertainment, as was requifite for their Undertakings ; 
this being a Thing mofl Exnedient, above all other Politick Confiderati- 
ons. He added, he might obferve, and be afiur'd, that nothing was fo 
little regarded in Spain ^ as to contrive that their many Provinces ihould 
preferv«fome Sort of Union, Thattherefere all tiiofe which are very re- 
mote, and fubjeft to that Crown, ought to take much Notice of the great 
Delays there, in coming to a Refolution, and fending Succours Uov[i Spain ; 
becaufe before they believe, or examine the News brought them in order 
to believe them, A flairs have taken a new Turn, and confcquently neither 
the tSJp^w;^ Councils, nor tbeir Arms come fcafonably* That Experience 

h::d 
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had made moft of thefe Things known to hia Highnefs, and his Zeal for 
his Service oblig'd him to mention them. Jntovy de Silva^ added, that he 
was very fure the King of Tervnte had not on^itted doing any Thing of 
what the Dutcb Man recommended to him ; and that he had already pro- 
posed to his People to go abroad to fight, far from their own Iflands. Tho* 
it was never apprehended he would do fo, yet at that Time it much trou- 
bled Don Pedroy Iccaufe he was fo fpenc with the Aftair of the Sangleyes^ 
the Want of whom he laboured fo to fupply, tliat no fuch Mifchief might 
happen again, it being fo necefl'ary to lupport the Trade of the rbiUppines 
another Way, and procure fafety at Home in Order to make War, and keep 
up a Reputation. 

Time, which fometimes gives Hope, and Ibmetimes Difpair, comforted 
Don Pedro in his AfRiclion, bringing in a few Months after fome Ships of 
private Perfons from New Spain ^ and then in due Seafon the ufual Fleer. 
IrUny Mo^ They arriv'd at Manila^ on the Eve of & Matthias^ and in them the Spa* 
7/^/, Sec. ^li-trds fent from Spain^ for the Expedition of Ter7iate^ with above 200 
^; r/V^ at ^ncie from the Marquefs de Montefclaros^ Viceroy of New Spain^ as alfo 
Manila rhe other Neceflaries, and Money, purfuant to the King*s Order. Part of 
^oni New th J5 Qa^y^^ committed to Brother Grtfpar Goviez^ who was received with 
Spain. incredible Joy. He delivcr'd all liis Letters to the Govcrnour, and imme- 

.diateCare was taken to quarter the Officers and Soldiers, and to diflribute 
them fpeedily, fo that all Men might believe there was no other DeCga 
in their coming, but the Security of the Philippine IflaiKls, threatned by 
the Emperor of Japan^ and the Confpiracies of the Sangleyes. This Re- 
port was induftrioufly fo given out, that it might fly and fpread abroad 
Manage^ without the Kingdom^ left they might receive any Intelligence, who had 
went of caufe to fear. Befides that, as the Fame of thofc great Preparations was 
zheGovcr* Advantageousto theSjP/zw/jrrfi in Point of Reputation, fo the Reality of 
Ujut. the Power they had, added to the Opinion conceiv'd^ proved the Defence 

and Security of them all. In Japan^ only the News that Manila was full 
of Men, and Ships of War, allay*d, ox quite banilh'd theDifguftof that 
King, on Account of Dan Pedro^s refufinghim Ship- Wrights. The Peo- 

Cle oiChincheo alfo forbore meditating Revenge againft an Enemy, whofe 
Idories were back'd with fuch Succours. Don Pedro confider'd all thefe 
Particulars, and each of them made him conclude, that he might with 
Safetybeabfent for fome Time from ^/rt?; //it. However the King of Jo*-. 
itate overjoyed that he had Ihaken off the Spanijh Yoke, made little Account 
of all that was told him, concerning its Neighbouring Kingdoms, believ- 
ing they would never recover their Ancient PolTeflions. The Dntch 
Commanders, who were rebuilding the burnt Fort at Tydore^ fent him a 
confiderablcNumberofheavyBrafs Cannon, oi Drakes ^zndi Mufkets, and 
Ke hired fome of thelngeniers, that came in thofe Ships, to look to his 
Fortifications, and reCde in them, and in his City. Some accepted of the 
Habitation, approving of that diforderly, and irreligious Liberty of Life 
allowed in that Country ; where confidering the frequent Rcfort of Ships 
from the North, and the many Faftories, they reckoned themfelves as 
gof)d as at Home, fince they could often meet with their Kindred or 
i'liends, or at leaft with their Country-Men. Banilh'd Spaniards and /bi- 
tugvefe; arrived daily at the Fort of 0/ow, in the Philippine lilands, and 
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among tb^m Paulde Lima^ a Perfon of great Ejcperienc^, and ftUl General oi 
the Artillery at Tydor9^ who, bcfides the Kews of the late Defiruftion^ 
brought an Account of the Joy therewith the Dutch dug up the Guns he 
e/ideavour^d to hide, and how much they were increafed in Strength and 
Shipping. He was received with m ugh Honour, in regard to his Quality, 
and becaufe he was one of thofe who had loft Lands and Goods, taken 
frooi him by the King of Tcrnate^ and his Information, and Counfel were 
of Ufe for what afterwards happened. All Men attended the Warlike 
Preparations, in their feveral Stations, but with equal Zeal ; building 
Ships, and gathering Provifions, Arms, and Ajnmunitions; and Dan Pe^ 
dro himfelf was fo diligent and vigilant, that he attended the meaneft 
Employments, giving an Example, and encouraging j fo that it may be 
faid, he did every Thing, for he ply 'd all Hands.

No fponer does the 
luccos as^ Darknefs begin to cover the Body of the Moon, than the People with Sighs 
to Ecipfes ^^ Tears begin alfo to lament that Plane t*s Mourning ; for they believe it 
^"^ * forebodes the Death or Captivity of their Kini^, or ot fome eminent Perfon 
or fome Calamity to the Publick. If the Eclipfe pafTes oyer without any 
of thefe LoHes, they Repair to their Mofjue in Proceflion, Rank and FiJe« 
Here the foremofl carry large Cbina Difhes. Thofe are followed by others 
with Launces, and Hatchets advanced, and Mufkets refled. Next them 
follow three Lamps, carry U on Men's Shoulders, as common Pi^ures re- 
prefent the great JBunch of Grapes carry 'd by the Difcoverers, who went 
to view the Holy Land promised by God to his People. Next comes a 
Boy, in Royal Robes, and behind him another holding an Umbrello,made 
of various Feathers, over the Head of the firfl. Then follow the Women 
fet off with Flowers and Pahn-Branches, without Order ; and thus they 
celebrate their Thankfgiving, in the Streets and Temples, becaufe the 
Zdipfe pafs^d over without any Detriment.

He examined all four,and they gave 
an Account of the Strength of that Ship, and her Guns, faying. She was 
loden with Clove; and one of the five that tought the Fortuguefes, when 
the Fort of Tematc Llewr up. That they expeded another Ship, which came jjitclU^ 
with her from Bstntam^ and was parted in foul Weather. That the main a-^i,^^ ^/^ 
Drift of the Agreement made between the King ot Tern ate and the Dutclj^ jiive. 
was their AffifUng liim againfl jhe Spa^iiatds^ and Fortvgutjes. That there * 
were Orders at Java and Sunda for the Dutch Ships which pafs^d by to en- 
<7uire there, whether there were any News from X\\t Molticcos^ and if 
Keed were, that they ihould leave their Loding there, and go fuccour the 
King of Ternate. 

^Before Don Pedro departed Talangame^ he confulted with his Officers, 
whether it were convenient to attack the Dutch Ship before they went up- Ternate to 
on the Enterprize of Ternate. Opinions varied, but it was concluded, that y ttttack^'d 
fince his Majefties Defign was to recover the Maluccoi^ and he had ordered yh^^ ^he 
the Flc^t to be provided for that Intent, it was not expedient to prefer any }^^^}^^ 
other A^ion. Time is lubjedt to chaoge,and fometimesan Accioent over- '^*(?* 
throws the befl concerted Defigns. That great Sliip, fo well fior'd with 
Guns, and.Mann'd, might have funk fome of ours, by which w^e (houldhave 
lofl our Cannon, and Provirions,or fome other Mifchief, that could not pof*^ 
fiblybe forefeeh might have happen'd,to the obilrudingof the main Defign. 
Befides that the Ternates being their Friends, in Cafe we had mafler\l the 
Ship, the Men might fly and fave themfelves among their Confederates, and 
thus the Enterprize be rendered more difficult by their AfEflance; and it 
was known by Spyes, that the King already had Dii/fj& Gunners, and Soldiers 
of Courage and ConduA. 

The King was not at Tydore when our Fleet came imo his Harlx)ur, be- j^j^g, ^x- 
ing gone to marry a Daughter of the King of Bachian ; and tho' the Co- Xydore 
lonel fent to acquaint him with his Arrival, and to dcfire he would haJTlen ^^j p^^^ 
his Conung, as fearing Delays ; yet perceiving the Time flipt away, he fet p^^^^ 
out on the laft of March for Ternate^ with his Fleet. When they were at „^^^^ ^^ 
Sea, they heard the new marry ed King's Bagpipes, Bafons, Trumpets, and ^^^ 
Kettle-Drums. He having leceivM the Spaniards Letters, iortbark'd, bring- 
ing the New Queen along with him, and joyn'd them wi^ his Carcoas ftiU 
of Mufick, and Garlands of Flowers. They met with extraordinary /oy, 
and the King of Tydore exprefs'd it particularly for feeing of Don Pedro de 
jfccunna^ with whom he had before frequentCommunication by Letters and 
Meflcngcrs. He fliowM much Concern for the Streights he had been rr- 

duc'd to by the King of Ternate^ with the Affiftance of the Dutci. Dm 
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Pedro comforted him, decJaring his Majefty's Intention, and how he h2d 

orderM him to come to his Affiilance, from the Philifpine Illands, wheufb- 

ever he (bould require it. He vifited the Bride, paying her all poffible Ke- 

fpe(fl J and the King ofTydorc^ telling him, he would attend the Fleet in Pcr- 

lon, with his Ships ana Men, went away then to his Ifiand, and the next 

Orders for Morning, at Break of Day, according to his Promife, came into a Bay near 

t/je Fnter- ^<^^'w/i/^, where our Fleet had anchored.

Our Sentinel^ to whofe Vigilancy a great Part of this Succefs is owiqg, 
gave Notice again^ that upon the Approach cf our Supplies, the Enemy reti* Ternates 
red in piforder,and our Men made i^) to the Wall. The Event of theBat- Jrffi'y 
tei began now to be out of Doubt| and even in that Pofture required Divcrii- D :j order ^ 
Vf of CcnduA. Don Pedro therefore ordcrM the Colours with the Reft of 
the Pikes to march, leaving one Divifion of Mulquetier5, and the Heavy 
Ha rquebu fliers in the Rear, to face the Enemy, in Qife they ihould happen 
to £illy out again toward the Sea. The other Captains and Soldiers went 
on figlitihg, and at the fct Time attackM the Wall, helping one another tu 
climb to the Top. The two firfb that got upon it were the Captains John- 
de CuhaSy and Cervantes^ who having received foirje Wounds on it, tumbled 

down 
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down again. The Difficulty of this Enterprize increased as the Enemy re- 
newed tlieir Efforts, doing us Harm with their heavy and fmall Cannon, 
Mufkets, fundry'Sortof Fireworks, Scones, and other Contrivances the 
Dutch furnifli'd them with ; but the Attack was made fo furioufly, that 
the Spaniards gave not the King^ nor his Men Leifure enough to get into 
the oJd Portuguefe Fort, within the Wall j for liad they done fo, they might 
have defended themfelves fome Time, and our Men would have been 
obiig'dtobatter the Walls with Cannon 5 and tho* the Fort is fmall, and 
built in more unikiltul Times, it would have cod Trouble. 

The Place was taken with little Lofs, for we had but Fifteen Men killU 
on our Side, among them was Captain Cervantes^ who getting up the fit ft 
The K^^^ upon the Wall, with a Dcfign to difplay the King^s Standard on it, %vas 
r/T^f IT, and run into the Eye with a Launce, by a Barbarian^ and others coming on, 
ifupiter of they threw him down to the Ground, whereof he dy*d the fevenih Day, 
He Slam, much regretted by all Men. He had before faid publickly, offering to give 

the Charge, Gentlevicv^ the Bull pall not nuke oh Efcafe my If^ay^ uvlefi 
it cofi me my Life ; alluding to keeping of him in at the BuU-Feafis. He 
was as good as his Word both ways» iince he dy'd in Performance of it, 
with his Arms and Legs broken. No Man of any Note, either among 
the Spaniards or Ltdians elbap^d unhurt. Many Ternates and Javancfes 
were Hain, and fome Dutch ihed their Blood, like brave or defperate Men, 
thinking it a Misfortune, as they faid, to owe their Lives to our Cour-* 
tcfy, or Mercy. 

It was never expe£(ed that the Succefs, would be in aU Points anfwera-* 
ble to the Jultice of the Caufe. Don Pedro had defign'd to bitter the 
Forts, wherein he would have met with mighty DifHcuIties, becaufe the 
Cannon was very heavy, and hard to be drawn to the proper Poils for 
Battery^ as alfo for that there was not Earth to fill the Gabions, and the 
JKockinefs 'of the Ground obftru£led the throwing up of the Trenches^ 
which would have occafionM the Lofs of many Men before the Artillery 
could be planted. The Spaniards purfu'd their Succefs, and polTeiling 
themfelves of the Fort, found in i: 4^ large Brafs Guns, abundance of 
Drakes, and other Arms, befides Ammunition and Proviiions. 

The Men having entered the City, every one fell to plunder, and com« 

mit Outrages. Don Pedro had made Proclamation, that all the Enemies 

•taken within four Days ihould be made Slaves* The Commanders halted 

near the ancient Church of S« Pju/, which was fortify 'd by the tn^my 

with Ramparts for this Service; Opinions vary^d about what was next to 

be done ; oome were for fecuring what was already gainM ; Others for 

pufhingon, to gain the main Fort. The Captains f^^r^ara and ViUa^ra^ 

were forthe Latter, and the Soldiers were fo briik and eager to run into 

any Danger, that one of them, of the Province of EJlremadura^ and be*

That if it fhould fo happen, he mufl not ht difturbd, 
for they fhould all ferve him. The Captain , told him, how much he con- 
fided in him, fince he had fo eafily followed his Advice, and was come to 
his Country almofl Naked; and that whatfoever happened he would not 
miflruft him. Being come near the Mouth of the River, th'ey faw 15 Vef- "^ tipf^n^ 
fels come out, and wlftn in the Sea, they drew up in a half Moon, and made •^^. ^ 
up to enclofe the Captain's C^rroj. The Sangiack feeing them near at Hand, Suhjcas. 
went foward, and calling out, commanded them to be peaceable. As fpon 
as they knew him, they obey'd, drew together their VefTels, and 
€ame to fpeak to him. He enquired into the Poflure of his Affairs, and as^'d 
whether his Mother was there. They faid fhe wa^, and gave him a long 
Account of all Things. They went before to carry his M(»ther the News 
of his Coming, and he ordered them to alTemble all the People of the Town, 
and that none fhould appear arm*d, for they never usM to lay afjde their 

Campilanes. 
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i^ xiic Mother being impatient, advanc'd as fcon as ever ibe came to her 

^arcoa\\)\xi he more nimbly leap'd into that Veflel of AVomen, and 



Cvupilaties. Being come in, they tound all, and even the Women got to- 
J Vefjil B^*thcr,and imbarking again, met the Sdvgiackx Mother in the Aliddie of 
ruN h ^'^ River, (he then coming down, to f?!c her Son, in a Vefici all full of Wo- 
non€ hut *^^"» ^^^^ *" feveral Sorts of Silks, vith high Festherf, and Several of them 
Womau 2*'*^'d' Some handed the Sails, others ply'd the Oares, and others aiien- 

dedal out that Princcffcs Pcrfon, fothat there was not one Man among 
them.

-cfthc SotCsCarcoa 

Sangiack after paying the due Refpeft to his Mother, there pafs'd extraordinary De- 
nntt bis monftrations of Love on both Sides, (lie imbracing,. and kifling her Son, 
Mother. Thus they all went up the River^ againft the Stream, till they came to the 

Town. Onboth the Fanksthere appeared People clad in gay Manner, with 
Feathers, but unarm'd, and the Savgijck having defir'd his Mother to go 
aihorc, ail the Prime Men to perfwade her leaped into the Water, and carry- 
^d her in their Arms. The Sau^hck and Vilh^ra came to the Market- 
place, in the mid ft whereof they found an Arbour, or Hut made of Boughs, 
on Timbers, and in it two Chairs, on a Carpet. They fet down with the 
ufual Ceremonies, and the Sangiack declared to his Subjeds,.that all rlie Do- 
minions of the King of rtT«/T/c,and their Perfons, were then fubjeft to the 
King ofSfain^ as he was himfelf. That hereupon followed the <3bligiatioii 
of delivering up the Forts to him, and he v/as poflefs'd of all the Rell, only

you refufe it^ will imbark %vithout feeing them. ^ Villagra would not allow 
of fuch rigid Nicety, preffing him to take the Satisfaftion of bis Family, be- 
fore the Ad of Polfeffion, and in the mean while, llay'd himfelf with Jolv 
dc Vega^ and Antony JeSylva. 
JTU noble ^^ ^^" ^^ *^^^ Savgiack came Home, he fent the Captain about 50 
£nteftavi^ /W/^?ii loaded with Provifions, one after another, but firit they brought 
incnt. Tables, Chairs ; and Table-Linnen in their great Dilhes, and Salvers, and 

on them the Salts, Knives, drinking Cups, and Ewres, Variety of Fruit, 
Pullets roafled and fry'd. Goats Flefli rcafted and boiPd, and other Diflics, 
after the Fafbion of their Country* A little before the Dinner was en- 
ded they brought a Bed, and Pillows of green Satin, which they laid upon 
Carpets, to take an Afternoons Nap on. It was not long before the San-^ 
^Mrfc himfelf came, followed by all the People, leading his Mother, and 
Arms dtli^ ^^*^ ^^^"^ ^^^^ Men loaded with the Aims he was to deliver up, gathered 
C'^rVA ' * ^^^"^ private Men, as alfo Drakes, Muskets, and other Fire-Arms. Indians 

brought them un their Shoulders, adorn'd with Boughs, in Token of the 
Satisfaction they had in delivering; them. The fame was then done in the 
Fort, as had l)een in the others. The Savgiack that Night gave the Captain 
a Supper in the fame Manner as the Dinner had l)een. The next Day 
Uiejr.breakfafted, and imbarking, return'd where GallUiato waited for them 
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in the Galleys, at Tacomt^ tvith fomc Indians oi Sabubn^ who cainc with.a 
MeflTage to FiUa^ra^ inviting him to go take PoflTcffic'n of ihe Fort. 

He fufpeftcd liiey had a treacherous Defign, which war, that when thejr ^ , 
came to Sabnhi^ thejr would endeavour to have the Galleys come into the ^^^^^^* 
River, the Bar being proper for them, and having 1500 Men in Ambcfb, ^^^'^^' 
on both Sides of it, they would at Kight fend down fome Fire-Ships up--^" it 
on them, then thofe that were in Ambufh giving the Alarm, they might at ^^^ t ^^ 
leaft refcue their King, and the other Priloncrs that were alx)ard; and in SabiiDu, 
Cafe the Spaniards would not go in with their Galleys, they would 
feize Captain Vilhgra , when he landed, that the Governour might, 
in Eitchangc, for him deliver them the King of Ternate. A Porivguefe Wo- 
man, who retir'd to Tacomc^ flying from Ternate when it was taken, and 
marryM to a Rcnejiado, tho'lhc was herfclf a Chriflian, gave Gailinaio JPann- 
Advice of this intended Treachery, He took no Notice, but privately ad- guefe Wih 
vis*d VULigra to pretend he was (ick. The Natives of Sabuhuy again pref- man difc^ 
fed for the Captain, that they might deliver him the Fort, and Gallinato vers tie 
defiring him to make ready to go thither, he excused iiimfelf, alledgirg his Defign. 
Indifpofition. Vega and ^ylva^ and fomc other Officer?, went without him, 
and did the fame Thing he could have done, avoiding the Danger of the 
Treafon. 

They retarnM with the Galleys to Ternate^ where they found Don Vedro^ Don Pedro 
vho condefcending to fome jud Rcquefls, and to others which depended on rejlares 
Courtefy, being only Matter of Bounty, rcftor^d feveral Towns, wrongfully Toms to 
taken. ITiefe were beiiOw'd on the Kings of Ty dor e^o^ JSac/jian, and ot S^tan. the Ow- 
The laft of thcfe,tho* he ought to have joynM the Governour before the Ex- ners. 
pedition, came late, by Reafon of contrary Winds* He reftor^d eight Towns 
to the King of Tydore^ CachilMole^ he having been before polfefsM of them 
in the liland 01 Macbi an. On Cachil Raxa Laudin^ King of Bacbian^ who 
was always faithful to the Spaniards^ and wounded at the Siege Andrew 
Furtado lay'd 10 Ternate^\\t bellow*d the Iflands ofCayoa^ Jdoba^ and Bay^ 
/oro, which are near Bacbian^zs aKo LucabatayPaloMatayZnd other Towns. 
He gave Ruy Pereyra^ the Sangiack of Labua^ a notable Chrillian, and the 
King of SpaifPs Subject, the Ifland of Gave to hold as Governour ; and 
others to Paul de Lima^ which his Family liad formerly been poffefsM of. r^ p t 
Some Aflemblies were held, to confult, what was to be done with ^^r t ^ 
the King and his Son. Upon fumming up the Votes, it ^^^^ Rerolvy,-^^^^^^. 
that neither the one, nor the other, or any of the Prifoncrs of Note, being p^^J^ 
' his Kinfmen, CaMles and SangiacksoiKt\fmty Ihould be left in che Moluc^ ^^ \fanik 
eosi and that, for confiderable Reafons, then appearing, it was not conve- 
nient, dX that Time, to depofe the King, but to allow him to appoint fuch 
peaceable Perfons as he thought fit, to Govern the Kingdom. Don Pedro

Kingof Srn»,whohad never done it before,but only profefsM Friendfbip. Af- 
ter them fworc the Sangiacks and Cachiles^ Tulo^Codati^ Jmuxa^Rcte^ Ale^ 
NayOj j^apate^Colamhahoa^ Dexehs^ Pamuza^ Babada^ Barcat^Svgiy Gngu^ 
Boicyfc^ Gulila^ Maleyto^ Banaha^ all of them Princes, Kinfmen, and Sub^ 
jefts to the Molucca King. They promisM not to admit of the Duich^ nor 
any other Natioiis,to the Trade of Clove, and to pref -rve it entirely for his 
Majefiy^and his Sd}je£(s ; and to be aflifting with their Perfons, FoTce5, 
and Ships, whcnfoever they ibould be calFd tipon by the Commander of the 
Fort of Ternate^oT of tht Fbilif fines. It wasalfoagieed, that they ihould 
not any Way bbAruft the Converfion of the Gentils that were inclined to 

embrace Chriftianity. 

They were allfatisfy'd with this Beginning of their new Subjedion, be- 

caufe the King of Ternate opprefs'd them, as Ixing the moft po :ent,and fup^ 

ported by the Dutch -^ nor had they any Security againft his^Tyranny ; efpt^ 

ciaUy fince he causM the King of Tydorc^s Father to be tteacheroufly mur- 

Jnothcr der'd , the King of Bachianh in War, and a Kinfman of his, which they both 

Fort built fijji refented. Don Pedro orderM another Fort to be erefted at Tydore^ and 

at Tydore a Captain with 50 Men to Garrifon it; at the Rcqueft of the King, by 

whofe Afliflance it was finiftM. It was refolv'd, that for the prefenti the 
Ternate third Part of the Duties the People of Ternate usM to pay, Ihould be taken off, 
eas^d of fo to make them eafy, that they might reap fome Benefit of our Vi^fory, 
Duties. and not be perCwaded it tended to increafe their Oppreflion. The old Fort 

being fnoall, and unfit to make any confiderable Defence, it was thought fit 
to build one on a higher Ground^ larger, and llronger. The Plan was laid 
out, and Orders given for carrying on the Work, The faid old Fort was 
brought into a narrow Con^)afs, whilft the new one was raifing, which the 
GovernouTy before he departed Ternate^ fiiw finiihM, quite enclos'd, and 
• If ; /> fltengthncd with Ramparts. Six hundred Men, diftributed into fix Com- 
fl^ * panics^ were left in it, to defend the Ifland againft any Invafion. Six 
^rTernate. ^^^^ Captains were reformM. There were alfo twelve Gunners, tf ? Pio- 
neers^ 35 Mafons, and two good Brigantines^ which, in Cafe of Neceffiry,

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might be mannM wiih Pioneers. Colonel Jahn de Efquivel was appointed Lrquivel 
CoiTMTiander in chief, and Governour of all the Moluccas. Govern:yi 

Don Pcdro^ the Day before his Departure, gave the faid Governour his 
Inllru£lionS| which had been maturely weighed, and debated, after fe- 
vera! private Conferences with him, providing for all Accidents that might 
happen. 

AH the Prifoners, being the King and Prince ofTernnte^ and 24 Savgiacks p .^ ^ 
ZTiACacbilcs^ were put aboard the Admiral Galley, under the Care of Captain ^[l^^^?! 
VilLigra^ with particular Orders to convey them to Mmila. This done they-^'^^.v^ 
fct fail. Our Fleet being departed with the Booty, and Prifoners, the Colonel, *1^"^^- 
Jobnde Efquhel^zpply^d himfelf diligently to the Affairs of his Charge,and 
to haflning on the Fortifications begun in feveral Parts. Whilft the Conque- 
rors failed away, on the fourth of Alay^hc ordered the King of Tydore^ with 
his Fleet, and in it fome Spayiiards^ commanded by the Captains Pafqual de 
JragonyZnd Martin dc Efquivel^ to fail for Sabuhuy to perfwade the Cachilc:^ 
Sugui and ^uiPati^ to return to the City ; becaufe by their Examples the 
Citizens and Multitude would do the like, they being fled to the Mountains /Ci^o^ of 
on Account of the War ; for fo they would quit thofe Deferts, be encoura- Tydore 
gcd to confide in the Conqueror, and fettle in Peace. The King oi Tydore fem to^- 
arrived at Snbuhn^ with his Company ; fent Meffengers to them, who deli- bubu. 
vcrM what they wcrecommiffion^d with, adding, tfiat if they required Ho- 
'Uges for their faie coming, they fhould have the Spanijb Captains that were 
in the Fleet deliver^ to them. The Gpvernours were fo far from giving y^^ q 
£ ar to their MefTage, that they fent to conjure them to depart Sahubu. Ef- vernours 
quivel was concern^ at this miftruflful and rough Behaviour, becaufe the ,.^/-,^/^ ^^ 
greateft Part of the People of the Ifland were in that flrong Hold, and in G/- ^^^J^ 
loloj and that Repulfein the Prefence of the Natives diat were fled, feem^d 
to threaten greater Oppofition. Whilfl he prepared to reduce them, he en- 
deavourM by faij Means to attra£l the Inhabitants of a Town, callM Tacovic^ 
two Leagues from Ternate, whither alfo fome of thofe that had fled were re-> 
tii^d. He fent them a confiderable Quantity of Plunder, placf'd Safeguards 
inTacome and Mahyo^ to quiet, and defend them againfl the Tyderei, their 
jEnemies and Conquerors. c -/i. 

The King of Tydore^ and our Commanders, returning without any E/Feft ^P?'^*"^ 
from Sjbubiif they failed with the Fleet to Machian^ to recover peaceably xi^^i V^ 
that Part of the Ifland, which the Govcrnour,Don Pi;^ro,took from the King Machiaft. 
of Tc} nate^ to reflore it to him of Tydcre. At tlic fame Time two Dntcb 
Ships arrivM there; one of them was the fame our Fleet found fome Days 
before in the Fort Talangame ; which having been a Witnefs to our Sue- 
cefs, rejoyn^d the other, and both of them came together to the Mobtccos^ hy 
'Order of the Dutch Commander refiding at Jmboyna^ to encourage the King ^^? I3utc!; 
oiTernate to perfifl in his Difobedience, and aflifl him againfl our Fleet, ^*^?^* 
Our Men fent the Colonel Advice, who ordei^d our Galliots to fct out, to 
find, and purfue thofe Ships, that fo their Boats might not offer to move tar 
from them, and to endeavour to obfiruft their trading with the Natives. 
Tl»^ the Orders were obeyed, the faid two Ships apucar*d before Ternate 
the third Day after, and holding on their Courfe, anchored at Gilolo^ where 
mofl of the Natives of the Molucco Iflands, who were fled, had fortify'd 
themfelves. Thefc Gucfts, according to their Cuflome, called together all 
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the Inhabitants, who were difpers'd about in other Towns, and refolv^d 
to go over to Gilolo and Sabubu. They gathered all their Veflels, and 
thought, with them, ard the Dutch Ships, to cbflruft the Ravage our Ga- 
liots made, and to fupport their Friends. This new RebeJlion was carry- 
ed on in Sight of the Dutch Ships lying at Anchor before Gilolo^ and they 
XeheUion ^^-^'^^ ^"^ defended them againft our Squadrons. 

at Gilolo '^^^ Colonel intreated the King oiTydore^ who was newly returned from 

Machian^ to gather a greater Number of arin*d Carcoas^ that our Infantry 

might be carry^d in them, and the Galiots, to attack Gilolo^ and Sabtibuy 

in Order to fupprefs that Mifchief in its firft Rife, there being other Places 

for our Vtfkh to put into, befides the Harbour where the Enemies Ships hy 

at Anchor. The King oiTydore ftarted fo many Difficulties, that Ifquhel 

Methods ^^^^^ ^^^ prevail upon him. Another more eftedlual Method was found.

They met with no 

Oppofition, or other Obflacle in the Way, but only thofelharp pointed 

Stakes they ufe to drive into the Ground^ The Enemy had placed their 

greatefl Defence upon the River ; but abandoned it upon the Approach of 

the ^jizMri/j, tunning up into the Mountains, and leaving their Houfes 

They burn and veflels. Our Men fell upon both, burnt them, and took fuch as durit 

Towns and flay behind. In fine, they all, difmay*d at the Sight of the Flames and 

reduce tlje Deftruftion, embraced more fubmiflive methods. The City Fifoa un- 

J 11 and. derwent the fame Fate, and the Remains of it fued for Pardon, and com-* 

plyy. 

The King diTjdore went away from this Place with eight Carcoas^ lea- 

• vingthe reft, andf the Galleys, with the Major. The City Mamuyay having 

Galela dc^ ^^ade Reiiilance, was alfo burnt. Our Men went over in fmall Veile/s to 

Jltoy^d. Galela^ a Town built in a large Lake, which held out till reduced by Fire 

and Sword, the very Children fwimming away. Tolo^ Chiava^ and Ci- 
Tolo Chi- niafo^ which are three Leagues from Galela^ and whofe Inhabitants had 
ava and been formerly Chriflians, prevented Military Execution, by fending Depu- 
Camafo ties from Toloj the ftrongeft of them, with Boughs oiBonanas in Bloflbm, 
pihmit. and Green, and White Cloves, They came unarm'd^ and wiih MuCck^ 

and exprefsM much Sorrow for their late Rebellion, for which Sultan Zay^ 
dc was to blame, and for having forfaken the Chriflian Religion, which 
they were there ready to imbrace. The Spanijb Commander praised, and 
treated them Councoufly. Our Men now fickned a pace; for which Kea- 
Ibn, as alfo l^ecaufe the wefterly Winds began to grow boilleious, he was 
obliged to defer the fubduing qi Moratay. However he left fpme Men at 
Toh^ with the fmall Guns taken at Cabccanofa^ to fecurc the Towns that 
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were reduced, and defend ihcm againft thofc ot* G^ileh and Tahelo^ which 
are biger than they. This done he returned to Ternate^ but not without 
StorniSy and Dangers, incurrM by giving Credit to a Molucca Slave. 
The Governour mannM a Galliot, aBrigantine, and fome fmaller VelTels 
ith Soldiers, and Cbinefes to row, under the Command of the Enfign 
Cbrijlofbcr Suarez. He failM with a fair Wind for the Ifland Mateo^ MefTajrc

He made them Prefents of Eu^ 
ro/^/xn Commodities, which are as good as Money with them, and offered 
the Protedion of the S^anijb Power, which had pull*d down that Tyrant, 
to whonri they were Tributary. He faid, he fent them Ships and Arms, 
and that for the Time to come, they mij^ht fafely repair to trade at the 
Moluccas. Thefe Princes were two Brothers, the one King of Raal^ the 
other of Tatolu They rcjoyc*d at the coming of the Embaffador Cbyifto^ 
fbcr Suarcz^ and he prcfcnting them fonie Pieces of Velvet, in Token of 
Frieddihip, they returned other Gifts, and Abundance of Provifions, and 
difmifs^d him, with a Letter to the Governour. Queen Doftgue of Cau^ ' 
tifa$ teAify^d to E/quivel no lefs SatisfaAion, and Inclination to be uni-* ,^^ 
ted to the King of S^am by Vaffalage, • 

The Garrifons of the Rebellious Towns were aflaulted by the S^Aniards^ j^^^g of 
and compellM to fubmit. The King of Tyiore made Havock on theCoaft •I'ydore'; 
of Batocbina^ or Gilohj where he recovered tor his Majefly, and for him- j^jons. 
felf, the Towns and Forts that had been taken from him by the King of 
Ternate. He plundered the great Town of Mirn^ in Morataj^ and made 
Captives of many that opposed him, who had a!fo been Chriftians. Among 
the reft he took a Guhmlay wliich iignifies, a Chief, or Head of a Quarter, 
or Ward, whom he again fet at Liberty, at the Recced of our Men, fend- 
ing him away with two other Gumalai^ in the Company of Captain John ^ 
4/rf la Xorrc. The lilands in thole Parts were reducing by Degrees, with Vj^^^^r t 
little Oppofition. Thofe of the Meaas^ lying to the North-Weft, towards W^J^r^^ 
Manila J being among, and full of large Towns, defended themfelves, with ^" ^^ 
theAfliftance, andlnduftry of theDri/rA; but B. Jntonj Flares y a Lay- 
Brother, of the Order of S* Jygujlin^ -who fought againft the Sangleyes 
of Manila^ as has been faid above, coming thither with the Galleys, they ' 
fubnutted^' The Enfign 'Lewis de Zuaza arriv'd after the. Bufinefs was 
over, and they being now fiiccaisful, and underftanding that the Dittcb 
Ship was fail*d from Gitolo, naade after her.

'••*:>• could not deal with ihcm any longer, for they faid. That fiuce the PeopSfe 
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€xf iht Moluccol \itiz y\Stoxio\xs^ why fhould they tc iiill fubjeft to the 
Spaniards^ who did not defend thenr^ againft the Moors^ and thefe would 
iiow plunder them daily with die Affiilancc of Ternate^ and it woiild be 
worfe tor the* Future. Nor were they fatisfy'd with mutteiing, but pro- 
ceeded to confer Notes together, and to contrive putting their Projefts in 
Execution. But all this vanifh'd at the Sight of Truths and the News of 
it^ brought in before the Arrival of tlie Conquerors^ and the Preparations 
they faw made for theii Reception, and triumphant Rejoycings. The 
Weather was feafonable, and favoured them iu all RefjpeAs, and rhey ar« 
liv^diZi Manila ovk the ninth of June^ loaded with Honour and Vi^ory, 
after they had refied in the Port of Cabrte^ two Leagues diftant. 

The Captives divened themfclves with our Men, to put off the Remem- prifoncn 
branceofpaflTimes, whilft rich Garments of Icveral Sorts of Silks were Jifconfo^ 
provided for them at the publick Charge, which is the King's Treafury in ///^^ 
the Philipphic Ifiands. They lookM dejededly, and with Admiration,, on 
the Harbour, WaU?, Forts, and Buildings of the City, the Sight whereof 
made them call to Mind the laft Day on wliich they fell from their boafled 
State of Liberty. Our Commanders dropt fome courteous Words of Com- 
fort in their Difcourfe, telling them, tliat asfoonas tlicNcws could come 
to Spain ot- their being reducM, and that good Order was taken againi^ 
falling again into the foraner Dangers, the King would order them to be 
reftor'd to their Libcny. All thefe Expreifions were not. of Force to fatis^ 
I7 thofe Indians^ who on the contrary began to complain of the General ^ 
becaufe they either fufpeded, or were told by fome of our Men, that.he 
would not obfervethc lafe Conduit, and promife he had made them in the 
King^s Name, and on which they had rcly^d ; and that in Cafe Sultan 
Zayde were continued in the Vhillppint lilands, it was certain they would 
fend his Son, Prince Gariolano into Eiifopc^ by the Way of Ncp^ Spain. 
The general being acquainted with thefe melancholly Reflexions of theirs, 
thought it conc::rnM the Reputation of the Chriftian Religion in general, 
and of the Spanijb Nation in particu!ar,to difpell thofe Jealouiies, and there- 
foie he writ to them, and diredled the Captain, whe carry^d the Letters, 
toperfwade the King not to conceive the leaft Miftruflof the Kiug^s Word, 
aiid Security he had conHded in. This composM their Thoughts, and they 
cither did, or pretended to takcComfert., . - 

The Prifoners came with the Forces to the City, which the Fleet faluted 
with its Cannon, and were anfwer'd by the Artillery and fmall Shot from Don Pc- 
the Walls and Forts, The King landed in a Garden the Governoar had dro'r^n- 
without the Walk, where he reposM himfelf that Night, and when Lodg- try into 
ings were provided for him,.with the greatefl State that could be, and an- Manila, 
fwerably for other Prifoners, according to their Qualities, Don Pedro entered 
Manila with the Forces, and Oftentation of Captives and Booty. There 
wafjted liot Triumphal Archef, with fuch Infaiptions as are Generally Defcriptt^ 
fer on them in Honour of Conquerors. The Habit of the Prifoners, in rich on ofthe^ 
Mantles, Turbants and Plumes, was not futaWe to their Foi tune; as making King of 
their Countenances look nnoreliaughty, and rcprefemiog ArrogaiKy. That Ternate* 
King was ilrong body'd, and his Limbs well Knit; his Neck, and great 
Part of his Arms he wore naked ; his Skin being of the Colour of a Cloudy 
father inclined to Black than Tavrny, The Features cf his Face were like 
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^n European. His Eyes large, full, and fparkJing, to which they add the 
Fierccncfs of long Eyebrows, thick Beards and Whifkers, and Jank Hair, 
He always wore his Campilane^ or Cimiter, and Criz^ or Dagger ; the Hilts 
of them both rcfemblijig the Heads of Snakes gilt. This is affirm'd by 
Officers that attended, and conversed with him familiarly,to whom he ^vas 
obligingly Courteous, and it appears by Relations, and by the Fiifture drawn 
to the Life, tvhidi the General fent into Sfain for the King. 
£j^cbigs ' The Rcjoycings for the Vicfpiy were continued with much Solemnity, 
V the Indians^ who were the principal SubjcS of i hem, being prefent. The 

King ofTernatc underftanding that Mcflengers were fending away to Spain 
to carry the News of the Succcfs, and Account of the Prifoncrs, writ a 
: &on Letter to the King, intcrmixt with Commendations oi Den Tedro ds 
Jicunnn and fome other Spanijh Commanders. He reprefented the change 
of his Condition, with fomcwhat of Submiflion, but not Humility, or ra- 
ther Meaunefs; and intreated his Majefly to extend his Royal Goodnefs 
cowards the Conquer^, for his own Magnanimity's fake, and on Account 
of the perpetual Fidelity, and Vaffalage they had fworn to him. This 
Letter was writ by another Hand, and in Spanijb. When it was given 
him to fign, the King turned the upfide down, and Writ his Name on the 
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
